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THE 

PREFACE. 

T He Concerts that have 
been raffed in this Age 
concerning the law- 
fulnefs and the uleful- 
nefs of the Epifcopal Govern¬ 
ment , have engaged fo many 
learned Men to treat that Argu¬ 
ment fo fully, that as there is 
very little excule left for the Ig¬ 
norance or obftinacy of thole 
Who ftill ftand out againft the 
Evidence of a Caufe made out 
fd clearly, fb there is fcarce any 
thing left to be laid by any. 
Whole Zeal may fet him on to 
A 3 handle 
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handle a matter that feems to be 
now exhaufted. There is one 
fort of Arguments yet remain¬ 
ing, that as they are more with¬ 
in every ones compafs to appre* 
hend and apply, fo they have a 
greater force on Mens affedtions, 
which commonly give abiafs to 
their underftandings. For con¬ 
viction has an eafie accefs to us 
when we are already inclined to 
wifh that were true, concerning 
which we imploy our enquiries: 
And in practical matters, fuch as 
Government, Arguments fetched 
from great Patterns do not only 
prepare us to think well of fuch 
Forms, but really give us truer 
.and jufter Ideas of them than 
fpeculative Difcourfes can raife 
in us; which work but coldly 
on perfons unconcerned. An 
Argument not foreign to this , 
is ufed by ali the AlFertors of 

Epifco- 
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Epifcopacy, in which the force of 
the reasoning is equal to the truth 
of the aflertion ; Which is, that 
it is not poffible to think that 
a Government can be criminal , 
under which the World received 
the Chriffcian Religion, and that 
in a courfe of many Ages , in 
which as all the corners of the 
Chriftian Church, fo, all the parts 
of it, the found as well as the 
unfound, that is the Orthodox: 
as Well as the Etereticks and 
Schifmaticks," agreed : the perfe¬ 
ctions that lay then fo heavy 
on the Church made it no de¬ 
finable thing for a Man to be 
expofed to their firft fury, which 
was always the Bifhops portion ; 
and that in a courfe of many 
Centuries, in which there was 
nothing but Poverty and labour 
to be got by the Imployment : 
There being no Princes to let it 
A A 
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on as an Engine of Government, 
and no Synods of Clergymen 
gathered to affume that Autho¬ 
rity to themlelves by joynt de- 
figns and endeavours. And can 
it be imagined that in all .that 
glorious Cloud of Witnelfes to 
the truth of the Chriftian Reli¬ 
gion , who as they planted it 
with their Labours, fo watered 
it with their Blood, there fhould 
not fo much as one fingle per- 
Ihn be found, on whom either 
a love to truth, or an envy at 
the advancement of others pre¬ 
vailed fo far as to declare againft 
jfuch an early and univerfal cor¬ 
ruption (if it is to be efteemed 
one. ) When all this is compli¬ 
cated. together , it is really of 
fo great Authority , that I love 
not to give the proper name to 
that temper that can with Hand 
fo. plain a demonftration. For 
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Covets w h at; can a Man, even heated 
w i t h all the force of imagina*

jV - But things fo remote require 
p’ more than ordinary knowledge 
" ^j s fet them before us in a true light : 
‘ f And their diftance from us makes 

nonfc* them 
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them leffen as much to our 
thoughts, as Objects that are far 
from us do to our Eyes. There* 
fore it will be perhaps neceftary 
in order to the giving a fuller 
and amiabler prolpect of that 
Apoftolical Conilitution, to chufe 
a Scene that lies nearer, and more 
within all peoples view; that fo 
it may appear, that for the li* 
ving Arguments in favour of this 
Government we need not go To 
far as to the Clement’ s, the Ignatius’s , 
the Tolycarp’ s, the IretUus’ s, the De¬ 
nys’s and the Cyprian’s that were 
the glories of the Golden Ages : 
Nor to the Jtbanafms’s , the Bajil’sj 
the Gregorys, the Cbryfoflome’s , the 
Martins , the Ambrofe sand the Au- 
[tins, that were the beauties of the 
Second but Silver Age of Chri- 
ftianity ; but that even in this Iron 
Age, and dreg of time , there 
have been fuch Patterns, as per-' 

naps 
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haps can hardly be matched fince 
Miracles ceafed. 

We ought not to deny the 
Church of %ome the juft Praifes 
that belong to fome of the Bb 
(flops fhe has produced in this 
and the laft Age, who were bur¬ 
ning and Alining Lights : and 
we ought not to wonder if a 
Church fo blemiftit all over with 
the corruptions of her Clergy , 
and in particular of the Heads 
of them, covers her felf from 
thole deferved Reproaches by the 
brightnefs of fuch great names ; 
and by the exemplary Vertues 
of the prefent Pope, which being 
fo unufual a thing, it is not ftrange 
to lee them magnifie and cele¬ 
brate it as they do. France has 
likewile produced in this Age a 
great many Bifhops, of whom 
it muft be (aid , That as the 

World 
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World was not worthy of theni 
fo that Church , that ufed them 
fo ill, was much Ids worthy of 
them* And though there are 
not many of that (lamp now 
left , yet Cardinal Grimaldy * , 
the Bifhop of Anglers , and the 
Bifhop of Grenoble , may ferve 
to dignifie an Age , as Well as 
a Nation. The Bifhop of A* 
let was , as , a great and 
good Man told me , like a 
living and fpeaking Go* 
fpel. 


It is true their intangle- 
ments with the See of ^ome and 
the Court of Fiance , were things 
both uneafie and dangerous to 
them; but I love not to point 
at their blind Sides, it is their fait 
one that I would fee out: and if 
we can be^r the higheft com¬ 
mendations that can be given to 
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tlie Yertues of Heathen Philofo- 
phers, even when they do eclipfe 
the reputation of the greater pare 
of Chriftians; it will be unjuft 
for any to be uneafie at the Prai* 
les given to Prelates of another 
Communion, who are to be lo 
much the more admired, if not* 
withftanding all the corruptions 
that lye fo thick about them, that 
they could hardly break through 
them, they have let tire World 
fuch examples as ought indeed 
to make others afhamed that have 
much greater advantages. But 
fince the giving of Orders is ah 
moft the only part of their fun* 
ftion, that is yet entirely in their 
Hands, they have indeed brought 
a regulation into that which was 
fo grofly abuled in former times, 
that cannot be enough comment 
dedj nor too much imitated ; they 
have built and endowed Semina*

One hundred Ecclefiafticks main¬ 
tained ; and out of thele he Or* 
dains every Year fuch a number 
as the extent of his Diocefs does 
require: And \yith thele he fup- 
plies the Vacancies that fall. This 
is a way of imploying the Re¬ 
venues of the Church, that is ex¬ 
actly fuitable to the lenfe of the 
Primitive times, in which a Bi- 
fhop was not confidered as the 
Proprietor, but only as the Ad- 
miniftrator and Difpencer of the 
Revenue belonging to his See : 
And there is fcarce any one thing 
concerning which the Synods in 
thole Ages took rpore care than 
to diftinguifli between the Goods 

and 
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and Eftate that belonged to a 
Bifhop by any other Title, and 
thofe that he had acquired du¬ 
ring his Epifcopat : for though 
he might difpofe of the one , 
the other was to fall to the 
Church. 


But now to return to the Sub- 1 
je<£t that led me into this digref- 
fion, there is nothing that can 
have a ftronger operation to o- 
vercome all prejudices againft 
Epifcopacy , than the propofing 
eminent Patterns, whofe Lives 
continue to (peak ftill , though 
they are dead : Of which my 
native Country has produced , 
both in the laft and in the pre* 
lent Age, fome great and rare In- 
ftances, of which very eminent 
effe&s appeared, even amid ft all 
that rage of furious Z.eal, into 
which that Nation was trans¬ 
ported 
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to, ported againft it: And I fuppole 
i the Reader will not be ill plea- 
qtadl fed if I make a fecond digreflion 
fot tU« to entertain him with lome paf- 
' the ok (ages concerning them y but will 
fill tot bear with it perhaps better than 
with the former.

him. He had a moft terrible 
Calamity on him in his Family, 
which needs not be named : I j I 
do not know whether that or a tl 
more early principle determined 1 
him to enter into Orders : He 
undertook the labour of a private 
Cure in the Country, upon the i 
moft earned; invitations of his 
Bifhop, when he was Forty Eight i 
Years old , and difcharged his i 
Duty there fo worthily, that with* i 
in a few Years he was promo- i 
ted to be Bifhop of Aberdeen ; in i 
which See he fat about Seven- ! 
teen Years. It was not eafiefor i 
King James to perfwade him to 
accept of that Dignity, and ma* 
ny Months paft before he could 

be induced to it, for he had in- 

• __ * 

tended 
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tended to have lived and dyed, 
in a more obfcure corner. It loon 
appeared how well he defer* 
ved his Promotion, and that 
his unwillingnefs to it was not 
feigned, but the real effect of 
his humility : He was in all 
things an Apoftolical Man, he u* 
fed to go round his Diocefs with¬ 
out noife, and but with one Ser* 
vant, that lo he might be rightly 
informed of all matters. When 
he heard reports of the weak- 
nefs of any of his Clergy, his 
cuftome was to go and lodge 
unknown near their Church on 
the Saturday Night, and next 
day, when the Minifter was 
got into the Pulpit, he would 
come to Church, that fo hd 
might obferve what his Ordi¬ 
nary Sermons were, and ac- 

encouraged them. He took 
a % fuch 
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fucK care of the two Colledges 
in his Diocefs , that they be¬ 
came quickly diftinguifhed from 
all the reft of Scotland : So that 
when the troubles in that 
Church broke out , the Do¬ 
ctors there were the only per¬ 
sons that could maintain the 
Caufe of the Church ; as ap¬ 
pears by the Papers that paft 
between them and the Cove¬ 
nanters. And though they be-' 
gun firft to manage that Argu¬ 
ment in Print, there has no¬ 
thing appeared fince more per* 
fe£t than what they writ. They 
were an honour to the Church 
both by their Lives, and by 
their Learning , and with that 
excellent temper they feafoned 
‘ that whole Diocefs, both Clergy 
• and Laity, that it continues to 
this day very much diftinguifhed 
from all the reft of Scotland, both 
.. for 
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C f K ; for Learning,Loyalty and Peace- 
ablenefs ; and, fmce that good 
1 j e ; Rifhop died but three years be- 
fore the Rebellion broke out,

One memorable 
thing of his Father ought not 
to be left unmentioned ; he had 
Synods twice a year of his Cler* 
gy, and before they went upon 
their other bufinefs, he always 
began with a fhort difeourfe, ex* 
cufing his own infirmities and 
charging them that , if they 
knew or obferved any thing a* 
mifs in him, they would ufeall 
freedom with him , and either 
come and warn him in fecret 
of fecret errours, or if they were 
publick, that they would fpeak 
of them there in publick; and 
upon that he withdrew to leave 
them to the freedom of Speech. 
This condefcenfion of his was 
never abufed but by one pe¬

with equal fuccefs. He got Chur* 
ches and Schools to be raifed and 
endowed every where; and lived 
to fee a great blelfing on his en* 
deavours ; lo that he is not fo 
much as named in that Country to 
this day but with a particular ve» 
neration, even by thole who are 
otherwise no way equitable to that 
Order. The only anlwer that 
our angry people in Scotland uled to 
make when they were prelfed with 
fuch Inftances, was,that there were 
too few of them : But fome of the 
fevereft of them have owned to 
me, that if there were many fuch 
Bifhops, they would all be Epi- 
fcopal. I 
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I fihall not add much of the 
Bifhops that have been in that 
Church fince the laft re-eftabliHi- 
ing of the Order, but that I have 
oblerved among the few of them, 
to whom I had the honour to be 
known particularly, as great, and 
as exemplary things, as ever I 
met with in all Ecclefiaftical Hi- 
flory : Not only the pra&ice of 
the ftri&eft of all the Antient Ca¬ 
nons, but a pitch of Vertue and 
Piety beyond what can fall under 
common imitation,or be made the 
meafure of even the moil: Angeli¬ 
cal rank of Men ; and law things 
in them that would look liker fair 
Ideas, than what Men cloathed 
with Flefh and Blood could grow 
up to. But of this I will fay no 
more, fince thole that are con¬ 
cerned are yet alive, and their 
Character is too lingular, not to 
make them to be as ealily known,

Difcourfes work but 
upon fpeculative people ; and it 
has been io long the method of fa¬ 
ctious and ill deligning Men, to 
accufe publick Errors, that he 
wifhed thofe, to whom he addref- 
fed his advice, would give over 
all thoughts of mending the world, 
which was grown too old in wick- 
ednefs to be ealily corrected 5 - and 
would only fet themfelves to do 
what good they could, with lefs 
noife; and fo to give lefs occation 
to angry people to quarrel with 
them ; and to juftifie thole abules 
which are by l'uch indifcreet oppo* 
fition kept in fome credit, and pre- 
ferved ; whereas without that they 
mull have fallen under fo general 
an Odium, that few could have 
the face to excufe them.

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ILLIAM BEDELL 
was born at Black 
Not ley in EJfex, in the 
year i 570.be was the 
younger Son of an 
ancient and good Family, and of no in- 
confiderable Eftate , which has now 
defended to his Son ( his elder Brother 
_ without I flue ) : After he had 
paid through the common education at 
Schools, he was lent to Emmanuel Col- 
ledge in Cambridge , and put under 
Dr. Ch aider tons care, the famous and 
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long-liv’d Head of that Hou fe y and 
here all thofe extraordinary things, that 
rendre’d him afterwards fo confpic'uotis,* 
began to fhew themfeHes in fiich a man¬ 
ner, that he came to have a vejry emi¬ 
nent Character ' bodi for Legrfong and 
Piety : fo that Appeals were oft made 
to him, as Differences or Controverlies 
arofe in the Univerfity. He was. pi# 
in Holy Orders by the Bilhop Suffragan 
of Colchejler. Till I met with this 
paffage, I did not think thelq Suffra¬ 
gans had been continued fo long in Eng¬ 
land : How they canle to be put down, 

I do not know ; it is probably they, did 
ordain all that defined Orders, fo pfo 
milcuoufly, that the Bifhops found it 
neceffary to let them fall. For com¬ 
plaints .were made, of this Suffragan-; 
upon which he was threatned with the 
taking his Commiffion from him : for 
though they could do nothing but by 
a Delegation from the Bifhop, yet the 
Orders they gave were ftill valid, even 
when . they ttyinlgreffed in conferring 
them Upon that the Suffragan faid a 
thing that was as infolent in him, as it 
was honourable for Mr. Bedell , That 
he had-ordained a better Man than any 
the Bifhop had ever ordained, naming 
Bedell. He was chofen Fellow of the

Colledge in'i 593. and took his Degree 
of Batchelour of Divinity in the year 
1599. ■ 

From the Univerfity he was' remov¬ 
ed td the Town of S. £drticndsbury in 
Suffolk, where' he fervid long in" the 
Gofpel, and with great fuccel>, he and 
his Colleague being' of' 'filth' different 
characters, that Htfliereas it was faid of 
him that he made the difficulteft places 
of Scripture appear plain," it tvas' faid, 
That his Colleague made the plained 
places appear difficult ;' the opening of 
dark palfages, - and tile comparing of 
many Texts of Scripture , together 
with a lerious and practical application 
of them, being the chief fubjedt of Hi§ 
Sermons: "W hich method feveral other 
great Men at that time followed, filch: 
as Bifhop Vfber , Dr. Jackfon , and 
Mr. Mede. He had an occafion given 
him not long after Ills lettlerneiit in 
this charge, to fhew his courage , 
and how little he either courted pre¬ 
ferment, or was afraid of falling un¬ 
der the difpleafure of great Aden: 
For when the Bifhop of Norwich pro- 
poled feme things to a meeting of 
ms Clergy, with which they were ge¬ 
nerally diffatisfied, though they had not 
relolutron enough to oppbfc them ; He 
B 2 took 
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took that hard Province upon himfelf, 
and did it with fo much ftrength of rea- 
(on, as well as dilcretion, that many 
of thole things were let fall: upon 
which when his Brethren came and 
magnified him for it, he checkt them 
and laid, He defired not the praifes of 
Men. His reputation was fo great 
and fo well eftablifhed both in the Uni- 
verfity and in Suffolk, that when King 
James lent Sir Henry Wotton to be his 
.Ambaffadour at Venice, at the time ol 
the Interdict; he was recommended as 
the fitteft Man to go Chaplain in lb 
, critical a conjuncture. This Imploy- 
ment proved much happier and more 
honourable for him than that of his 
fellow Student and Chamber-fellow 
Mr. Wadf vorth, who was at that time 
beneficed in the lame Diocefe with him, 
and was about that time fent into Spain , 
and was afterwards appointed to teach 
the Infanta the Englffl) Tongue, when 
the match between the late King and 
her was believed concluded : for Wadf- 
worth was prevailed on to change his 
Religion and abandon his Countrey, 
as if in them thole Words of our 
Saviour had been to be verified, There 
fffjall he two in one Bed, the one ffoall be 
taken, and the other (ball be left.

- P. Paulo was: then the: Divine: ©f.th 4 
State, a man equally eminent for, vail 
learning and a molt confummateek pru¬ 
dence ; and was. at: iOnce .one: .of tha 
great eft Divines, and of thewileft Men 
of his Age. But to commend the .ee* 
lebrated Hiftorian of the: Council of 
Trent, is a thing fo needlels that I may 
xdell flop ; yet it muft needs, raife the 
Character of Bedell much, tliat an ItM 
turn, who, befid^i the caution that is 
natural, to the Countrey, and the pru-, 
dence that obliged one in his circum- 
ftances toa more than ordinary diftruft 
of all the World,, was tyed up. by the 
ftrictnels of that Government to a -ve* 
ry great refer.vednels- with all people* 
yet took Bedell into his very Soul; and, 
as Sir-f/twy Wotton alfured the lateKing* 
He communicated to him the inward* 
eft thoughts of his. Heart, and proleft 
ed that he had learnt more from him in 
all the.parts of Divinity,: whether Spe¬ 
culative f.or: Practical, than from any* 
he had ever converted with in his. w-holc 
life. So great an intimacy with lo ex¬ 
traordinary a perfon is enough to raife 
B 4 a 
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a Character, were there no more to be 
added. P. Paulo went further, for he 
afftfted him in acquiring the Italian 
Tongue, in which Bedell became fuch a 
Matter, that he fpoke it as one born in 
Italy , and penned all the Sermons he 
then preached, either in Italian or La- 
tine ; in this laft it will appear by the 
productions of his Pen yet remaining, 
that he had a true Roman Stile, inferior 
to none of the Modern Writers, if not 
equal to the Ancients. In requital of 
the InftruCtion he received from P. 
Paulo in the Italian Tongue, he drew 
a Grammar of the Enghjh Tongue for 
his ufe, and for lome others that defi- 
red to learn it, that fo they might be 
able to underffand our Books of Divini¬ 
ty, and he alfo trapflated the English 
Common-prayer Book into Italian ; and 
P. Paulo and the feven Divines that du¬ 
ring the Interdict were commanded by 
the Senate both to preach and write 
againft the Popes authority, liked it fo 
well, that they refblved to have made 
it their pattern, in cafe the diffe¬ 
rences between the Pope and them had 
produced the erfeCt which they hoped 
and longed for.

The intimacy between them grew 
fo great and fo publick, that when 
P. Paulo was wounded by thofe A {raffi¬ 
nates that were let on by the Court of 
Rome to deftroy fb redoubted an Ene¬ 
my, upon the failing of which at¬ 
tempt a Guard was fet on him by the 
Senate, that knew how to value and 
preferve fo great a Treafiire; and much 
precaution was ufod before any were ad¬ 
mitted to come to him, Bedell was ex¬ 
cepted out of thofo rules, and had free 
accefs to him at all times. They had 
many and long difcourfes concerning 
Religion : He found P. Paulo had read 
over the Greek New Teftament with 
fo much exaftnels, that having ufod to 
mark every Word when he had fully 
weighed the importance of it as he 
went through it; he had by going of¬ 
ten over it, and oblerving what he paft 
over in a former reading, grown up to 
that at laft, that every word was mark¬ 
ed of the whole New Teft ament: and 
when Bedell fuggefted to him critical 
explications of fome callages that he 
had not underftood before, he received 
them with the tranlports of one that 
leapt for joy, and that valued the dilco- 
veries of divine Truth beyond all other 
things. 

During 
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During- his ftay at Venice, the fa- 
mous jtfit* de Dominis Archbifhop of 
Update, came to Venice ;' and having rev 
ceived a juft character of Mr. Bedell, 
dilcovered his iecret to him, and.fhewi 
irig him his ten Books De Republic a £c, 
clefiaflica, which he afterwards printed 
at London Bedell took the free¬ 
dom which he allowed him, and con 
rented many ill applications , of Texts of 
Scripture, and Quotations of Fathers, 
For'that Prelate being utterly ignorant 
of the Greek Tongue, could not.buc.be 
guilty of many miftakes;both in the one 
and' the other ; and if there remain 
feme places ftill that difcover his igno¬ 
rance of that Language too plainly, 
yet there had been many more, if Be- 
'dell had not corrected them: but no 
wonder if ill fuch a. multitude feme 
efcaped his diligence. De Dominis took 
all this in good part from him, and did 
enter into fuch familiarity with him, 
and found his afliftance fo ufcful, and 
indeed fo neceffary to himfelf, that he 
uled to fay he could do nothing with¬ 
out him. • 

A paifage fell out during the Inter¬ 
dict, that made greater noile than per¬ 
haps the importance of it could well 
amount to : but it was fuited to. the 
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though it was as ftrong as the like com¬ 
putation from the Greek Word f 
upon which fome of the Ancients 
laid fome weight. This flew lo over 
Italy, that left it flhould take too much 
among the people, the Pope caufed his 
Emiffaries to give it out every where, 
That Antichrift was now born in Baby¬ 
lon, and was delcended of the Tribe of 
Dan ; and that he was gathering a vaft 
Army, with which he intended to come 
and deftroy Chriftendome : and there¬ 
fore all Chriftian Princes were exhorted 
to prepare all their Forces for refilling 
io great an Invafion. And with this 
piece of falle news that was given out 
very confidently, the other conceit was 
choaked. But though Mr. Bedell 
makes ufe of it in his Book again# 
Wadfmrth , yet he was too modeft a 
Man to claim the dilcovery of it to 
himlelf, but Sir Henry Wotton allured 
King James, That he firft oblerved it. 

Here I muft add a palfage, concern¬ 
ing which I am in doubt whether it r e- 
flebted more «n the fincerity, or on the 
underftanding of the Englijb AmbalTa* 
dour. The breach between the Pope 
and the Republick was brought very 
near a Crifis j Io that it was expebted 
a total leparation, not only from the 

Court, 
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as the li;;”ourt, but the Church of Rome, was 
f Word i.iike to follow upon it. It was fet on by 
f the A|p. Paulo and the Seven Divines with 
^ few tnuch zeal, and was very prudently 
dtike too:ondu£fed by them. In order to the 
ie %ttadvancing of it, King James ordered 
M every Bis Ambalfadour to offer all poflible a£ 
'Mbomaftance to them, and to accuie the Pope 
Wtkhnd the Papacy as the chief Authors of 
nsgahenjiil the mifchiefs of Chriftendome. The 
leiendal^rince and Senate anfwered this in 


ldome: andivords full of refped to King James, 
inceswerttstnd faid, That they knew things were 
lores foot lb bad as lorne endeavoured to make

which P. Paulo and the Seven 
, -Divines prelfed Mr. Bedell to move the 
‘ff^ffAmbalTadour to prelent King James's 
^Premonition to all Chriftian Princes 
aenti, - anc j g tates ^ t l ien p Ut i n Latine , to the 

Senate, and they were confident it 
would produce a great eftebt. But the 
Ambaliadour could not be prevailed on 
to do it at that time, and pretended that 

6 fince 
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fijace S. Jav/es\ day was not-far off,' jf 
would be more proper to do it on that 
day.- If this was only for- the lake of 
a Speech that he had made on the con- 
ceit of ^.-James's Day and K; 

Book, with which-he had intended to 
prelent it, that was a weaknefs never 
to be excufed. But if this was only a 
pretence, and that there was a cielign 
under it, it was a crime not to be for- 
given. All that Bedello ould fay or do 
to perfwa.de him not to put off a thing 
of fuch importance was in vain ; and 
indeed I can hardly think that Won on 
was fo- weak a Man as to have afted fin- 
cerely in this matter. Before S. James's 
day came, which I fuppole was the 
Firft of May, and not the Twenty fifth 
of July, the difference was made up, 
and that happy opportunity was loft; 
fo that when he had his audience on 
that Day, in which he prelented die 
Book, all the anfwer he got, was, That 
they thanked the King of England for 
&s good will, but they were now re* 
oonciled to the Pope, and that therefore 
they were reldlved not to admit of 
any change in- their Religion, ac¬ 
cording to their agreement with the 
Court of Rome. 
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v ''; it j may be eafily imagined what a 
IWound this was,to his Chaplain, but 
mue.h more to thole. who. were more 
immediately concerned ill that matter ; 
I,mean. P. Paulo., with the Seven Di¬ 
vines, and many others, who were 
weary of the corruptions of .their Wor- 
iiiip, md were groaning for a Refor¬ 
mation. • 1 ljuti now the reconciliation 
vvitjh Rome .was concluded : the Senate 
parripd the matter.with.all the dignity 
and Malady that became that mod ie- 
rene Republish, as, to .all civil things : 
for they- would not ask Ahfolution; but 
the Nuncio,.\to faye -the. Popes credit, 
taroe.mto the Senate.-H.oufe, before the 
Duke was •come, and eroded hisCufhi- 
on,and abfblved him. Yet upon this they 
would not fuffer any pubiick figns of joy 
to be made ; -nor. would they recal the 
Jeluites. ; But in all theft things greater 
regard was had to the dignity of their 
State, than to the interelf of Religion ; 
Jo .that P. Paulo was out of all hopes of 
bringing things ever back to fb promi- 
fing a • conjuncture ; upon which he 
.wilht he could have left Venice and corns 
over to England with Mr. Bedell : but 
l ie was fb much efteemed by the Senate 
for. his great Wifdom, that he was con¬ 
sulted by them as an Oracle, and truft- 

ed 
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ed with their moft important Secrets: fo 
that he faw it was impoflible for him to 
obtain his Congeg, and therefore he made 
a fhift to comply as far as he could 
with the eftablifhed way of their Wor- 
fhip ; but he had in many things parti¬ 
cular methods, by which he in a great 
meafure rather quieted than fiitisfied his 
Confidence. In faying of Mats, he 
pad: over many parts of the Canon, 
and in particular thole Prayers , in 
which that Sacrifice was offered up to 
the honour of Saints: He never prayed 
to Saints, norjoyned in thole parts of 
the Offices that went againft his Con¬ 
fidence ; and in private Confelfions and 
Dilcourles, he took people off from 
thole abules, and gave them right No¬ 
tions of the purity of the Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion ; fo he hoped he was lowing 
Seeds that might be fruitful in another 
Age: and thus he believed he might live 
innocent in a Church that he thought 
fo defiled. And when one preft him 
hard in this matter, and objected that 
he Itill held communion with an Idola¬

Thefe V very probably , contained a 
more particular relation of that matter 
than the World has yet teen, finee they 
were writ to fo curious and fo inquifitive 
a Man; but it teems lie did not allow Be¬ 
de// to.print them, and lb I am afraid, 
they are now irrecoverably loft. 

When Bedell came over, he brought 
along with him the Archbiftiopof -Spt- 
lata, and one Defpotine a Phyfidan , 
who could no longer bear with the 
corruptions of the R^^Worftiip ; and 
fo chofe a freer air. The latter lived 
near him in S. Edmmdsbttry , and was 
by his means introduced into much Pra- 
ftice ; which he maintained fo well, 
that he became eminent-in his 'Profefli- 
on, and continued to-his death to keep 
up a conftant correspondence with him, 
A s for the Archbifhop of b paint a his Sto¬ 
ry, it is too well known to need to be 
much enlarged on. He was an ambitious 
Man, and fettoo great: a value on him- 
felf, and exprelfed it fo indecently, that 
he funk much in the eftimation of the 
Enalfk Clergy, by whom he was at 
ftrft received with all.poiTiblc refpect; 
but after he had ftayed fome years in 
England, upon the promotion of Pope 
Gregory the XIV. that had been his 

School-fellow, and old acquaintance, he

uWorfliij): advantages in the conduit of that mat- 
Ik latter i: ter: for his mind that was blown up 
ttn, nil with vanity, andfharpned with refent- 
iktoflffll ment, was eafily wrought on, lb that 
he, believing that the Promifes made him 
linliislp; would not only be performed, but that 
g | he might be the inftrument of bringing 
skewti about a great change, even at Rome , 
went thither. He was at firlt well re- 
ffl [ 0|ieE( | ceived by the Pope himfelf: But he 
’■^jr happened to lay of Cardinal Bcllarmine, 
* drI that had writagainft him, That he had 

inti'tciitJi not anlwered his Arguments. Upon 
■f n : ! which a complaint was carried to the 
■ Pope, as if he had been drill of the fame 
1 ij.il mind, in which he was when he p.ub- 
(y r liihed his Books. He excufed him- 
felf, and find, That though Be liar mine 
had not anlwered his Arguments, yet 
" lie did not fay they- were unanfwerable : 
F*- Ca* and 
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and he offered to anfwer them himleif’ 
if they would allow him time for it. 
But this excule was not accepted, 16 he 
was call into the Inquiiition, but was 
never brought to any Tryal: He was 
poyfoned not long after, and his Body 
was calf out at a Window, and all his 
Goods were confilcated to the Pope. 
Tibs was the tragical end of that great 
but inconftant Man: If he had had as 
good a Soul as he had a great undemand¬ 
ing, together with vaft learning, con- 
fidering his education and other difad- 
vantages, he had delerved to have been 
reckoned among the greateft Men 
of his Age. In his Fate it appeared, 
how foolilbly credulous, Vanity makes 
a Man; fince he that was an Italian 
born, and knew the Court of Rome fo 
well, could be wrought on fofar, as to 
believe that they were capable of par¬ 
doning and promoting him after the 
mifchief lie had done their Caufe. 
This account of that matter , my 
Author had from Mailer Bedell 1 s own 
Mouth. 

But now Mr. Bedell had' finifhed one 
of the Scenes of his life with great 
honour. The moll conliderable addi¬ 
tion he made to his learning at Venice, 
was in the improvements, in the He¬ 
brew, 
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er themlsi, brew, in which he made a great pro- 
Qintlt grefs by the afliftance of R. Leo, that 
•■^pttv was the chief Chacham of the Jewifh Sy- 
k na g 0 gue there:From him he learn’d their 
: hyai, 11 way of pronunciation, and fbme other 
™tparts of Rabbinical learning j but in ex- 
c^cliange of it, he communicated to him, 
to tin that which was much more valuable, 
! C2ienlof dis; the true underftanding of many paifa- 
"■ toU :ges in the Old Teft ament, with which 
cigreatuntkthat; Rabbi exprelfed himfelf often to be 
■dleaLxhighly fatisfied : And once in a lolemn 
and othsdifpute, he prefthis Rabbi with fo clear 
eltrvedto ktproofs of Jeliis Chrilt being the true 
k piMellias, that he, and feveral others , 
hi>Ejteiti|ipf his Brethren, had no other way to 
'■£: elcapc, but to fay that their Rabbins 
hut Hi; every where did expound thole Prophe- 
Je Comtficies otherwife, according to the Tra- 
ailit on edition of their Fathers. By R. Leo’s 
i’.erecajffii: means, he purchafcd that fair Manu- 
iri.ig Jn'm t fcript of the Old Teftament, which he 
floue fctgave to Emmanuel Colledge; and, as I 
a:, am credibly informed, it coif him its 
Mertf weight in Silver. 

After Eight Years flay In Venice, he 
returned to England, and without pre- 
jjU tending to Preferment, or afpiring to 
loilcilf xt ’ ^ ie went immediately to his charge at 
S. Edmundsbury, and there went on in 
Btsjtlt minifterial labours ; with which he 
' h C 3 mixt 
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mixt the tranflating P. Pantos immor¬ 
tal Writings into Latine. Sir Adam Nem* 
ton tranflated the two firft Books of the 
Hiftory of the Council of Trent , but 
was not mailer enough of the two Lan¬ 
guages ; fo that the Archbifhop of Spa- 
lata Paid it was not the fame Work; 
but he highly approved of the two laid, 
that were tranflated by Mr. Bcdelt, who 
likewife tranflated the Hiftory of the 
Interdict, and of the Inquifition, and 
dedicated them to the King. But no 
notice was taken of him, and he lived 
{fill private and unknown in that ob- 
{cure corner. He had a Soul of too ge¬ 
nerous a compofition to ftoop to tilde 
fervile compliances, that are often ex¬ 
pected by thole that have the diftribu^ 
tionof Preferments in their power. He 
thought that was an abjeftnels of Spi¬ 
rit that became not a Chriftian Philofo- 
pher, much lefs a Churchman, who 
ought to exprefs a contempt of the 
World, a contentednels with a low con¬ 
dition , and a reftgnation of ones out¬ 
ward circumftances wholly to the con¬ 
duct of Divine Providence ; and not 
to give that advantage which Atheifts 
and Libertines take from the covetouf- 
nels and afpirings of Ibme Churchmen, 
to feoff at Religion, and to call Priefi- 
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■Pislo’s kfaod a Trkde. He was content to de- 
•^ir^aierv’e Preferment* and did not envy 
itftBoofet othfers^. who upon lefs merit, but more 
1 ot T-it, induftry arrived at it. But though he 
t of the®' was forgot at Court, yet an eminent 
rdibiiojif; Gentleman in Suffolk, Sir Thomas Jer- 
fe hi my who was a privy Counfellour, 
' : if r.:: and Vice-Chamberlain to King Charles 
r-M’.Mf. the Firft, and a great Patron of Ver- 
k Ufa tue and Piety, took fuch a liking to 
sHfflhim, that as he continued his whole 
ie f life CO pay him a very particular efteem ; 

ib a confiderable Living that was in 
his Gift, falling void, he prefented him 
to it in the Year 161 <j. When he came 
to the Bifhop of Norwich to take out 
•initfc Title to it, he demanded large Fees 
for his Iniditution and Induction: But 
Bedell would give no more than what 
was fuffieient gratification for the Wri¬ 
ting, the Wax, and the Parchment; 
and refufed to pay the reft. He lookt 
on it as Simony in the Bifhop, to de¬ 
mand more, and as contrary to the 
command of Chrift, who faid to his 
Apoldles, Freely ye have received , and 
freely give. And thought it was a branch 
of tlte fin of Simony to fell Spiritual 
things to Spiritual perfons ; and fince 
whatfoever was askt, that was more 
thaa a decent Gratification to the Ser- 
C 4 vant 
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vant for his pains, was asked by rea- 
fon of the thing that was granted, he 
thought this was unbecoming the Go- 
fpel, and that it was a fin both in the < 
Giver and in the Taker- He had obfer- 
ved that nothing was more exprefly con¬ 
trary to all the Primitive Rules. Chry- 
fofi-ome examined a complaint made a- 
gainfl: Autonine Bifhop of Ephefus, for 
exacting Fees at Ordination. Autonine 
dyed before the Procefs was finished; 
but fbme Bifhops, that had paid thofe 
Fees, were upon that degraded and made 
incapable to officiate any more, though 
they pretended, that they paid that Mo 
ney as a Fee for obtaining a Releafe 
from fuch Obligations as lay on them 
by Law, to ferve the Court. After¬ 
wards not only all Ordinations for Mo¬ 
ney, but the taking Money for any Im- 
ployment that depended upon the 
Bilhops-Gift, was moft feverely con¬ 
demned by the Council of Cbaleedon 
The Buyer was to lofe his Degree, and 
the Seller was to be in danger of it: A nd 
after that, fevere cenfures were every 
where decreed againft all Erefents that 
might be made to Bifhops, either be¬ 
fore orafter Ordinations, or upon the 
account of Writings, or of Feafts, or 
any other, expence that was brought in 
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* e life to be made upon that occafion ; and 
M even in the Council of Trent-) it was 
k f : Decreed, That nothing fhould be taken 
‘t H U ^ 0r betters the Certificates, 

" the Seals, or upon any fuch like ground, 
either by Bifhops or their Servants, 
( even though it was freely offered. Up- 
on thefe accounts Mr. Bedell refbjved ra- 
:m ther to lofe his Frefentation to the Par- 
■y®' k fenage of Horing/heath , than to pur- 
C) K’ss&i chafe his Title to it by doing that which 
- .Wpaidti he thought Simony. And he left the Bi- 
^dftWi fhop and went home: But feme few 
y more, thoii days after, the Bifhop fent for him, and 
di'/piitkii gave him his Titles, without exacting 
Fees of him ; and fb he removed to 
ttskyi that place, where he flayed Twelve 
sCuiit, I Years, during which time he was a 
Wfflmfo! great honour to the Church, as well as 
lonej’foraifi 4 pattern to all Churchmen. His habit 
aid upon and way of living was very plain, and 
noli Mr becoming the fimplicity of hisProfeffion. 
ri of fli He was very tender of thofe that # were 
iliis Degree,i truly poor, but was fo Ariel in exami- 
engerofir: ning all Vagabonds, and fb dexterous 
;rs in difeovering counterfeit Faffes, and 
ilfttfe: took fuch care of pimifhing thofe that 
^ eftr went about with them, that they came 
ij jrupi: no more to him, nor to his Toss*. In 
all that time no notice was ever ta- 
ken off him, though he gave a very 

Angular 
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lingular evidence of his great capacity. 
For being provoked by his old acquain¬ 
tance Wadftvorthi’s Letters, he writ upon 
the points in controverfie with the 
Church of Rome , with lo much learn¬ 
ing and judgment, and in lb mild a 
ftrain, that no wonder if his Book had a 
good effeft on him, for whom it was 
intended: It is true he never returned 
and changed his Religion himfelf, but 
his Son came from Spain into Ireland, 
when Bedell was promoted to the Bi- 
fhoprick of Kjlmdre there, and told him, 
That his Father commanded him to 
thank him for the pains he was at in 
writing it: he faid, It was almoft al- 
wayes lying open before him, and that 
he had heard him fay, He was re- 
Iblved to fave one. And it leems he in- 
ftrufted his Son in the true Religion, 
for he declared himlelf a Proteftant on 
his coming over. This Book was printed, 
and dedicated to the late King, while 
he was Prince of Wales , in the Year 
1624. The true Realbns that obftru- 
£tedR? dell's preferment leem to be thefe ) 
He was a C ah ini ft in the matter of De¬ 
crees and Grace ; and Preferments went 
generaffy at that time to thole that held 
the other Opinions. He had alfo ano¬ 
ther Principle, which was not very ac¬ 
ceptable 
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Ceptable to fome in power : he thought. 
Conformity was an exact adhereing to 
the Rubrick * and that the adding any 
iiew Rite or Ceremony, was as much 
Nonconformity, as the pafling over 
thole that were prefcribedSo that he 
would not ufe thofe Bowings or Gefticur 
lations that grew fo much in fafhion,that 
Mens aflfeftions were meafured by them. 
He had too good an undemanding, not 
to conclude , That thefe things were 
hot unlawful in themfelves; but he had 
observed that when once the humour of 
adding new Rites and Ceremonies got 
into the Church, it went on by a fatal 
increafe, till it had grown up to that 
bulk, to which we find it fwelled in the 
Church of Rome. And this began fo 
«ariy, and grew fo faff, that S. Aufiin 
complained of it in his time, laying, 
That the condition of Chriftians was 
then more uneafie by that Yoke of Ob- 
fervances, than that of the Jews had 
been. And therefore Be Ml thought the 
adhering to eftablifhed Laws and Rules 
was a certain and fixed thing; where¬ 
as Superftition was infinite. So he was 
againlf all Innovations, or arbitrary and 
alTumed Practices; and lo much the 
more, when Men were diftinguifhed, 
and markt out for Preferment, by that 

which 
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which in ftriQrnefs of Law was a thing 
that deferved punifhment. For in the 
Act of 'Uniformity , made in the fir ft 
Year of Queen Elizabeth’s Reign , it 
was made highly penal, to ule any other 
Rite or Ceremony, Order or Form , either 
m the Sacraments , or in Morning or 
Evening Prayers , than what was menti¬ 
oned and fet forth in that Book. And 
this was particularly intended to reftrain 
feme that were leavened with the for¬ 
mer Superftition, and yet for faving 
their Benefices, might conform to the 
New Service, but retain {till with it 
many of the old Rites in facred Offices. 
And it feems our Legiflators were of 
the lame mind, when the lalt A£t of 
Vmformity was part; for there is a fpecial 
Provifo in it, That no Rites or Ceremo¬ 


nies jhould be openly ufed in any Church, 
other than what was preferibed and ap¬ 
pointed to be ufed in and by the fad 


Book. Therefore he continued to make 
the Rubrick the meafure of his Con¬ 
formity, as well before his promotion as 
after it. 

But he was well latisfied with that 
which the Providence of God laid in his 
way,and went on in the duties of his pa¬ 
rt oral care, and in his own private Stu¬ 
dies ; and was as great a Pattern in Suf- 
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. folk, of the paftoral care, in the lower

andouedtos deep lenle of Religion. _ This he made 
sliire of hist his work, and he followed it lo dole, 
i Ills promts and lived lo much at home, that he 
was lo little known, or lo much for- 
niel iiik got, that when Diodati came over to 
fGodJaiiiil England , many years after this, he 
duties ofhhf cou ^ hear of him from no per Ion that 
n p nVatei he met with; though he was acquain- 
ted with many of the Clergy. He was 
fi - much 
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much amazed at this, to find that lb 
extraordinary a Man, that was fo much 1 
admired at Venice, by fo good Judges, 
was not fo much as known in his own 
Countrey; and lo he was out of all hope 
of finding him out, but by a meer acci¬ 
dent he met him on the Streets of Lon- 
den , at which there was a great deal of i 
joy on both fides. And upon that Diodati 
prefented him to Morton the learned and 
antient Bifhop of Durefme, and told 
how great a value P. Paulo fet on him; 
upon which that Bifhop treated him in a 
very particular manner. It is true, 

Sir Henry Wotton was alwayes his firm 
and faithful Friend ; but his Credit at 
Court had funk: for he fell under ne- 
ceflities, having lived at Venice in an 
expence above his appointments. And as 
necefiitous Courtiers mull grow to for¬ 
get all concerns but their own ; fo their 
intereft abates,and the favour they are in 
leflens, when they come to need it too 
much. Sir Thomas Jerrnyr? was in 
more credit, though he was alwayes 
fufpefted of being too favourable to the / 
Puritans ; fo that his inclinations be- i n 
ing known, the character he could give } 
of him, did not forve to raife him in 
England.

While he was thus neglected at home, 
his fame was lpread into Ireland ; and 
though he was not known either to 
the famous Biflhop Vfker , or to any 
of the Fellows of Trinity Colledge in 
Dublin , yet he was chofen by their una¬ 
nimous confent, to be the Head of their 
Colledge, in the Year 1627. and as that 
worthy Primate of Ireland , together 
with the Fellows of the Colledge, writ 
to him, inviting him to come and accept 
of that Mafterfhip, io an Addrefs was 
made to the King, praying that he 
would command him to go over. A nd 
that this, might be the more fuccefsful, 
Sir Henry Wot ton was moved to give his 
Majefty a true account of him, which 
lie did in the following Letter.

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May it pleafc your mofl gracious Majeiiy, 

H Aving been informed, That certain 
per] ms have, by the good Wijhes of 
theArchbifjop of Armagh, been directed hi¬ 
ther, with a mofl humble Petition unto your 
Majejly, That yon will be pleafed to make 
Mr. William Bedell ( now ref dent upon 
a fmall Bene fee i% Suffolk ) Governour 
of your Colledge at Dublin, for the good 
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of that Society : and, my /elf being re¬ 
quired to render unto your. Majejly fome 
Tejlimony of the faid William Bedel], 
who was long my Chaplain at V enice,-. m 
the time of my imployment there ; 1 am 
hound in all Confcience and Truth (fofar 
as your Majejly will accept of my poor 
Judgment) to affirm of him-, That, I 
think, hardly a ftter Man could have 
been propounded to your Majejly in your 
whole Kjngdom, for fmgular Erudition 
and Piety , Conformity to the Rites 
of the Church , and %eal to advance 
the Caufe of God ; wherein his Tra¬ 
ys ells abroad were not obfcure, in the 
time of the Excommunication df the 
Venetians. For, may it pleafe your 
Majejly to know, That this is the Mm 
whom Padre Paulo took (I may fay J 
into his very Soul, with whom he did 
communicate the inwar defi Thoughts of 
his Heart ; from whom he profejfed to 
have received more knowledge in all Di¬ 
vinity , both fcholafiical and pofttive , 
than from any that he had pracltfed 
in his Dayes: of which all the paffages 
were well known unto the Kjng your 
Fat her, of blejfed memory. Andfo with 
your Majejlies good favour, I will end 
this needlefs office : for the general fame 
of his Learning,, his Life, and Chri-

All thefe reafons I have, if 1 confult

The conclufion of this matter was, 
That the King being well informed 
concerning him, commanded him to 
undertake this charge, which he did 
cheerfully obey j and fet about the du¬ 
ties incumbent on him, in fuch a man¬ 
ner, as Ihewed how well he had im¬ 
proved the long time of retirement, 
that he had hitherto enjoyed, and how 
ripely he had digefted all his thoughts 
and obfervations. He had hitherto liv- 
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ed as if he had been made for nothing 
but (peculation and ftudy ; and now 
when he entred upon a more publick 
Scene, it appeared that he underftood 
the practical things of Government and 
humane life lo well, that no man teem¬ 
ed to be more cut out for bufinels than 
he was. In the Government of the 
Colledge, and at his firft entry upon a 
new Scene, he relblved to a£t nothing 
till he both knew the Statutes of the 
Houle perfe&ly well, and underftood 
well the tempers of the people ; there¬ 
fore when he went over firft, he car¬ 
ried himlelf lo abftra&ly from all affairs, 
that he paft for a foft and weak Man. 
The zeal that appeared afterwards in 
him, lhewed, That this coldnels was 
only the effeft of his Wildom, and not 
of nis Temper: but when h.e found 
thatfome grew to think meanly of him, 
and that even Vfber himlelf began to 
change his opinion of him : Upon that 
when he went over to England fome 
Months after,to bring his Family over to 
Ireland , he was thinking to have resign¬ 
ed his new Preferment, and to have 
returned to his Benefice in Suffolk ; but 
the Primate writ fo kind a Letter to him, 
that as it made him lay down thofe 
thoughts: fo it drew from him the fob 
D 5 lowing 
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lowing Words in the Anfwer that he j 
writ to him. 

Touching my return-, I do thankfully 
accept your Graces exhortation, advifing 
me to have Faith in God, and not to con- 
fult with Flejh and Blood, nor have mind 
of this Countrey. Now 1 would to God, 
that your Grace could look into my Heart, 
and fee how little I fear lack ofProvifton, 
or pafs upon any outward thing in this 
World: My chief fear in truth was, and 
is, lefl I (hould be unfit and unprofitable 
in the place ; in which cafe, if I might have 
a lawful and honefl retreat, I think no 
wife Man could blame me to retain it: j 
Ffpecially having underjlood that your 
Grace, whofe authority I chiefly followed at 
the firfl, did from your own Judgment, 
and that of other wife Men, fo truly pro¬ 
nounce of me. That I was a weak Man. 
Now that I have received your Fetters 
fo full of life and encouragement, it puts 
feme more life in me. For fure it can¬ 
not agree with that goodnefs and ingenui¬ 
ty of yours, praifed among all Gods Graces 
in you, by thofe that know you, to write 
one thing to me, and to fpeak another thing 
to others of me, or to go about to beguile 
my flmplicity .with fair Words, laying in 
the mean while a Net for my Feet, efpe- 
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dally fith my weaknefi flaall in truth re¬ 
dound, to the blaming of your own dtfcrc- 
tion in bringing me thither. 

Thus was he prevailed on to refign 
his Benefice, and carry his Family to 
Ireland , and then he applyed himlelf 
with that vigour of Mind, that was 
peculiar to him, to the government of 
the Colledge. 

He correfted fuch abides as he found 
among them ; he let fuch rules to them, 
and law thele lb well executed,', that it 
quickly appeared how happy a choice 
they had made : And as he was a great 
promoter of learning among them, fb 
he thought his particular Province was 
to inftrucl .the Houfe aright in the Prin¬ 
ciples of Religion. In order to this he 
catechiled the Youth in the Colledge 
once a Week , and preached once a 
Sunday , though he was not obliged to 
it: And that he might acquaint them 
with a plain and particular, body of Di¬ 
vinity , lie divided the Church Cate- 
chifin into Two and Fifty Parts, one 
for every Sunday, , and did explain it in 
a way lb mixed with Speculative and 
Practical Matters, that his Sermons were 
both learned Lectures of Divinity, and 
excellent exhortations to Yertue and 
D 4 Piety : 
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Piety : Many took notes of them, and 
Copies of them were much enquired 
after ; for as they were fitted to the ca- 
pacity of his Hearers, fo they contained 
much matter in them, for entertaining 
the moft learned. He had not flayed 
there above two Years, when by his 
Friend Sir Thomas Jermyn’s means, a 
Patent was lent him to be Biihop of 
Kjlmore and Ardagh , two contiguous 
Sees in the Province of Vlfier. And 
in the Letters by which the King fig- 
nified his pleafure for his Promotion, 
he likewise expreffed his acceptance of 
the fervice he had done in the Col- 
ledge, in very honourable terms as fol¬ 
lows: 

And as we were pleafed by our former 
gracious Letters to ejiablifh the faid Wil¬ 
liam Bedell , by our Royal Authority 
in the Provofijhip of the faid Colledge 
of the Blelfed Trinity near Dublin , 
where we are informed that by his care 
and good Government, there hath been 
wrought great Reformation , to our fin- 
gular contentment ; fo we purpofe to con¬ 
tinue our care of that Society, being the 
principal Nurfery of Religion and Learn¬ 
ing in that our Realm ; and to recommend 
unto the Colledge fome fuch perfon from 
whom we, may expeff the like worthy ef¬ 
fects 
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feels for their good, as ive and they have 
found from Mr. Bedell. 

And now in the 59 th. Year of his 
Age, lie entered upon a different courle 
of Life and Employment, when it 
might have been thought, that the vi¬ 
gour of his Spirits was much broken 
and fpent. But by his admmigration of 
his Diocels, it appeared that their re¬ 
mained yet a vaft heat and force of 
Spirit to carry him through thole diffi¬ 
cult undertakings, to which he found 
himlelf Qbliged by this new Chara&er; 
which if it makes a Man but a little 
lower than the Angels, fo that the term 
Angel is applyed to that Office in Scri¬ 
pture, he thought it did oblige him to 
an angelical courle of life, and to di¬ 
vide his time, as much as could conlift 
with the frailties and neceffities of a 


>kjM Body made of Flefh and Blood, as 
u M thole glorious Spirits do, between the be- 
tk ijis: holding the Face of their Father which 
linn Mi is in Heaven , and the miniftring to 
w , it# the Heirs of Salvation: he confidered

it a difingenuous thing to vouch Anti¬ 
quity for the Authority and Dignity of 
that Fun£tion, and not at the fame 
time to exprefs thofe Virtues and Pra¬ 
ctices that made it fo Venerable among 
them. Since the Forms of Church Go¬ 
vernment muft appear amiable and va¬ 
luable to the Word, not fo much for 
the reafonings and arguments that learn¬ 
ed Men ufe concerning them, as for the 
real advantages that mankind find from 
them. So that he determined with the 
great Nazianzen, To give Wings to his 
Soul, to refine it wholly from the World, 
and to dedicate it to God : And not to 
think it enough to perform his duty in 
fuch a manner, as to pals through the 
reft of his life without reproach: for 
according to that Father, This was to 
weigh out Vertue by [mall weights ; but 
in the Language of that Father he re- 
folved to live, As one that had got above 
his <S enfis, and all finfible things, that 
was recollected within bimfilfi and had 
attained to a familiarity with divine 
matters, that fo his mind might be as 
an unfallied Mirrour, agon which be mfiht 
receive and reprefint the impreffes of God 
and divine things, unallyed with the Cha¬ 
racters of lower _ objects. He faw he 
would fall under fome envy, and meet 

with 







with great oppofitions, but he confi- 
dered that as a fort of martyrdome for 
God, and refolved cheerfully to under¬ 
go whatfcever uneafie things he might 
be forced to foffer, in the difoharge of 
his Confcience and Duty. 

In laying open his deligns and per¬ 
formances in this laft and greateft peri¬ 
od of his life,I have fuller materials than 
in the former parts. For my Author 
was particularly known to him during 
a large part of it, and fpent feveral 
Years in his Family; lo that his oppor¬ 
tunities of knowing him were as great 
as could be defired, and the Bilhop was 
of fo gentle a temper, and of lo com¬ 
municative a nature, that he eafily o- 
pened himfelf to one, that was taken 
into his alliance as well as into his heart, 
he being indeed a Man of primitive lim- 
plicity. He found his Diocefs under lo 
many dilorders, that there was fcarce a 
found part remaining. The Revenue 
was wafted by exceffive dilapidati¬ 
ons, and all facred things had been ex- 
poled to lale in lo fordid a manner, that 
it was grown to a Proverb. But I will 
not enlarge further on the ill things o- 
thers had done, than as it is neceifary 
to ftiew the good things that were done 
by him. One of his Cathedrals, Jr-

dagh, was fallen down to the ground, 
and there was Icarce enough remaining 
of both thefe Revenues to fupport a 
Bifhop that was reiblved not to fupply 
himlelf by indirect and bale methods: 
he had a very fmall Clergy, but Seven 
or Eight in each Diocefs of good luffi- 
ciency ; but every one of thele was 
multiplyed into many Parifhes, they 
having many Vicarages a piece ; but 
being Englijh , and his whole Diocels 
confiding of Irijh, they were barbarians 
to them; nor could they perform any 
part of divine Offices among them. 
But the date of his Clergy will appear 
bed from a Letter that he writ to 
Archbidiop Laud concerning it, which 
I fhall here inlert.

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Right reverend Father, my 
honourable good Lord. 

S ince my coming to this place, which was 
a little before Michaelmas ( till 
which time, the fettling of the fate of the 
Colledge, and my Lord Primate's Vifita- 
tion deferred my Confecration ) I have 
not been unmindful of your Lordfhips com¬ 
mands, to advertifeyou, as my experience 
jhould inform me , of the fate of the 
Church, which IJhall now the better do, 
becaufe I have been about my Dioceffes, 
and can fet down, out of my knowledge 
and view, what I fball relate : and fhort- 
ly to fpeak much ill matter in a few words, 
it is very miferable. The Cathedral 
Church of Ardagh, one of the ?noft an¬ 
cient in Ireland, and faid to be built by 
S. Patrick , together with the Bifhops 
Houfe there, down to the ground. The 
Church here, built, but without Bell or 
Steeple, Font or Chalice. The Parijb 
Churches all in a manner ruined, and un¬ 
roofed, and unrepaired. The people, fa- 
ving afewBt\Tuh Planters here and there, 
( which are not the tenth part of the rem¬ 
nant ) obfiinate Recufants. A PopiJJj 
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Clergy more nnmeroM by fur than we, and 
in full exercife of all fur if diction Ec cleft- 
afiical, by their Vicar-General and Offici¬ 
als who are fo confident as they Excom¬ 
municate thofe that come to our Courts, 
even in matrimonial catifes: which affront 
hath been offered my felfby the Popifb Pri¬ 
mates Vicar-General ; for which I have be¬ 
gun a Procefs againfi him. The Primate 
himfelf lives in my Parifb , within two 
Miles of my Houfe ; the Bifhop in ano¬ 
ther part of my Diocefs further off. Eve¬ 
ry Parifb hath its Priejl ; andfome two or 
three a piece, and fo their Mafs-Houfes al- 
fo in fome places Maflis faid in the Chur¬ 
ches. Fryers there are in diverfe places, 
who go about, though not in their Habit, 
and by their importunate begging impover- 
ijh the people ; who indeed are generally ve¬ 
ry poor, as from that caufe, fo, from their 
paying double Tythes to their own Clergy, 
and ours, from the dearth of Corn, and 
the death of their Cattle thefe late Tears, 
with the Contributions to their Sonldiers 
and their Agents: and which they forget 
not to reckon among other caufes, the op~ 
preffion of the Court Ecclefiaftical, which 
in very truth, my Lord, I cannot excufe, 
and do feek to reform. For our own, 
there are Seven or Eight Minijlers in 
each Diocefs of good jefficiency ; and

f which is no [wall cauft of the conti¬ 
nuance of the people in Popery fill) 
Englifh , which have not the Tongue 
of the people, nor can perform any Di¬ 
vine Offices , or converfe with them ; 
and which hold many of them Two or 
Three, Four, or more Vicarages apiece ; 
even the Clerkfhips themfelves are in like 
^tanner conferred upon the Englifh ; and 
fometimesTwo or Three, or more, upon 
one Man, and ordinarily bought and fold 
or let to farm. His Majefty is now with 
the greatejl part of this Countrey , 
as to their Hearts and Confciences, Kjng, 
hut at the Popes difcretion.

Here was a melancholy profpect to 
a Man of lb good a mind, enough to 
have dilheartned him quite, if he had 
not had a proportioned degree of Spi¬ 
rit and courage to fupport him under 
fo much weight. After he had reco¬ 
vered lomewhat of the Ipoils made by 
his PredeceiTot, and lo put himlelf into 
a capacity to fubfift, he went about the 
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reforming of abufes : And the firft that 
he undertook was Pluralities, by which 
one Man had a care of Souls in lo ma¬ 
ny different places, that it was not pol- 
lible to difcharge his duty to them, 
nor to perform thofe Vows, which he 
made at his Ordination, of feeding and 
inftru&ing the Flock committed to his 
care. And tho’ mod of the Pluralifts 
did mind all their Parities alike, 
that is, They negle&ed all equally; yet 
he thought this was an abule contrary 
both to the nature of Ecclefiaftical Fun¬ 
ctions, to the obligations that the care 
of Souls naturally imported, and to thofe 
folemn Vows that Church-men made at 
the Altar when they were ordained: 
And he knew well that this corruption 
was no fooner obferved to have crept in¬ 
to the Chriftian Church, than it was 
condemned by the Fourth general Coun¬ 
cil at Chalcedon. For when fomethat 
had removed from one Diocefs to ano¬ 
ther, continued to have their fhare in 
the dividend of the Church , which 
they had left, as well as of that to which 
they had gone ; the Council decreed, 
That fuch tranlgrelfours fhould reftore 
all that they had got from the Church, 
which they had left, and fhould be de¬ 
graded, if they refuled to fubmit to this 

regulation.

regulation. He thought it a vain, and 
indeed an impudent thing, for a Man 
to pretend that he anfwered tire obli¬ 
gation of fo {acred a trufh, and fo ho¬ 
ly a Vow* by hiring ibme mercenary 
Curate to perform Offices: fince the Ob¬ 
ligation was perfonal, and the ecclefi- 
altical Functions were not like the Lr- 
vitical Service in the Temple, in which 
the obferving their Rites, was all that 
was required. But the watching over 
Souls had fo many other things involved 
in it, befides officiating according to the 
Kubrick, that it drew this fevere refle¬ 
ction from a witty Man , in which 
though the Wit of it may fesm too 
plealant for fo ferious a fob]eft, yet it 
had too much fad truth under it ; That 
when fuch Betrayers and Abasidoners of 
that truft which Thrift pur chafed with 
his own Blood , found good and faithful 
Curates that performed worthily the ob¬ 
ligations of the pa floral Care, the Incum¬ 
bent fould be faved by Proxy , but be 
damned in Perfon. Therefore the Bi- 
fhop gathered a meeting of his Cler¬ 
gy, and in a Sermon with which he o- 
pened it, he laid before them, both out 
of Scripture, and Antiquity, the Infli- 
tution, the Nature, and the Duties of 
tire Miniflerial Im ploy merit; and after 
E Ser- 
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> The Life of 

Sermon he Ipoke to them largely on 
the lame fubjeft in Latin, diling them, 
as he alwayes did, His Brethren and 
fellow Presbyters: And exhorted them 
to reform that intolerable abule, which 
as it brought a heavy Icandal on the 
Church, and gave their Adverlaries 
great advantages again d them ; lo it 
mud very much endanger both their 
own Souls, and the Souls of their Flocks. 
And to let them lee that he would not 
lay a heavy Burthen on them, in which 
he would not bear his own lhare, he 
relolved to part with one of his Bifhop- 
ricks. For though Ardagb was con- 
lidered as a ruined See, and had long 
gone as an accelfory to Kjlmore , and 
continues to be lo dill; yet fince they 
were really two different Sees , he 
thought he could not decently oblige 
his Clergy to renounce their Pluralities, 
unlefs he let them an example, and re¬ 
nounced his own ; even after he had 
been at a confiderable charge in reco¬ 
vering the Patrimony of Ardagh , and 
though he was diffidently able to 
dilcharge the duty of both thele Sees, 
they being contiguous , and fmall ; 
and though the Revenue of both did 
not exceed a competency, yet he would 
not ieern to be guilty of that which 
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he fo feverely condemned in others: 

R And therefore he refigned Jrdagb to 
Wren t j) r> Richardfon; and fb was now only 
Bifhop of Kjlwore; The Authority of 
a ™ e > K this example, and the efficacy of his 
Mai on; Difcourfe, made fiich an impreffion on 
' Adverfat fq s Clergy, that they all reiinquilhed 
tb; § their Pluralities. The Arguments that 
tt arife out of interelf are generally much 
AWiod ftronger than thofe ol mere fpeculation , 
ieiroulli how well foever it be made out ; and 
hwli therefore this concurrence that he met 
’nfliare, I with from his Clergy in fo fonlible a 
this Bio point, was a great encouragement to 
ill ns co him to go on in his other dellgns. There 
ffliWiot foemed to be a Finger of God in it j 
folmore, i for he had no authority to compel them 
yet fell -to it, and he had managed the minds of 
:nt Sees , his Clergy fo gently in this matter, that 
ecentlf obit their compliance was not extorted, but 
larPldiJ both free and unanimous. For, one di¬ 
mple, ar ly excepted, they all fubmitted to it: 
i alter he l and he being Dean, exchanged his Dea-

itly able: would not fubmit to fuch terms, after

dflotlii fition that was given him by the Dean, 

,-jtlie# and both his fonfo of that matter, and 
^^it 1 his carriage in it, will appear from the

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following Letter, which he writ con¬ 
cerning it to the Primate ; which, 
though it be long and particular \ 
yet it leemed to me too important to be 
either Hilled or abridged. 


Mod reverend Father, my 
honourable good Lord, 

I C annot easily exprefs what contentment 
I received at my late being with your 
Grace at Termonfeckin. There had no¬ 
thing hapned to me, I will not fay, fince I 
came into Ireland, but, as far as I can 
call to remembrance, in my whole life, 
which did fo much affect me in thin kind, 
as t he h award of your good opinion. For, 
loving and honouring you in Truth (for 
the truths fake, which is in ns, and fall 
abide with us for ever ) without any pri¬ 
vate inter eft, and receiving fo unlookifor 
a blow from your own Hand, ( which I 
expected fottld have tenderly applyed form 
remedy to me, being fmitten by others ) 
1 had not prefent the defences of Reafon 
and hr ace. And although I knew it to 

be a fault in my felf, fince in the perfor¬ 
mance of our duties, the Judgment of our 
Mafia:, even alone, ought to fufpee us', 

yet

yet I could not be fo much Mafter of mine 
Affections as to cafi out this weaknefs. 
But blejjedbe God, who (as Ibegantofay) 
at my being with you refrefijed my Spi¬ 
rit by your kind renewing and confirming 
your love to me : and all humble thanks 
to you, that gave me place to make my 
Defence, and took upon yon the cognifance 
of mine innocency. And as for mine Ac- 
cufer ( whofe hatred I have incurred only 
by not gyving way to his covetous defire of 
heaping Living upon Living, to the evi¬ 
dent damage, not only of other Souls com¬ 
mitted to him, but of his own ) truly lam 
glad, and do give God Thanks that this 
malignity, which a while masked it felf in 
the pretence offriendfhip, hath at lafi dif- 
covered it felf by publtck opposition. It 
hath not, and I hope it [hall not be in his 
power to hurt me at all ; he hath rather 
jhamed himfelf: and, although his high 
Heart cannot give his Tongue leave to ac¬ 
knowledge his folly, his Vnderfianding is 
not Jo weak and blind as not to fee it. 
iVhom I could be very well content to 
leave to tajl the Fruit of it alfo, without 
being further troublefome to your Grace, 
fave that I do not defpair, but your Grace's 
Authority will pull him out of the fnare of 
Satan, whofe inflrument he hath been to 
crofs the }Vork of God, and give me 
E ] more 
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more occasion of joy by his amendment , 
than I had grief by his perverfon and op- 
poftion. 

Tottr Grace's Letters o/'Aug. 23. were 
not delivered to me till the 29th. In 
the mean J"pace rvhat effect thofe that ac¬ 
companied them had with Mr. Dean you 
/hall perceive by the inclofed which were 
fent me the 28th. the Evening before our 
Communion. 1 anfwered them the next 
Morning, as is here annexed. As I was 
at the Lord's Table, beginning the fer- 
•.vice of the Communion before the Sermon, 
he came in, and after the Sermon was done, 
thofe that communicated not being de¬ 
parted, he food forth and fpake to this 
purpofe : 

That whereas the Book of Common 
Prayer requires, That before the Lord’s 
Supper, if there be any variance or 
breach of charity, there fbould be re¬ 
conciliation ; this was much more re- 
quilite between Minifters : And becaufe 
they all knew that there had been fome 
difference between me and him , he did 
profefs, That he bare me no malice nor 
hatred , and if he had offended me in 
any thing, he was lorry. I anfwered, 
That he had good realon to be lorry, 
considering how he had behaved him- 
felf. For my part I bare him no ma- 
• . * lice, 
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lice, and if it were in my power, would 
not make lb much as his Finger ake. 
Grieved I had been that he,in whom I knew 
there were many good Farts, would be¬ 
come an inftrument to oppofe the Work 
of God, which I was a ft tired he had called 
me to. This was all that paffed. He of¬ 
fered himfelf to the Lord’s Board, and I 
gave him the Communion. After Din¬ 
ner he preached out of 1 Joh. 4. 10. And 
this Commandment have we from him, 
that he that loveth God, &c. When we 
came out of the Church, Dr. Sheriden 
delivered me your Grace's Letters. And 
thus Mr. Dean thinks he hath healed all, 
as you may perceive by his next Letters 
of Auguft 30. Only he labours about Kil- 
dromfarten. Whereabouts Ipurpofed to 
have fpoken with your Grace at my being 
with you ; but I know not how it came not 
to my mind, whether it be that the Soul, 
as well as the body, after fome travel ea- 
Jily falleth to reft or elfe God would have 
it referved perhaps to a more feafonable 
time. 

It is now above a Twelvemonth (the 
Day in many refpects I may well wiftj that 
it may not be reckoned with the dayes of 
the year ) that your Grace, as it were, de¬ 
livered to me with your own Hands, 
Mr. Crian a converted Fryer. To whom 
E 4 l 
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I offered my fclf as largely as my Ability 
■would extend unto : though I had already 
at your Grace’s commendation received 
Mr. Dunfterville to be in my Houfe, with 
the allowance of Twenty Pound per an¬ 
num. The next Day before my depart- 
ing, Mr . Hilton made a motion to me, 
That where he had in his Hands fuffcie-nt 
to make the Benefice of Kildromfarten 
void, if I would beflow it upon Mr. Dean 
he would do fo other wife it jhould re¬ 
main in ftatu.

That very Morn¬ 
ing I was certified that he purpofed to ap¬ 
peal to your Grace, which made me in an- 
fwer to his next to add.

Here I befeech your Grace give me leave 
to fpeak freely touching this matter, fo 
much the rather, becaufe it is the only 
root of all Mr. Dean 7 * defpite againfi 
me. Plainly I do thus think, That of 
all the difeafes of the Church in thefe 
times, next to that of the corruption of 
our Courts, this of Pluralities is the mofi 
deadly and pefiilent, efpecially when thofe 
are infiituted into charges Ecclefiafiical, 
who, were they never fo willing, yet for 
want of the Language of the people, are 
unable to difcharge them. Concerning 
which very Point, I know your Grace re¬ 
members the Propositions of the learned and 
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zealous Bijhop of Lincoln before Pope 
Innocent. 1 will not add the ConfeJJton of 
our Adverfanes themfelves in the Council 
of Trent, nor the judgment of that good 
Father, the Author of the H/flory there¬ 
of , touching non-Refidency. Let the 
thing it felf(peak. Whence flow the igno¬ 
rance of the people, the neglell of Gods 
worjhip, and defrauding the Poor of the 
remains of dedicate things, the mine of 
the manflon-Houfes of the Miniflers, the 
deflation of Churches, the fwallowing up 
of Panfhes by the Farmers of them, but 
from this Fountain ? There may be caufe, 
no doubt, why fometimes, in fome place, 
and to forne Man, many Churches may be 
committed ; but now that, as appears by 
the late Certifcates, there are, befides 
the titular Primate and Bifhop, ofPriefts 
in the Diocejfes of Kilmore and Ardagh, 
66. of Miniflers and Curates but 32 . of 
which number alfo 3 . whofe wives came 
not to Church : In this fo great odds as 
the adverfaries have of us in number, 
( to omit the advantage of the Language, 
the pojfeffion of peoples Hearts, the coun¬ 
tenancing^ of the Mobility and Gentry, Is 
it a time to commit many Churches to one 
Man, whom I will not difable, and he 
faith he hath a very able Interpreter, 
and I think no lefs ( which made me once

to fay, That I wouldfooter confer the Bene¬ 
fice of Kildromfarten upon him than upon 
himfelf, which refolution I do yet hold, m 
how illpart foever he take it.)But what hath 
he done in the Panjhes already committed 
to him, for the inf ruction of the Irifh, 
that we jhould commit another unto him ? 
he that cannot perform his duty to one 
without a helper, or to that little part of 
it whofe Tongue he hath, is he fufficient 
to do it to three ? No it is the Wages is 
fought, not the Work. Andyet with the 
means he hath already, that good Man his 
Predeceffor maintained a Wife and a Fa¬ 
mily ; and cannot he in his folitary ( he 
had once written Monkfb ) life defray 
himfelf? Well, if there can be none found 
fit to difcharge the duty, let him have the 
Wages to better his maintenance. But 
when your Grace affureih us we fit all lack 
no Men, when there is befides Mr. Crian 
( whom Dr. Sheriden hath heard preach 
as a Frier in that very place ; which I 
account would be more to Gods Glory, if 
there now he fhould plant the Truth , 
which before he endeavoured to root out) 
befides him we have Mr. Nugent, who 
offereth himfelf in an honefi and difcreet 
Tetter lately written to me, we have fun-

unto otherwife, in refpect of the evil ex¬ 
ample and prejudice it might bring to po- 
fierity. And now to leave this unplea¬ 
fing fubject. Since my being with you, 
here was with me Mr. Brady, bringing 
with him the refignation of the Benefice of 
Mullagh , which I had conferred upon 
Mr. Dunfterville, and united to his 
former of Moybolke He brought with 
him Letters from my Lord of Cork, and 
Sir William Parfons, to whom he is alli¬ 
ed.

Now I fee clearly 
there was a compact between him and 
Mr Brady, that if the fecond could not be 
admitted, he ftjould refume his Benefice a- 
gain. I 
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I have received Letters from Mr. 
Dr. Warde, of the Date of May 28 . 
in which he mentions Again the point of 
the jufif cation of Infants by Baptifm. 
To whom I have written an anfver, bat 
not yet fent it. I fend herewith a Copy 
thereof to your Grace, humbly requiring 
your advice and cenfure ( if it be not too 
much to your Grace s trouble) before I 
fend it. I have alfo written an anfver to 
Dr. Richardfon in the queftion touching 
the root of Efficacy or Efficiency of Grace ; 
but it is long, and confifts of 5 . or 6.facets 
of Paper, jo as I cannot now fend it I 
jhali hereafter fubmit it, as all other my 
endeavours, to your Grace 1 s cenfure, and 
correbtion. I have received alfo a large 
anfver from my Lord of Derry, touch¬ 
ing juftifying Faith whereto I have not 
yet had time to reply ; nor do I know if 
it be worth the labour, the difference being 
but in the manner of teaching, As whether 
juftifying Faith be an ajfent working affi¬ 
ance', or elfe an affiance following A fent.

Tor in fnanypihees thefe Lands were 
not within the Patiffi, -and 'often they 
lay not all together, bUtweredividedin 
parcells. ‘So he Pound ftk^Clergy wete 
in a ftrait. Forifthey %uilt-ffioufes-Up- 
on thele 'Glebe-lands , 'they would be 
thereby forced to live out of their Pa- 
rilhes, and it was very inconvenient 
for them to have ‘their Houfes remote 
from their Lands. In orderto a reme¬ 
dy to this, the -Bifliop that had Lands 
in every Parifh affigned him, relolved 
to make an exchange with them, and 
to take their Glebe-lands into his own 
hands for more convenient portions of 
equal value that he affigned them: and 
e 7 I that 
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that the exchange might be made upon 
a juft el lima te, fe that neither the Bi- 
jdiop nor the inferiour Clergy might fuf- 
,fer by it, he procured a Commillioa 
from tlieLord Lieutenant, for tome to 
examine and fettle that matter, which 
was at laft brought to a conclufion 
with fo univerfal a fatisfadion to his 
whole Diocefs, that, fince the thing 
could not be finally determined with¬ 
out a Great Seal from the King, con¬ 
firming all that was done, there was 
One lent over in all ■their names to ob¬ 
tain it,; but this was a work of time, 
and fo could not be finiftied in feveral 
Years ; and the Rebellion broke out 
before itwas fully concluded. 

The Lord Lieutenant at this time 
was Sir Thomas Wentworth, afterwards 
Earl of Strafford, a name too great to 
need any enlargement or explanation: 
for his Character is well known. At his 
fir ft coming over to Ireland , he was pof- 
fefled with prejudices againft the Bilhop 
upon the account of a 'Petition fent up 
by the County of Cavan , to which the 
Bilhop had fet his hand, in which Ibme 
complaints were made, and feme regu¬ 
lations were propofed for the Army : . 
Which was thought an inlolent attempt, 
and a matter of ill example. So that 
F 2 Strafford, 
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Strafford, who was levere in 1 his ad- 
minifrration, was highly difpleafed with 
him: And when any Commiffion or 
Order was brought to him, in which 
he found his name , he dallied it out 
with his own Pen; and expreffed great 
indignation again!! him. Whenthe.Bi- 
Ihop underftood this, he was not much 
moved at it, knowing his own inno¬ 
cence ; but he took prudent methods to 
'overcome his difpleafure. He did not 

• go to Dublin upon his coming over, as 
' all the other Bifhops did, to congratu¬ 
late his coming to the Government: 
but he writ a full account of that mat- 

■ ter to his constant Friend Sir Thomas 
form\n, who managed it with lo much 
zeal, that Letters were lent to the De-

And, that he might hin¬ 
der it all that was pofiible, he waited 
on them alwayes on thole occafions to 
the Gate of his Houle, that lo he might 
be lure that they Ihould not give any 
gratification to his Servants. He thought 
it lay on him to pay them fiich conve¬ 
nient wages as became them, and not 
to let his Clergy be burthened with his 
Servants. And indeed the abules in that 
were grown to fuchapitch, that it was 
necelfary to correct them in 1 q exempla¬ 
ry a manner. 

His next care was to obferve the be¬ 
haviour of his Clergy ; he knew the 
lives of Churchmen had generally much 

more 
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more efficacy than their Sermons, or- 
other labours could have ; and fb he fet 
himfelf much to watch over theManners 
of his Priefts ; and was very lenfibly 
touched, when ail Irishman laid once to 
him in open Court, That the Kjngs 
Priefts were as bad as the Popes Priefts. 
Thele were fo grofly ignorant, and fo 
openly fcandalous, both for drunken- 
nefs, and all fort of lewdnels, that this 
was indeed a very heavy reproach: Yet 
he was no rude nor morofe Reformer, 
but confidered what the times could 
bear. He had great tendernels for the 
weaknels of his Clergy, when he faw 
reafbn to think otherwile well of them: 
and he helpt them out of their troubles, 
with the care and compaffion of a Fa¬ 
ther. One of his Clergy held two Li- 
vings;but had been coufened by aGentle- 
man of Quality to farm them to him for 
lefs than either of them was worth ; 
and he acquainted the Bifhop with this: 
Who upon that writ very civilly, and 
yet as became a Bifhop, to the Gentle¬ 
man, perfwading him to give up the 
bargain: but having received a iulien 
and haughty anfwer from him, he made 
the Mini her refign up both to him; 
'for they belonged to his Gift, and he 
provided him with another Benefice, 

and 
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and put two other worthy Men in 
thefe two Churches, and fo-he put an 
end both to the Gentleman’s fraudulent 
bargain, and to the Churchman’s Plu¬ 
rality. He never gave a Benefice to 
any without obliging them by Oath to 
perpetual and perlonal refidence, and 
that theyfhould never hold any other 

• Benefice with that.' So when one Bu¬ 
chanan was recommended to him, and 
■ found by him to be well qualified, he 

offered him a Collation to a Benefice, 
but when Buchanan few that he was to 
be bound to Refidence, and not to hold 
another Benefice; he that was already 
polfeifed of one, with which he relbl- 
ved not to part, would not accept of 
it on thole Terms. And the Biihop 
was not to be prevailed with to dilpenfe 
with it, though he liked this Man fo 
much the better, becaufe he found he 
< was akin to the great Buchanan , whole 
Paraphrale of the Bfalrns he loved be¬ 
yond all other Latin Poetry. The La¬ 
tin form of his Collations will be found 

• at the end of this Relation, which con¬ 
cluded thus Obtejlinv you in the Lord , See at the 
and enjoyning yon , by venue of that 
obedience ivhich you owe to the great Shep¬ 
herd, that yon will diligently feed his Flock 
committed to your care, which he pur cha¬

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fed with his own Blood ; that you inftruH 
■them in the Cutholick Faith , and perform 
-Divine Offices tn a Tongue nnderjlood by 
the people: and above all things that you 
Jhew your felf .a pattern to Believers in 
good Works, fo that the adverfaries may 
be put to jhame , when they find not him 
for which they can reproach you. He put 
all the Inftruments in one , whereas 
devices had been found out, for the in- 
creafe of Fees, to divide thele into fe- 
veral Writings: nor was he content to 
write this all with his own hand, but 
fbmetimes he gave Induction iikewife 
to his Clergy ; for he thought .none of 
thefe Offices were below a Bilhop : and 
he was ready to eafe them of charge all 
he could. He had by his zeal and earned 
endeavours prevailed with all his Prefi 
byters to relide in their Parifhes; one 
only excepted, whole name was foh li¬ 
ft on. He was of a mean Education, 

yet he had very quick Parts, but they 
lay more to the Mechanical than to the 
Spiritual Architecture. For the Earl 
of Strafford ufed him for an Engineer, 
and gave him the management of fbme 
,great Buildings fhat he was r affin g in the 
County of Wicklo. But the Bifhop 
finding the Man had a very mercurial 
Wit, and a great capacity, he refolved 

to 
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to fet him to work, that fo he might 
not be wholly ufelels to the Church ; 
and therefore he propofol to him the 
corrtpoling-am univerfal Chara&er, that 
might be equally well underftood by all 
Nations: and he fhewed him, flxat fince 
there was already an univerlal Mathe¬ 
matical Character, received both for 
Arithmetick, Geometry, and Aftrono- 
rpy, the other was not lmpoffible to bo 
done, j Ubtfjtm undertook it readily, 
and the Bifhqp drew for him a Scheme of 
the whole Work, which he brought to 
fuch perfection, that, as my Author 
was informed., he put it under the Prels, 
•but the Rebellion prevented his hniil> 
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zealandac After the Bifhop had been for many 
MM, years carrying on the Reformation of 
Parifc, his-Diocels, herelolvedtohold a Synod 
jnewaii of all his Clergy, and to eftablifh dome 
a % . Rules for the better government of the 
JS) in; Flock committed to him: The Canons 
al dis then eftablifhed will be found at the end 
f or c; of this Work. He appointed that a Sy- M 
a;1 r nod fhould be held thereafter once a Nu.nb. 
Year, on, the Second Week of Seftem- 
her ; and that in the Bifhopls abience, 

, t yj his Vicar General, if he were a Pried:, 

' m or his Areli-Deacon fhould prefide ; 

That no Vicar fhould be conftituted 

after 
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after that, unlefs he were in Orders, 
and fhould hold his place only du¬ 
ring the Bifhop’s Pleafure; He revived 
the ancient cuftome of Rural Deans, 
and appointed, That there fhould be 
three for the three Divifions of his Dio- 
cefs; who fhould be chofen by the Cler¬ 
gy, and fhould have an infpeftion into 
their deportment, and make report to 
the Bifhop of what pad among them, 
and tranfmit theBifhop’sOrders to them; 
and that once a Month the Clergy of 
each Divifion fhould-meet, and Preach 
by turns, without long Prayers or Pre¬ 
ambles : And that no Excommunication 
fhould be made but by the Bifhop in 
perfbn, with the afliftance of fitch of 
his Clergy as fhould be prefent. The reft 
related to fbme things of lefs importance, 
that required amendment. When the 
News of this was carried to Dublin, 
fome faid it was -an illegal Affembly, 
and that his prefuming to make Canons, 
was againft Law , and brought him 
within the guilt of a Prxmumre. So 
that it was expended that he fhould be 
brought up as a Delinquent, and cen- 
fured in the Starr-Chamber , or High 
Commi ffion-Court: But others lookt 
on what he had done, as nothing but the 
neceffary difcharge Of his Epifcopal 

Function. 
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Function. And it leemed ftrange if 
fome Rules laid down, by common con- 
lent, for the better Government of the 
Diocels, fhould have furnifhed matter 
for an Acculation or Cenfure. His 
Arch-Deacon,that was afterwards Arch- 
bifliop of Cajhill , gave fuch an account 
of this matter to the State, that nothing 
followed upon it. The Bifhop had in¬ 
deed prepared fuch a Juft ideation of him¬ 
lelf, as would have vindicated him fully 
before equitable J udges, if he had been 
queftioned for it. Archbifhop Vfber, 
who knew well how much he could fay 
for himlelf upon this Head, adviled 
thole that moved that he might be 
brought up upon it, To let him alone, 
left he fhould be thereby provoked to 
fay more for himlelf, than any of his 
Acculers could lay againft him. 

When he made his Vifitations, heal- 
wayes preached himlelf, and admini- 
ftred the Sacrament; and the bufinefs 
of his Vifitations was, what it ought 
truly to be, to oblerve the ftate of his 
Diocels, and to give good Inftruftions 
both to Clergy and Laity. The Vifi¬ 
tations in Ireland, had been matters of 
great Pomp and much Luxury, which 
lay heavy on the inferiour Clergy. Some 
fight enquiries were made, and thole 
G chiefly 
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chiefly for Forms fake; and indeed no¬ 
thing was fo much minded, as that 
which was the reproach of them, the 
Fees, that were exacted to fuch an 
intolerable degree, that they were a 
heavy grievance to the Clergy. And as 
the Bilhops Vifitation came about every 
Year ; fo every third Year the Archbi- 
fhop made his Metropolitical Vifitation, 
and every feventh Year the Kings Vi¬ 
fitation went round: And in all thefe 
as they were then managed, nothing 
feemed to be fb much aimed at,as how to 
fqueeze and opprelsthe Clergy, who 
were glad to purchafe their Peace by 
paying all that was impofed on them, by 
thofe fevere Exabtors. Thefe Fees at 
Vifitations were not known in the Pri¬ 
mitive Times, in which the Bifhop had 
the whole Stock of the Church in his 
hands to defray what expence neceffari- 
fy fell on him, or his Church. It is 
true, when the Metropolitan, with 
other Bifhops, came and ordained the 
Bifhop at his See, it was but reafonable 
that their expence fhould be difcharged ; 
and this came to be rated to a certain 
Summ, and was called the Inthroniftick: 
and when thefe grew unreafbnably high, 
the Emperours reduced them to a cer¬ 
tain proportion, according to the Re¬ 
venues 
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Bijhop Bedel L 

venues of the Sees. But when the Bi- 
fhops and the inferiour Clergy came to 
have diifiriff Properties, then the Bi- 
fhops exafted of their Clergy that which 
other Yalfalls owed by their Tenure to 
the Lord of the Fee, which was the 
bearing the expence of their Progrels.: 
but when they began hr If to demand 
thole Subfidiesfrom their Clergy, that 
Practice was condemned, and provision 
was made, That in cafe a Bilhop was lo 
poor that he could not bear the charge to 
which his Vilitation put him, he fhould 
be liipplyed by the richer Bilhops about 
him ; but not prey upon his Cler¬ 
gy. And both Charles the Great,- and 
his Son Lewis took care to fee this exe¬ 
cuted : Yet this abufe was If ill kept up, 
lo that afterwards, in Ifead of putting 
it quite down, it was only regulated, 
lo that it might not exceed fuch a pro¬ 
portion ; but that was not obferved: 
So that an arbitrary Tax was in many 
places levied upon the Clergy. But 
our Bifhop reformed all thefe excelles, 
and took nothing but what was by Law 
and Culfome elfablifhed, and that was 
imployed in entertaining the Clergy: 
And when there was any overplus, he 
lent it alwayes to the Prifons, for the re¬ 
lief of the Poor. At his Vilitation fee 
G 2 made 
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macle his Clergy fit all with him, and 
be covered, whenever he himfelf was 
covered. For he did not approve of the 
State , in which others of his Order 
made their Vifitations; nor the diflance 
to which they obliged their Clergy. 
And he had that Canon often in his 
Mouth, That a Presbyter ought not to be 
letfand after the Bifhop was Jet. He was 
much troubled at another abufe which 
was, that when the Metropolitical and 
Regal Vifitations went round, a Writ 
was lerved on the Bifhops, fufpending 
their Jurifclidtion for that year: And 
when this was firft brought to him, he 
received it with great indignation , 
which was increafed by two Claufes in 
the Writ: By the one it was affected, 
That in the year of the Metropolitans 
Vi fit at ion , the whole and entire Jurif- 
diction of the Diocefs belonged to him ; 
the other was the Reafon given for it, 
Beca'fe of the great danger of the Souls 
of the people : Whereas the danger of 
Souls rife from that fufpenfion of the 
Bifhops Paftoral power, fince during 
that Year he either could not do the 
duty of a Bifhop ; or if he would ex- 
ercifeit, lie muff either purchafe a De¬ 
legation to a61 as the Archbifhop’s De¬ 
puty, and that could not be 1 had with¬ 
out 
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out paying for it, or be lyable to a Suit 
in the Prerogative Court, 

He knew the Archbifhop’s power 
over Bilhops was not founded on Di¬ 
vine, or Apoftolical right, but on Ec- 
clefiaftical Canons and Practice, and 
that it was only a matter of Order, 
and that therefore the Archbifliop had 
no Authority to come and invade his 
Paftoral Office, and fufpend him for 
a Y ear. T hele were fome of the worft 
of the abufes that the Canqnifts had 
introduced in the later Ages; by which 
they had broken the Epifcopal Authori¬ 
ty, and had made way for veiling the 
whole power of the Church in the Pope. 
He laid thole things often before Archbi- 
fhop Vjber, and preft him earnestly to 
let himlelf to the reforming them, fince 
they were adled in his name, and by 
vertue of his Authority deputed to his 
Chancellour, and to the other Officers 
of the Court, called the Spiritual Court . 
No Man was more fenlible of thole a- 
bufes than Vjher was; no Man knew 
the beginning and progreis of them bet¬ 
ter, nor was more touched with the ill 
effe&s of them: and together with his 
great and vaft learning, no Man had a 
better Soul and a more Apoftolical mind. 
In his converlation he exprelfed the true 
G 2 ftmplici- 
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fimplicity of a Chriftian: For Paflion, 
Pride, felf-Will, or the Love of the 
World, leemed not to be lb much as in 
his Nature. So that he had all the 
innocence of the Dove in him. He had 
a way of gaining peoples Hearts, and 
of touching their Confciences that lookt 
like fomewhat of the A poftolical Age 
revived ; he fpent much of his time in 
thole two belt Exer'ciles, lecret Prayer, 
and dealing with other peoples Confci¬ 
ences, either in his Sermons or private 
Dilcourles; and what remained he dedi¬ 
cated to -his Studies, in which thole ma¬ 
ny Volumes that came from him, Shew¬ 
ed a moll: amazing diligence and exaft- 
nels, joyned with great Judgment. So 
that he was certainly one of the greateft 
and belt Men that the Age, or per¬ 
haps the World, has produced. But no 
Man is intirely perfect; he was not 
made for the governing part ofhisFun- 
Qrion. He had too gentle a Soul to man¬ 
age that rough Work of reforming Abu- 
fes: A nd therefore he left things as he 
found them. He hoped a time of Re¬ 
formation would come: He law the ne- 
ceffity of cutting orf many abules, and 
confeffed that the tolerating thole abomi¬ 
nable corruptions that the Canonifts had 
brought in, was fuch a Rain upon a 
•• •• •' x-’ Church, 
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H Church, that in all other refpefts was 
wfc jfj t j ie kgjcj. re f ormec l i tl t ] le World, that he 
loiniich apprehended it would bring a Curie and 
•natlalt Ruine upon the whole Conftitution. 
^ But though he prayed for a more fa- 
vourable conjuncture, and would have 
rakli concurred in a joynt Reformation of 
»Ud,| thele things very heartily ; yet he did 
rttit n ot beftir himlelf luitably to the Ob- 
fecretfai; ligations that lay on him for carrying it 
»p!e$Cn on: And it is very likely that this lat 
ns or pi heavy on his thoughts when he came to 
lidWfl dye; for he prayed often, and with great 
ictiMei humility, That God would forgive him 
fitinylk his fins of Omiflion, and his failings in 
rales his Duty. It was not without great 
udgraent, uneafinels to me that I overcome my 
of thegras lelf lo far, as to lay'any thing that may 

Ige, or! leem to diminilh the Character of lo 
cei I extraordinary'a Man, who in other 
he o: things was beyond any Man of his time, 
ft offiisfi but in this only he fell beneath himlelf : 
jjoultost And thole that upon all other accounts 
ormingjis loved and admired him, lamented this 
defect • in him ; which was the only al- 
tioieofl lay that leemed left, and without which 
efafffc l )c would have been held, perhaps, in 
more veneration than was fitting. His 
rjiofeito Ph y fician Br. Bootim , that was a Dutch- 
^ man, faid- truly of him, If our Primate 
,jj ip o/’ Armagh were as exact a Difciplinarian , 

Cilri G 4 as 
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Of he is eminent in fearching Antiquity , 
defending the Truth , .and preaching the 
G of pel , he might without doubt defer ve to 
be made the chief Churchman of Chrijlen- 
dome. But this was necelfary to be told, 
fince Hiftory is to be writ impartially; 
ajid I ought to be forgiven for taxing his 
Memory a little ; for I was never fo 
tempted in any thing that I ever writ, 
to diiguife the Truth, as upon this oc- 
cafion: Yet though Bifhop VJher did 
not much himlelf, he had a lingular e- 
fteem for that vigour of Mind, which 
our Bifhop exprelfed in the reforming 
thele matters. And now I come to the 
next inlfance of his Paftpral care, which 
made more noife , and met with 
more oppofition, than any of the for¬ 
mer, 

He found his Court, that fat in his 
name, was an entire abule: It was ma¬ 
naged by a Chaneellour, that had 
bought his place from his Predecelfor; 
and lo thought he had a right to all the 
Profits that he could raife out of it, and 
the whole bufinels of the Court leem- 
ed to be nothing but Extortion and 
Oppreffion. For it is an old obfervati- 
°n, That men, who buy Juftice, will 
alio fell it. Bribes went about almoft 
barefaced, and the exchange they made 
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of Penance for Money was the worft 
fort of Simony ; being in effect the ve¬ 
ry fame abufe that gave the World fuch 
a fcandal when it was fo indecently pra- 
Bifed in the Church of Rome, and o- 
pened the way to the Reformation. 
For the felling of Indulgences is really 
but a commutation of Penance.He found 
the Officers of the Court made it their 
bufinefs to draw people into trouble by 
vexatipus Suits, and to hold them fo 
long in it that for three Pence worth of 
the Tithe of Turf, they would be put 
to five Pounds charge. And the folemn- 
df and lacredeftof all the Church Cen- 
lures, which was Excommunication, 
went about in fo fordid and bale a man¬ 
ner, that all regard to it, as it was a Spi¬ 
ritual Cenfore, was loft, and the effects it 
had in Law made it be cryed out on as 
a moft intolerable piece of Tyranny. 
The Officers of the Court thought they 
had a fort of right to opprels the Na¬ 
tives, and that all was well got that was 
wrung from them. And of all this the 
good Primate was fo fenfible, that he 
gives this lad account of the Venality of 
all lacred things in a Lettey tothe Arch^ 
bilhop of Canterbury './As for the ge¬ 
neral fate of things here , they are fo de¬ 
fy crate , that I am afraid to write any 











thing thereof. Some of the adverfe part 
have asked me the Queftion, Where I 
have heard or read before, that Religion 
and Mens Souls fhould be fet to fale, af¬ 
ter this manner ? Unto whom I could re¬ 
ply nothing, but that I had read in Mantu¬ 
an, That there was another place in the 
World where 


Ccelum eft venale, Deufque. 

Both Heaven and God himfelf are fet 
to fale.y & ut our Bifhop thought it not 
Though to lament this; he refolved to do 
what in him lay to correct thefe abufes, 
and to goe and fit and judge in his 
own Courts himfelf. He carried a 
competent number of his Clergy with 
him, who fate about him, and there he 
heard Caufes, and by their advice he 
gave Sentence. By this means lb many 
Caufes were diftnift, and fiicha change 
was wrought in the whole Proceedings 
of the Court, that inftead of being any 
more a grievance to the Countrey, none 
were now grieved by it but the Chan- 
cellour, and the other Officers of the 
Court; who few their Trade was funk, 
and their Profits were falling; and were 

already 
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B ijbop Bedell. 

already difpleafed with the Bifhop, for 
writing the Titles to Benefices himfelf, 
taking that part of their Gain out of their 
Hands. Therefore the Lay Chancel- 
lour brought a Suit againft the Bifhop 
into Chancery,, for invading his Office. 
The.nmtter was now a common Caufe ; 
the other Bifhops were glad at this itep 
our Bilhop had made, and encouraged 
him to go on relblutely in it, and a£ 
Tured him they would ftand by him: 
and they confelfed they were but half 
Bifhops till they could recover their au¬ 
thority out of the hands of their Chan- 
cellours. But on the other hand all the 
Chancellours and Regifters of Ireland 
combined together j they faw this ftruck 
at thofe Places which they had bought, 
valuing them according to the Profits 
that they could make by them: and it 
cannot be denyed but they had rea- 
fon to move, That if their places were 
regulated, the Money, by which they 
had purchafed that right to fqueeze the 
,Countrey, ought to have been reftored. 
The Bifhop defired that he might be 
fiiftered to plead his own Caufe him¬ 
feif ; but that was denyed him, which 
he took ill: But he drew the Argu¬ 
ment that his Council made for him ; 
for it being the firfi: Suit that ever was 
' , : of 
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of that fort, he was more capable of 
compofing his Defence than his Councel 
could be. 

He went upon thefe Grounds, That 
one of the moft elfential parts of a Bi- 
fhop’s duty was to govern his Flock, 
and to inflict the Spiritual Cenfureson 
obftinate Offenders : That a Bifhop 
could no more delegate this power to a 
Lay-man, than he could delegate a pow¬ 
er to Baptize or Ordain, fince Excom¬ 
munication and other Cenfures were a 
fufpending the Rights of Baptifm and 
Ordersjand therefore the judging of thefe 
things could only belong to him that had 
the power to give them: and that the de¬ 
legating that power was a thing null ofit 
felf. He fhewed, That feeding the Flock 
was inherent and infeparable from a Bi¬ 
fhop, and that no Delegation he could 
make, could take that power from him- 
felf; fince all the effeft it could have,was 
to make another his Officer and Deputy 
in his abfence. From this he went to 
fhew how it had been ever lookt on as 
a neceflary part of the Bifhop’s Duty, 
to Examine and Cenfure the Scandals 
of his Clergy and Laity in Ancient and 
Modern times: That the Roman Em- 
perours had by many Laws fupported 
the Credit and Authority of thefe 

Courts, 
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Courts, that fince the practices of the 
Court of Rome had brought in fuch a 
variety of Rules, for covering the cor¬ 
ruptions which they intended to fup- 
port; then that which is in it fdf a plain 
and fimple thing was made very»intri- 
cate: So that the Canon Law was be¬ 
come a great ftudy; and upon this ac¬ 
count Bifhops had taken Civilians and 
Canonifts to be their A Aidants in thole 
Courts: but this could be for no other 
end but only to inform them in points 
of Law, or to hear and prepare mat¬ 
ters for them. For the giving Sentence, 
as it is done in the Bifhops name, lo it 
is really his Office ; and is that for 
which he is accountable both to God 
and Man: and fince the Law made 
thole to be the Bifhops Courts, and 
fince the King had by Patent confirmed 
that Authority, which was lodged in 
him by his Office of governing thole 
Courts, he thought all Delegations that 
were ablolute and exclufive of the Bi- 
fhop, ought to be declared void. The 
Reader will perhaps judge better of the 
force of this Argument, than the Lord 
Chancell our ol Ireland Boh on did, who 
confirmed the Chancellours right, and 
gave him an hundred Poun Colts of 
the Bifhop. But when the tr■ hop ask¬ 
ed 
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ed him, How he came to make lo un» 
jull a Decree ? he anfwered, That all 
that his Father had left him was a 
Regifter’s place; lb he thought he was 
bound to lupport thole Courts, which 
he law would be ruined, if the way he 
took had not been checkt. This my 
Author had from the Bifhop’s own 
mouth. 

But as this matter was a leading Cafe, 
fo great pains were taken to polfels the 
Primate againft the Bifhop; but his 
Letters will beft dilcover the Grounds 
on which he went, and that noble tem¬ 
per of mind, that fupported him in fo 
great an undertaking. The one is 
long but I will not fhorten it.

fit ion, how for rowful it was to me, 
the Lord knows. Albeit the fame was 
fomewhat mitigated by other News of your 
better eflate. In that fluctuation of my 
mind (perhaps like that of your health) 
the Saying of the Apojlle ferved me for 
an Anchor, That none of us liveth to 
himfelf, neither doth any dye to himfelf. 
For whether we live , we live to the 
Lord; or whether we dye, we dye to 
the Lord. Whether we live therefore or 
dye, we are the Lords. Thereupon from 
the bottom of my Heart commending your 
eflate, and that of the Church here, (which 
how much it needs you , He knows befl ) 
to our common Mafler, though I had writ¬ 
ten large Letters to you, which have lain 
by me fnndry Weeks, fearing in your fick- 
nefs to be troublefome ; I thought not to 
fend them, but to attend fome other oppor¬ 
tunity after your prefent recovery to fend,or 
perhaps bring them. When I under flood by 
Mr. Dean of his journey, or at leaf fend¬ 
ing an exprefs Mejfenger to you with other 

Letters ; 
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Letters ; pitting me alfo in mind, Thai 
perhaps it would not he unwelcome to you to 
hear from me, though you forbare to an- 
fiver. I yielded to the example and cond.i- 
tion: fo much the rather, hecailfe I remem¬ 
bered my [elf a Debtor to your Grace by my 
promife of writing to you more fully touch¬ 
ing the Ileafons of my difference with 
Mr. Cooke ; and now a filter in your Court 
at his inflance. 

And, hirft, 1 befeech your Grace, let 
it be a matter meerly of merriment, that I 
skirmifh a little with your Court touching 
the Inhibition and Citation which thence 
proceeded againjl me, us you fall perceive 
by the inclofed Recufation. For the thing 
it felf, as I have written, I do fubmit it 
wholly to your Grace's decifion. And to 
enlarge myfelf a little, not as-to a Judge, 
but a lather, to whom, befides the bond of 
your undeferved love, I am bound alfo by 
an Oat h of God ; I will pour out my Heart 
unto you, even without craving pardon 
of my boldnefs. It will be perhaps fome 
little diverfon of your thoughts from your 
own infirmity, to underftand that you fuffer 
not alone, but you in Body, others other- 
wife eachmujl bear his Crofs, and follow 
toe fieps of o’ : r high Mafler. My Lord , 
fince it pie. fed God to call me to this pi act 
in th:s Church, what my intentions have 
H been 
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been to the dif charge of my duty, he be ft 
■knows. But I have met with many im¬ 
pediments and dif couragement s and chief¬ 
ly from them of mine own P rofeffion in Re- ' 
ligion. Concerning Mr. Hoile , l ac¬ 
quainted your Grace : Sir Edward- Bag- 
jhaw, Sir Francis Hamilton* Mr. W il- 
liam Flemming, and diverfe more have 

been, and yet are, pulling from the Rights 

of my Church. But all thefe have been 
light in refpecl of the dealing of fome o- 
thers, prof effing me kindnefs , by whom I 
have been blazed aPapift, an Arminian, 
a Neuter, a Politician, an Equivocator, 
a niggardly Eloufekeeper, an 'Ofurcr: That 
I bow at the name of ffefm, pray to 
the Eajl , would pull down the Seat of 
my Predeceffor to fet up an Altar, deny- 
ed burial in the Chancel to one of his 
Daughters: and to make up all, That l 
compared your Grace's preaching to one 
Mr. Whiskins, Mr. Creighton, and 
Mr. Baxters ; and preferred them : That 
you found your felf deceived in me. _ Thefe 
things have been reported at Dublin, and 
fome of the be ft affeefed of mine own Dio- 
cefs ( as hath been told me ) induced here¬ 
by to bewail with tears the mifery of the 
Church : fome of the Clergy alfo, a* it was 
[aid, looking about how they might remove 
them]elves out of this Countrey. Of all 
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this I heard hut little, till Mr. Price] 
coming from Dublin before Cliriftmas to 
he ordered Deacon, having for his memo¬ 
ry fet down Twelve Articles , amonq a 
number of Points more, required fat is fa¬ 
ct ion of me concerning them. Which I 
endeavoured to give both to him, and to 
them of the Mimfir.y , that met at our 
Chapter for the examination ofMr Cookes 
Patent. Omitting all the ref \ yet be- 
caufe this Vcnome hath fpread it felf fo 
far, I cannot but touch the lafl, touching 
the preferring others to your Grace 1 s 
preaching. To which Mr. Price’ j anfver 
was, as he told me, I will be quartered if 
this be true. Thus it was, Mr. Dunder- 
ville acquainted me with his purpofe to 
preach out of Prov. 20. 6 . But a faith¬ 
ful Man who can find ; where he faid, 
the Doctrine he meant to ra fe was this, 
That Faith is a rare gift of God. I 
tola him I thought he mi (look the mean- 
ing of the Text , and wifhed him to cbcofe 
longer Texts , and not bring his Difcour- 
fes to a Word or two of Scripturebut 
rather to declare thofe of the Holy Ghofl

anfver ed, there might be juft caufe, but I 
thought you did not fo ordinarily. As 

for thofe Men, Mr < W his kins, and the 
re ft> I never heard any of them preach 
H 2 to 
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to this day. Peradventure, their manner 
is to take longer Texts '; whereupon the 
comparijon is made up, as if I preferred 
them before you. This fiander did not 
much trouble me. I know your Grace will 
not think me fuch a Fool (if I had no 
fear of God) to prefer before your excel¬ 
lent gifts, Men that I never heard. But 
look as /^French Proverb is, He that 
is difpofed to kill his Dog, tells Men he 
is mad: And whom Men have once 
wronged, unlefs the Grace of God be the 
more, they ever hate. Concerning the 
wrongs which theft?people have offered me, 
I fhall take another fit time to inform your 
Grace. Where they fay. Tour Grace doth 
find your felf deceived in me, 1 think it 
may be the truejl word they Jaid yet. For 
indeed 1 do think both you and many more 
are deceived in me, accounting me to have 
forne honejly, difcretton , and Grace, more 
than you will by proof find. But if as 
it feems t o me, that form hath this mean¬ 
ing that they pretend to have undeceived 
you, I hope they are deceived ; yea I hope 
they (hall be deceived, if by fuch courjes 
as thefe they think to unfcttle me ; and 
the Devil himfelf alfo, if he think to dif- 
may me.

God, dW remember his nghteoufnefs , 
even his alone, as by that reverend and 
good Father my Lord of Canterbury , 

/ /rV/? c/iwi? tft/fr, / iiw exhorted, 
and have obtained help of God to do to 
this day. 

But had I not work enough before, but 
I muft bring Mr. Cooke upon my top ? 

One that for his Experience^ urfe,Friends, 
in a Cafe already adjudged, wherein he 
is ingaged, not only for his profit, but re¬ 
putation alfo, will eafily no doubt overbear 
me. How much better to fludy to be qui¬ 
et, and tv do mine own bufwefs ; or, as I 
think Staupitius was wont to bid Lu¬ 
ther, go into my Study and pray. My 
Lord, all thefe things came to my mind, 
and at the frft I came with a refolution 
to take heed to my felf and, if I could, 
to teach others moderation and forbear¬ 
ance by mine own example. But I could 
not be quiet, nor without pity hear the 
complaints of thofe that re fort ed to me, 
fome of them of mine own Neighbours and 
Jenants, called into the Court, common¬ 
ly by information of Apparitors, holden 
there without juft caufe, and not difrnif- 
fed without excefftve Fees, as they ex¬ 
claimed. Laftly, one Mr. Mayot, a 
Minift er of the Diocef; of A rdagh, made 
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a complaint to me. That he was excommu- 
niched by Mr. Cooke, notwithstanding, 
as 1 heard alfo by oihers, the correction 
of Minifters was ex cep ed out of his Pa¬ 
tent. Whereupon 1 defired no fee the Pa¬ 
tent, and to have a Copy of it, that I 
might know how to govern my f ?lf. He 
faid Mr. Ask, being then from home, 
jho'dd bring it to me at his return. Him- 
felf went to Dublin to the Term. At the 
frjf view I faw it was a formlefs Chaos 
of Authority, conferred upon him againfi 
all reafon and equity. I had not long af¬ 
ter, occafion to call the Chapter together 
at the cime of Ordination. Ifhewed the 
Original, being brought forth by Mr. Ask, 
defired to know if that were the Chap¬ 
ter Seal, and thefe their Hands ; they 
acknowledged their Hands and Seal, and 
faid they were lefs careful in paffing it , be- 
caufe t hey accounted it did rather concern 
my Predeceffor than them.l fhewed thefa/fe 
Latin, Non-fenfe, Injufiice of it. Preju¬ 
dice to them. Contrariety to it felf, and the 
Kjngs Grant to me. I fhewed there were 
in one Period above 500 Words, and, 
which faffed the rejl, hanging in the air 
without any principal Verb. I defired 
them to confider if the Seal hanging to it 
were the Bijhop’s Seal ; they acknowledged 
it was not. Therefore withproteftation, 
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That I meant no way to call in quefiion 
the fufficiency of Mr. Cooke or his for¬ 
mer Alls, I did judge the Patent to be 
■void, and fo declared it inhibiting 
Mr. Cooke to do any thing by vertue 
thereof, and them to ajfift him therein. This 
is the true Hiftory of this hufmef howfo- 
ever Mr. Cooke difgtiife it. Ifufpend him 
not abfent, and indicia caufa it was his 
Commijfion,which was pref?nt,t hdt I viewed, 
which, with the Chapter, I cen fared \ which 
if he can make good, he fall have leave , 
and time, and place enough. 

And now to accomphjb my promife , 
to relate to your Grace my purpofe here¬ 
in. My Lord I do thus account, that to 
any wor k or enterprise, 1 0 remove impedi¬ 
ments is a great part of the performance. 
And among(l all the impediments to the 
work of God amongfi us, there is not any 
one greater, than the abufe of Ecclefi r 
aftical fur ifdiclion. This is not only 

the opinion of the mof Godly, Judicious, 
and Learned Men that I have known ; 
but the caufe of it is plain. The people 
pierce not into the inward and true Rea- 
Jons of things ; they are fenfible in the 
Purfe. And that Religion that makes 
Men that profef it, and jhews them to 
be defpifers of the World, and fo far 
from encroaching upon others in matter qf 
H 4 baje 
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bafe gain, as rather to part rvith their own ; 
they magnifie. This bred the admiration 
of. the Primitive Christians, and after 
of the Monks. Contrary caufe ? mufl needs 
produce contrary effects. Wherefore let 
us preach never fo painfully, and pioufiy; 
} Jay more, let us live never fo blarnelefly 
our felvcs, fo long as the Officers in our 
Courts prey upon them, they ejleern us no 
better than Publicans and Worldlings: 
and fo much the mere defervedly, becattfe 
we are called Spiritual Men, and call our 
felvcs reformed Chriflians. Jnd if the 
honeflcjl and befl of our own Protefants 
be thus fcandahzed, what may we think 
of Papif s, fucb as are all, in a manner, 
that we live among ? The time was when 
I hoped the Church of Ireland was free 
from this abufe, at leaf freer than her 
Sifter of England: But I fnd 1 am de¬ 
ceived ; whether it be that di fiance of place, 
and being further out of the reach of the 
Scepter ofjufice, breeds more boldnefs to 
offend, or neceffarily brings more delay of 
redref. I have been wont alfo in Ire- 
land ? to except one Court, ( as he doth 
Plato ) but trufi me my Lord, I have 
heard that it is faid among great perfo¬ 
rm ages here, That my Lord Primate is a 
good Man but his Court is as corrupt 
as others. Some fayworfe', and which, 
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lBijbop Bedell. i 

1 confeft to your Grace, did not a lit tie 
ter rife me from vifining till l might fee 
how to doit with Frmt, that of your late 
Vi fit at ion they fee no profit, but the taking 
of Money. 

But t o come to Mr. Cooke, of all that 
have exercifed fur if diction in this Land 
thefe late Tears, he is the mo ft noted 
Man, and mojl cryed out upon. Info- 
much ns he hath found from the Inlil, 
the nickname of Pouc : Albeit he came 
off with credit when he was queftioned, 
and jufifed himfelf by the Table of Fees , 
( as by a leaden Rule any Stone may be ap¬ 
proved as well as hewed ). By that little I 
met with fince I came hither, I am indu¬ 
ced to believe , it was not for lack of 
matter, but there was fome other courfe 
of his efcaping in that Tryal. By this 
pretended Commififiicn, and that Table of 
Fees, he hath taken in my Predeceffors 
time, and feeks to take in mine for Ex¬ 
hibits at Vifitaticns, and his Chargees there 
above the BifihopL Procurations, for Vni- 
ons, Sequeftrations, Relaxations, Certi¬ 
ficates , Licences , Permutations of Pe¬ 
nance , Sentences (as our Court calls 
them ) Interlocutory in Caufes ofCorre- 
clion. Such Fees as I cannot in my 
Confidence think to be jufil. And yet he 
doth it in my Name, and tells me I can¬ 
not 








not call him into queftion for it. Alas, 
my Lord '. if this be the condition of a 
Bifhop, that he fandeth for a Cypher, 
and only to uphold the Wrongs of other 
Men , What do I in this place ? Am I not 
bound by my Profeffion made to God in 
your prefence , and following your Words, 
To be gentle and merciful for Chrifls 
fake to poor and needy people, and fuch 
as be deftitute of help. Can I be excu- 
fed another day, with this , that thus it 
was ere J came to this place, and that it 
k is not good to be over juft ? Or, fith I 
am per [waded Mr. Cooked Patent is m- 
juft and void, am I not bound to make it 
fo ? and to regulate. If I may, this mat¬ 
ter of Fees, and the reft of the diforders 
of the fur ifiiclion, which his Majefty hath 
intrufted me withal? Lour Grace faith, 
Truly it is a difficult thing , if not impoft 
fible, to overthrow a Patent fo confirmed ; 
and I know in deliberations it is one of 
the moft important conftderations , what 
we may hope to effect. But how can I tell 
till I have tryed : To be difeouraged ere 
I begin , is it not to confult with F lefts and 
Blood ? Verily I think fo. And therefore 
muft put it to the Trial, and leave the 
fuccefi to God. If I obtain the Caufe, 
the Profit [ball be to this poor Nation ; if 
not , / [ball fhew my confent to theft 
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tny Reverend Brethren that have endea¬ 
voured to redrefs this enormity before me ; 

I fail have the teflimony of mine own Con¬ 
ference, to have fought to difcharge my du¬ 
ty to God and his People. Tea, which is 
the main, the work of my Minifiry and 
fir vice to this Nation , [hall receive fur¬ 
therance howfoever rather than any hin¬ 
der ance thereby. And if by the continu¬ 
ance of fiich oppreffions any thing fallout 
oihenvife than well, 1 [Joall have acquitted 
my Jeff towards his Mafifiy , and thofe 
that have engaged themjelves for me. At 
lafi IJhall have the better reajon and ju- 
fier caife to refign to his Majefiy the ju- 
r if diction which I am not permitted to 
manage. And here I befeechyour Grace, 
to confider ferioifiy whether it were not 
happy for us to be rid of this Charge, which 
not being proper to our Calling, is not pofi 
fible to be executed without fuch Deputies, 
as fubject us to the ill conceit of their un- 
juft or indijereet carriage, and no way fur¬ 
ther our own Work ? Or if it [hall be 
thought fit to carry this load fill, whether 
we ought not to procure fome way to be 
dr/charged of the envy of it, and redrefs 
the abufe , with the greaieft firictnefs we 
can dev ife ? For my part I cannot bethink 
me of any courfe fitter fortheprefent, than 
to keep the Courts my felf and fet fome 
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good order in them. And to this 


purpofe 


I have been at Cavan, Kelturbet, Gra- 
nard, and Longford, and do intend to 
go to the reft, leaving with fonte of the 
Miniftry there, a few Rules touching tkofe 
things that are to be redreffed, that if my 
health do not permit me to be always pre- 
feni, they may know howto proceed in my 
abfence. I find it to be true that Tully 
faith, Juftitia mirifica qussdam resmul- 
titudini j and certainly to our proper 
work a great advantage it is to obtain a 
good opinion of thofe we are to deal with. 
But beftdes this there fall out occafions to 
fpeak of God and his prefence, of the Re¬ 
ligion of a Witnefs, the danger ofan Oath, 
the purity of a Mar nage, the precioufnefs 
of a good name, repairing of Churches , 
and the like. Penance it felf may be en¬ 
joy ned, and Penitents reconciled, with 
fome profit to others be fide s themfelves. 

Wherefore, albeit Mr. Cooke were the 
juft eft Chance Hour in thisKjngdome ,1 would 
think it fit for me, as things now ft and, to 
fit in thefe Courts ; and the rather fith l 
cannot be heard in the Pulpits to preach as 
I may in them : Albeit innocency and Ju¬ 
ft ice is alfo a real kind of preaching. 1 have 
jhewed your Grace my intentions in this 
matter. Now fijould I require your dire- 
ciion in many things, if I were prefent 
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®/y7?op Bedell. j 

with you. But foft he prejent it may pleafe 
you to underfiand, that at Granard one 
Mr. Nugent, a Nepherv as I take it to 
my Lord of Vi eftmeatli delivered his Let¬ 
ter to Mr. Aske , which he delivered 
me in open Court, requiring that his Te¬ 
nant might not he troubled for Chrijlnings, 
Marriages , or Funerals, fo they pay 
the Mimficr his due . This referred to 
a Letter of my Lord Chancellors to the 
like purpofe, which yet was not delivered 
till the Court was nfen. I anfvered ge¬ 
nerally, That none of my Lord’s Tenants 
or others Jhould be wronged. The like 
motion was made at Longford, by two or 
three of the Farralls, and one Mr. Faga- 
rah ,and Mr. RoiTe/o whom I gave the like 
anfwer, and added, That I would be firidi 
in requiring them to bring their Children 
to be Baptized, and Marriages to be fo- 
lemnized likewifewith us, fvh they acknow¬ 
ledged thefe to be lawful and true ; fo as 
it was but wilfulnefs if any fad are. 
Here I defire your Grace to direct me. For 
to give way that they Jhould not be fo 
much as called in quefiion, feems to fur¬ 
ther the Schifm they labour to make To 
lay any pecuniary mulct upon them, as the 
value of a Licence for Marriage, three 
Pence or four Pence for a C hr fining, I 
know not by what Law it can be done. To

E xcommunic at e^ t hem fme, not appearing or 
obeying, they being already none of our bo¬ 
dy, and a multitude ; it is to no profit, 
nay rather makes the exacerbation rvorfe. 

Many things more I have to confer with 
your Grace about, winch I hope to do co¬ 
ram ; as about the re-edifying of Churches, 
or employing the Mafs-houfes, ( which now 
the State inquires of) about Books, TV 
Jiaments , and the Common Prayer Book, 
which being to be reprinted would perhaps 
be in forne things bettered : But especially 
about Men to ufe them ; and Means to 
maintain them, now that our Englifh have 
engro ff ?d the Livings. About the printing 
the Pfalter, which I have caufed to be di¬ 
ligently furveyed by Mr. James Nangle, 
who advifeth not to meddle with the Verfe, 
but fet forth only the Profe : Which he 
hath begun to write out fair to the Prefs. 
Mr. Murtagh King I have not heard of a 
long time, 1 hope hegoeth on in the Hifo- 
ncal Books of the Old Tejl ament. Mr. Cri- 
an was with me about a Forthnight after 
I came to Kilmore ; fince J heard not of 
him. Of all thefe things, if by the will of 
God, I may make a journey over to yon, we 
jhall fpeak at fall. 

As I was clofing up thefe, this Morning,

excellent Primate told him , The tide l 
went fo high that he could affilf him { 1 
no more; for he itood by him longer ?

But the Bifhop was not disheartened by t 
this. A nd as he thanked him for alibiing i 
him fo long ; fo he laid he was refolved 
by the help of God, to try if he could 
hand by himlelf. But he went home, < 
and refolved to go on in his Courts as 1 
he had begun, notwithftanding this 6 
Cenfure. For he thought he wms doing r 
that which was incumbent on him, and | tf 
he had a Spirit fb made, that he refol- 1® 
ved to fuller Martyrdome, rather than I 
fail in any thing that lay on his Con- : it 
fcience. But his Chancellour was ei-- s 
tlier advifed by thole that governed the i 
State, to give him no dillurbance in that f 
matter ; or was overcome by the audio- fl 
rity he faw in him, that inspired all peo- !

order to be in all things ob Servant of 
the Biihop, and obedient to him : So 
it feems, that though it was thought fit 
to keep up the Authority of the Lay 
Chancellours over Ireland, and not t* 
Suffer this Bifhop’s practice to pais in¬ 
to a Precedent; yet order was given un¬ 
der hand to let him go on as he had be¬ 
gun ; and his Chancellour had fo great 
a value for him, that many Years after 
this, he told my Author, That he 
thought there was not fuch a Man on 
the face of the earth as Bifhop Bedell 
was; that he was too hard for all the 
Civilians in Ireland , and that if he 
had not been born down by meer 
force, he had overthrown the Confifto- 
rial Courts, and had recovered the Epis¬ 
copal Jurildidion out of the Chancel¬ 
lours hands. But now that he went on 
undifturbed in his Epiicopal Court he 
made ufe of it as became him, and not 
as an Engine to raile his power and do¬ 
minion ; but confidering that all Church 
power was for Edification, and not for 
Deftrudion, he both difpenied that Ju- 
ftice that belonged to his Courts equal¬ 
ly and Speedily, and cut off many Fees 
and much expence,which made them be 
formerly fo odious; and alio when fcan- 
dalous per ions were brought before 
I him 
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him to be cenfured, he confidered that 
Church-Cenfures ought not to be like 
the acts of Tyrants, that p uni lb out of 
revenge, but like the Dilcipline of Pa¬ 
rents,that correct in order to the amend¬ 
ment of their Children : So he ftudied 
chiefly to beget in all offenders a true 
fenfe of. their fins. Many of the Irijh 
Priefts were brought oft into his Couits 
for their lewdnefs; and upon that he 
took occafion with great mildnefs, and 
without Icoffmg, orinfultings to make 
them fenftble of that tyrannical impofi- 
tion in their Church, in denying their 
Priefts leave to marry, which occafion- 
ed fo much impurity among them ; and 
this had a good effedt on home. 

This leads me to another part of his 
Character, that mu ft reprefent the care 
he took of the Natives ; he obferved 
with much regret that the Englijb had 
all along neglected the Irtfb, as a Na¬ 
tion not only conquered but undilci- 
plineable: and that the Clergy had fcarce 
conlidered them as a part of theirCharge, 
but had left them wholly into the hands 
of their own Priefts, without taking any 
other care of them , but the making 
them pay their Tythes. And indeed 
their Priefts were a ftrange fort of peo¬ 
ple, that knew generally nothing but 
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the reading their Offices, which were 
not |o much as underltood by many of 
them : and they taught the people no¬ 
thing but the laying their Paters and 
Aves in Latin. So that the cate both of 
the Clergy and Laity was fuch, that it 
could not but raife great companion in a 
Man that had lo tender a fenfe of the 
value of thole Souls that Ciirilt had pur- 
chafed with his Blood : therefore he re- 
lolved to fet about that Apoftolical 
work of converting the Natives with 
the zeal and care that lo great under- 
ftanding required. He knew the gain¬ 
ing on feme of the more knowing of 
their Priefts was like to be the quickeft 
way ; for by their means he hoped to 
Ipread the knowledge of the reformed 
Religion among the Natives; or ra¬ 
ther of the ChriI lian Religion, to (peak . 
more ftribtly. For they had no felt of 
notion of Chriftianity, but only knew 
that they were to depend upon their 
Priefts, and were to confels fech of their 
actions, as they call fins, to them ; and 
were to pay them Tythes. The Bifhop 
prevailed on feverai Priefts to change, 
and he was fe well latisned with the 
truth of their converfion, that he pro¬ 
vided feme of them to Eccfeliaftical Be¬ 
nefices : which was thought a ftrange 
I 2 tiring, 
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thing, and was cenfured by many, as 
contrary to the intereft of the Enghjh 
Nation. For it was believed that all 
thole Irijh Converts were ftill Papiftsat 
Heart, and might be fo much the more 
dangerous, than otherwife, by that dif- 
guife which they had put on. But he 
on the other hand confidered chiefly the 
duty of a Chriftian Bifhop : he alio 
thought the true intereft of England 
was to gain the Irijh to the knowledge of 
Religion, and to bring them by the 
means of that which only turns the heart 
to love the Enghjh Nation : And fo he 
judged the wiidom of that courle was 
apparent, as well as the piety of it. Since 
fuch as changed their Religion would 
become thereby fo odious to their own 
Clergy,that this would provoke them to 
further degrees of zeal in gaining others 
to come over after them : And he took 
great care to work in thole whom he 
trufted with the care of Souls, a full con¬ 
viction of the truth of ft eligion, and a 
deep lenle of the importance of it. And in 
this he was fo happy,That of all theCon- 
verts that he had railed toBenefices,there 
was but one only that fell back, when 
the Rebellion broke out: And he not 
only apoftatized, but both plundered 
and killed the Enghjh among the firft.

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But no wonder if one' murderer was 
among our Bifhop’s Converts,fince there 
was a traitor among the twelve that fol¬ 
lowed our Saviour. There was a Co¬ 
vent of Fryers very near him, on whom 
he took much pains, with very good 
fticcefi : That he might furnifh his con¬ 
verts with the means of inftru&ing o- 
thers, he made a fhort Catechilm to be 
printed in one fheet, being Engltfo on 
the one Page, and Irifo on the other; 
which contained the Elements, and moft 
neceffary things of the Chriftian Religi¬ 
on, together with fome forms of Prayer, 
and fome of the moft inftru&ingand e- 
difying palfages of Scripture : This he 
fent about all over his Diocefs; and it 
was received with great joy, by many 
of the Irifo, who feemed to be hunger¬ 
ing and thirfting after Righteoufiiels, 
and received tills beginning of know¬ 
ledge fo well, that it gave a good en¬ 
couragement to hope well upon further 
endeavours. 

The Biflhop did alio let himfelf to 
learn the Irifo Tongue ; and though 
it was too late for a Man of his years to 
learn to (peak it, yet he came to under¬ 
hand it to fuch a degree, as to compole 
a compleat Grammar of it, ( which was 
the firft that ever was made, as I have 
I 3 been 
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been told) and to be a Critickin it:he al¬ 
io had Commoh Prayer read in Irijh 
every Sunday in his Cathedral For thb 
benefit of die Converts he had made, 
and was alwayes prelent at it bimfelf, 
and he engaged all his Clergy to let uj) 
Schools in their Parishes: For there were 
io very few bred to read or write, that 
this obftructed the converfion of the Na¬ 
tion very much. The New Teftament 
and the Book of Common Prayer were 
already put in the Irijh Tongue; but he 
refolved to have the whole Bible, the Old 
Tejlament as well as the New, put alio 
into the hands of the Irijh ; and there¬ 
fore he laboured much to find out one 
that underftood the Language lb well 
that he might be imployea in lb lacred a 
work: And by the advice of the Primate, 
and leveral other eminent perlons, he 
pitched on one Kjng, that had been con¬ 
verted many years before, and was belie¬ 
ved to be the eleganteft Writer of the 
Irijh Tongue then alive, both for Prole 
and Poetry. He was then about feventy, 
but notwithstanding his age and the dis¬ 
advantages of his Education, yet the Bi- 
fhop thought him not only capable of 
this Imployment, but qualified for an 
higher character ; therefore he put him 
in Orders, and gave him a Benefice in 
' v his 
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his Diocefi, and let him to work, in or¬ 
der to the tranflating the Bible : which 
he was to do from the Engl’fb Tranfla- 
tion ; fince there were none of the Na¬ 
tion to be found that knew any thing 
of the Originals. The Billrop let him- 
felf lb much to the reviling this Work, 
that alwayes after Dinner or Supper he 
read over a Chapter; and as he compa- # 
red the Irijh Franllation with the Eng- 
lifb , lb he compared the Englijh with 
the Hebrew and theSeventy Interpreters, 
or with Diodatt’ s Italian Tranllation, 
which he valued highly ; and he cor- 
refted the Irijh where he found the 
English Tranllators had failed. He 
thought the ule of the Scriptures was 
the only way to let the knowledge of 
Religion in among the Irijh , as it had 
firft let the Reformation into the 
other parts of Europe : And he uled to 
tell a paffage of a Sermon that Ire heard 
Eidgentio preach at Venice , with which 
he was much pleafed : It was on thefe 
Words of Cirri ft, Have ye not read) 
and fo he took occafion to tell the Au¬ 
ditory, That if Chrift were now to ask 
this Queftion, Have ye not redd ? all the 
Anfwer they could make to it, was. No, 
for they were not fujferedto do it. Upon 
which he taxed with great zeal the re- 
I 4 ftraint 
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ftraint put on the ule of the Scriptures, 
by the See of Rome. This was not 
unlike what the lame perlon delivered 
in another Sermon preaching upon Pi- 
Ute’s Quellion, What is Truth ? he told 
them that at laid after many fearches he 
had found it out, and held out a New 
Teftament, and laid, There it was in 
his Htwd^ but then he put it in his Pock¬ 
et, and laid coldly, But the Book is pro¬ 
hibited ; which was fo fuited to the Ita¬ 
lian genius, that it took mightily with 
the Auditory. The Bifhophad oblerved 
that in the Primitive times as loon Nati- 
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ons, how barbarous loever they were, 
began to receive the Chriftian Re¬ 
ligion , they had the Scriptures tran- 
ilated into their vulgar Tongues: 
And that all people were exhorted to 
lludy them ; therefore he not only un¬ 
dertook and began this W ork, but fol¬ 
lowed it with fo much induftry, that 
in a very few years he finilhed the Tran- 
llation; and reldlved to let about the 
printing of it ; for the bargain was 
made with one that engaged to perform 
it. And as he had been at the great 
trouble of examining the Tranllation, 
10 he relblved to run the venture of the 
Impreffion, and took that expence upon 
himlelf. It is lcarce to be imagined 
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.what could have obflxuTed lb great 
and To good a Work. The Priefts of 
the Church of Rome had reafon to op- 
pole the printing of a Book,that has been 
always lo fatal to thenpbut it was a deep 
fetch to polfels reformed Divines with a 
jealoufie of this work, and with hard 
thoughts concerning it: Yet that was 
done ; but by a very well dilguiled me¬ 
thod : For it was laid that the Tranflator 
was a weak and contemptible Man, 
and that it would expole fuch a work, 
as this was, to the fcorn of the Nation, 
when it was known who was the Au¬ 
thor of it: And this was infuled both 
into the Earl of Strafford , and into the 
Archbifhop of Canterbury : And a bold 
young Man pretended a iaple of the 
Benefice that the Bilhop had given to 
the Tranflator, and lb obtained a Broad 
Seal for it; though it was in the Bxdrop’s 
Gift.- This was an abule too common 
at that time, for licentious Clerks to 
pretend either that an Incumbent was 
dead, or that he had no good right to ‘ 
his Benefice, or that he had forfeited it; 
and upon that to procure a Grant of it 
from the King, and then to turn the In¬ 
cumbent out ofPofleffion, and to vex 
him with a Suit till they forced him to 
compound for his peace. So upon this 

occalion 















octal! oft it was pretended that the Tran- 
flato had forfeited his Living ; and one 
Baily that had informed againft him, 
came down with a Grant of it under 
the great Seal, and violently thruft him 
out of it. The Bifhop was much touch¬ 
ed with this, and cited Baily to appear 
before him. He had given him a Vica¬ 
rage, and had taken an Oath of him ne¬ 
ver to hold another ; fo he obje&ed to 
him both his violent and unjuft intrufi- 
on into another man’s right, and.his Per¬ 
jury. Baily to cover himfelf from the 
laft, procured a Difpenfation from the 
Prerogative Court, notwithftandinghis 
Oath, to hold more Benefices. The Bi¬ 
fhop lookt on this as one of the work 
and moftlcandalous parts of Popery, to 
dilfolve the moft facred of all Bonds; 
and it grieved his Soul to lee lo vile a 
thing aded in the name of Archbilhop 
Vfher, though it was done by his Sur¬ 
rogates : So without any regard to this 
he lerved this obftinate Clerk with fe* 
veral Canonical admonitions; but find¬ 
ing him ftill hardned in his wickednefs, 
he deprived him of the Benefice he had 
given him,and alio excommunicat’d him, 
and gave orders that the Sentence fhould 
be publifhed through the whole Deanry: 
upon which Bai/y'sClerk appealed to the 

Prerogative 






5 .;* -cited to anfwer for what he had done.He 
Ml went and appeared before them, butde- 
■Jitofin clined their Authority, and would not 
anfwer to them. He thought it below 
'Vasmudii th e Office and Dignity of a Bifhop to 
give an account of a ipiritual Cenfure, 
jwtimi that he had in Hided on one of his Cler- 
lOattiofi gy ? before two Laymen that pretended 
5 k m to be the Primate’s Surrogates ; and he 
fldoniit put his Declinator in 24 Articles,all writ- 
glit, andl; ten with his own Hand, which will be 
litnfelffrts found at the end of this Narrative:he ex- ge at thc 
rfation fa cepted to the incompetency of the Court, end, 
twiiani both becaufe the Primate was not there Numb> s- 
nelices. T: in perfon, and becaufe they that fate 
one of tk 1 there had given clear Evidences of their 
ntsdPop partiality, which he had offered to prove 
ii of all to thePrimate himfelf.He faid the appeal 
w fee ft: from his Sentence lay only to the Pro- 
1C ofM vincial Synod, or to the Archbifhop’s 
one Ivfe Confiftoryand fince the ground of Bai- 
r -rtlt Ip Appeal,was the dilpenlation that they 
(y had given him from his Oath, they could 
t! 0 ll 5 ; T: not be the competent Judges of that, 
jjjj for they Were Parties: And the A ppeal 
from abufive faculties lay only to a 
riinicst! Court of Delegates by the exprels words 
of the Law : And by many In lications 
, r i ]0 j e Da' it appeared, that they had prejudged the 
matter in Bail/s favours, and had ex- 
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preffed great refentments againft the 
Bifhop; and notwithftanding the digni¬ 
ty of his Office, they had made him wait 
among the croud an hour and an half, 
and had given directions in the ma¬ 
nagement of the Caufe as Parties againft 
him ; they had alfo manifeftly abu- 
fed their power in granting Difpenfati- 
ons contrary to the Laws of God: 
and now they prefumed to interpofein 
the juft and legal Jurifdidtion that a 
Bifhop exercifed over his Clergy both 
by the Laws of God and by the Kings 
Authority. Upon thefe grounds he ex¬ 
cepted to their A uthority; he was ferved 
with feveral Citations to anfwer, and 
appeared upon every one of them: but 
notwithftanding the higheft contempts 
they put upon him, he file wed no in¬ 
decent paffion, but kept his ground 
ftill. In conclufion he was declared 
Contumax ,and the perjured Intruder was 
abfolved from the Sentence, and confirm¬ 
ed in the pofteffion of his ill-acquired Be¬ 
nefice. It may be eafily imagined, how 
much thefe Proceedings were cenfured 
by all fair and equitable Men : The con- 
ftancy,the firmnefs, and the courage that 
theBifhop expreifed being as much com¬ 
mended, as the injuftice and violence of 
his Enemies was cryed out upon. The 
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ij, ^ ftrangeft part of this t ran fiction was,that 
which the Primate acted, who though 

1 he loved the Bifhop beyond all the reft of 
rt ®!ai the Order, and valued him highly for the 
® ra 4 zealous dilcharge of his office, thatdi- 
2s nrtiajj ftinguifhed him lo much from others; 

yet he could not be prevailed on to iri- 
ffiagffifiterpole in this matter; nor to ftop the 
haws of (in juft Profecution that this good Man 
^toiifhad fallen under, for lo good a Work. 
®on [Indeed it went further, for upon the 
fe Cleigendeavours he ufed to convert the Irtjb ; 
Jiib til;land after he had refufed to anfwer in 
fegroiidslthe Archbifhop’s Court, it appears that 
ty;bjsf[he was in fome meafure alienated from 
torfw,him, which drew from the Bifhop the 
oeof theisfollowing Anfwer to a Letter, that he 
jjfiet chad from him. 
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Mart Reverend Father, my 
honourable good Lord, 

T HE Superfcription of your Grafs 
Letters rvas mofi welcome unto me, 
ns bringing under your own hand the heft 
evidence of the recovery of your health, for 
which I did and do give hearty thanks unto 
God.For theContents ofthem,asyourGrace 
conceived, They were not Jo pie afant. But 
the Words of a Friend are faithful, 
faith the Wife Man : Sure they are no If 
painful than any other. Vnkindnefs cuts 
nearer to the Heart than Malice can do. 
I have fome experience by your Graces 
fatd Letters , concerning which I have been 
at fome debate with my felf, whether I 
fhould anfver them with David s demand, 
What have I now done ? or as the 
wrongs of Parents, with Patience and Si¬ 
lence. But Mr. Dean telling me, That 
this day he is going towards you, I will 
fpeak once, corne of it what will. 

“ Tou write that the courfe I took with 
“ the Papifis , was generally cryed out 
“ againjl, neither do you remember in all

“your life that any thing was done here 
“by any of ns, at which the Profejfors of 
“ the G of pc l did take more ofence, or by 
“ which the Adverfaries were more con - 
“ firmed in their Superftitions and Idola- 
“ try ; wherein you could rvijh that l had 
“ advifed with my Brethren before I would 
“ adventure to pull down that which they 
“ have been fo long a building. Again, 
“ What I did, you know, was done out of 
“ a good intention', but you were affured 
“ that my project would be fo quickly re- 
“ futed with the prefent fuccef and event, 
“ that there would be no need my Friends 
“ fjouId advife me from building fuch 
“ Cajlles in the air, &c. 

My Lord, All this is a riddle to me. 
What courfe I have taken with the Pa- 
pijls ; what I have done at which your 
Profejfors of the G of pel did take fuch 
offence, or the Adverfaries were fo con- 
frmed j what it is that I have adven¬ 
tured to do', or what piece fo long a build¬ 
ing, I have pulled down what thofe Pro¬ 
jects were, and thofe Cafiles in the air 
fo quickly refuted with prefent fuccef, 
as the Lords knows, I know not. For 
truly fince I came to this place I have not 
changed one jot of my purpofe or 
practice, or courfe with Papifis from 
that which I held in England , or in 

Tri¬ 
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Trinity Colledge, or found (I thank 
God) any ill fuccefs, hut the ftanders , 
only of fome perfons difcontented againfl' 
me for other occafions. Againft winch I 
cannot hope to juftifie my felf, if your 
Grace will give ear to private informati¬ 
ons. But let me know, I will not fay, my 
Accufer, (let him continue marked till God 
difcover him ) hut my Tranfgreffion, and 
have place of defence ; and if mine Adver- 
fary write a Book againft me, I will hope to 
hear it on my Shoulder, and hind it tome 
as a Crown. 

For my recufat ion of your Court, and 
advert ifement of what I heard thereof 
1 fee they have (lined not only laughter , 
but fome coals too. Tour Chancellour de¬ 
fires me to acquit him to you. That he is 
none of thofe Officers I meant ; I do it ve¬ 
ry willingly : For I neither meant him nor 
any Man elfe. But though it concerned 
your Grace to know what I credibly heard 
to he fpoken concerning your Court nei¬ 
ther, as God knows, did I ever think it 
was ft to take away the fur if dill ion from 
Chancellours, and put it into the Biftops 
hands alone ; or fo much as in a dream con¬ 
demn thofe that think they have reafonto 
do otherwife, nor tax your Grace’s Vi fit a- 
tion : Nor imagine you would account that 
to pertain to your reproof , and take it us 
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a wrong from me, which out of my duty to 
God and you, I thought was not to be con¬ 
cealed from you. I befeech you pardon 
me this one errour. Si unquam poithac 
— For that knave whom ( as your Grace 
writes ) they fay I did abfolve\ I took 
him for one of my Flock, or rather Chrijls, 
for whom he {bed his blood. And I would 
have abfolved Julian the Apojlate under 
the fame form. Some other paffages there 

be in your Grace's Letters, which I, - 

but I will lay mine Hand upon my Mouth 
and craving the bleffing of your prayers , 
ever remain.

The malice of Mr. IQngs Enemies 
was not latiated with the fpoiling him 
of his Benefice. For often it falls out, 
That thole who have done acts of high 
injuftice feek fome excule for what they 
have done, by new injuries, and a vex¬ 
atious profecution of the injured perfon, 
defigning by the noile, that fuch repeat¬ 
ed accufations might raile, to polfefs the 
World with an Opinion of his guilt, 
which much clamour does often pro¬ 
duce : and lo to crufh the perlon lb en¬ 
tirely that he may never again be in a 
capacity to recover himfelf, and to ob¬ 
tain his right, but be quite funk by that 
vaft encreafe of weight that is laid up¬ 
on him. But I will give the Reader a 
clearer view of this invidious affair from 
a Letter which the Bifhop writ concern¬ 
ing it to the Earl of Strafford. 


Right 
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Right honourable, 
my good Lord. 

T Hat which I have fometimes done 
willingly , I do now necejfarily, to 
make my addrefs to your Honour hy wri¬ 
ting^. My unfitneflfor converfation here¬ 
tofore hath pleaded for me, and now your 
Lordjbifs infirmity allows, and in a fort 
inforces it. The occafion is, not my love 
of contention ( which I have committed to 
God ) or any other matter of profit, but 
God's honour , and (as he is witnefs) 
yours. I have lately received Letters from 
my Lord of Canterbury ; whereby I per¬ 
ceive his Grace is informed that Mr. King, 
whom I imployed to tranflate the Bible into 
Irifh, is a Man fo ignorant that the Trun¬ 
cation cannot be worthy publick ufe in the 
Church, and befides, obnoxious, foasthe 
Church can receive no credit from any 
thing that is his. And his Grace adds, 
That he is fo well acquainted with your 
Lor dfhip's difpofition, that he ajfures him- 
felf you would not have given away his 
Living, had you not feen jufi caufe for it. 
T account my fe If bound to fat is fie his 
Grace herein, and defire, if I may be fo 
K 2 happy , 
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happy, to do it by fatufying you . I do fub- 
fcnbe to his Grace’s ajjured perfwafion that 
your Lordjhip , /aW you not conceived 


Mr. King to be fuch as he writes, would 


not have given away his Living. But 
(my Lord ) the greatejl, w if eft , and 
juft eft Men do, and mujl take many things 
upon the information of others ; who them- 
/elves are Aden, and may ftvnetimes out 
of weaknefs, or fame other caufe , be 
deceived. Touching Mr. King 1 / fillinefs, 
( which it concerns me the more to clear 
])im of, that 1 be not accounted filly my felf) 
I befeech your Lordfjip to take informati¬ 
on, not by them which never faw him •till 
j e/lerday, but by the ancient cither Church- 
orStatefmen of thisKjngdom(in whofe eyes 
he hath lived thefe many Tears) as are the 
Lord Primate, The Bijhop of Meath, the 
Lord Dillon, Sir James W are, and the 
like: 1 doubt not but your Lordjhip ft all un¬ 
de rjl and that there is no fuch danger that 
the Tranftation ftould be unworthy, becauje 
he did it ; being a Alan of that knownfuf- 
fciency, for the Irifh efpecial'y, either in 
Profe or Verfe, as few are his matches 
in the KJngdom. And ftortly, not to 
argue by conjecture and divination , Let 
the Work it felf fpeak, yea let it be exa¬ 
mined rigorofb examine: If it be found ap- 
proveable, let it not fuffer difgrace from

‘ttik infs appearing, ( as by Law he was not bound ) 
tafttli was taken pro COnfeiTo, deprived of his 
itmiilhiQ Minijtry, and Living, Fined an hundred 
m'nk Pound, Decreed to be attached, andimpri- 
ylimjiif joned. His Adverfary Mr. Eaily, before 
ffM l je was fentenced, pur chafed a new Dif- 
, Wait, i pen fat ton to hold his Benefice, and was the 
LsrSiji 'very next day after ( as appears by the date 
(id kf °ff he Injlitution ) both prefented in the 
mtk't K^s Title ( although the Benefice be of 
r ;in> fi: tn ) Collation ) and inflituted by my Lord 
tidy, in Primate s Vicar : Shortly after inducted 
jfi iilli h an -Archdeacon of another Diocefs, and 
§A,i a few dayes after, he brought down an At- 
ffjmH n tachment, and delivered Mr. King to the 
lit it f b urfcvant: He was haled by the Head and 
filth y eet t0 Horfcback ; and brought to Dub- 
yf where he hath been kept, and continu- 
' J under Arrejl thefe four or jive Months : 
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and hath not been fuffered to purge his fup- 
po/ed Contempt,by Oath and Witness,that 
by reafon of his ficknef r he was hindered , 
whereby he was brought to Death's Door, 
and could not appear and profecute his de¬ 
fence : And that by the cunning of his Ad- 
v erf ary he was circumvented, intreating 
that he might be reft ore d to liberty, and his 
caufe into the former eft ate. But it hath 

not availed him: my Reverend Colleagues 
of the High Commiffton do fome of them 
pity his Cafe, others fay the Sentence pajl 
cannot be r ever fed, left the credit of the 
Court be attached. They bid him j,imply 
fubmit himfelf and acknowledge his Sen¬ 
tence juft. Whereas the Bifhops 0 /Rome 
themfelves, after moftformal proceedings, 
do grant reftitution in integrum, and ac¬ 
knowledge, That, Sententia Romans Se¬ 
el is poteft in melius commutari. My 
Lord, if I underftand what is Right Divine 
or humane, thefe be wrongs upon wrongs ; 
which if they reached only to Mr .King 1 'sper- 
(on, were of lefs confideration ; but when 
through his ftde, That great Work, the 
Tranftation of God's Book', fo neceftaryfor 
both his Majefty's Kjngdoms, is mortally 
. wounded ; pardon me (1 befeechyour Lord- 
(hip J iflbefenftbleofit. I omit tocon- 
fder what fe aft our adverfaries make of our 
rewarding him thus for that fervice ; or 
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jW what this example will avail to the allurim 
i ‘ ! f of others to conformity. What Jhould your

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By thefe practices was the printing s 
of the Bible in Ir/jh dopt at that time^ ii 
but if the Rebellion had not prevented ii 
our Bifhop, he was refolved to have had t 

it done in his own Houfe, and at his I 
own charge; and as preparatory to that, f 
he made fome of Chryfojlomf s Homi¬ 
lies, the three firlt upon the parable of li 
the rich Man and Lazarui , together 
with fome of Leo s; all which tended p 
chiefly to commend the Scriptures in the ( 
highed drains of Eloquence that were i 
poffible, to be tranflated both into Eng- i 
li{Jj and I rift? ; and reprinting his Cate- g 
chilm, he added thefe to it in both Lan- ri 
guages: and thefe w ? ere very well re- i 
ceived, even by the Frieds and Friers n 
themfelves. I * 

He lived not to hnidi this great de- il 
fign 5 yet, notwithdanding the Rebel- 1 
lion and confufion that followed in h 
Ireland , the Manufcript of the Tran- ti 
dation of the Bible efcaped the dorm, i 1 
and falling into good Hands, it is at this tl 
time under the Prefs, and is carried on I tl 
chietly by the zeal, and at the charge Ik 
of that Noble Chridian Philofopher a 
Mr. Boyle, who as he reprinted upon t 
his own charge the new I'edament, 
lb he very cheerfully went into a Propo- l 
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fition for reprinting the Old. But this 
is only one of many in dances, by which 
he has exprelfed, as well his great and 
a&ive zeal for carrying on the true in- 
tereft of Religion, as by his other pub- 
lick labours he has advanced and im¬ 
proved Philolophy. 

But to go on with the concerns of our 
Bifhop, as he had great zeal for the 
purity of the Chriftian Religion in op- 
pofition to the corruptions of the 
Church of Rome ; lo he was very mo¬ 
derate in all other matters, that were 
not of fuch importance. He was a 
' great fupporter of Mr. Durf sdefign of 
reconciling the Lutherans and the Cal- 
vinifts ; and as he directed him by ma¬ 
ny learned and prudent Letters, that he 
wrote to him on that fubjecl, fo he 
allowed him 20/. a year in order to the 
difcharging the expence of that negoti¬ 
ation ; which he payed punctually to 
his Cqrrelpondent at London. And it 
appeared by his managing of a bufmels 
that fell out in Ireland , That if all 
that were concerned in that matter, had 
been bled: with fuch an underftanding, 
and fuch a temper as he had, there had 
been no reafon to have defpaired of it. 
1 hei e came a company of Lutherans to 
Dublin , who were afraid of joyning 
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in Communion with the Church of 
Ireland, and when they were cited to an 
fwer for it to the Archbifhop’s Confifto-' 
ry, they defired fome time might be 
granted them for confiilting their Di- 
vines in Germany : And at laft Letters 
were brought from thence concerning 
their Exceptions to Communion with 
that Church, Becaufe the Prefence of 
Chrift in the Sacrament was not ex¬ 
plained in fiich a manner, as agreed 
widi their Dodrine. The Archbilhop 
of Dublin fentthefetoour Bifhop, that 
he might anfwer them; and upon that 
he writ fo learned and fo full an anlwer 
to all their Objections, and explained 
the matter fo clearly, that when this 
was ieen by the German Divines, it 
gave them fuch entire latisfadfion, that 
upon it they advifod their Countreymen 
to join in Communion with the Church. 
For fuch is the moderation of our 
Church m that matter, that no pofi- 
tive definition of the manner of the 
rrelence being made, Men of diffe- 
rent lentiments may agree in the fame 
a s of V orfhip, without being obli- 
S e , to declare their Opinion, or being 
underjtood to do any thing contrary 
to their feveral Perfwafions. 
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His moderation in this matter was 
i n 0 ^ a thing of no danger to him, but he 
■ ^ expretfed it on other inftances , in 
Jj® which it appeared that he was not a- 
Tffc fraid to own it upon more tender oc- 
cafions.

ies, as he did his, one may adven¬ 
ture to affirm after Dr. Bernard, That 
Epifcopacy might have been kept ftill upon 
its Wheels. Some of thofe that were 
driven out of Scotland , by the fury of 
that time, came over to Ireland : amon^ 
thefe there was one Corbet, that came 
to Dublin , who being a Man of quick 
Parts, writ a very fmart Book, .(hewing 
the parallel between the Jefuites and 
the Scotch Covenanters, which he prin¬ 
ted under the Title of Lyjimachus Nh 
canor. The Spirit that was in this Book, 
and the (harpnefs of the (file procured 
the Author fuch favour, that a confi- 
derable Living falling in the Bifhop of 
Kjllala’s Gift, he was recommended to 
it, and fo he went to that Bifhop; but 
was ill received by him. The Bifhop 
had a' great affection to his Countrey 
(for he was a Scotchman born) and 
though he condemned the courfes they 
had taken, yet he did not love to 
fee them expoled in a If range Nation, 
and did not like the Man that had done 
it. 1 he Bifhop was a little fharp up¬ 
on him; he played on his Name : Corby 
in Scotch being a Raven , and faid it 
was an ill Bird that defiled its own Neft. 
And whereas he had faid in his Book, 
That he had hardly e leaped with his 
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own life, but had left his Wife behind 
him to try the humanity of the Scots ; 
he told him, He had left his Wife to a 
very bale office. Several other things he 
laid, which in themlelves amounted to 
nothing, but only exprelfed an inclina¬ 
tion to lelfen the faults of the Scots , 
and to aggravate lome provocations that 
had been given them. Corbet came up 
full of wrath, and brought with him 
many Informations againft the Bifhop, 
which at any other time would not have 
been much confidered; but then, it be¬ 
ing thought neceffary to make exam¬ 
ples of all that leemed favourable to the 
Covenanters , it was relolved to turn 
him out of his Bifhoprick, and to give 
it to Maxwell , that had been Bifhop of 
Rojfe in Scotland , and was indeed a 
Man of eminent parts, and an excellent 
Preacher; but by hisforwardnefs and 
afpiring he had been the unhappy in- 
ftrument of that which brought on 
all the dilorders in Scotland. 

A Purlevant was lent to bring up the 
Bifhop of Kjllala ; and he was acculed 
before the high Commiffion Court for 
thole things that Corbet objected to him ; 
and every Man being ready to pufh a 
Man down that is falling under difc 
grace, many defigned to merit by ag¬ 
gravating 
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gravatinghis faults. But when it came 
to our Bifhop’s turn to give his Sen¬ 
tence in the Court, he that was afraid 
of nothing but finning againft God, did 
not (hick to venture againft the Stream: 
he firft read over all that was objected 
to the Bifhop at the Barr , then lie 
fetched his Argument from the quali¬ 
fications of a Bifhop fet down by S. Paul 
in his Epiftles to Timothy and Titus' 
and affumed that he found nothing in 
thofe Articles contrary to thole quali¬ 
fications ; nothing that touched either 
his Life or Doctrine. He fortified this 
by (hewing in what manner they pro¬ 
ceeded againft Bifhops both in the 
Greek and Latin Churches, and fo con¬ 
cluded in the Bifhops favour. This 
put many out of countenance, who had 
confidered nothing in his Sentence but 
the confluences that were drawn from 
the Bifhop’s expreffions, from which 
they gathered the ill difpofition of his 
mind, fo that they had gone high in 
their Cenfures, without examining the 
Canons of the Church in (itch Cafes. 
But though thofe that gave their Votes 
after our Bifhop, were more moderate 
than thole that had gone before him 
had been; yet the current run (oftrong 
that none durft plainly acquit him, as 

our 
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Mti'tiour Bifliop had done : So he was de- 
ta 'Wprived, fined, and imprilbned, and his 
'Sthat "- Biflioprick was given to Maxwell, who 
j^inlGsenjoyed it not long. For he was ftript 
NtSpaked, wounded, and left among the 
tkwsidead, by the Irijb ; but he was preler- 
efe,ived by the Earl of Tomond , who paf- 
it from titling that way took care of him; lb 
ttdownlrjtliat he got to Dublin. And then his 
2Talent of Preaching, that had been too 
fed lifelong negle&ed by him, was better im- 
yto iployed; lb that he preached very often 
aittoE-and very much to the edification of his’ 
R,[-.-.Hearers, that were then in lo great a 
c manner jConfternation, that they needed all the 
ops j-i Comfoit that he could minifter to them ;

The old degraded Bifhop Adair was 
quickly reftored to another Bifhoprick, 
which came to be vacant upon a difmal 
account, which I would gladly pafs o- 
ver, if I could; for the thing is but too 
well known. One Adder ton Bifhop of 
Waterford, who, as was believed, had 
by a Symoniacal compact procured fuch 
favour, that he was recommended to 
that Bifhoprick ; and had covered his 
own unworthinels, as all wicked Men 
are apt to do, by teeming very zealous 
in every thing that is acceptable to 
thole who govern, and had been in par¬ 
ticular very levere on Bifhop Adair, 
came to be acculed and convicted of a 
crime not to be named, that God pu- 
nilhed with fire from Heaven; and fuf-, 
fered publickly for it: He expreifed fo 
great a repentance,that Dr .Bernard, who 
preached his funeral Sermon, and had 
waited on him in his Tmprilbnment, had 
a very charitable opinion of the Bate in 
which he dyed. Upon this, Adairs 
Cafe was lo reprelented to the King, 
that he was provided with that hi- 
Ihoprick. From which it may appear, 
That he was not cenfured lo much for 
any guilt, as to ftrike a terrour in all 
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that might eXprefs the leaft kindnefs to 
the Scotch Covenanters. But our Bi-

He obferved the Rubrick fo 
nicely, that he would do nothing but 
according to it; fb that in the reading 
the Pfalms and the Anthems he did not 
obferve the common cuftome of the Mi- 
nifter and the People reading the Verfes . 
by turns ; for he read all himfelf, be> 
caufe the other was not enjoyned by the 
Rubrick. As for the placing of the j 
Communion Table by the Haft wall, , 
and the bowing to it, he never would ; 
depart from the Rule of obferving the t 
Conformity prefcribed by Law; for he t

This will be done in my 
Opinion,not by bolftering out and main¬ 
taining the errours and unrulinels of the 
lower Officers or Members of our body, 
but by leverely punifhing them; and on 
both tides mull be avoided fuch Men for 
Magiftrates and Minifters, as leek to 
dafh us one again!! another all they 
may. 

And would to God this were all; but 
is it not a fhame of fhames, that Mens 
emulations and contentions cannot flay 

themlelves 
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themfelves in matters of this fort, but 
the holy profeftion of Divinity is made 
fuel to a publick fire; and that when 
.we had well hoped all had been either 
quenched or raked up, it fhould afrefh 
be kindled and blown up with bitter and 
biting Words? God help us ! we had

It is faid of Alex- 
under, I think, when he overheard one 
of his Souldiers railing luftily on Da¬ 
rius his enemy, he reproved him, and 
added, Friend ( quoth he ) I entertain 
thee to fight againft Darias,not to revile 
him. Truly it may be well thought that 
thofe that take this courfe fhall find but 
jfinall thanks at Chrift’s, our Captains, 
hands ; and it is not unlike but he 
would fay to them, were he here on 
earth again , Matters, I would you 
fho aid refute Popery,and let your felves 
againft Antichrift my enemy, with all 
the difcoloured Setfts and Herefies, that 
fight under his banner againft me, and 
not call him and his Troops all to 
nought. And 
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And this is my poor Opinion concern¬ 
ing our dealing with the Papifts them- 
felves, perchance differing from the pra¬ 
ctice of Men of great note in Chrift’s 
Family,Mr. Luther and Mr. Calvin, and 
others; but yet we mult live by Rules, 
not examples ; and they were Men, 
who perhaps by complexion, or other- 
wife, were given over too much to an¬ 
ger, and heat: hire I am, the Rule of 
the Apolfleis plain, even of fochas are 
the flaves of Satan, that we muff with 
lenity inftruct them, waiting that when 
efcaping out of his fiiare, they fhould re¬ 
cover a found mind to do Gods will, in 
the place I quoted before. 

But now when Men agreeing with 
our felves in the main ( yea and in pro- 
feffion likewife enemies to Popery ) 
fhall, varying never fo little from us in 
Points of left confequence, be thereupon 
cenlured as favourers of Popery , and 
other errours ; when Mole-hills fhall 
be made Mountains, and unbrotherly 
terms given : alas ! methinks this 
courfe favours not of meeknefs, nay it 
would hurt even a good caufe, thus to 
handle it; for where foch violence is, 
ever there is errour to be fufpeCted ; Af¬ 
fection and Hate are the greateft ene¬ 
mies that can be to foundnefs of judg- 

ment, 
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ment, or exattnefs of comprehenfion; 
he that is troubled with paffion, is not 
fitly difpoled to judge of truth. 

Befides, Is my conceit ever confonant 
with truth ? and if I be fubjeft to er- 
rour my felf, have I forgotten lb much 
the common condition of mankind, or 
am I fo much my own enemy, as to 
purfue with a terrible Scourge of Whip¬ 
cord, or wyer, that which was worthy 
of lome gentler lafhes: for indeed 
he that taketh pet, and conceiveth in¬ 
dignation, that another fhould, I will 
not fa}), differ from himfelf, but err, 
and be deceived, feems to proclaim war 
to all mankind, and may well look him¬ 
felf to find fmall favour, but rather to 
endure the Law that he had made, and 
be bated with his own rod. 

To make an end of this point, which 
I would to God, I had not had an oc- 
cafion to enter into : if this precept of

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Babylon meant in that Text; but in this 
he mixes anApology for lome that were 
in that Communion ; and I doubt not 
but he had his Friend P. Paulo in his 
thoughts when he {poke it: The paf- 
lage is remarkable, and therefore I will 
fet it down. 


W Herein oblerve firft, (he calls his 
people to come out of Babylon,) 
a plain Argument that there are many 
not only good Moral and Civil hone ft 
Men there, but good Chrifiians, not re¬ 
deemed only, but in the polfeflion of 
the Grace of our Lord Jefus Clirift; 
which may be confirmed by thele rea- 
fbns. 

Firft, There is amongft thele that 
are under the tyranny of the Romiftb Ba¬ 
bylon, the Sacrament of entrance into 
the Covenant of Grace; Baptifm , by 
which thole that are partakers thereof 
are made Members of Chrijl, the Chil¬ 
dren of Gody and Heirs of Eternal Life: 
And thele that have but this Seal of 
God’s Covenant, (viz. Infants) arejio 
fmall and contemptible part of God’s 
people, though as yet, they cannot hear 
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this Voice of Chrift calling out of Baby¬ 
lon ; befides this there is a publication of 
the tenure of the Covenant of Grace to 
fuch as are of Years, though not lb 
openly and purely as it might and ought, 
yet lo as the grounds of the Catechifme 
are preached, finis Ihewed, ChrilFs 
redemption ( or the Story of it) is j 0 hn?.i3. 
known, Faith in him is called ior, and 3 fi -s-24- 
this Faith is by the Grace of God,wrought 
in fome: For the Word of God and his 
Calling is not fruitlels, but like the rain 
returneth not in vain ; and where 
true Faith is, Men are tranflated from John i nk. 
death to life , he that helieveth in the Son , 
hath everlafting life. 

Some Men perhaps may object, the 
Faith which they delcribe and call by 
this name of Catholick Faith , is none 
other but fuch as the Devils may 
have. 

I anlwer, Religion is not Logick, He 
that cannot give a true definition of the 
Soul, is not for that, without a Soul; lo 
he that defines not Faith truly, yet may 
have true Faith : Learned Divines are 
not all of accord touching the definition 
of it; But if ( as by the whole ftream 
of the Scripture it fhould feem ) it be 
a trufi and cleaving unto God j this 
Faith many there have, the Love of,

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John 14. our Lord Jefus Chrifi is wrought id 
*' 2 *' many there; now he that loveth Chrift 
is loved of him, and of the Father alfo ; 
and becaufe the proof of true love to 
Chrift is the keeping of his Sayings , 
there,are good Works, and according to the 
meafure of knowledg great confcience of 
obedience. 

Yea, will fbme Man lay, But that 
which marreth all is the Opinion of me- 
rit and fatisfaction. Indeed that is the 
School Doctrine , but the Confidence en- 
lightned to know it felf, will eafily aft 
that part of the Publican, whofmotehis 
Breaft , and faid, God be merciful to me a 
finner. I remember a good advice of 
one of that fide: Let others ( faith he ) 
that have committed few fins, and done 
many good works fatisfie for their fins 
But whatfoever thou dof , refer it to the 
Honour of God: fo as whatfoevergood 
come from thee, thou refolve to do it to 
pleafe God, accounting thy works too lit¬ 
tle to fatisfe for thy f ns : For as for thy 
fins thou muft offer Chriffs Works, his 
Pains and Wounds, and his death it felf 
to him, together with that love of his out 
of which he endured thefe things for thee. 
Thefe are available for the fat is faff ion for 
thy fns. But thou whatfoever thou dof 
or fufferefi, offer it not for thy fins to 
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God, for but his love and goodpleafure , 


B God, for but his love and goodpleafure , 
; at lo't:f wifbing to find the more grace with him, 
wF4»; whereby thou may eft do more , greater 
°f true It and more acceptable Works to him ; let the

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To proceed : In or under the Obedi¬ 
ence of Rome there is Perfecution, and 
that is a better mark of Chrift’s peo¬ 
ple, then Bellarmine 1 s Temporal felicity. 
All that will live godly in Chrijl Jejut 
( faith the Apoftle ) {ball fuffer perfecu¬ 
tion ; ye (hall be hated of all Men for my 
Names fake, ( faith our Saviour ) and 
fo are all they on that fide that are lef 
fuperftitious than others, or dare Ipeak 
of redrefs of abufes ; yea, there is Man 
tyrdome for a free oppofing Mens Tra¬ 
ditions, Image-worfhippers , Purgatory, 
and the like. 

Add, That in obedience to this call 
of Chr if , there do feme come daily from 
thence ; and in truth how could our Sa¬ 
viour call his people from thence if he 
had none there ? How could the Apo- 
ftles fay that Jntichrif, from whole cap¬ 
tivity they are called, (ball fit in the Tem¬ 
ple of God, ( fince that Jerufalem is fi¬ 
nally and utterly defolated ) unlefs 
the fame Apoftle otherwhere declaring 
himfelf, had fhewed us his meaning, 
that the Church is the Houfe of God'. 
and again, ye are the Temple of the liv¬ 
ing God, and th zTemple of God is Holy , 
which are ye. It will be laid that there 
are on that fide many grofs errors, 
many open Idolatries , and Superftiti- 
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i®m ons, fo as thole which live there muft 
needs be either partakers of them, and 
like minded , or elle very Hypocrites. 

Hut many errours and much ignorance, 
lo it be not ajfelled, may ffand with 
true Faith in Chrift ; and when there

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God gives them to find where they 
live,) obtain better conditions than o- 
thers can. We call not \jolm the belov¬ 
ed Dilciple an hypocrite, becaule he was 
ijjlfi. 8 ’ known to the High Pnejl, and could 
procur ePeter to be let to lee the arraign¬ 
ment of our Saviour : nor call we Peter 
himlelf one that for fear denied him; 
much lels Daniel and his companions, 
that bySuit,obtain’d of Melzar their kee¬ 
per that they might feed upon Pulfe, and 
Can.r.v. no t he defiled with the Kjng of Babel’* 
l6 ' 2 ’ meat, and thefe knew themlelves to be cap 

thes and in Babel. But in the new Bahif • 
how many thoufands do we think there 
are that think otherwile ; that they 
are in the true Catholick Church of God, 
the name whereof this harlot hath ufur- 
ped : And although they acknowledge 
that where they live there are many a- 
bules, and that the Church hath need of 
reformation , yet there they were born, 
and they may not abandon their Mother 
in her (icknef. Thole that converfe 
more inwardly with Men of Confci- 
ence, on that fide, do know that thefe 
are Ipeeches in fecret ; which how they 
will be juftified againff the commands of 
Chrift, ( come out of her, my people ) 
belongs to another place to conlider.

Joh.io.23. j n Church , Whofe fins ye remit , 
they are remitted^ rvhofe fins ye retain they 
are retained. 

As for the other power to facrificefii it 
be any other wife than the celebrating the 
Commemoration of C hr ill’s Sacrifice once 
offered upon the Crofs, it is no part of 
the Priefthood or Miniftry of the New 
Teftament, but a fuperfluous addition 
thereunto, which yet worketh not to 
the deftruclion of that which is law¬ 
fully conferred otherwife. This Do¬ 
ctrine I know not how it can offend 
any, unlefs it be in being too Charitable , 
and that I am fure is a good fault, and 
ferves well for a fure mark of ChrijFs 
Sheep , and may have a very good ope¬ 
ration to helpChrifts people out of Babel: 

Joh.13.35. tbisfatida. he,{ball Men know that ye are 
myDifciplesfifye have Charity one to ano¬ 
ther. But they call usHereticks y Mifcreants , 
Doggs , &c. and perfecute us with more 
deadly hatred than J ews and Turks; yea, 
this is Babylon , and perhaps fbme ot 

God’s 





God’s People in it that are mifinformed 
of us. Thus did Saul for a while, yet 
a chofen vejfel to bear Chrift’s Name 
over the World. But let us maintain 
our Charity to them, as we are wont to 
bear with the weaknefs of our Friends 
or Children, when in hot Feavtrs or 
Phrenfies, they mifcal us. Let us re¬ 
member if they be ChrijTs people, how 
little loving loever they be to us, they 
muft be our beloved Brethren , and tliis 
of the Perlons. 


To this I fhall add the conclufion of 
that excellent Sermon in which there 
is fuch a mixture both of ferious Pi¬ 
ety and of an undiffembled' fincerity, 
that I hope the Reader will not be di£ 
plealed with me for laying it in his 
way.

Now 
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N OW fhould I come to the Motives 
from the Dagger of fin, and of 
partaking in punifhment. But the 
handling of thefe would require a long 
time , let me rather make fbme Jp- 
p lie at ion of that which hath been faid 
already. And Firjt and nioft properly 
to thole that this Scripture molt con¬ 
cerns .and is direfted-unto : The People 
of God holder in the Captivity of the 
Romane Babylon: But alas they are 
not here, for this is one part of their 
Captivity, that they are kept. , not 
only from hearing the voyce of the Ser¬ 
vants of Chrift, or of S. John the be¬ 
loved Difciple, but of hirnlelf fpeakin? 
here from Heaven and fince they are fo 
contented, what remedy may there be 
for thole that are thus bewitched, un- 
lels you ( My L.L's. and Brethren) 
will be contented to become faithful 
Feoffees in truft, to convey this voyce 
and Meifage of Chrift unto them: and 
by my requelt you lhall be plealed to 
do it, with a great deal of Love. As 
this Prefdent of our Lord hirnlelf doth 
lead you as to Brethren , and, as you 

hope, 
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hope, faithful People , loth to fin againft 
him, and defirous to pleale him in all 
things. Tell them then, that it is ac¬ 
knowledged by their own Doftors: 

That Rome is Babylon , and it is aver¬ 
red , That this is the pref ent Papal 
Monarchy , that out of this they muft 
depart by the Commands of our Lord 
Jefus Chnjfs own Voyce, under pain of 
being accelTary to all her fins, and ly- 
able to all her punifhments: ivijh them 
to ufe the Liberty to read the Holy 
Scripture , and to come out of the blind 
Obedience of MensPrecepts andTraditi- 
ons; be plea led to tell them further,that 
others may have lome colour of excule, 
that live in fuch places where they may 
not difcover themfelves without danger 
of the lofs of their Goods, Honour or 
Life ; they may do it here, not only 
with fifty, but with Reputation and 
Profit: intreat' them to beware left they 
make themfelves extreamly Culpable, 
not only of partaking with the for¬ 
ma* Idolatries , Extortions , Maj] acres, 
Powder Treafons , and Kjng- killings of 
that bloody City, but the new deteft- 
able Doth*ines, Derogatory to the blood 
of Chrijl , which moderate Men even 
of her own Subjects deteft : But which 
flic,for fear it fhould difcontent her own 
M 4 C reatures.

Creatures, and devoted Darlings will not 
difavow : O if they would fear the 
plagues of Babylon, and that of all o- 
thers the fearfuleft, Blindnef of Mina , 
and firong delufions to believe Lyes , that 
they may be damned that believed not the 
Truth, but had pleafure in unrighteouf- 
nefi. But you hope better things of 
them, accompanying Salvation ; and this 
Melfage of our Lord Jefus Chrift, if 
you will be plealed to deliver, ac¬ 
companying it with thole General and 
common goods of Charity and Meek- 
nefi. Integrity, good Example, and the 
fpecial furtherance, which your Cal¬ 
lings and Places in State, Church or 
Family can give it, doubtlefs to Chrifts 
people,it will not be uneffeftual. 

Bleffed be God that hath long ago 
ftirred up the Spirits of our Princes, 
like Cyrus to give liberty to God s Peo¬ 
ple to go out of Baby ion, and to give 
large Patents, with Darius , and Jr- 
taxerxes, for the building of the Tem¬ 
ple , and eltablifhing the Service of 
God. 
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And bleffed be God, and his Ma- 
jefty that hath fent us another Nehemi- 
i'icks. 18. ah, to build up the Walls of Jerufalem, 
and to procure that the Portion of the 
Levites fhould be given them. Give 
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me leave ( Right Honourable') to put c - [ °-37. 
you in mind, That this alio belongeth & I? ' IG * 
to your Care, to cooperate with Chrift 
in bringing his People out of the Ro- 
mifh Captivity. And if to help away 
a poor Captive out of Turly hath 
been Honourable to ibme Publick 
Minifters : What fhall it be to help 
to the enlarging of io many thou- 
fand Souls out of the bondage of Mens * 
Traditions, and gaining to his Maje- 
fty lb many entire Subjects. Your wifi- 
dom ( my Lord ) is fuch, asitneedeth 
not to be adviled ; and your Zeal as it 
needeth not to to be hired up: yet 
pardon me one Word, for the purpoie 
of helping Cirri ft’s People out of Ba¬ 
bylon. 

They are called by himielf often in 
Scripture, His Sheep ; and verily, as in 
many other, (b in this they are like to 
Sheep ; which being cooped up in a nar¬ 
row Pent, though they find ibme prei- 
fure, and the Paifage be let open, are 
not forward to come out; unleis they 
be put on, but ftrain Courtefie, which 
fhould begin ; yet when they are once 
out with a joyful frisk they exult in their 
Freedome, yea, and when a few of the 
foremoft lead, the reft follow; I fhall 
not need to make Application : Do

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according to your wifdom in your place 
and Chrift whole Work it ,is fhall be 
with you, and further your endea¬ 
vours. 

i he like I lay unto you the reft of 
my Lords, Fathers and Brethren , help 
your Friends, Followers, and Tenants 
out of Babylon , what you may in your 
places; you have the Examples of Abu- 
ham , JoJbua , Cornelius, praifed in Scri¬ 
pture for propagating the Knowledge 
and Fear of God in their Families and 
Commands, with the report of God’s 
accepting it, and rewarding it, and this 
to the ule of others.

attention to the matter, which is indeed 
the linging with grace in the Heart, 
and the inward melody with which 
God is chiefly p leafed. And when 
another Bifhop juftified thefe things, be- 
caufe they ferved much to raife the af¬ 
fections ; he anfwered, That in order to 
the railing the affections, thole things 
that tended to edification ought only to 
be uled : And thought it would be hard 
otherwife to make flops ; for upon the 
lame pretence an infinity of Rites might 
be brought in. And the fenfejhe had of the 
excelfes of fuperflition/rom what he had 
obferved during his long Hay in Italy, 
made him judge it neceftary to watch 
carefully againft the beginnings of that 
difeafe, which is like a green Sicknefs 
in Religion. He never ufed the Com¬ 
mon Prayer in his Family; for he 
thought it was intended to be the fo- 
lemn Worfhip of Chriltians in their 
Publick Aflemblies, and that it was not 
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lo proper for private Families.He was fb 
exa£t an obferver of Ecclefiaftical Rules^ 
that he would perform no part of his 
Function out of his own Diocels, with

was eitablifhed by Law ; lb that they 
wanted nothing but Empire,and a pow¬ 
er to deftroy all that differed from them. 
And yet on a fudden this happy Land 
was turned to be a Field of Blood. Their 
Bifhops refolved in one particular to 
fulfil the Obligation of the Oath they 
took at their Confecration of perfec¬ 
ting all Hereticks to the utmoft of their 
power ', and their Priefts, that had their 
breeding in Spain , had brought over 
from thence the true Spirit of their 
Religion, which is ever breathing cru¬ 
elty, together with a tinCture of the 
Spanifh temper, that had appeared in 
the conqueft of the Weft-Indies , and fo 
they thought a Malfacre was the fared 
way to work, and intended that the 
Natives of Ireland ; ifiould vie with 
the Spaniards for what they had done 
in America. 

The Conjuncture teemed favourable; 
for the whole Ifleof Britain was fo im- 
broiled, that they reckoned they fhould 
be able to matter Ireland, before any For¬ 
ces could befentoverto check the pro- 
grefs of their butchery.TheEarl of Straf¬ 
ford had left Ireland forne confiderable 
time before this. The Parliament of 

Eng* 
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tlc ^ England was riling very high againft 
[llt ’: the King; and though the King was 
then gone to Scotland , it was rather for 
?M; a prelent quieting of things that he’ 
gave all up to them, than that he gain¬ 
'd;!' ed them to his Service. So they laid 
otfc hold of this conjuncture, toinfufe itin* 

K P®it to the people, That this was the pro- 
tac Oi per time for them to recover their an- 
nofji eient Liberty, and fhake off the Englfl 
otwflc Yoke, and to polfels themlelves of thofe 
i tltk Eftates that had belonged to their An- 
1 broil ceftors: And to fuch as had lome refts 
Spirit i of Duty to the King it was given out, 

'hair That what they were about was war- 
tinSet ranted by his Authority, and for his 
lidip lervice. A Seal was cut from another 
iUi,i Charter, and put to a forged Commiffi- 
jwastbf on, giving warrant to what they were 
ended rk going about. And becaule the King was 
honldfi ^en in Scotland , they made ufe of sc 
tbejk Scotch Seal: They alio pretended that 
the Parliaments of both Kingdoms be- 
nedia® in S either in rebellion againft the King, 
m or very near it. That the Englfl of 
ledtkfl ^eland would be , generally in the in- 
eforeiii f ere h of the Englijb Parliament} fo that 
kt® h was laid, That they could not ferve 
ieEarloi the King better than by making them- 
■ coott ^ v 'es Mafters in Ireland , and then deda- 
Piirtf rin S f° r the King againft his other rebel-' 
lious Subjeds.- N Thefe'' 
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Thefe things took unfverfafiy with 
the whole Nation; and the Confpiracy 
was Ceftifnted by many Oaths and Sa- 
cramerits, and in concluflon all things 
were found to be fo ripe that the day 
was let in which they fhould every 
where break out ; and the Caftle of 
Dublin being then as well ftored with 
a great Magazine; which the Earl of 
Strafford had laid up for the Army, 
that he intended to have carried in¬ 
to Scotland , had not the pacification 
prevented it, as it was weakly kept 
by a few carelefs Warders; who might 
have been eafily furprized: it Was re- 
folved that they fhould feize on it, 
which would have farnifhed them 
with Arms and Ammunition, and have 
put the Metropolis, artd very probably 
the whole I (land in their hands. But, 
t!tough this was fo well laid, that the 
execution could not have mid:, in all 
humane appearance; and though it was 
kept fb fecret, that there *was not the 
lead fufpiciou of any defign on foot, 
till the Night before, and then orie 
that was among the chief of the 
managers of it, out of kindnefs to an 
I-/fir,/an, that was become a. Prote- 
Ifant, communicated the Project to 
him : The other went and difcoveredit

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, to the Lords J uftices ; and by this 
' means not only the Caftle of Dublin 
.■„r was prefer ved, but in effect Inland was 
£;V’- laved. For in Dublin there was both a 
' flicker for fucli as were ftript and turn* 

' ed out of all they had, to fly to, and 
• a place of rendezvous, where they that 
; ( efcaped before the ftorm had reached to 
:: them, met to confult about their pre- 
! J) ter a!fervation. But tliough Dublin was thus 
temfecured , the reft of the Engkjh and 
tttie J t Scotch in Ireland , particularly in Vlfter , 
TO to fell into the hands of thole mercilefs 
nlers; ti Men, who reckoned it no ffnall piece of 
OT'fi mercy, when they ftript people naked, 
ii Sit and let them go with their lives. But 
Mk) the vaft numbers that were butchered 
iraky by them, which one of their own Wri- 
jjrfUMters in a Difcourfe that he printed fome 
Itir M years after, in order to the animating 
■ell te them to go on, boafts to have exceed- 
eE ed two hundred thoufand, and the bar- 
f barous cruelties they ufed in murthering 
them, are things of fo dreadful a na- 
ddaB ture, that I cannot eafily go on with fo 
and t difmal a Narrative, but muft leave it to 
, c |j)f f the Hiftorians. I fliall fay no more of 
it than what concerns our Bifhop: It 
30: if may be eafily imagined how much he 
ie ff ftruck with that fearful ftorm, that 
was breaking on every hand of him, 
N. 2r though 1 
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though it did not yet break in upon 
himlelf. There feemed to be a fecret 
guard let about his Houfe: for though 
there was nothing but Fire, Blood and 
Delblation round about him ; yet the 
Irijb were fb relfrained, as by fome 
hidden power, that they did him no 
harm for many Weeks: His Houfe was 
in no condition to make any refinance, 
lb that it was not any apprehenfion of 
the oppofition that might be made them, 
that bound them up. Great numbers 
of his Neighbours had alio fled to him 
for fhelter: He received all that came, 
and fhared every thing he had fo with 
them, that all things were common a- 
mong them ; and now that they had 
nothing to expect from Men, he invi¬ 
ted them all to turn with him to God, 
and to prepare for that death,which they 
had reafon to look for every day ; fo 
that they fpent their time in Prayers 
and Faffing, which laff was now like to 
be i mpoled on them by neceflity. The 
Rebels expreffed their eflecm for him in 
fuch a manner that he had realbn to 
alcribe it wholly to that overruling pow¬ 
er , that Hills the raging of the Seas, 
and the tumult of the people : they 
feemed to be overcome with his ex¬ 
emplary converlation among them , 
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^ break ' 

ned to^’ a °d with the tendernels and charity 
l 0ll r e , f 1 that he had upon all occafions exp relied 
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Prophetick Phrale, drunk up Jo much 
Blood , lhould likewile be lariated with 
theirs. They did now eat the Bread of 
r cvayt Sorrow, and mingled their Cups with 
timci! their Tears. The Bifhop continued to 
encourage them to trull in God, and in 
\ order to that he preached to them the 
‘ fir# Lords Day after this terrible calami¬ 
ty had brought them about him, on the 
Third Pfalm, which was penned by 
David when there was a general in- 
furrection of the people againft him un¬ 
der his unnatural Son Abfolom ; and he 
£ applyed it all to their condition. He had

be the lall Englijhman that fhoukl be 
put out of Ireland. He was the only 
Englijhman in the whole County of Ca¬ 
van that was fullered to live in his own 
Houle without dillurbance ; not only 
his Houle, and all the out-Buildings, 
but the Church and Church-Yard were 
„ full of people ; and many that a few 
rt “ dayes before lived in great eale and 
J much plenty, were now glad of a heap 
of Straw or Hay to lye upon, and of 
lome boiled Wheat to lupport Nature : 

| and were every day expecting when 
°" i p thole Swords, that had according to the 
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a doleful AfTembly before him, an Ay, 
ditory all melting In Tears: It re¬ 
quires a Soul of an equal elevation to 
his, to imagine how he raifed up their 
Spirits, when he fpake to thefe Words, 
But thou, 0 Lord, art a Shield for mc\ 
my glory, and the lifter up of my lied, 
1 laid me down and flept : I awaked, for 
the Lord fujlained me. I will not be afraid 
of ten thoufands of the people, that have 
Jet themfelves againjl me, round about. 
And to the conclusion of the Pfalm, 
Salvation belongeth unto the Lord: thy 
blefjing is upon thy people. The next 
Lords day, hearing of the Scoffings, 
as well as the Cruelty, of the Irifh, he 
preached on thefe Words in Micah, Re- 
Joyce not againjl me, 0 mine enemy : 
when I fall, / Jhall arife ; when I fit in 
darknefi, the Lord fljall be a light unto me. 
1 will bear the indignation of the Lori, 
becattje I have finned againjl him, until 
he plead my cauf °, and execute judgment 
for me : he will bring me forth to the light, 
and 1 (hall behold his right confinef. Then 
Jhe that is mine enemy fljall fee it, and 
Jhame jhall cover her which faid un- 
‘to me , Where is the Lord thy God. 
By thefe means, and through the blef- 
fing of God upon them , they en¬ 
couraged themfelves in God,, and were

The Irijb tfiemfelves wereat a hand:

n of tic as thole two Characters are oblerved 
to tkk generally to meet in the fame _ per- 
flt. 'll Ion ; fo it was very vffible upon this oc- 
oftki cafion, fincea very fmall Body of good 
,oftklj Men, could have gone over the whole 
nJsiflfij Kingdom, and have reduced it in few- 
0 ut er Months than it coft .Year&.c Their 
y mini chief hope was, the only thing in which 
y^,, they were not difappointed, That the 
w },,, Difputes between the King and the 
Jl Parliament of England , would make 
Supplies come over lb flow, that they 
might thereby gain much time ; and in 
concluflon they might hope for a more 
favourable conjuncture. Thofe of the 
County of Cavan leemed to lee their er- 
rour, and apprehend their danger : lo 
they came to the Bifhop, as the fitteft 
Man to interpole for them; he was 
willing to oblige thofe on the one hand, 
N 4 at 
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at whole mercy he was, and on the 
other hand to bring them to fiich a fub- 
miflion, as might at leaft procure fome 
breathing time to the poor Englijh , and 
to thole few Houles that flood out 
but were falling within doors under an 
Enemy, that was more irrefiftible than 
the Irifh : For they were much ftrait- 
ned, their Provifions failing them. The 
Petition, that they figned and lent up to 
the Lords Juftices and the Council, was 
too well penned to come from thole that 
let their hands to it. It was drawn by 
the Bilhop, who put their matter in his 
own Words; therefore I Ihall infert it 
here, though it gives the beft colours to 
their Rebellion of any of all their Paper!

I IT Here as we, his Majejlies loyal Sub- 
V V jtfts of his Highnefis Kjngdom of 
Ireland, have of long time groaned under 
many grievous preffures, occafioned by the 
rigorous Government of fiuch placed over 
us, as refpecled more the advancement 
of their oivn private Fortunes, than the 
Honour of His Majefy , or the welfare 
of us his Subjells ; whereof we in hum¬ 
ble manner declared our fietves to His 
Highncf by our Agents fient from the 
Parliament, the reprefentative body of 
this Kjngdom : Notwith(landing which, 
we find our fielves of late threatned with 
far greater and more grievous Vexations , 
either with captivity of our Confidences, 
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our loftng of our lawful Liberties, or ut¬ 
ter expulfioftfrom our Native Seats, with¬ 
out any jujl Ground given on our parts, to 
alter his Majejlies goodnef f 7 long conti¬ 
nued unto us', of all which we find great caufc 
of fears in the proceeding of our Neighbour 
Nations, and do fee it already attempted 
upon by certain Petitioners for the like 
eourfe to be taken in this Kjngdom , for 
the effecting thereof in a compulfory way, 
fo as Rumors have caufed fears of Inva- 
fion from other parts, to the diffolving the 
Bond of mutual agreement, which hitherto 
hath been held inviolable between the feve- 
ral Subjects of this Kjngdom ; and where¬ 
by aU other his Majejlies Dominions have 
been linkt in one. For the preventing 
therefore of fuch evils growing upon us ta 
this Kjngdom ; we have, for the prefer- 
vat ion of his Majejlies Honour , and our 
own Liberties, thought ft to take into our 
Hands, for his Highnejfes ufe and Service, 
fuch Forts, and other places of Strength 
as coming into the poffeffion of others 
might prove difadvantagious, and tend to 
the utter undoing the Kjngdom. Jnd 
we do hereby declare, That herein we har¬ 
bour not the leaf thought of difoyalty to¬ 
wards bis Majefty, or purpofe any hurt to 
any of his Highnejfes Subjects in their 
Poffeffion, Goods or Liberty only we de- 
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fire that your Lordfijips will he pleafed to 
make remonfir ance to his Majefiy, for us, 
of all oar Grievances, andjufi Fears, that 
they may he removed , and fuch a courfe 
fctled by the advice of the Parliament of 
Ireland, whereby the Liberty of our Con¬ 
fidences may be fecured unto us, and we 
eafed of other Burthens in Civil Govern¬ 
ment. As for the mifchiefs and inconve¬ 
niences that have already happened through 
the diforder of the common fort of people, 
againfi the Hnglifh Inhabitants, or any 
other ; we with the Noblemen, and Gen¬ 
tlemen , and fuch others of the feveral 
Counties of this Kjngdom , are mofi wil¬ 
ling and ready to ufe our and their befi en¬ 
deavours in caufing refiitution and fatif- 
fact ion to be made as in part we have alrea¬ 
dy done. 

An anfver hereunto is mofi humbly defi¬ 
red, with fuch prefent expedition as may by 
your Lordjhips be thought mofi convenient 
for avoiding the inconvenience of the bar- 
baroufnefi and uncivility of the Commonal¬ 
ty,who have committed many outrages with¬ 
out any order, confenting , or privity of 
ours . All which we leave to your Lordfijips 
mofi grave Wifdom. 

And we fliall humbly pray, &c. 
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But this came to nothing : while 
thefe things were in agitation, the ti¬ 
tular Bilhop of Kjlmore came to Cavan - 
his name was Swiney , he was like his 
name, for he often wallowed in his own 
Vomit. He had a Brother, whom the 
Bilhop had converted, and had enter¬ 
tained him in his Houle, till he found 
out a way of fubliftence for him. He 
pretended that he came only to pra¬ 
ted the Bilhop, fo he defired to be ad¬ 
mitted to lodge in his Houle, and af* 
fured him that he would prelerve 
him. But the Bilhop hearing of this, 
writ the following Letter in Latin to 
him ; which will be found at the end 
of this Book, and is indeed a /file lit 
s«c at the h° r one °f the moll eloquent of the 
end. _ Roman Authors. Here I lhall give a 
Nom,#4 ' Tranllation of it in Engliffi.

I Am fenftble of your civility in offer¬

My Houfe is fir ait, and there is a great 
number of miferable people of all Ranks, 
Ages, and of both Sexes, that have fed hi¬ 
ther as to a Sanchiary ; befdes that fome 
of thepi arc fick , among whom my own 
Son is one. But that which is beyond 
all the ref, is the difference of our way 
of worfijip : 1 do not fay of our Religi¬ 
on, for 1 have ever thought, and have 
pubhjhed it in my Writings, that-we 
have one common Chrifiian Religion. 
'Under our prefent miferies we comfort 
our felves with the reading of the Holy 
Scriptures, with daily Prayers, which we 
offer up to God in our vulgar Tongue , 
and with the finging of Pfalms ; andfince 
we fndfo little truth among Men, we rely 
on the truth of God, and on his ajjifiancc. 
1 hefe things would offend your company, 
if not your felf .; nor could others be hin- 
dered,who wouldypretcnd that they came to 
fee you, if you were among m ; and un¬ 
der that colour thofe murtherers would 
break in upon us, who after they have 
robbed us of all that belongs to us, would 
in conclufion think they did God good fer- 
vicc by our f aughter. Tor my own part, 
I am refolved to truf to the Divine 
Protection. To a Chrifiian, and a Bi- 
fhop , that is now alrncfi fevent y , no

death for the catife of Chrifi can he hit¬ 
ter : on the contrary , nothing is more de- 
fire able. And though I ask nothing for 
my felf alone, yet if you mil require the 
people under an Anathema , not to do 
any other acts of violence to thofe 
whom they have fo oft beaten , ffoiled 
and Jlript, it will be both acceptable to 
God, honourable to your felf, and happy 
to the people, if they obey you : But if 
not, confider that God will remember all 
that is now done. To whom , Reverend 
Brother, I do heartily commend you.

Points a miracle, it was not far from 
one ; and it leemed to be an accom- 
ll 111 plifhment of thofe Words, A t boa fund 
fall fall on thy fide , and ten thoufand 
At thy right-Hand ; but it fall not come 
..... nigh thee ; there fall no evil befal thee ; 

’ for he fall give hit Angels charge over 
iiwjfe thee. But to the former Letter 1 lhall 
add the laft Paper of Spiritual advice 
and direction that ever the Bifhop writ; 
which he did at the defire of one 
Mrs Dillan , that was a zealous and 
devout Proteftant, but had been fatally 
deluded in hef widowhood by Mr. Dil¬ 
lan 
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hn Son to the Earl of Rofcommon y ta¬ 
king him to be a Proteliant, and had 
married him, but enjoyed her felf very 
little after that: for though he ufed no 
violence to her, or her Children by her 
former Husband, in the point of Religi- 
on; yet he bred up his Children by Her in 
his own Superftition, and he was now 
engaged in the Rebellion. So that fhe 
had at this time a vaft addition to her 
former borrows upon her; and there¬ 
fore delired that the Bifhop, whole 
Neighbour and conftant Hearer fhe 
had been, would lend her liich Inftru- 
ftions in this fad calamity, as might 
both direft and fupport her. Upon 
which he writ the following Pa¬ 
per.

Thele Advices fhew in what temper 
nit of Gofi that holy Man was in this his extremi¬ 
ties! of 4 ty. They had a very good efteCt on the 
aufewek Lady; for as by reading them over very 
leGodtot often, Line got to be able to lay them all 
without Book,lo Hie did that which was 
it; much more, line lodged them in her 
a heart, as well as in her memory. While 
this good Man was now every day wait- 
Tliisiki i n § l° r his Crown, the Rebells lent to 
■ n j, him,defiring him to dilmils the company 
jj that was about him ; but he refuled' to 
^ obey their cruel order, and he refolved 
r 5^1, to live and dye with them ; and would 
‘ y i; much more willingly have offered him- 
,yi felf to have dyed for them, than have 
Cy accepted of any favour for himlelf, 
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from which they fhould be iliut out. And 
when they fent him word, That though 
they loved and honoured him beyond 
all die Engl i fo that ’ever came into In. 
land , becaufe he had never done wrong 
to any, but good to many, yet they had 
received orders from the Council of 
State at Kilkenny, that had affumed the 
government of the Rebells, that if he 
would not put away the people, that 
had gathered about him, they fhould 
take him from them; he faid no more, 
but in the Words of David and S. Paul, 
Here I am, the Lord do unto me as feems 
good to him, the will of the Lord be done: 
So on the eighteenth of December they 
came and feized on him, and on all that 
belonged to him, and carried him, and 
his two Sons, and Mr. Clogy prifoners 
to the Caftle of Lochwater , the only 
place of ftrength in the whole County. 
It was a little Tower in the midft of a 
Lake, about a Mufquet fhot from any 
Shoar : And though there had been a 
little Illand about it anciently, yet the 
W ater had fo gained on it, that there 
was not a foot of Ground above Water, 
but only the Tower it felf. They buf¬ 
fered the Prifoners to carry nothing with 
tnem ; for the Titular Bifhop took pof* 
leuioft of all that belonged to the Bi- 
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'V fhop, and faid Mafsthe next Lords day 
. ' in the Church. They let the Bilhop 
® “® on Horfeback, and made the other Pri- 
£: ' 3e Toners goon foot by him : And thus 
’■ ever3 - he was lodged in this Caftle, that was 
'"a moft miferable dwelling. The Caftle 
-' had been in the hands of one Mr. Cul- 
who, as he had the keeping of the 
Report truftedtohim, fo he had a good 
^reallowance for a Magazine to be laid up 
™> tit; in it, for the defence of the Country: 

ils But he had not a pound of Powder, nor 
UmJfone fixt Mulquet in it, and he fell under 
iufcthe juft punifhment of the negleff of 
! tkLul histruftjfor he was taken thefirft day of 
1 of Da the Rebellion, and was himfelf made a 
m, aali prilbner here. All but the Bifhop were at 
fir ft clapt into Irons, for the In(Jj that 
were perpetually drunk, were afraid left 
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1 they Ihould feife both on them and on 
li the Caftle. Yet it pleafed God fo far to 
E abate their fury, that they took off their 
ft Irons, and gave them no difturbance in 
j; the\Vorfliip of God, which was now 
all the comfort that was left them. The 
Houle was extreamly open to the wea¬ 
ther, and ruinous; and as the place was 
bare and expofed, fo that Winter was 
very fevere ; which was a great addi¬ 
tion to the mifery of thole that the Re¬ 
bels had ftript naked, leaving to many 
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not fo much as a Garment to cover their 
nakednels. But it pleafed God to bring 
another Prifoner to the fame Dungeon 
that was of great ufe to them, one 
Richard Cajlledine, who had come over 
a poor Carpenter to Ireland with no¬ 
thing but his Tools on his back, and was 
firft imployed by one Sir Richard Wd- 
dr on in the carpentry work of a Caltle 
that he was building in the Parifh of 
Lavan\ But Sir Richard wafting his 
Eftate before he had finilhed his Houfe, 
and afterwards leaving Ireland , God had 
io bleft the induftry of this Cajlledine , 
during Thirty years labour, that he 
bought this Eftate, and having only 
Daughters, he married one of them, 
out of gratitude, to Sir Richard s young- 
eft Son, to whom he intended to have 
given the Eftate that was his Fathers: 
He was a Man of great vertue, and a- 
bounded in good Works, as well as in 
exemplary Piety ; he was fo good a 
Husband that the Info believed he 
was very rich ; fo they prelerved him, 
hoping to draw a great deal of Mo¬ 
ney from him; He being brought to 
this milerable Prilon, got fome Tools 
and old Boards, and fitted them upas 
well as was poftible, to keep out the 
Weather. The Keepers of the Prifon

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® ei) tto& brought their Prilbners abundance of 
raedCt; Provifion, but left them to drefs it for 
^liti.themfelves; which they that knew lit- 
tfctotlittle what belonged to Cookery were

ifefcthem much fupported in their Spirits. 
ie Sir SsThey did not lufter as evil doers, and

Bedell, the Bifhop’s eldeft Son,

oW which afforded proper matter for their 
. . " meditation, 
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meditation, who were every day in ex- 
pettation when they fhould be put to 
give fuch ateftimony of their Faith, as 
that firft Martyr had done: And on the 
fecond of Jamary, which was the laft 
Sunday of their imprifbnment, Mr. Clo- 
<ry preached on S. Luke 2. 52, 33, 
During all their religious exercifes, their 
keepers never gave them any diftur- 
bance; and indeed they carried lb gen¬ 
tly towards them, that their natures 
feemed to be fb much changed, that it 
lookt like a fecond ftoppinp the mouths 
of Lions. They often told the Bilhop, 
that they had no perfonal quarrel to him, 
and no other caufe to be fb fevere to 
him, but becaufe he was an Enghjh- 


man . 


But while he was in this difmal Pri- 
fon, fome of the Scots of that County, 


that had retired to two Houfes, that 


were ftrong enough to refift any thing 
but Cannon, and were commanded by 
Sir James Craig , Sir Francis Hamilton , 
and Sir Arthur For her, now Lord Gre- 
nard , finding themfelves like to fuller 
more by hunger, than by the Siege that 
was laid to them, made fb refolute a

Pfalm , being the firft 
of the Pfelms appointed for that day,and 
very fuitable to the miferies the Englijfj 
were then in, who were killed all day 
long, as Sheep appointed for Meat. 
Next Sabbath, which was the 16 th. he 
preached on the 79. Pfalm , the firft 
Pfalm for the day, which runs much on 
the like Argument, when the Temple 
was defiled, and Jerufalem was laid on 
heaps, and the dead Bodies of God’s fer- 
vants were given to be meat to the 
Fouls of Heaven , and their Flefh to 
the Beads of the Earth, and their blood 
was died like Water, and there was 
none to bury them. Their condition 
being fb like one another, it was very 
proper to put up that Prayer, 0 re¬ 
member not ay am ft us, former iniquities:

J.fe) them, andfliall lead them unto living 
“Fountains of Waters, and fhall wipe 

away 
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“away all Tears from their Eyes. 

“ Chufe rather with Mofes to buffer 
“ affli&ion with the people of God, 
“ than to enjoy the pleafures of fin for 
“ a feafon ; which will be bitternefs in 
“ the latter end. Look therefore for 
“bufferings, and to be daily made par- 
“ takers of the bufferings of Chrift, to 
“ fill up that which is behind of the af- 
“ fliction of Chrifl in your Flefh, for 
“ his Bodies fake, which is the Church. 
“ What can you look for, but one woe 
“ after another, while the Man of fin is 
“ thus fuffered to rage, and to make ha- 
“ vock of God’s people at his pleafure, 
“ while Men are divided about trifles, 
“ that ought tQ have been more vigilant 
“ over us, and careful of thole, whofe 
“ Blood is precious in God’s fight,though 
“ now fhed every where like Water. If 
“ ye buffer for righteoufnels, happy are 
“ ye ; be not afraid of their terrour, nei- 
“ ther be ye troubled; and be in no- 
“ thing' terrified by your adverlaries; 

which is to them an evident token of 
u perdition, but to you offalvation, and 
il that of Gpd. For to you is given in 
( the behalf of Chrift,not only to believe 
“ on him, but alfb to fiifier for his fake, 
f ! Rejoice therefore in as much as ye are 
partakers of Chrilt’s bufferings, that 

“when 
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“ when his Glory fliall be revealed, ye 
“ may be glad alio with exceeding joy. 
“ And if ye be reproached for the name 
of Chrift, happy are ye; the Spirit 
“ of glory, and of Chrilf refteth on you. 
“ on their part he is evil fpoken of, but 
“ on your part he is glorified. 

“ God will furely vifit you in due 
“ time, and return your captivity as the 
“ Rivers of the South, and bring you 
“ back again into your polfeilion in this 
“ Land : though now for a lealon ( if 
“ need be ) ye are in heavinels through 
“ manifold temptations; yet ye fhall 
u reap in joy, though now ye low in 
“ Tears: all our loifes fliall be recompen- 
u ced with abundant advantages, for my 
u God will fupply all your need, ac¬ 
cording to his riches in glory by Je- 
u lus Clirift, who is able to do exceed- 
“ ing abundantly for us, above all that 
“ we are able to ask or think. 

After that he blelfed his Children , 
and thole that flood about him, in an 
audible Voice, in thele Words. “ God 
“ of his infinite mercy blels you all, and 
“ prelent you holy, and unblameable, 
“and unreproveable in his fight, that 
“ we may meet together at the right- 
“Hand of our blelfed Saviour Jehus 
P 4 - “C'hrifl, 
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“ Chrift, with joy unfpeakable and full 
“of glory, Amen. To which he added 
thele W ords, “ I have fought a good 
u fight, I have finilhed the courle of my 
“ Mini (fry and life together. Though 
‘‘grievous Wolves have entered in a- 
“ mong us, not fparing the Flock; yet 
a I truff the great Shepherd of his Flock 
“ will lave and deliver them out of all 
“ places, where they have been fcatter- 
“ ed in this cloudy and dark day; that 
“they fhall be no more a prey to the 
“ Heathen, neither fhall the Beafts of 
“ the Land devour them ; but they fhall 
“ dwell lately, and none fhall make them 
“ afraid. O Lord, I have waited for 
“thy Salvation. And after a little in¬ 
terval, he laid, “ I have kept the Faith 
“ once given to the Saints; for the which 
‘‘ caufe I have alio fullered thele things; 
“ but I am not afhamed, for I know 
“ whom I have believed, and I am per- 
“ fwaided that he is able to keep that 
“ which I have committed to him a- 
“gainft that day. Afterthis time he 
lpoke little; for as his licknels encreafed, 
his Speech failed , and he llumbered 
out mold of the time, only between 
hands it appeared that he was cheerfully 
waiting for his change ; which at laid 
came about Midnight on the ith. of Fe- 
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bruary , that he fell afleep in the Lord,and 
entred into his reft, and obtained his 
Crown, which in fbme fort was a 
Crown of Martyrdom ; for no doubt 
the fad weight of forrow, that lay upon 
his Mind, and his ill ufage in his Impri- 
fonment, had much haftened his death: 
And he fuffered more in his mind by 
what he had lived to hear and foe tliefo 
laft fifteen Weeks of his Life, than he 
could have done, if he had fallen by the 
Sword, among the firft of thofe that 
felt the rage of the Irijh. His Friends 
went about his Burying; and fince that 
could not be obtained, but by the new 
intruding Bifhop’s leave , Mr. C/ogy 
and M r. She re den went to ask it, and 
Mr. Dillon was prevailed with by his 
Wife, to go and focond their defire. 
They found the Bifhop lying in his own 
Vomit, and faw a fad change in that 
Houfo, which was before a Houfo of 
Prayer, and of Good Works; but was 
now a Den of Thieves, and a Nell of 
uncleannefs. The Bifhop, when lie 
was awakened out of his Drunkennefs, 
excepted a little to it, and laid, The 
Church-Yard was holy Ground, and 
was no more to be defiled with Here- 
tick’s Bodies; yet he contented to it at 
Lift. So on the 9 th. of February he was 

buried 
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buried according to the direction himfelf 
had given, next his Wife’s Coffin. The 
Irtjh did him unufual honours at his Bu¬ 
rial, for the chief of the Rebells ga¬ 
thered their Forces together, and with 
them accompanyed his Body from 
Mr. Sheredens Houle to the Church¬ 
yard of Kjlmore , in great lolemnity, 
and they defired Mr. C 'logy to bury him 
according to the Office prelcribed by the 
Church ; but though the Gentlemen 
were lo civil as to offer it, yet it was not 
th ght acivileable to provoke the Rab¬ 
ble fo much, as perhaps that might have 
done; lo it was paft over. But the Irijb 
difcharged a Volley of Shot at his In¬ 
terment, and ciyed out in Latin, Re- 
qmefcat in pace ultimus Anglorum , May 
the laft of the Engliffi reft in pence : for 
they had often laid, That as they eftee- 
med him the belt of the English Biffiops, 
lo he fhould fee the lad: that fhould be 
left among them. 

Thus lived and dyed this excellent 
Bifhop; in whom lo many of the great- 
ed: Characters of a Primitive and Apo- 
ftolical Bifhop did fhew themfelves fo 
eminently, that it leemed fit that he 
fhould ftill Ipeak to the W orld, though 
dead, both for convincing the unjuft 
enemies of that venerable Order, and 
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iCt £ for the inftru£tion of thole that fucceed 
~ him in it; fince great Patterns give the 
eafieft notions of eminent Vertues, and 


teach in a wq.y that has much more au¬ 
thority with it than all fpeculative Di£ 
fctoi] oourfes can polfibly have. And as the 
Lives of the Primitive Chriftians were 
5 1 a {peaking Apology for their Religion, 
as well as a dire&ion to thole that grew 
up; lo it is to be hoped that the lolemn 
though filent language of lo bright an 
Example will have the defired elfe£t 

.both wayes: And then my Author will 

have a noble reward for his Labours. To 
!’« this I fhall add a little of his Character. 
13 V; He was a tall and graceful perlon ; 
ut 111 j there was lomething in his looks and 
fr * carriage that dilcovered what was witli- 
nil3i in, and created a veneration for him. 
■ ' He had an unaffected Gravity in his De- 




portment, and decent Simplicity in his 
Drefs and Apparel. He had a long 
and broad Beard; for my Author ne¬ 
ver faw a Razor pals upon his Face. 
His grey Hairs were a Crown to him, 
both for Beauty and Honour. His 
Strength continued firm to the laft; lb 
that the Week before his laft ficknels, he 
walked about as vigoroufly and nimbly 
as any of the Company, and leapt over 
a broad Ditch; lo that his Sons were 
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amazed at it, and could fcarce follow 
him. His Eyes continued fo good, that 
he never ufed Spectacles, nor did he 
fuffer any decay in any of his natural 
Powers, only by a fall in his Childhood 
he 4 had contracted a deafnefs in his left 
Ear. He had great Strength and Health 
of Body, except that a few years before 
his death, he had fome fevere Fits of the 
Stone, that his fedentary courfe of life 
feemed to have brought on him, which 
he bore with wonderful patience. The 
belt Remedy that he found for it was to 
dig in his Garden till he had very much 
heated himfelf,by which he found a mi¬ 
tigation of his Pain. He took much 
pleafure in a Garden, and having 
brought over fome curious Inftruments 
out of Italy, for Racemation, Engraft¬ 
ing, and Inoculating, he was a great 
Matter in the ufe of them. 

His Judgment and Memory, as they 
were very extraordinary, fb they re¬ 
mained with him to the laid. He al- 
wayes preached without Notes, but 
often writ down his Meditations after 
he had preached them. He did not af- 
feCt to fhew any other learning in his 
Sermons, but what was proper for 
opening his Text, and clearing the dif¬ 
ficulties in it; which he did by com- 
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font paring the Originals with the molt an- 
% cient Verfions. His Stile was clear and 
i, K: full, but plain and fimple ; for he ab- 
oftisj horred all affectations of pompous Rhe- 
liii(r torick in Sermons, as contrary to the 
tnei'iBs limplicity of Chrift. His Sermons did 
igthii all drive at the great defign of infufing 
ap- in the Hearts of his Hearers right ap- 
evukFs prehenfions and warm thoughts of the 
j tit; great things of the Chriftian Religion; 
oat which he did with fo much the more 
patiei; authority, becaule it appeared that he 
ndfer was much moved himlelf with thole 
y m things that he delivered to others. He 
was always at work in his Study, when 
Ujmjthe affairs of his Funftion did not lead 
juj! him out of it. In which his chief im- 
o 0 ji||| ployment was the Rudy of the Text 
^[.of the Scripture. He read the Ide- 
i; ‘l brew and the Septuagint lo much, that 
1 they were as familiar to him as the 
M0 ; i; Englijb Tranllation. He read every 
Morning the Pfalms appointed by the 
T Common Prayer for the day in Hebrew ; 

( ji'jj or if his Son, or any other that was 
7 skilled in the Hebrew, was’ prelent, 
jy, he read one Verfe out of the Hebrew, 
l "; turning it into Latin, and the other 
• read the next, and lo by turns till they 
went through them. He had gathered 
fjC a va ft heap of critical Expofitions of 
'' t , Scripture. 
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Scripture. All this, with his other 
Manufcripts, of which there was a 
great Trunk full, fell into the Handsof 
the Inf. He had writ very learned 
Paraphrafes and Sermons on all thole 
parts of Scripture that were prefcribed 
to be read in the fecond Service, but all 
thefe are loft. His great Hebrew Ma* 
nufcript was happily refcued out of the 
hands of thofe devourers of all facred 
Things, and is to this day preferred 
in the Library of Emmanuel Colledge: 
for an Irishman, whom he had converted, 
went among his Country Men and 
brought out that and a few other Books 
to him. 
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Every day after Dinner and Supper, 
there was a Chapter of the Bible read at 
his Table, whofoever were prelent,Pro* 
teftants or Papifts, and Bibles were laid 
down before every one of the Company, 
and before himfelf either the Hebrew or 
Greek, and in his laft years the Irijh 
Tranflation was laid, and he ufually 
explained the difficulties that occur¬ 
red.^ He writ many Books of Contra* 
verfie ; which was chiefly occafioned 
by the engagements that'lay on him, 
to labour much in the converlion of 
perlons of the Roman Communion; 
and the knowledge he had of that 
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Church, and their way of Worfhip, 
■^1 ifltotV b y whatllehacl feen ar, d obferved while 
^ he was at Venice, railed in him. a great 
zeal againft their corruptions. He not 
mwer{ ‘ only look’d on thatChurch asldolatrous, 
^ but as the Antichriftian Babylon ; con- 
cerning which S. John faw all thofe Vi- 
Hi bons in the Revelation: And of this the 
jJu t ) Sermon,out of which I have made forne 
: extracts, gives Evidence. He writ a 
large Treatife in anfwer to thofe two 
; Qnellions, in wliich the Millionaries of 
;; £ that Communion triumph fo much, 
a Ji here was our l{ e Hgi on before\_x\t\vtY r ind 

w hat became of our Ancejlors that dye dm 
Popery ? Archbilhop Vjber preft him to 
"? have printed it, and he had refolved 
to do it, but that, with all his other 
\m, Works, was fwallowed up in the Re- 
hellion. He kept a great correfpondence, 
* not only with the Divines of England, 
im but with many others over Europe ; for 
Im he writ both Latin and Italian very 
and I elegantly. He was very free in his con- 
os i’ verfation, but talked feldome of indif- 
xkti 1 ferent matters, he exprelfed a great mo* 
it! f. deify of Spirit, and a moderation of 
atk; temper in every tiling he fpoke, and 
hls DifcOurle liill turned to fomevvhat 
Co® that made his company ufeful and in- 
y Hi acting. He fpoke his own thoughts 

very 
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very plainly, and as he bore well with 
the freedom of others, fb he took all the 
dilcreet liberty that became a Man of 
his Age and lfation, and did not flick 
to tell even the Learned and Worthy 
Primate Vfhcr, fuch things as he thought 
were blame-worthy in him, and with 
the fame fincerity he (liewed him fome 
critical miffakes that he met with in 
fome of his Works. They were very 
few, and not of any great importance; 
but they did not agree with the Pri¬ 
mates exadtnefs in other things, andfo 
he laid them before him; which the 
other took from him with thatkindnefs 
and humility that was natural to him. 
His Habit was decent and grave; he 
wore no Silk, but plain Stuffs; the fur¬ 
niture of his Houfe was not pom¬ 
pous nor fuperfluous, but neceflary for 
common ufe, and proper. His T able 
was well covered , according to the 
plenty that was in the Country, but 
there was no luxury in it. Great refort 
was made to him, and he obferved a true 
hofpitality in Houfe-keeping. Many 
poor Irijb families about him were 
maintained out of his Kitchin: And 
in the Chriftmafi time, he had the Poor 
always eating with him at his own 
Table ; and he brought himfelf to en¬ 
dure 
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‘‘b dure both tlie fight of their Rags, 
fob; and their rudenels: He was not for¬ 
ce® i ward to {peak, and he expreffed him- 
anddiJ, felf in very few W ords in publick com- 
led mi panies. At publick Tables he ufually 
ingsisi; fat filent. Once at the Earl of Straf- 
in him ford's Table, one oblerved, That while 
they were all talking, he laid nothing. 

: lit ^ So the Primate anlwered, Broach him, 
TV and you will find good liquor in him ; 
oreatfUpon which that perfon propofed a 
^ queftion in Divinity to him, and in 
,,. anfwering it the Bimop fhewed both his 
own fufficiency lb well, and pulled the 
A other lo much, that all at Table, ex- 
cept the Bilhop himlelf, fell a laugh- 
1 " ing at the other. The greatnels of 
1 : his mind, and the undauntednels of his 

. Spirit on all occafions has appeared verv 

evidently in many of the paliages of 
his life ; but though that height of 
" mind is often accompanied with a great 

f .mixture of Pride, nothing of that ap- 

e y peared in the Bilhop. He carried him- 
i: ' - lelf towards all people with fuch a 
eotte gaining humility, that he got into their 
Hearts: He lived with his Clergy as if 
® r they had been his Brethren : When he 
Kito> went his Vifitations, he would not ac- 
kl® cept of the Invitations that were made 
loi p him by the great Men of the Country, 
[Iii>' . Q_ but 
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but would needs eat with his Brethren 
in fuch poor Inns, and of fuch courle 
fare, as the places afforded. A pcrfonof 
Quality, that had prepared an entertain¬ 
ment for him during his Vilitation,took 
his refufing it fb ill, that whereas the 
® if hop promifed to come and fee him 
after Dinner ; as foon as he came near 
his Gate, which was Branding open, it 
was prefently iliut, on defign to affront 
him, and he was kept half an hour 
knocking at it: the affront was vifible, 
and whenfome would have had him 
go away, he would not do it, but faid, 
They will hear ere long . At laft the 


Mailer came out, and received him 


with many fhews of civility, but he 
made a very fhort vifit, and though 
the rudenefs he met with prevailed not 
on him, either to relent it, or to go away 
upon it, yet it appeared that he under 
flood it well enough. He avoided -all 
a deflations of flate or greatnefs in his 
carriage : He went about always on 


foot, when he was at Dublin, one Ser¬ 


vant only attending on him, except 
on publick occalions, that obliged him 
to ride in Proceflion among his Bre¬ 
thren. He never kept a Coach: for his 
flren'gth continued fb entire 1 that lie 
was alwayes able to ride on Horleback 

He 
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He avoided the affectations of humility 
as well as of Pride; the former flowing 
often from the greater pride of the two, 
andamidft all thole extraordinary Ta¬ 
lents, with which God had blelf him, 
it never appeared, that he overvalued 
himlelf, nor defpifed others; that he 
affumed to himlelf a Dichitorfhip, or 
was impatient of contradiction. He 
took an ingenious device to put him in 
mind both of his Obligations to purity 
and humility: It was a flaming Cru¬ 
cible with this Motto in Hebrew, Take 
from me all my Tin. The \Vord in He¬ 
brew that flgnifies Tin, was Be Til. This 
imported that he thought that every 
thing in himlelf was but bale alloy, and 
therefore he prayed that God would 
cleanle him from it. His great humi¬ 
lity made the lecreter parts of his good- 
nels, as to his private walking with 
God, lels known, except as they ap¬ 
peared in that beif and fureft indicati¬ 
on of it, which his life and converfati- 
on gave ; yet if the Rebells had not 
deftroyed all his Papers, there would 
have been found among them great 
dilcoveries of this; for he kept a daily 
Journal for many years; but of what 
fort it was, how full, and how parti¬ 
cular, is only known to God; fince no 
Q_2 Man 
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Man ever law it, unlefs fome of the 
Rebells found it. Though it is not 
probable that they would have taken 
the pains to examine his Papers, it 
being more likely that they deftroyed 
them all in a heap. He never thought 
of changing his See, or of rifingupto 
a more advantagious Bifhoprick, but 
confidered himfelf as under atyetohis 
See, that could not be eafily dilTolved. 
So that when the tranflating him to a 
Bifhoprick in England, was propofed to 
him, he refilled it, and laid he lhould 
be as troublefomea Billiop in England, 
as he had been in Ireland . 

It appeared he had a true and gene¬ 
rous notion of Religion, and that he 
did not look upon it lb much as aSyftem 
of Opinions, or a let of Forms, as a 
Divine Difcipline that reforms the 
Heart and Life ; and therefore when 
fome Men were valued upon their 
zeal for fome lelfer matters, he had 
thole Words of S. Augujline’ s often in 
his Mouth, It is not Leaves but Fruit 
that I feek. This was the true prin¬ 
ciple of his great zeal again!! Popery: 
It was not the peevifhnels of a party, 
the lournels of a fpeculative Man, nor 
the concern of an interelied perlon, 
that wrought on him: But he confir 
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dered the corruptions of that Church, as 
an effectual courfe for enervating the 
true defign of Chriftianity ; and this he 
not only gathered from Speculation, but 
from what he law and knew, during 
his long abode in Italy. His Devoti¬ 
on in his Clolet was only known to 
him, who commanded him to pray in 
lecret. In his Family he prayed al- 
wayes thrice a day, in a let Form , 
though he did not read it: This he 
cjid in the Morning, and before Dinner, 
and after Supper: And he never turn¬ 
ed over this duty , or the fhort De¬ 
votions before and after Meat, on his 
Chaplain, but was always his own 
Chaplain. He lookt upon the Obliga¬ 
tion of oblerving the Sabbath as moral 
and perpetual, and confidered it as fo 
great an Engine for carrying on the 
true ends of Religion, that as he would 
never go into the liberties that many 
praftifed on that day; lb he was exem¬ 
plary in his own exaft oblervation of 
it; Preachingalwayestwice, andCate- 
chifing once; and befides that, he uled 
to go over the Sermons again in his Fa¬ 
mily, and fing Pfalms, and concluded 
all with Prayer. 
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As for his Domeftick concerns, he 
married one of the Family of the Id 
Ejl'rar/get, that had been before married 
to the Recorder of S. Edmondsbtiry ; fhe 
proved to be in all refpe&s a very fit 
W ife for him ; file was exemplary for 
her life, humble and modeft in her Ha¬ 
bit and behaviour, and was Angular in 
many excellent qualities, particularly in 
a very extraordinary reverence that fhe 
payed him : She bore him four Chil¬ 
dren, three Sons and a Daughter, bun 
one of the Sons and the Daughter dyed 
young, fo none furvived but Willim 
and Ambrofe. The juft reputation his 
Wife was in for her Piety and Ver- 
tue, made him choofe that for the Text 
of her Funeral Sermon, A good mm is 
better than Oyntment. She dyed of a 
Lethargy three years before the Rebel¬ 
lion broke out; and he himfelf preached 
her Funeral Sermon, with fuch'a mix¬ 
ture both of tendernefs and moderati¬ 
on, that it touched the whole Congre¬ 
gation fo much, that there were very 
few dry Eyes in the Church, all the 
while.He did not like the burying in the 
Church; For, as he obferved there was 
much both of Superftition and Pride in 
it, fo he believed it was a great annoy¬ 
ance to the Living, when there was fo 
‘ ' much 
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ctj much of the fleam of dead Bodies riflng' 
if ti about them ; he was likewile much ol- 
fended at therudenels wjiich the crow- 
«iia: ding the dead Bodies in a fmall parcel of 
:d ; Ground, occafioned; for the Bodies 
ie» already laid there, and not yet quite 
lodtlii; rotten, were often railed and mangled; 
| w [ jo that he made a Canon in his Synod 
;• again!!: burying in Churches, and as he 
.yefejKjj often wifht that Burying-Places were 
Ijjjjt .'removed out of all Towns, lb he did 
j) ff ; chufe the moll remote and leaft fre- 
r, : quented place of the Church-Yard of 
; ei :; Kjlmore for his Wife, and by his Will 
,i ‘ he ordered that He fhould be laid next 
her with tliis bare Infcription, 

u ; Dcpofitum Gulielmi quondam 
^ Kilmrenfis. 

Depofitum cannot bear an EnglifJj Tran- 
"p flation, it fignifying fame what given to 
another in Trujt , lo he conlidered his 
I Burial as a trull left in the Earth till 
a ' :l the time that it fhall be called on to give 
^ up its dead. 

:C ; The modefty of that Infcription adds 
to. his Merit, which thole who knew 
' rr him well, believe exceeds even all that 
this his zealous and worthy Friend docs 
if through,my hands convey to the World, 
# C^ 4 for 
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for his memory ; which will outlive 
the Marble or the Brafs, and will make 
him ever to be reckoned one of the 
Ipeaking and lading Glories, not only 
of the Epifcopal Order ,' but of the 
Age in which he lived ; and of the 
two Nations, England, and Ireland, be¬ 
tween whom he was fo equally di¬ 
vided , that it is hard to tell which 
of them has the grcated fhare in him. 
Nor mud his Horfour dop here, he 
was a living Apology , both for the 
Reformed Religion, and the Chri- 
dian Do&rine : And both he that col¬ 
lected thefe Memorials of him, and 
he that copies theip out, and pub¬ 
lics them, will think their Labours 
very happily imployed, if the read¬ 
ing them produces any of thofe 
good effe&s that are intended by 
them. 

As for his two Sons, lie was fit¬ 
ted to provide for them in fo mo- 
ded a way, as ihewed that he nei¬ 
ther afpired to high things on their 
behalf, nor did he confider the Reve¬ 
nue of the Church as a property of 
his own, out of which he might raife 
a great Edate for them. He provi¬ 
ded Ins elded Son with a Benefice 
of Eighty Pound a Year, in which 
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he laboured with that fidelity that be- 
11 came the Son of fuch a Father; and 
his lecond Son, not being a Man of 
Letters, had a little Eftate of 60/. a year 
j 1 ® given him by the Bifhop ; which was 
, ’ J*the only Purchace that 1 hear he made ; 

: and I am informed, that he gave no¬ 
rthing to his eldeft Son but that Bene- 
31 ^fice, which he lo well delerved. So 
little advantage did he give to the ene- 
r mies of the Church ; either to thole of 


a 


itla 


^ the Church of Rome , againft the mar- 
triage of the Clergy, or to the dividers 
\ among our lelves, againft the Revenues 
' of the Church: The one fort objecting 
that a married ftate made the Clergy co¬ 
il vetous,in order to the raifing theirFami- 
Ji lies, and the others pretending that the 
i Revenues of theChurch being converted 
t byClergymen into Temporal Eftates for 
theirChildren,it was no Sacriledge to in¬ 
i' vade that which was generally no left 
f abufed by Churchmen, than it could 
; be by Laymen ; fince thele Revenues 
are trufted to the Clergy asDepofitaries, 
and not given to them as Proprietors. 

May the great Shepherd and Biftiop

S ince there was fb particular a men¬ 
tion made of Father Paul in the for¬

Salutem in Crucifixo. 

To the Worfbipful , my good Friend 
Mr. William Bedell, <jrc. 

Mr. Bedell, 

M Y very loving Friend: After the 
old plain fainion, I falute you 
heartily , without any new fine 
complements or affeded Phrafes. _ And by 
my inquiry , undemanding of this Bearer, 
that after your being at Venice , you had 
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palled to Ccnftantimpk, and were returned 
to S. Edmmdsbhry, in'fafety, and with health, 
I was exceeding glad thereof*, for I wifh you 
well as to my felf: and he telling me 
further, that to morrow, God willing, he 
was to depart from hence to imbark for 
England , and offering me to deliver my 
Letters, if I would write unto you, I could 
not omit by thefe hafty fcribled lines to fig- 
nifie unto you the continuance of my fin- 
cere love, never to be blotted out of my 
bread (if you kill it not with unkindnefs, 
like Mr. Jofepk Hall) neither by distance of 
place, nor fuccefs of time, nor difference of 
Religion. For ( contrary to the Handers 
railed again!! all, becaufe of the offences 
committed by fome) we are not taught bv 
our Catholick Religion, either to diminifli 
our natural obligation to our native Coun¬ 
try, or to alter our moral affe&ion to our 
former friends- 

And although for my change becoming 
Catholic C I did expedt of fome Revilers to 
be termed rather than proved an Jfoflata, 
yet I never looked for fuch terms from 
Mr. EM,whom I efteemed either my Friend, 
or a modeller Man •, whofe flanting Epillle 
I have not anfwered, becaufe I would not 
foil my Hands with a poetical Railer, 
more full with froth of Words than fub- 
llance of Matter, and of whom according 
to his beginning, I could not expedt any 
found Arguments but vain Flourilhes, and 
fo much, I pray> let him know from me, 
if you pleafe- 

Unto 
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Unto your felf, my good Friend, who 
do underftand better than Mr. Hall, what 
the Do&ors in Schools do account Apoflafe , 
and how it is more and worfe than Here fie, 
l do refer both him and my felf, whether 
I might not more probably call him Here¬ 
tic k , than he term me at the firft dafh 
Apofiata : But I would abftain from fuch 
biting Satyrs. And if he,_ or any other, 
will needs fallen upon me fuch bitter terms, 
let them firft prove that, In all points of 
faith I have fallen totally from Chriflian Re¬ 
ligion, as did Julian the Apofiata : For fb is 
Apoftafie deferibed and differenced from 
Herefie. Apofiafia eft error, hominis haptHa- 
ti, cor.trarins Fidei Catholhe ex toto : and Ha- 
refs efi error pertinax, hominis haptHati, con¬ 
traries Fidei Catholica ex parte. So that he 
fhould have fhewed, firft, my errors in mat¬ 
ters of Faith; not any error in other Que- 
ftions, but in decreed matters of Faith (as 
Proteftants ufe to lay ) necefary to Salvation. 
Secondly, That fuch errors were maintained 
with obftinate pertinacy ■, and pertinacy is, 
where fuch errors are defended again ft the 
cpnfent and determination of the CatholickfChurclr, 
and alfo knowing that the whole Church 
teacheth the contrary to fuch opinions, yet 
will perfift in them: And yet further, if 
there be any doubt, he mull manifeft unto 
me which is the Catholick. Church. Third¬ 
ly, to make it full Apofiafe, he thou Id have 
convinced me to have fwarved and back- 
fiidden. (as you know the Greek Word fig- 
nifies) like Julian renouncing his Baprifm, 

.and

and forfaken totally all Chriftian Religion* 
a horrible imputation, though falfe, nor fo 
eafily proved as declaimed : But I thank 
God daily that I am become CatholicJr, as 
all our Anceftors were till of late years 
and as the moft of Chriftendome ftill be at 
this prefent day, with whom I had rather be 
mifcal led a Papift, a Traytor , an Apoftata, or 
Idolater , or what he will, than to remain a 
Prot eft ant with him ftill. For in Proteftant 
Religion I could never find Uniformity of a 
fettled Faith, and fo no quietnefs of Con- 
feience, efpecially for three or four years 
before my coming away, although by read¬ 
ing, ftudying, praying, and conferring, I 
did moft carefully and diligently labour to 
find it among them. 

_ But your contrariety of Setts and Opi¬ 
nions of Lutherans , Zwingltans , Calvinifts, 
Iroteftants , Puritans , Cartwrigbtifts , and 
Browmfls, feme of them damning each other *, 
many of them avouching their Pofitions to 
be matters of Faith (for if they made them 
but School Queftions of Opinion only, they 
ftrould not fo much have difquieted me ) 
and all thefe being fo contrary, yet every 
one pretending Scriptures, and arrogating 
the Holy Ghoft in his favour. And above 
all ( which did moft of all trouble me) 
about the deciding of thefe and all other 
Controverfies which might arife, I could not 
find among all thefe Setts any certain humane 
external 'judge, fo infallibly to interpret Scri¬ 
ptures, and by them and by the afliftance of 
the Holy Ghoft fo undoubtedly to define que- 
* ftions 
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5ions of Faith, th3t I could allure my 1 felf 
and my Soul, 'This judge is infallible and to 
him thou ought eft in Confcience to obey and yield 
thy underftanding in all his determinations of 
Faith, for he cannot erre in thofe Points. And 
note that I fpeak now of an external, hu¬ 
mane, infallible judge. For I know the Holy 
Ghoft is the Divine internal and principal 
judge-, and the Scriptures be the Law or 
Rule, by which that humane external Judge 
muft proceed- But the Holy Scriptures being 
often the Matter ofControverlie, and lome- 
titne queftioned which be Scriptures, and 
which be not, they alone of themfelves can- 
npt be Judges: And for die Holy Ghoft 
likewife every one pretending him to be his 
Patron, how fliould I certainly know by 
whom lie fpeaketh, or not ? For to Men we 
muft go to learn, and not to Angels, nor to 
Cod him felf immediately. The Head of yOU.r 
Church was the fftueen (an excellent no¬ 
table Prince ) but a Woman , not tO fpeak, 
much lefs to be judge in the Church; and 
lincea learned King, like King Henry the Eighth, 
who was the fir ft temporal Prince that ever 
made himfelf Ex Regio jure Head of the Church 
in spiritual matters, a new ftrange Doctrine, 
and therefore juftly condemned by Calvin 
for monftrous. But fuppofe he were fuch 
a Head, yet you all confefsthat he may erre 
in matters of Faith. And fo you acknow¬ 
ledge may your Archbijhops and Bi/hops, and 
your whole Clergy in their Convocation-Houfe, 
even making Articles and Decrees: yea, 
though a Council of all your Lutherans, Cal- 
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vinifis, Proteflants, &c. of Germany, France 
England , &c. were all joyned together, and 
fhould agree all (which they never will do) 
to compound and determine the differences 
among themfelves, yet by the ordinary Do¬ 
ctrine of mod Proteflants they might in 
inch a Council err, and it were poflible in 
their Decrees to be deceived. But if they 
may err, how fhould I know and be fure 
when and wherein they did, or did not err? 
for though on the one fide,. Ape<jfe ad ejfe non 
valet Jem per confequentia, yet aliquando valet, 
and on the Other fide, frufira dlcitur potentia, 
qua nunquam ducitur in all urn. So that if 
neither in general nor in particular, in pub- 
. lick nor private, in Head nor Members, 
joyntly nor feveraily, you have no vijitle, 
external, humane, infallible fudge, who cannot 
err, and to v\ horn I might have recourfe for 
decifion of doubts in matters of Faith, I 
pray let Mr. Ball tell me, Where fhould I 
have fixed my foot ? for God is my Wit- 
nefs, my Soul was like Noah's Dove, a long 
time hovering and defirous to difcover 
Land, but feeing nothing but moveable and 
troublefome deceivable Water, I could find 
no quiet center for my Confidence, nor any 
firm Foundation for my Faith in Proteflant 
Religion. Wherefore hearing a found of 
Harmony and Confent , That the Catholick 
Church could not err , and that only in the 
Catholick Church, as in Noah's Ark, was in¬ 
fallibility, and pofflbility of falvation • I was fo 
occafioned, and I think had important reafon, 
like Noah’s Dove, to feek out, and to enter 
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into this Ark^ of Noah. Hereupon I was 
occafioned to doubt, Whether the Church of 
England were the true Church, or not ? For 
by confent of all, the true Church cannot 
err 5 but the Church of England, Head and 
Members, King, Clergy, and People, as be¬ 
fore is faid, yea a whole Council of PrQte- 
ftants by their own grant may err, ergo, no 
true Church. If no true Church, no fal- 
vation in it*, therefore come out of it: buc 
that I was loth to do Rather I laboured 
mightily to defend it, both againft the Pu¬ 
ritans, and againft the Catholicks But the 
beft Arguments I could ufe againft the Pu¬ 
ritans from the Authority of the Church, and 
of the ancient Doctors interpreting Scriptures 
againft them, when they could not anfwer 
them, they would rejeft them for Popiih, 
and flye to their own arrogant lpirit, by 
which forfooth they mult control others. 
This I found on the one fide moft abfurd,and 
to breed an Anarchy of confufion: and yet 
when I came to anfwer the Catholick. Argu¬ 
ments on the other fide againft Proteftants, 
urging the like Authority and Uniformity of 
the Church, I perceived the moft Proteftants 
did frame evafions, in effedt like thofe of the 
Puritans, inclining to their private Spirit,and 
other uncertainties. 

Next therefore I applyed my felfto fol¬ 
low their Opinion, who would make the 
Church of England and the Church of Rome 
fldl to be all one in eftental Points, and the 
differences to be accidential ; COnfefting the 
Uiurch of Rome to be a true Church , though 
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VI. 


Tick, or corrupted, and the Proteftants to be 
derived from it and reformed: and to this 
end I laboured much to reconcile moft of 
our particular controverfies: But in truth, 
I found fuch contrarieties, not only between 
Catholicks and Proteftants, but even among 
Proteftants themfelves, that I could never 
fettle my felf fully in this Opinion of fome 
reconciliation, which I know many great 
Scholars in England did favour. For confi- 
dering fo many oppofite great Points, for 
which they did excommunicate and put to 
death each other, and making the Pope to he 
Antichrifi, proper or improper, it could ne¬ 
ver fink into my Brain how- thefe two could 
be defcendent or Members found nor un¬ 
found participant each of other. Rather I 
concluded, that feeing many of the belt 
learned Proteftants did grant The church of 
Rome to he a true Church , though peradven-. 
ture faulty in fome things : And COntrarily, 
not only the Catholicks, but alfo the Puri¬ 
tans, Anahaptifis, Brownifis , &c. did all de¬ 
ny the Church of England to he a true Church: 
therefore it would be more fafe and fe- 
cure to become a Roman Catholic who have 
a true Church by confent of both parties, 
than to remain a Proteftant, who do alone 
plead their own caufe, having all the other 
againft them: For the teftimony of our 
felves, and our contraries alfo, is much more 
fufficient, and more certain than to juftitie 
our felves alone. Yet I refilled and flood 
out ftill: and betook my felf again to read 
over and examine the chiefeft Controver- 
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fie s, efpecially thofe about the Church, 
which is cardo negat'd (and herein becaufe 
the Bearer ftayes now a day or two longer, 

I will inlarge my felf more than I purpoled) 
and fo I would needs perufe the Original 
quotations and Texts of the Councils , Fathers, 
and DoElors , in the Authors themfelves, 
which were alledged on both parts, to fee 
if they were truly cited, and according to 
the meaning of the Authors: a labour of

In fine, I found' my felf evidently convin¬ 
ced, both by many Authorities, and by ma¬ 
ny Arguments, which now I do not remem¬ 
ber all, nor can here repeat thofe which I 
do remember : But only fome few Ar¬ 
guments I will relate unto you which pre¬ 
vailed rnoft with me, befides thofe afore¬ 
mentioned. 

Firft, therefore I could never approve the 
Proteftants evafion by Invijibility of their 
Church : For though fometime it may be di- 
minilhed and obfcured , yet the Catholic^ 
Church mu ft ever be vifible , fet on a Hill, ani 
not as Light hid under a Bujhel ; for how 
fhould it enlighten and teach her Children, l 1 ™' 1 
if invifible, or how firould Strangers, and 
Pagans, and others, be converted unto 
her?or where firould any find the Sacraments, 
if invifible? 

Alfo the true Church in all places and all 
A,ges, ever holds one Vniformity and Con- % 
cord in all matters of Faith, though not in 
all matters of Ceremony or Government : But ■

true Church. 


Again, 
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Again, by that laying, Harefes ad origincm 
revocaffe eft refutajfe ; and fo COllfidering Lu¬ 
thers firft rancor againli the Dominicans , his 
difobedience and contempt of his former Su- 
periours, his vow-breaking , and violent 
courfes, even caufing rebellion againft the 
Emperour , whom he reviles, and other Prin¬ 
ces molt lhamefully •, finely fuch arrogant 
difobddience, Schifm, and Rebellions, had 
no warrant nor vocation of God to plant 
his Church, but of the Devil to begin a 
Schifm and a Sedt. So likewife for Calvin, 
to fay nothing of all that D. Bolfecus brings 
againft him 5 I do urge only what Mr Hook¬ 
er, Dr. Bancroft , and Saravia do prove aganft 
him, for his unquietnefs and ambition, re¬ 
volving the Commonwealth, and fo unjuft- 
ly expelling and depriving the Bifhop of Ge¬ 
neva, . and other temporal Lords of their due 
obedience, and ancient inheritance. More¬ 
over, I refer you to the ftirs, broils, {editi¬ 
on, and murthers which Knox and the Genc- 
^-Gofpellers caufed in Scotland againft their 
lawful Governours, againft . their ftKeen, 
and againft our King, even in his Mothers Bel- 
b- _ Nor will I infift upon the paffions 
which firft moved King Henry violently 
to divorce himfelf from his lawful Wife, 
to fall out with the Pope his Friend, to 
marry the Lady Anne Bullen , and foon after 
to behead her •, to difinherit Queen Mary, 
and inable Queen Elizabeth, and prefcntly 
to disinherit Qieen Elizabeth, and to re- 
ftore Queen Mary •, to hang up Catholicks 
for Tray tors, and to burn Proteftants for” 
T i Heretieksir 


X. 
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Hereticks, to deftroy Monaflcries , and to 
pill Churches: Were thefe fit beginnings 
for the Gofpel of Chrift ? I pray was this 
Man a good Head of Gods Church ? for my 
part, I befeech our Lord blefs me from be¬ 
ing a Member of fuch a Head, or fuch a 
Church. I come to France and Holland 
where you know by the Hugoms and 
Geufcs all Calvinifts, what Civil War's they 
have raifed, how much Blood they have fhed, 
what Rebellion, Rapine, and Defoliations 
they have occasioned principally for their 
new Religion, founded in Blood like Draco’s 
Laws: But I would gladly know whether 
you can approve fuch bloody broils for Re¬ 
ligion, or no? I know Proteftants de fa- 
Ho, do jitftifie the Civil Wars of France and 
Holland for good again# their Kings; but I 
could never understand of them quo jure: If 
the Hollanders be Rebels (as they are) why 
did we fupport them ? if they be no Rebels 
becaufe they fight for the pretended liber¬ 
ty of their ancient Priviledges, and for 
their new Religion; we fee it is an eafie 
matter to pretend Liberties, and alfo why 
may not others as well revolt for their old 
Religion? Or I befeech you, why is that 
accounted Treafon againfi the State in Catho- 
licks , which is called Reafon of State in Pro- 
t eft ants ? I reduce this Argument to few 
Words, 7 hat Church which is founded and be¬ 
gun in Malice , Difobedience , PajJton , Blood and 
Rebellion , cannot be the true Church : but it is 
evident to the World, That the Pmeflant 
churches in Germany, France, Holland, Ge¬ 
neva, 
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neva, &c. were Jo founded , and in Geneva 
and Holland are ftill continued in Rebellion: 
ergo, They are not true Churches. 

Furthermore, where is not SucceJJion both XI. 
of true Paftors and of true Do&rine, there 
is no true Church: But among Proteftants 
is no fucceftion of true Paftors, ( for I 
omit here to treat of Dodlrine) ergo , no true 
Church. I prove the minor : where is no 
confecration nor ordination of Bifhops and Prlefts, 
according to the due Form and right inten¬ 
tion required neceftarily by the Church and 
ancient Councils, there is no fucceftion of 
true Paftors: But among Proteftants the 
faid due Form and right intention are not 
obferved, ergo , no fucceftion of true Paftors. 

The laid due Form and right intention 
are not obferved among Proteftants in 
France, Holland, nor Germany, where they 
have no Biiliops, and where Laymen do in¬ 
termeddle in the making of their Minifters. 

And for England , whereas the Councils re¬ 
quire the Ordines minores of Subdeacon and the 
reft, to go before Priefthood 5 your Mini¬ 
fters are made per faltum without ever being 
Subdeacons. And whereas the Councils re¬ 
quire three Bifhops to aftift at the confecra¬ 
tion of a Bilhop, it is certain that at the 
Nags-Head in Cheapfide, where confecrati¬ 
on of your firft Bifhops was attempted , 
but not effected, (whereabout I remember 
die controverfie you had with one ) there 
was but one Biiliop, and I am fure there was 
fuch a matter: And although I know and 
T 3 have 
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have feen the Records themfelves, that af¬ 
terward there was a confecration of Dr. Par¬ 
ker at Lambeth , and three Biihops named, 
viz. Miles Coverdal of Exceter , one Hodgef- 
Suffragan of Bedford, and another whole 
name I have forgotten, yet it is very 
doubtful that Coverdal being made Biihop 
of Exceter in King Edward’s time (when 
all Councils and Church-Canons were 
little obferyed) he was never himfelf Ca¬ 
nonically confecrated s and fo if he were 
no Canonical Bilhop, he could not make 
another Canonical: And the third unna¬ 
med, as I remember (but am not fure) 
was only a Bi/hop eleSl , and not confecra¬ 
ted, and fo was not fufficient. But here¬ 
of I am fure, that they did confecrate Par- 
her by ve'rtue of a Breve from the Queen, 
as Head of the Church, Who indeed being 
no true Head, and a Woman, I cannot 
fee how they could make a true Confecra¬ 
tion grounded on her Authority. Further¬ 
more, making your Minifters, you keep 
not the right intention •, for neither do the 
Orderer nor the Ordered give nor receive 
the Orders as a Sacrament nor with any 
intention of Sacrificing. Alfo they want 
tire Matter and Form' with Whicn accord- 
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ing to the Councils and Canons of the 


Church holy Orders fliould be given i 
namely for the' Matter, Priefthood is gi¬ 
ven A the- delivery of the Patena with Bread, 
and of the Chalice with wine: Deacon- 
f hip by the delivery of the Boof of the Go- 
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emfeltj. and Subdeaconfhip by the delivery 
Cntil of the Patena alone, and of the Chalice 
tt|U. empty. And in the fubfiantial form of 
mit > Prielfhood you do fail rnoft of all, which

I Was exceeding glad to perceive by 
your kind, modeft, and difcreet Letters 
of the fifth of Angufl laft , that you are 
ftill permanent in your own good nature, 
and conftanc in your love to me: not like 
Mr. fofeph Hall , neither bitterly reviling, 
nor flourifhing impertinently.

I N the front whereof is the common ex¬ 
ception, to our contrariety of Setts and opi¬ 
nions, &c. Firft, what are all thefe to the 
Church of England , which followeth none 
but Chrift? Then, if it be a fault of the 
Reformed Churches, that there is ftrife 
and division amongft them, as who will 
juftifie it 5 ) yet let it find pardon, if not 
for Corinth’s fake, and the Primitive Chur¬ 
ches what time 'Themiftim was fain to ex- 
cufe it with an Oration to Valent the Em- 
perour, yet even for Romes : Where alio 
r: you cannot but know, that in very many 
and moft important Points, Divines hold 
one thing , and Canonifis another; The 
French, and lately alto the Venetian Divines, 
__ refill to his Face, him, that others fay no 
Man may be fo hardy as to ask, Domine , 
cur ita facts ? though he (heuld draw with him 
innumerable Souls to Hell.

Z«- 
therans , Zmnglians,Calvinifls , are not known 5 
among us, faveby hearfay. Whereof it is 
fome lign, That your lelf do not know rf 11 
them well, as it feems, when you diftinguilh Wfee 
them from Proteflants. A name firft given N four fell 
to the Princes and free Cities of Germany , file, fit, 
that fought Reformation in the Dyet at Spire, He 
Anno 1519. and from them palled to us and :ifi k Ten 
other Countreys where it was effected. Sftllikeifjfi 
Who are then Proteflants, if the Lutherans i Edift, 
and Zuinglians be not? For of both thefe Mliistii 
there were in that Dyet 5 the Helvetians and iibfe ; 
parts adjoyning of Germany , having been re- isitisi 
formed at home, firft by the preaching of ddtoag

reconciled. For Puritans , Curtwrightifts ,

lians, who were of the firft Pmefiants, and 
I differ little or nothing from thofe whom ye 
in call Lutherans. Whereof this may be a fen- 
1 fible proof, that commonly their Adverfa- 
ries, and your felt after, call them by the 
fame name, 7 he Protefiant Churches in Ger- 
V, many, France, Holland, and Geneva. And 
i. Pope Leo the Tenth in his Condemnatory 
Bu 1 and likewife Charles the Fifth in his 
Imperial Edidt, do reflect wholly upon 
Luther and his Followers, without any men¬ 
tion of the other at all. To conclude this 
matter as it is undoubtedly a fign of a

And m 
then as Men are eafily enamoured of their 
own conceits, and as Gerfon wifely applies 
that of the Poet, J$ui amant,fibi fommafn- f j' 
gmt ; as if the very marrow of Religion rtliinghitfpi 
conlifled in thofe Points, thofe that t Verily 
think otherwife are Hereticks, and in flate 
of Damnation. The Roman Faction goes 
further, to Fire and Faggot, and all exqui- 
fite Torments, as if thofe things that make ;i 

againft the Papacy, were more feverely y. 

to be punifhed than the Blafphemiesof the pj" 
Jew r s, or Mahometifm it felf. I do not 
excufe the Reformers of this bitternefs, 
wherein after your departure out of England, | 
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; my namelefs Adverfary that undertook 
Mr. AUblafters quarrel, giving me over in 
f three of his demands, ran riot in the firft, 
about this point of off option among our felves, 
and raked together all the vehement fpeeches 
of Luther, ana fome of his Followers, againft 
thofe whom they call the Sacramentaries. 

« Why, who will undertake to defend Luthers 
,<( * Speeches, or all that falls from contentious 
S' Pens ? But even out of thofe Teftimonies, 
which himfelf brings for the worft that he 
could on the contrary part *, it appears this 
' w ; eagernefs is not mutual. And in truth, both 
*>f we in England, and the Helvetians, and Frenchj 
fe do maintain a brotherly affection towards 
ii them of Saxony, how fpitefully foeverfome 
si of them write of us. And even of thofe 
whom he calls Lutherans , as I perceived 
while I was at Nor'mberg, the moderater 
e| fort are alike affeded towards us.

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in their Readers to fay, The queftions are m} 
about f,mall matters, but of the principal Articles 
ef Religion, even about the Foundation, As Cu¬ 
rves whom he cites, faith, the queftion is of 
two Articles of Faith. Firft, of that which teacheth 
that in Chrifi two natures are united. Secondly, 
of the Article , He afeended into Heaven. Why, 
do not both fides agree to thefe ? Yes. But 
one fide fetches Arguments againft ubiquitie 
from thefe places, and thereupon faith, the 
queftion is about thefe Articles; perhaps al¬ 
io chargeth the other to deny them. He 
cites pappus Writing thus, Agitur inter nos de 
Omnipatentia Dei, &c. The controverfte betwixt 
us, is about the Omnipotency of Cod. The perfo- 
nal Union of the two natures in Chrifi. The com¬ 
munication of Properties. The glorious body of our ®4 
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Saviour, &c. Lo again, every place of Ar¬ 
gument or defence is made the matter of 
Controverfie. Out of thefe and fuch like 
Confeflions on either fide, my namelefs Ad- 
verfary will needs inforce, with great pomp 
and triumph; What think ye? That fuch 
fanblifiedMen ( this is his fcoffing Language) 
go not together by the Ears for Moon-fbine in the 
IVater. Again, That all thofe Myrmidoniart jfi 
Fights and bloody Encounters be not de land Capri- Ita 
nd aut de umbra AJini. - Why, whofaid pi*,

they were ? I will fet down here my Words, ,.,. 

that you may judge of the Confcience of k;iiw« 
this Man, and have withal the fubftance of Mtk 
my Anfwer to this Objection. And what if 
fame outragious Spirits on each fide, tranfported 
with pafiion in their oppofitions, have ufed mofi 


bitter and mbefeeming fipeeches to their Advcrfa- 
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rles, and fometimes have /hewed each ether fmall 
humanity j are you fo flmple as not to difeern be¬ 
tween the choler of feme few opinionate Aden, and 
the confequence of their Opinions ? Have you for¬ 
gotten S. Hierome and Ruffinus deadly fo-hood, 
which was rung over the World ? or EpiphanillS 
and Chryfoftomes, or Vidors and the Greek 
Bifhops ? which proceeded fo far about a trifle, 
that he excommunicated them *, which is little lefs 
I thinf than to condemn to the Pit of Hell. And 
yet if Ifhouldput it to your judgment, I am per- 
fwadedyou would grant they held all truth necefta- 
ry to falvation. For you mufl remember Pope Bo¬ 
niface had not yet coyned the new Article of the 
Faith, that I mentioned before, what fhalllfpeaft 
of S. Paul and Barnabas, which grew to fuch 
bitternefs, and that about a very little queflion of 
conveniency, that though they were fent out together 
by the Holy Ghoft, they brake off company. Thefe 
be humane paffiont, which wifdom would wefhould 
pity, when they grow to fuch extremities, upon fo 
fmall caufe-, rather than from their outrage to ga¬ 
ther there is jufr caufe to encreafe. Do we not fee 
that even natural Brethren do fometimes defie one 
another , andufe each other with lefs refpeU than 
ft rangers ? Now from hence would you conclude 
they be not Brethren and hearten them on, and 
fay to the one, that fith his half Brother is not fo 
near to him, as he with whom he is thus at odds, he 
muft fall out worfe with him. You fhould well fo 
defervethe hate of God, for a make-bate between 
brethren. Thefe were all my Words fet down 
in anlwer to his objeding our own contentions , 
and condemning each other, to prove that there¬ 
fore we could not hold continuity with the 
Y 3 ancient 
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ancient Church of England , from which we 
diflented much tfiore. I held as you may 
perceive, that neither amongft our felves, 
nor from our predeceffors we difagree in any 
truth neceffary to falvadon. He makes me 
to fay, our diffentions arc about Aloon-Jhine, and 
de umbra afini, & de lana caprina, and tripes, 
and matters of no conference. To return to you, 
good Mr. Waddefworth, let Men avouch as 
confidently as they will touching their own 
Pofitions, EfideFide. Nihil certius apudCa- 
iffolicos, and of their contraries cry out, They 
arf Hereticks , renew ancient Herefes , race the 
Foundation , deny the Articles of. the Creed , Gods 
Omnipotence &c. all becaufe themfelves by 
Difcourfe, can ( as they think) faften fuch 
things upon them : A fober Chriftian muft 
not give heed to all that is faid in this kind. 
Thefe things muft be examined with right 
judgment, and ever with much charity and 
patience, remembring that our felves know 
in part, and prophelie in part. In a Word, 
this fhould not have fo much difquieted you. 

Nor yet that which you add, That every 
one pretends Scripture . Bejl of all , faith S. Chry- 
foflorne. For if we fhould fay we believe humane 
reafons, thou mightefi with good reafon be troubled, 
but when as we receive the Scriptures , and they 
be fmple and true, it will be an eafe thing for thee 

to judge , See. And to what purpofe indeed 
lerves the faculty of Reafon perfected and 
poliihed with learning ? wherefore the fu- 
per natural light of Faith ? wherefore the gift 
of God in us Minifters conferred by the im- 
pofidon of Hands f : but to try which fide 
••• ■ • • * handles 
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font handles the Word of God deceitfully, which 
ils|t< fincerely. But here again, Each fide arrogates 
dgSont the Holy Ghofi in his favour. What then? If 
;%• we our felves have the anointing, we lhall be 
h> able as we are bidden to try the Spirits , whe~ 1 j 0 h. 2. 
r/lkfi, ther they be of God or no? For we will not believe 2 °> 27. & 
ipniiWi them, becaufe they fay they have the Spirit, 4 ''' 
foran: or cannot be deceived, but becaufe their Do- 
dtrine is confonant to the Principles of Hea- 
venly Truth, which by the Writings infpired 
ate: by himfelf, the Holy Ghoft hath graven m 
igpjjj our Hearts. Which Writings are well ac- 
wJ knowledged by you, to be the Law and Rule 
according where unto, in judgment of Religion we 
efcfe mfl proceed.

Of the want of an Humane, External, In* 
fallible 'Judge and Interpreter. 


A S to that you fay, did above all trouble 
. y° H -> the want of a certain, humane exter - 


i their ow 


nal, infallible Judge to interpret Scripture, ani 
define jfuejtions of Faith without error. What 
if you found not an external humane Judge, 
it you had an internal divine one? And hav- 
ing an infallible Rule by which your humane 
judge mould proceed, why fhould youtruft 
another Mans applying it, rather than your 
own, in a matter concerning your own fal- 
vatiqn ? But if God have left us no fuch ex- 
Ff™ 1 . Jpdge, if Antiquity knew none, if 
Keligion need none, it was no juft motive 
to leave us, tbac you could find none, a- 
mongft all thofe Sects which you menti- 
on , and how much lefs if you have not 
a whit amended your felf where you are; 
Which we fhall confider by and by. 

I fay then firft, That to make this your 
motive of any moment, it muft be fhew- 
. Ft C°d hath appointed fuch a 
judge in his Church. Let that appear out 
of fome paffage of Holy Scripture. For 
your conceit or defire that fuch a Judge 
fhere mould be, to whom you might in Con- 

fcience 
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fcience obey, and yield your felf, becaufe 
he could not err, doth not prove it. You 
would know the truth, only by the Authori- 
I[ ty, and foie pronouncing of the Judges 
Mouth. A fhort and eafie way, which to 
moft Men is plaufible, becaufe it fpares the 
pains ofStudy and Dilcourfe. To fuch efpe- 
^ daily, as either out of weaknefs dare not 
truft their own Judgment, or account it 
fhall have the merit of humility, to be led 
., 1 by their Teachers, But what now if God 
will have you call no Man your Father upon 
Earth? If he will fend you to his Word? 
*,»■! and after you have received the Faith by 
1: ~ the Churches Teftimony out of the eafie 
and plain places thereof, bid you Search the 
Scripturef to find the Truth in the remnant, 
ft and pick it out by your own indulfry. The 
rich Man being in Hell-Torments (in whofe 
re: Words I doubt not but our Saviour doth 
imperfonate and reprefent the conceits of 
b: many Men living in this World ) prefumes 
that if one were lent from the Dead, his 
I ill Kinfmen would hearken to him, but he is 
ijai remitted to Mofes and the Prophets. The 
fpl i ms as I perceived by Speech with fome of 
itfe;, them at Venice, make it one of their Mo¬ 
ll ' tives, that our Lord Jefus is not the Chriff, 
mil Hejhou/dnot , fay they, have come in fuch a 
m#| fajhion, to leave his oven Nation in doubt and 
Jflfl'r ffpence j and fcandalize fo many thoufands 5

Tell us then, 
who made you fecure of thefe things ? or did

Ex- we¬ 
enie ray grief, mixed I confefs with fome 
indignation, but more love to you, though I 
thus write. Many things there be in Popery 0$ 
inconvenient, and to my conceit weakly and tort 
ungroundedly affirmed, to fay no more; but Wat 
this is foabfurd and palpable a flattery, as to 
omit to fpeak of you, for my part I cannot Wf 
be perfwaded that Panins the Fifth believes swllf 
itbimfelf. For confider, I pray, what need- ifmfnli 
ed anciently the Chriftian Emperours, and raff 
fometimes at the requeft of the Biffiops of :»»i« 
Rome themfelves, to have gathered together L«f 
fo many Bilbops from fo divers parts of the 
World to celebrate Councils, if it had been aiHij 
known and believed then, that one Mans 
Sentence might have cleared all controver- §, fe 
lies, and put all Herelies to filence? How 
durft fundry holy, and learned Men have re- 
jetted his deciiions, whether right or wrong 
is not now the queftion, unchriltianly out of 
doubt on their parts, if he had been then 
holdenthe infallible Oracle of our Religion? 
Aswh ei\ Po/ycrates, with the Biffiops ofz//<«, 
and Iremta alfo yielded not to Vitter, ex-, ,|f w q 
communicating the Eaftern Churches about 
the celebration of Eafter , when S. Cyprian, L y 
with the firft Council of Carthage of eighty 
fix Biihops had Decreed, That luch as were 
baptized by Hereticks, ihoula be rebaptized, L 
ana certified Stephanas of this Decree, and Lj,,r 
he oppofed it, and would have nothing in- 
novated, would Cyprian after that have re* ,j'~\ 
lifted and confuted Stephatm his Letter, had |L f ' 
he known him for infallible ? And how doth • 

he r k 
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he confute him ? as erring , iw/w*/- 

nently, contrary to himfelf. YCa, let it be ob- 
ferved, that he doth not only not account 
Stephanas infallible, but not fo much as a 
Judge over any Biihop. See the Vote of 
Cyprian, and note thofe Words. Nequeenim 
quifquam noftrum Epifcopum fe effe Epifcoporam 
conftituit.aut tyrannico terror e ad obfequendi necef- 
ftatent collegas fuos adigit , quando habeat amis 
Epifcopus pro licentia libertatis & potefiatis fua, 
arbitrium proprium, tanquam judicari ab alio non 
poffit cum nec ipfepoffit alterumjudicare. Sedex- 
fpeblemus univerfi judicium Domini nojlri fefu 
Chrifli , qui unus & folus habet potefiatem&pra- 
ponendi in Ecclefa fust gubernatione, & de at In 
noflro judhandi. A paffage worthy to be no¬ 
ted alfo, for the Clearing of the indepen¬ 
dence of Epifcopal Authority from the 
Pope, which I now let pafs. Neither was 
S. Cyprian herein alone : EirmUianm , and the 
Eafiern BilllOpS, refitted Stephanas no lefs, 
as appears by his Epiftle, which in the Ro¬ 
man Edition of Mamtiut , fet forth by the 
command of Pita the Fourth, with tire Pur¬ 
vey of four Cardinals, whereof one is now 
a Saint , with exquijite diligence is wholly 
left out. And Pameliui faith he thinks pur- 
poiely, for himfelf is of the mind that it had 
been better it had never come forth. But to 
return to our purpofe. The Fathers of the 
Council of Africkt andS. Auguftine amongtt 
them, relift three Popes fucceeding each 
Other, Zofimus , Boniface, and Coeleftinus , about 
appeals to Rome (hall we think they would 
ever have done it , if they had known 
Z 3 or 
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P r r ™ a .& n r ed , them ^ be the fupream and 
infallible Judges in the Church? I let pafs 
the Schifin between the Greek, and the Lotin 
Church, which had not happened , if this 
Dodtrine had been anciently received. Nay 
it is very plain in Story, that the Bifhop 
of Rome S lifting up himfelf to be univerfal 
Bijhop chiefly cauled it. To conclude, nei¬ 
ther Liber'nu , nor Honoring, to omit many 
other Bifhops of Rome, had ever been taxed 
of herefie, if this had anciently been cur¬ 
rant, that the Pope is infallible. I will not 
ftand now to examine the lhameful defence 
t\\zt Bellarmir.e makes for the latter of thefe, 
bearing down Fathers, Councils, Stories, Popes 
themfehes, as all falfified or deceived herein. 
Wherein becaufe he is learnedly refuted by 
Dr. Raynolds, I infill not upon it. This I 
prefs, That all thofe Writers and Councils, 
and amongll them Pope Leo the Second ac¬ 
cusing Honoring, did not then hold, that 
which by Pighhu and thefefuites is underta¬ 
ken, that the Pope is infallible. Even the 
Council of Baft l, depofing Eugenius (for ob- 
ftinately refilling this Truth of the Catho- 
lick Faith, That the Council is above the Pope ) 
as an Heretick, doth fliew the fenfeof Chri- 
flendom even in thefe latter times, hpw 
corrupt foever , both in Rule and Pra¬ 
ctice. 

And becaufe you make this infallible 
Judge to be alfo an infallible Interpreter of Ho¬ 
ly Scripture, how happens it that Damafns 
Bilhop of Rome confultS with Hieromc about 
the meaning of fundry Texts of Scripture, 

when 
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when it feems himfelf might have taken his 
Pen, and fet him down quickly, that which 
fliould have taught both him and the whole 
Church, not only without danger but even 
poffibility of error ? Sure we are little be¬ 
holding to the diligence of our Anceftors, 
that have not more carefully regiftred the Co- 
mentaries ( or becaufe they have had for fun- 
dry Ages fmall time to write juft Commen¬ 
taries ) the Expolitions which in their Ser¬ 
mons, or other wife the Bi/hops of Rome have 
made of Holy Scripture. A work which if 
this Dodhine were true, were more worth 
than all the Fathers s and would juftifie that 
blafphemy of the Canon Law, where by a 
lhamefui corruption of S. Augufiine , the De¬ 
cretals of Popes are inrolled amongft the Canonical 
Scriptures. I am already too long in fo plain 
a matter: Yet one proof more which is of all 
moft fenfible. Being admonilhed by this 
your conceit of an infallible Interpreter, I 
chanced to turn over the Popes Decretals, 
and obferved the interpretation of Scriptures. 

What fliall I fay ? I find them fo lewd, and 
dean befide the purpofe, yea oftentimes fo 
childilh and ridiculous, both in giving the 
fenfe, and in the application, that I proteft 
to you in the prefence of God, nothing doth 
more loath me of Popery, than the handling 
of Holy Scripture by your infallible Interpre¬ 
ter alone. Confider a few of the particu¬ 
lars, and efpecially fuch as concern the Popes 
own Authority. To juftifie his exacting an 
Oath of Fealty of an Archbifhop, to whom

An admi¬ 
rable interpretation of the Text, ffluos Deus 
conjunxit! by which the Pope not only chal¬ 
lenged! that which is proper to Gods judg¬ 
ment only, as he faith, viz. to diffolve the 
Bond of Spiritual Wedlock *, but becaufe 
that is the ftronger, of carnal it feems ai- 
fo •, when it lira 11 pleafe him. 

The anointing of a Prince fince Chrifts 
■ coming is tranflated from the Head to the 
j; Shoulder , by rehich Principality is fitly defigned, 
1 . according to that which is read , Fadtus eft prin¬ 
cipals fuper humerum ejus-, for fignifying al- 
S, fo whereof Samuel caufid the Jhoulder to be fit 
t| before Saul. Who fliould ever have under- 
ftood thefe Texts, if'your infallible Inter- 
« preter had not declared them ? But this is 
nothing yet to the expoiition of thofe Texts, 
which the Pope interprets in his anfwer to 
the Empei'OUr of Confiantinople , as Subditi 
efiote omni human& Croat nr a propter Deum , &c. 
He tells him that S. Peter wrote that to his own 
Subjetls, to provoke them to the merit of humili¬ 
ty. For if he had meant thereby to lay the yoke 
of fubjeSlion upon Priefls , it would follow that 
llglktu '■ every Servant were to rule over them , fince it 
» fitid, Omni human* creatur*. After, It 
Mtrifi " barely fit down, Regi prxcellenti, but 
sf there is put between, perhaps not without caufe , 
tanquam : And that which follows , ad vindi- 
,^'t &am malefactorum, laudem verdbonorum, 
is not to be under flood that the King or Emperor 
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hath received the power of the Sword upon good 
and evil Men, fave only thofe who ujing the fword 
are committed to bisjurifdiSlion according to that 
which the Truth faith, They which take the 
Sword fhall perilh with the Sword. For no 
Man ought or can judge anothers Servant, face 
the Servant according to the Apoftle ftandeth or 
falleth to his own Lord. For the love of God 
confider this Interpretation, and compare it 
with S. Chryfoftome upon Rom. 13. Nay do 
but read the Text attentively, and judge of 
the infallibility of your interpreter. Straight 
after he tells the Emperor , That he might 

have underftood the prerogative of Priefthood out 
of that which was faid, not of every Man but of 
God, not to the King but to the Prieft, not to 
one defending of the Royal Stock , but of the 
Priefily Linage of the Priefts, to wit, which 
were in Anathot. Behold I have ft thee over 
Nations and Kingdoms, to pull up, and dejlroy, 
to build and to plant. See the Prerogative of 
the Priefthood out of feremies calling to be 
a Prophet. O if he had been high Prieft! 
This had been a Text for the nonce. But he 
goes on. It is faid in Gods Law a*lfo> f Fi¬ 
ts non detrahes, & Principem populi tui non ma- 
ledices. which fetting Priefts before Kings, calls 
il on the t j ]Cm Q„ds, a „d the other, Princes. Compare 
Gods, nor ^ expofition with Davids and Pauls, Pfl. 
p"£e of 82. and Acts 23. jr. and ye fhall fee how the 
Interpreter hath hit the mark. Again, you 
ought to have known, quod fecit Dew duo 
ptagna laminaria, &C. See the Expofition, 
and the difference between the Pope and 
Kings, both in the Text and Glofs. Now

That the 
Church might fland upon Peter’ s firmnefs. This 
1 * Foundation S. Paul knew not, when he bla¬ 
med I am of Cephas. Peters infirmity can¬ 
not bear up the weight of fuch a building, 

«ii much lefs (which we muff remember the 
y, Romanics underffand by this Jargon) the 
Popes his Succejfors. 

Suchanother interpretation is that of Pope Joh.io.itf, 

: Boniface, that makes Vnum Ovi/e & anus Pa- rxtra *- 
ojji i* fi 0Tf the Church and the Pope. But it is 
ff Plain our Saviour alludes to the Prophecies, 

Pf] Ezc k 34- 23-and 37. 24. where the Lord 
calls that one Paftor his fervant David. What 
a h : : : blafphemy is this, thus to ufurp Chrifts Roy¬ 
alties? What Father, what Council, what 
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Catholick man ever interpreted this Text 
on this manner? By which the Pope while 
>i«P he feeks the name of the Shepherd,(huts him¬ 
felf out of Chrifls fold ? 


Yea 
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Yea the fame Pope calls the Church hh 
Spoufe alfo, and Toother Popes fince. S. John 
the Baptifi tells them, that he that hath the 
Bride is the Bridegroom. S. Paul prepared her to 
one Husband Chrijt.li (lie be the Popes Spoufe 
with her will, fhe is a Harlot: if againft her 
will, he is a Ravifher, and our Lord Je- 
fus Chrifl will deliver her out of his lewd 
imbracements, crying out of the violence 
which fhe fuffers, as it is to he hoped fftortly. 

That in the Churches power are two Swords, 
the fpiritual and temporal, we are taught by the 
Word's of the Gofpel, faith the fame Boniface. 
For when the Apoftles faid, Behold, there be 
two f words here ( tO Wit in the Church ) when 
the Apojlles fpake thus, the Lord anfwered not 
Luk.22.38 that it was too much, but enough. Certainly, 
he that denies the temporal Sword to be in PeterV 
power, doth ill obferve the Speech which our Lord 
Utters, Put up thy Sword into thy (heath. No 
doubt an infallible Interpretation-,by which it 
fhould appear that both the Swords that were 
in our Saviours company, hung by S. Peter’s 
fide, or elfe that fome other had the fpiritual, 
leaving none to S. Peter, but that which he 
might not ufe.TheExpofition isS Bernards, you 
will fay. But in an Epiftleparceneticaltothe 
Popehimfelf 5 S. Bernard might have leave to 
ufe allufions, and after his manner to be li¬ 
beral of all that the See of Rome challenged, 
that he might have the more Authority to 
reform the abufes of it. As to grant Peter 
the temporal Sword, but fo, as lie muft 
not ufe it fluid tu gladium denuo ufurpare 
rentes, quern femel jujfus es ponere in vaginam l 
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and he ihews how thefe two Swords be the 
Churches. The one to he drawn out for the 
Church, the other alfo by the Church. This by 
the Priefts, that by the Souldiers hand, but at 
the beef of the Priefi, and bidding of the Em¬ 
peror. But the Pope in a Decretal Epiftle, 
pretending to teach the World, in a Point 
as he pronounces, necefary to Salvation, with 
fuch an Interpretation as this s argues little 
reverence to the Word of God, and a very 
mean Opinion of the Judgments and Con¬ 
fidences of Chriften Men, if they could not 
difeern this to be a Strangers Voice, not 
Chrifts. Befides that, he changes S. Bernards 
Words, and clean perverts his meaning. For 
txerendus, he puts ill exercendus. For ille Sa- 
cerdotis, is militis manu, fed fane ad nutum Sa- 
cerdotis & jujfunt Imperatoris. Pope Boniface 
thinking jutfum too abfolute in the Emperor, 
makes him to be the executioner, and joyns 
him with the Souldier, on this manner. Me 
Sacerdotum, is manu Regum £?' Adilitum fed ad 
nutum & patientiam Sacerdotis. S. Bernard 

makes the executive power to be in the Soul¬ 
dier, the directive in the Priefi:, the com¬ 
manding in the Emperor. Pope Boniface 
makes the.Kings and Souldiers to have only 
the executive, the directive and permillive 
to be in the Pried. Yea fvvord, he faith, 
mu i, funder Sword. For where the A- 
poftle faith, There is no power but of Gad, 
pta autemfunt, d Deo ordinati [ant •, more Rom. 13.i- 
fully in the original Text, the powers that are, 
are ordained, that is, appointed of God: The 
Interpreter here dreams of order and fubordina - 

tion. 
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tiofiy and cites a faying of Dionyfius , that the 

lowefl things Are reduced to the highefl by the 

middlemoft , a conceit that makes nothing to 
the purpofe of the Apoftle in that place. 

He proceeds and tells us, that of the 
Church and Power Ecclefiaflical, is verified the 
Prophecy of Jeremy. Behold I have fet thee 
this daj over Kings and Kingdoms, &c. Tell me, 
good Mr. ivaddefworth , what is to pervert 
the Scriptures, if this be not, to apply to 
the power Eccleliaftical, that which is fpo- 
ken of the Word and Calling Prophetical ? 
Yet more, The Earthly Power , if it fuerve 
out of the way (hall be judged of the power Spiri¬ 
tual, but if the Spiritual, that is leffer ; of that 
which is fuperior to it. But if the lligheft, 
it may be judged of God only, not of Man, 
tire Apoftle witneffmg the Spiritual Man 
judgeth all things, but himfelf is judged of none. 

We are come at length, as it were to the 
Fountains of Nilus, to the Original of the 
Infallibility of your judge-, and if he have 
here rightly interpreted S. Paul, we learn that 
no earthly power, no Magiftrate is a fpiritual 
Man, unlefs he be one of the Popes fpiritual- 
ty. For thefe be S. Paul's fpiritual Men, that 
judge all things. Yet this rnuft receive limi¬ 
tation. For no Man may judge the Pope, 
the Supreme Spiritual Man , for of him it 
feems S. Paul meant it, his authority he 
faith is not humane, but divine ; by the di¬ 
vine Mouth given to Peter, and his Succef- 
lors, when the Lord faid to him, fpupdem- 

pue ligaveris. 

For conclufion, Wlufever refifis this power 
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ffc« ordered of God, refifls the. Ordinance of Roai.u.a* 
God, rnlefs as ManiclmiS, he feign two begin¬ 
nings: which ( faith he) roe judge to be fa/fe 
and heretical , fith by Mofes record, not 
in the beginnings , but in the beginning God Gen. i. I. 
created Heaven and Earth. Who would 
not acknowledge the divine Authority and 
Infallibility of your Interpreter, both in 
confirming his purpofe, and. convincing he- 
relies from fo high a beginning, as this firft 
fentence of Holy Writ? What refts now, 
but after fo many teftimonies he inferr. Fur. 

tkermore, to be under the Bifbop of Rome we de¬ 
clare, fay, define, and pronounce that to every hu¬ 
mane creature it is altogether of ncce fifity of falv*- 

tion. Thus faith your infallible Judge and 
Interpreter of Scripture, the center of your 
Confidence, and foundation of your Faith, 
not as a private Doctor, but as Pope, . in his 
own Law, intending to inform and bind the 
Church, and that in matters with him of 
the greeted importance that may be, touch¬ 
ing his own Authority, and, as he pretends, 
abfolutely necejfary to Salvation, to all the Sons of 

Adam. v 

I might heap up many more, but thefe 
may lutfice for a lample. You may (and 
fo do by your felf, I befeech you) obferve 
thefe kind of Interpretations in other Points 
alfo, and in other the Decretals and Breves 
of Popes*, which, as I hear, are lately come 
forth in great Volumes. You fhall find 
many Myfleries in your Faith, that perhaps Rom. 8.8* 
you know not of, as * That you cannot f leafs 
God becaufe you are married : for fo is that

One thing more alfo you (hall find, that 
now adays this fpiritual Man and foie infallible 
Interpreter of Scripture, feldom interprets Scri¬ 
pture, or ufes it in his Decretals and Breves , 

Nay the ftile of his Court hath no manner 
of firiack or favor of it. A long compafs 
of a Sentence, intricate to understand, yea, 
even to remember to the end,full of (welling 
Words of Vanity, with I know not how ma¬ 
ny ampliations and alternatives, after the fa- 
fhion of Lawyers in Civil Courts,not of fober 
Divines,much lefs of the Spirit of God in his 
Word. Some Man would perhaps think this 
proceeds from an affectation of greatnefs, and 
the defire of retaining Authority, which 
feems to be embafed by alledging reafon, or 
Scripture, and interpreting Texts. For my 
part, I account it comes as much from necef- 
A a z fity. 
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fity. For it is notorious, Tlut neither the m f 
, Popes themfelves, nor thofe of the Court, A 4 
the Secretaries and Bataries, which pen their 
Bulls and Breves, have any ufeor exercife in 
Holy Scripture, or foundnefs in the know- M 
ledge of Divinity, or skill in the Original ^p 3 
Tongues, wherein Gods Word is written ; 
all which are neceffary to an able Interpreter, illtoi* 
And therefore it is a wife refervednefs in % 
them, not to intermeddle with that wherein BleW 
they might eafily fault; efpecially in a bp 9 
learned Age, and wherein fo many watchful :jsfijg by t 
Eyes are continually upon them. And to M , « 
this very poverty and cauteloufnefs I do Isiw 
impute it, That the prefent Pope in his hi me I 
Breves about the Oath of Allegiance, ufetlr fa IS 
not a Word of Scripture: But tells hisTa- 
(ftion, that they cannot -without mofi evident and 
grievous injury of Gods honour take the Oath, 
the tenour whereof he fets down Word for 
Word; and that done adds, Mi* cum it a 
fint, &c. which things ( faith lie ) fihee they 
l>e fo, it mu(l needs be clear unto you out of the i 
Words themfelves., that fuch an Oath cannot be 
taken -with the fafety of the Catho/ick, Faith, 
and of your Souls, fth it containeth many things 
■which are apparently contrary to Faith and falva - 
tion. He inftances in no one thing, brings 
neither Scripture nor Reafon, but a Mi* cum 
it a fint , without any premises. Which 
loole and ungrounded Proceeding, when as 
it is, occafioned the Arch-Priefi here, and 
many other of that fide, to think thefe Let¬ 
ters forged, or gotten by furreption; he fends 
another of the fame tenor, with this further

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Reafon. H<ec ant an eft mora pur a, integrate 
voluntas nofir a. This is now to be more than 
’ an Interpreter-, even to be a Lord over the 
Faith of his Followers, to make his will a 
Reafin. What would you have him do ? 
to alledge a better he could not, a weak and 
unfutfident one he was alhamed, he though:

thority. Whereby he hath proved himfelf 
a fallible both fudge and Interpreter , yea a 
falfe vuitnefs againft God and the Truth 5 com¬ 
manding by the Apoftle Chriltian Men to 
be feibjdt , and to give every Man their dues, 
fear to whom fear , honour to whom honour j and 
much more (if there be any difference)

B Ut of your Interpreters Infallibility e- 
nough. Your next doubt, whether the 
Church of England were of the true Church er no, 
was refolved with a Parahgifm, partly by rea- 
fon of equivocation, and diverfe acception of 
the terms, The Church , and. to err , partly by 
comp oft ion and divifon in the connexion of 
thefe by thofe Verbs [ can or may. ] Let us 
examine the feveral parts of your Syt- 

logifme. 

The Propolltion. The true Church cannot 
err , is confirmed' by the confent of all. Ex- 
cufe me, Sir, if I withhold my confent, with¬ 
out fome Declaration and Limitation. I fay 
firft, it muft be declared whether you mean 
the Catholic f Churchy or a true part of the Ca¬ 
tholic]^ Church. For there is not the like rea- 
Ion of thefe to error. Againft the Catho- 
lick Church , Hell Gates Jhall not prevail $ 
againft particular, when Chrift doth remove the 
Candle fief out of his place , they do. Witnels 
the Churches of Africk, l, fometimes moft 
Catholick. And thus it feems you muff:

Take now your own choice 5 for if you 
fpeak of every enour , the Propofition is 
falfe, even of the Catholicf Church , much 
more of any particular Church. Yea, I 
add further,not only of the Catholick Church 
by denomination from thegreateft part, or by 
reprefentation, as the Paftorsor Prelates there¬ 
of met in a Council , which is kill the mixt 
Church, but even that which is Chrifts true 
body, whereof he is the Saviour , and which [hall 
be with him for ever. As for deadly and dam¬ 
nable errors , this true and properly called 
Church both in the whole and every part 
of the mixt Church, is yet priviledged from 
them finally : For it is kept by the power of 
God to falvation , it is not poffble the EleEb 
Should thus be feduced. Truth it is, That by 
fuch errors particular vifible Affemblies, 
univerlally and obftinately defending them, 
become falfly called Churches, from which 
we are to feparate our felves. Example in 
the Synagogue , and in Churches of the 
Arians. 

Now let us fee your Affumption. But 
the Church of England, Head , and Members, 
King, Clergy , and People, yea, a whole Council of 
Protefiants may err by your own grant. I an- 
fver, _ The Church of England, that is the 
EleEb in the Church of England, which on- 
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]y arc truly called the Church , can never 
deadly err. This no Proteftant will grant i? , r „i 
ve. The mixt Church of England, Head L 
Members, King, Clergy, and the relidue of [•' f 
the people, and a whole Council of Pro- ; : 

tellants, may err damnably, and therefore V. 
much more fall into Idler errors. This 
they grant. And if they fhall fo err obfti- l rf ' 
nately, they (hall defervedly lofe the name ec f 
of a true church. But they deny they do ^ JS 
thus errj yeathey deny that they err de fatlo, aPope, 
at all. ’ fkteyour< 

What follows in Concluhon ? Ergo , No MffE 
t'-ue Church.

And indeed you might by that means eafily "Jlf 1 ' 
beguile another, but I cannot be perfwaded pfflfcta 
you would willingly beguile your felf.

See your ArgU- 
ment in the like: A faithful Witnefs cannot 
lye ; But Socrates or Ariftides may lye by P, M 
his own grant. Ergo, no faithful Witnefs. P^aboutC 
He that (lands upright cannot fall: But piiesonly,; 
you Mr. Waddefworth by your own grant pity of M 
may fall: Ergo, (land not upright. Perhaps pitfoever. 
- your meaning was, Ergo, it may become no ‘pfjlllt, 
true Church, to wit, when it lhall fo err dam- aiyettiiey 
hably. But then it follows not, There is now radagetw 

no fah at ion in it, and therefore come out of it Mwhidl V( 

now. When you (hew that, I (hall account hfeui 
you have done wifely to go out of it. Shew »a« f m 
that in any one Point, and take me with 
you. In the mean while, for my part, I 04,],

meafure as truly as I can, and when I have 
done, take the Yard and meafure it your

Where you relate, j your endeavour to defend 
the Church of England, and tell of the Puri¬ 
tans re jelling thofe Arguments you could life 
from the Authority of the Church , and of the 
ancient Bettors interpreting Scriptures againfi 
them , flying to their own arrogant Spirit : I can- 
101 k pi; not excufe them for the former, nor fub- 
leyoi’ feribeto your accufation in the latter. Per¬ 
ot mi haps you have met w ith forne more fanatical 
Brownijls or Anabaptift's, whom here you call 
Puritans. But thefe that are commonly fo 
mi mi jj called , which differ from the Church of 
England about Church Government and Ce¬ 
ll: remonies only, give indeed too little to the 
5ir 0119; Authority of Men, how holy, learned, or 
a w ancient foever. Which is their fault, and 
!J,J their great fault, efpecially in matters of this 
'I2| nature; yet they fly not to their own Spirit 
as you charge them. 

That which you add, That you perceived the 
wofl Protefiants did frame the like evafons when 
yw came to anfwer the Arguments againfi them 
on the other fide ; When you (hall flrew this 
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in particulars, I frail believe it 
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while, I believe you thought fo 5 for com¬ 
monly mediocrities are aggravated with the 
hatred, and flandered with the names of 
both extreams. But in the queftion between 
the Popifh fruition and us, you might eafily 
have difcerned why the Argument from hare 
Authority, is not of fuch validity. For Ce¬ 
remonies and matters of order maybe order¬ 
ed by wife Men, and are not the worfe, 
but the better if they be ancient, yea if they 
be common to us with Rome, which Pu¬ 
ritans will by no means allow. In Dodtrine, 
if holy Men, yea if an Angel from Heaven 
(hall innovate any thing, we are not to ad¬ 
mit it. Now the Controversies between 
the Rom am [Is and us, are moft about Do¬ 
ctrine, and they exceed as much in extolling 
the authority of the Ancients in their pri¬ 
vate Opinions and incommodious and drain¬ 
ed fpeeches, as the Puritans in deprelfing 
them. We hold the mean, and give as 
much to the Authority and Teftimonies of 
the Fathers, as may ftand with the truth of 
Floly Scriptures, and as themfelves defer to 
the writing of others, or require to be given 
to their own 

Next you tell, of your following their 0 - 
f inion who would make the Church of England, 
and the Church of Rome fill to he all one in 
Effential Points , and the differences to he acciden¬ 
tal. Confcffmg the Church of Rome to he a 
true Church , though jicf , or corrupted, and the 
Prot eft ants to he derived from it, and reformed. 

This Opinion is not only as you write, fa¬ 
voured of many great Scholars in England, but 
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is the common Opinion of all the beft Di¬ 
vines of the reformed Churches that are or 
have been in the World, as I (hewed in 
part of another Work, which as I remem¬ 
ber you had a fight of. Wherein yet I fear 
you miftake the term, accidental, which doth 
not import that our differences are but flight 
and of '(trail confideration, but that all thofe 
Opinions and Abufes which we reform and 
cut off, are not of the Faith, but fuperfluous 
and foreign, yea hurtful and noifome to it, 
as the Weeds are to the Corn, which over¬ 
grow and choak it. And to follow this 
jimilitude, the date of the Church under the 
Roman obedience, and that part which is re¬ 
formed, is like a Field overgrown all with 
Weeds, Thirties, Tares, Cockle: Some 
part whereof is weeded and cleanfed, fome 
part remains as it was before =, which makes 
fuch a difference to die view , as if it were 
not the fame corn. But being better confi- 
dered, it will be found all the difference is, 
from the Weeds, which remain there, and 
here are taken away- Yet neither here per¬ 
fectly, nor all where alike, but according to 
the indurtry of our Weeders, or convenien¬ 
ce of the Work, with care of the fafety of 
the good Corn. By this Parable, you may 
fee what is to be hoped of jour labour to re¬ 
concile mofi of our particular Controverts. For 
although I doubt not but in fome it may be 
performed, where the difference is rather 
verbal than real ■, and in the manner of teach¬ 
ing, rather than in the fubftance of DoCtrine. 
And if moderate Men had the matter in 

handling, 















handling, the flame of contention in'a great 
many more might be trodden down and 
flaked, fuppofe the fparks not all extinCt 5 
yet in fome other, it is as poflible to make 
the Weed and Corn Friends, as your am 
■our Opinions •, where there is none other 
remedy but that of our Saviour, Every Plant 
that my heavenly Father hath not planted, Jhall be 
rooted out. Neither doth this impoffibility 
arife more out of the nature of the things, 
than the affection of the perfons. For the 
Pope and the Court of Pome , which are 
thofe that domineer on that fide, dono lefs 
out of the fear of their own mine, deadly 
deteff all reformation, than the Reformed, 
out of their prefent view and former feeling, 
the tyranny of the Papacy, which they fee 
doth Flxcommunicate,and put to cruel Death 
all that are of this way. And which is a 
prodigious thing, where they tolerate the 
blafphemous and profeffed enemies of Chrift, 
even with allowance of the publick exercife 
of their Religion, there do they burn Men 
profeffmg Chriffs Religion, according to the 
ancient and common Rule thereof, with that 
uprightnefs of Confcience, that if they had 
as many Lives as there be Articles thereof, 
they would give them all rather than renounce 
any of them. 

As for the Proteftants making the Pope Anti- 
chrift, I know it is a point, that inrageth 
much at Rome. But if the Apoftle S. PmI, 
if S. John in the Revelation, defcribe. Anti- 
chrift fo, as they that do but look upon the 
Pope well, muff be forced to fay as the peo¬ 
ple 
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pie did of the blind Man in the Cofpehfome, 
this is he 1 Others, he is very like him ; if him* 

jks not ir felfand his flatterers do, and fpeak liich 
5 pel 1 .;'.' things, as if all others ihould hold their peace, 
J do in a fort proclaim, / am he what can 
the Proteftants do with the matter?

Our Lord God Apologia 
the Pope, fir ft. it may be denyed. Secondly, it pro Gar- 
may be laid to the over-fight of the Writers or Prin - neco > c - 5 * 
ters. Thirdly, if it be jhewed to be left /landing 
; .<ii U fill in the Glofs of the Canon Law , by them that 
4 'inj'jilj Wre a fpointed to over-fee and correSb it, what mar- 
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vel if one word efcaped them, through negligence , or 
wcarinefs, or much bufinefs ? And yet if they 
thought the fenfe of the word not fo ufiual indeed in 
the ordinary talfi of Chriftlans, but not differing 
from the cuftorn of Scripture was to be allowed to an 
ancient Writer, the matter deferves not fuch out¬ 
cry s. Put the Pope, fuch is his modefiy, never u- 
furped this Title full of arrogancy, never heard it 
with patient ears. To this,let it firft beconfide- 
red, that the Cenfors of fuch things as come to 
the Prefs, are not to be imagined fuch Babes, 
asnot to know what will pleafe or difpleafe his 
Holinefs. Efpecially in writings dedicated to 
himfelf, a man may be fure they will allow 
nothing the fecond time, and after fome ex¬ 
ception and fcandal taken at it, but what lhall 
be juftified, How much more in the Popes 
B b own 
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own Town of Bologna, and when his Chap¬ 
lain could not be allowed to print it at home. 
But to let all thefe go we may have a more 
fenlible proof how the Pope tafles thefe Ti¬ 
tles. That which he rewards he approves : 
Benedittut was Shortly after made for his pains 
Blfhop of Caorli. How worthily he deferved 
it you Shall judge by his book -, which at my 
requelf vouchee to read over, and if there 
beany merit, you Shall fure get great meed 
of patience in fo doing. That you may not 
doubt of the Popes judgment concerning 
thefe Titles, you Shall further know, that 
the matter being come to the knowledge of 
the Proteftants in France, and England , made 
them talk and write of it broadly, namely, 
the Lord of Pleffis , in his Adyfierium iniquitatis , 
and the Blfhop of Chiche ft er in his Tort Hr a Torti. 
This gave occasion to the Cardinal Gieure, to 
relate in the Officio Santo at Rome of the fcan- 
dal taken hereat, and to make a motion, Be 
moderandis titnlis.lt was on foot fundry months.

In England as you know it is no part of the 
Doftrine of our Church, yet a commonly re- 
ceived opinion. Howbeit this is fo far from 
hindering, that the reformed Churches and 
f? thofe which heretofore were, or at this pre- 
f fent are under the Popes obedience be one 
Church, that is, all members of theCatho- 
lick *, that the Proteftants without this can- 
® not make good the other. For Antichrifl 
mfl fit in the Temple of God, and that is in the 
Church, as Chryfoftome and Theophylatl interpret 
it, and Gods people could not be com¬ 
manded to go cut of Babel, if he had none 
there.

B Ut you concluded hence, that feeing ma¬ 
ny of the befi learned, Protefiants did grant 
the Church of Rome to be a true Church , though 
faulty in fome things and contrarily net only the 
Romanics , but Puritans , Anabaptifis , and 
Brownifls deny the Church of England - to be fo , 
therefore it would be more fafe and fecure to be¬ 
come a Roman Catholic &C. This Difcourfe 
hath a pretty {hew at the firftbluih, and 
perhaps was ufed to you fince your coming 
into Spain , as it was to fome there before. 
At my coming to Venice I fell upon certain 
Letters and Reports, fet forth as it was told 
me by F. Pofevine , and not unlike by his 
mindfulnefs, to take all occafions to advance 
the credit of his Society. Amongft them 
there is one faid to be a true Relation of the 
manner hew M. Pickering Wotton re as conver¬ 
ted to the CatholicRoman Faith , indited 3S it 
is faid, and fubferibed by himfelf before his 
death. In which by a certain Father of the 
Company of Jefus an Englijhman by Nati¬ 
on, the likeDifcourfe was ufed, as it is faid, 
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to him : That he fhould conflder well) that he 
and other Proteflants did not deny that the Cat ho- 
licks might be faved in their Faith, whereas all 
the Catholicks that either lived at the prefent^ or 
ever were, hold it as a mofl certain Article of 
Faith, That the Proteflants and other Hereticks 
cannot be faved out of the CatholickChnrch 5 there- 
CM^r'i fore if he fhouldbecome a Catholicl>, he fhould enter 
irtto that way which was fafe, by the confent of both 
farts.This confederation he faith mov'd him not much 
then.But after fraying to God,as he was alfo advifed 
by that Father, to dirett him into the right way 
if he were out of it, fuddenly he faw a certain 

I Light very clearly before his Eyes in form of a 
Crofs. Whereupon incontinently there was offered 
unto him fuch a heap of Reafons and Arguments 
by which was fhewed that the Catholicf Faith is 
1 ' the only way of falvation, and that of the Pro te¬ 
nants on the contrary mofl abfurd and abomi¬ 
nable, that mofl evidently he was convinced, with¬ 
out any the leafi doubt. And thefe reafons which 
then offered themfelves to him, were for the mofl 
fart fuch as he did not remember that he had ever 
hedrd them in all his life. Thereupon with unfpcap¬ 
able joy he called batkjhe Father, told him what 
had happened, prayed him to hear his confejjion, 
and he examining him Upon all the Heads of the 
Catholicf Religion, which he mofl firmly and en¬ 
tirely believed, heard his confejjion, &C. But 
this Narration deferves little credit. Firft 
creating Mr. mtton for the greater glory of 
their triumph a Baron 5 unlefs the Fathers 
in Spain, or Pojfevine in Italy have a faculty 
to create Barons. Next it is a very impro-

The Gentleman ;i m , 
being lick, and weak in his Brain, the Fa- ijdm 
mer that Pofievine tells of, brought under his itf/g 
Gown a Picture, and upon a fudden prefen- idd 
ted it before him: This might be the light

die lightnefs of his fancy, occafioned that 
your Motive, though it felf alfo very light, 
might carry him: as a little weight is able to 
fway much, where the Beam it felf is falfe. 

If this be true (as I take the living God to 
. record, I feign nothing, but do relate what 
l - E ; i %j hath been told me ) as on the one fide I doubt 
not, but God in his mercy did interpret of 
the Gentlemans Religion, < according to his 
right judgment and perfwafion in his health, 
and not according to the erroneous apprehen- 
iions of his fancy in his licknefs (which even 
in his heft health was ever very ftrong in his 
deep) as fome that haveconverfed with him 
ve told me -• So on the other fide, they 
fhall bear their judgment whatfoever they 
were, that would with fo cruel a craftineis 
take advantage of his infirmity, and make 
his ftory after a ftale to draw on others. As 
for the heap of Arguments to convince the Protc- 
:il ft ants Faith to he ahfurd (that muft be by the 
way the Articles of the Greed) Pctfevine’s 
Catholick Hyperboles are well enough 
known in Venice , and he hath been there told 
to his Head, That if in things pdf, whereof he Auvtrti- 
might have been informed, he proves a mofi lying nunto a!” 
Hiftorian, it might more eafiiy fall out, that he 
Should prove a mojl falfe and ridiculous Prophet in 
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things to come. 

And in truth he hath proved fo hitherto 
ifm'i Wherefore, 1 reckon thefe garnifhments of 
Mr. mttorfc perverfion, to be like the reft 
of his Slews touching the Con^uejl of Moft 
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covia by Demetrius that Impofior, whom he 
boafteth in a manner to have been the Scho- 
ler of his Society. Where he tells the World 
that the Army cryed out often : God and the 
Prayers of our Fathers (tile Jefuites ) have fub- 
dtted the Hearts of our enemies, and inclined them 
under our noble Prince Demetrius. Tim De¬ 
metrius turning to the Priejls of the company of 
r fefus ,was heard to fay \_Lo that which you foretold 
me, O Fathers , in the time of that forrowful 
flight of ours , is now come topafs , to wit, that as 
the Lord God had afflitled me much , fo on the con¬ 
trary he would much comfort me, and that there¬ 
fore I Jhould not doubt of a full victory. 3 Thefe 
Words Poffevine {lamps in his former Relation 
in Capital Letters, But when this bold en- 
rerprife was overthrown, and this {uborned 
fugitive {lain, and lhamefully dragged up and 
down the Streets of Mofio, then lo the re¬ 
ports Were, That a light was feen over his body 
in the night time , &c. Let them that walk in 
darknefs follow fuch Lights as thefe be- We 
are no children of the Night, nor of darknefs. 
Leaving therefore thofe unheard of Argu¬ 
ments, which Poffevine hath not only cun¬ 
ningly drawn a veil over, that we may not 
fee them, but exempted by privi ledge of a 
miracle that we may not try them, this which 
fie hath {hewed us, let us bring it a little to 
the clear day-light. 

And even at the firft view it is apparent, 
that this Argument is meerly foreign •, not 
drawn from any thing, d parte rei, as what 
the true Church is, what it teacheth, or fuch 
like, but from opinion and teftimony, What 
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Men fay of that of Rome , and of the refor¬ 
med Churches, &c. Now Opinions are no 
certain grounds of Truth, no not in natural 
and civil matters, much lefs in Religion. So 
this Argument at the mortis but Topical and 
probable. Let us fee the parts of it. And 
nrft that ground; The tefiimony of our felves 
and of our contraries is much more fnfficient and 
certain than fo juftifie our felves alone. Surely 
neither the one nor the other is fufticient, or 
certain. It is true, that if other proof fail, 
and roe -will follow conjectures, he is in probabi¬ 
lity an honefter Man, that others beiide him- 
felf fay well of, than he that alone teftifietli 
of himfelf. And yet according to truth, this 
latter may be a right honeftMan, and dwell, 
as we fay, by ill neighbours, or where he is 
not known, or requires not the teftimony of 
other Men: Whereas the other being indeed 
a knave, is either cunning to conceal it, or 
hath fuborned other like himfelf to fay for 
him, ordwels byhoneftMen that judge and 
fay the beft.And in this very kind,our Saviour 
attributes fo little to tefiimony , as he pronoun¬ 
ces a woe to them that all Aden fpeafi well of. 

So in our cafe it is more probable, I grant, if 
there were no other Argument to clear it, 
but Opinion, and moft Voices, that you 
have the true Church, and are in the way of 
falvation, than we, becaufe we give you a 
better teftimony than you do us. But it is 
poifible we are both deceived in our Opi¬ 
nions, each of others we through too 
much charity , and you and others through ig¬ 
norance or malice. Herein undoubtedly we 
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have the advantage of you and the reft, and 
do take that courte which is more fafe and 
fare to avoid fin, that if we do fail of the 
truth, yet we be deceived with the error of 
Love , which, as the Apoftle faith, hopeth all 
things, and is not puffed up. We avoid at the 
leaft that gulph of rafh judgment, which, 
me thinks, if the cafe be not too too clear, 
Matt.T.s. we fhould all fear, With -what judgment you judge, 
Rom,2.x, you Jhall be judged. Thou that judgefl another, con- 
' » demnefi thy felf 

But that you may a little better confider 
the weaknefs of this difcourfe, if the tefti- 
mony of our felves and our contraries were 
fufficient and certain to make truth, and ever 
more fafe and fecureto follow that fide which 
hath that teftimony, it had been better .to 
have become a Jewifh Profelyte, in the Apo- 
ftles times than a Chriftian: For the Chrifti- 
ans acknowledged the Jews to be the people 
of God, heirs of the promifes, and of Chrifi, and 
ftiled them Brethren, notwithftanding their 
zeal to tire Ceremonies, and Traditions of 
their Fathers, excufed their ignorance, bare 
with them, laboured to give them content 
in all things. Whereas they to the contrary 
called thofe that profelfed Chrift, Heretic ks 
and Salaries, accurfed them, drew them out 
of their Synagogues, fcourged them, calt 
them in Prifon, compelled them to blal- 
pheme: As you do now Proteftants to ab¬ 
jure, though in other cruelties I confels you 
go far beyond them. By like reafon a Pa¬ 
gan in S. Augujline s time, fhould rather have 
made himlelfa Chriftian among the Donatifts, 
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than with the Catholicks. For the Catho- 
licks granted the Donatifts^^yw* to be true, 
accounted them Brethren. The Donatifts to 
the contrary renounced their Brother-hood 
and Baptifm both, re-baptized fuch as fell 
to their fide,ufed thefe forms to their Friends, 

Save thy Soul , become a Chriflian like to 
thofe ufed by your Reconcilers at this day. 

Laftly confider, if this ground of thete- 
ftimony of our contraries for our part, and 
their lack of ours, for theirs, be lure 5 you 
have juftified the caufe of the Proteftants 
in the main Queftion, Which is the better 
Religion. For whatfoever a Proteftant holds, 
as of Faith, you cannot deny to be good 
and Catholick, nor any Chriftian Man elfe. 

For he binds him to his Creed, to the Holy 
Scriptures, and goes no further r And in 
thefe he hath your teftimony for him. But 
he denies many tilings which you believe,and 
accounts them foreign, yea repugnant to 
Faith, as the popes infallibility , Tranfubfiantia- 
tion. Purgatory , worjbipping of Images , invocation 
of Saints. In all thefe you (peak only for 
your felves, in feme of thefe you have not 
us only, but all other Chriftians your op- 
pofites, to fay nothing of tire jews and 
Turks, whom I might as well chock you 
withal, as you do the Proteftants with Ana- 
baptifts. So by this reafon our Profeffion 
is more fare and fecure, and queftionlefs is 
more Cat hoik ^ than yours. Neither have 
we in this difcouile the Argument only as you 
fee very appliable and favourable to us, but 
(which I would entreat you by the way to

out peradventure, they fay, It is corrupt in 
Dodlrine, fiiperftitious and Idolatrous in Re- 
ligion, tyrannical in government, defiled in 
manners, from the crown of the Head to 4 gC 
the foal of the Foot no foundnefs in it, Xj* 
as the Prophet faith of another like it *, yet 
the vital parts not perifhed, ready to dye, 
yet not dead. 4 true Church though neither " “ 
the Catholicity Church, nor yet a found member of V j 
the fame. That al fo is falfe in the affumption, ■ 
that the Puritans deny the Church of England ' 
to be a true Church. Unlefs the Puritans and 
Brcwnifts be with you all one, which you ; • 
have made diverfe Se&s above, and then are fgf 
you to blame as to multiply names (where- b®** 
of I have told you ) before, fo now 7 again to 
confound them. What 
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What is now the Conclufion ? It would be 

wore fafe and fecure to become a Roman Catholick. 

But die Proportion will not infer thus much 
limply, but only in this refpect. For To¬ 
pical arguments (as you know ) hold only 
uteris paribus. We muff then inquire if 
there be no other intriniical arguments by 
which it may be difeerned, whether caule 
be the better, whether pretence to the Church 
and Truth, more juft, more evident. Whe¬ 
ther it may be warranted to return to Babel, 
becaufe God hath fome people there, when 
as he commands thole that are there to come 
out of it. How fafe it may be willingly to 
joyn with that part of the Church, which 
is more corrupt in Dodtrine and Manners, 
when we may continue with that which is 
reformed. Thefe points were to have been 
fcanned, ere you concluded and executed as 
you did. 

And fuch Arguments there want not. 

Chrift ourLordhath given us among!! others, 
two infallible Notes to know' his Church. 

My Sheep, faith he, hear my Voice : And again, 

By this Jhall all Men know that you are my 
Difciples, if you love one another . What fhall 
we Hand upon conjectural Arguments from 
that which men fay ? We are partial to our 
felves, malignant to our oppolites. Let 
Qirift be heard who be his, who not. And 
for the hearing of his Voice, O that it might be 
the ilfue 1 But I fee you decline it, There¬ 
fore I leave it alfo for the prefent. That 
other is that which now I ftand upon: the 
Badge of Chrifts Sheep. Not a likelihood, 

but 
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but a certain token, whereby every Man may 
know them. By this, faith he, (hall all Men 
know that ye are my Difcip/es, if ye have cha¬ 
rity one towards another. Thanks be to God: 
This mark of our Saviour is in us, which 
you with our Schifmaticks, and other ene¬ 
mies want. As Solomon found the true Mo¬ 
ther by her natural affedtion, that chofe ra¬ 
ther to yield to her adverfaries plea, claim¬ 
ing her Child, than endure it fhould be cut 
in pieces; fo may itfoonbe found at this day, 
whether is the right Mother. Ours that 

faith, give her the living Child, and kill him 
not ; or yours, that if fhe may not have it, 
is content it be killed, rather than want of 
her will. Alas, faith ours, even of thofe 
that leave her, thefe he my Children, 1 have 
horn them to Cbrifi in Baptifm, I have nourifhed 
them as 1 could with mine own Breafts his Te- 
flaments. I would have brought them up to 
Mans eflate, as their free Birth and Parentage 
dejerves. whether it he their lightnefs or difcon - 
tent, or her enticing words and gay fhews they 
leave me, they have found a better Mother. Let 
them live yet, though in bondage. I fhall have 
patience ; I permit the care of them to their Fa¬ 
ther ; I befeech him to keep them that they do none 
evil ; if they make their peace with him, 1 am Sa¬ 
tisfied, they have not hurt me at all. Nay but, 
faith yours, I fit alone as ffiueen and Mifirefs 
of Chrifts Family, he that hath not me for his 
Mother, cannot have God for his Father. Mine 
therefore are thefe, either born or adopted: And 
if they will not be mine, they fhall be none. So 

without expecting Chrifts Sentence, fhe cuts

For whether out of humane in- 
firmity, miftaking the meaning of Authors, 
or flips of memory, traft of other Mens 
Quotations, who tyenotthemfelves to the |h 
Words, but give the fenfe they conceive 5 P 
how eafily may teftimonies be alledged clean if: 
befides the Authors minds ? He that hath 
flrongly conceited any thing, findeth it in all , 
that ever he readeth, or falleth upon. Too 
much heat in contention, and defire of Vi- ' ■ 
dory, blindeth the Judgment, and maketh V 1(1 
a Man heedlefly lay hold upon any thing, 6 
that he thinks may ferve his turn. As we 'fN 
fee fometimes in the Writings of the Fathers, f 
which had to deal with ancient Hereticks, 
alledging the Scriptures themfelves befides 
the purpoie.

And if he 
lhould meet with fome fevere Adverfary, 
that would multiply his falfhoods by his '' 
leaves and lines, as he dealeth with Mr. Fox , 
and then extend by proportion his Pam- ife 
phlet to the bignefs of Mr. Fox his Boofi of saiffi 
Martyrs , he would find, that he provides Mia 
very ill for himfelf that is too rigorous and ift* 
cenforious to other Men. 

But I leave him, and come to the fi- jUG 
delity of the Popifh Fadtion, whereof I rii 
fliall defire you to take a tafte in one of the 
queftions which you name about the Church, lim 
even that which is indeed car do negat'd , as dm 
you fay, the controverfie of the Popes authority* jtlm 
For the eftablifhing whereof: Firft, the s c 
Fpifiles of the ancient Bi/hops of Rome , for 
the fpace of about three hundred years after -ri 
Chrifi are counterfeited. The Barbarous not salt | 
Lathe but lead of the ftile, and the like- 
nefs of them all one to another, the deep • »>,; 
filence of Antiquity concerning them; the C,.; 
Scriptures alledged after Hieroms tranflation, 
do convinc* diem of Falfhood, and by 
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whofe pradiee and procurement we cannot 
doubt, if we ask but as Cafius was wont, 
aiibono ? For at every bout the Authority 
of the Pope, and piiviledges of the Ro¬ 
man See are extolled and magnified. 

Next, the Donation of Conflantinc is 2. fenfe- 
lefs forgery * and fo blazed by Tome of 
the learnedeft of the Roman Church. _ Read 
it advifedly, either in Gratian , or in the 
Decrees of Sylvefler, with the Confeffion, 
and Legend of Conflantines baptifm, and 
fay out of your own judgment if ever 
any thing can be more fraudulent, more 
fottifh. And becaufe I have mentioned 
■Gratian , his whole compilation is full of 
ialfification, and corruption of Antiquity: 
take an example or two in the matter we 
have in hand. The Milevitane , and after 
the African Councils under pain of excom¬ 
munication prohibit Appeals beyond the Seas. 
Which Canons were made purpofely ro 
meet with the ufurpations of the Bilhops 
of Rome , of which I have fpoken fome- 
what before. Now in the citing this Ca¬ 
non, Gratian adds this goodly explication; 
'Aft forte Romanam fedem appellaverint $ thus 
excepting that abufe which thefe Coun¬ 
cils diredly fought to prohibite. Again , 
S. Auguftine to inform a Chriftian man what 
Scriptures he iliould hold for Canonical, 

bids him follow the Authority of the greater 
part of the Catholic f Church , amongft which 
are thofe , qua Apoflolicas fedes habere , Epi- 
fiolas accipere meruerunt , which had the honour 
to have the Apojfles ft in them } and to receive’ 
C C 4 ' Epiflles 
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JF. pi flics from them. Grati an fits it thus in¬ 
ter quas ( Scripturas ) fane HU funt qua] A- 
poflolica fedes habere , & ab ea alii meruermt 
accipere Epifidas : And accordingly, the 
title of that Canon is ; Inter Canonicas. 
The Decretal Epifiles are numbred amongfl the 
Canonical Scriptures. True it is , that in 
. ^ ^ j .P . h® next Canon, Gratian adds 
a good limitation, and worth the remem- 
bung, that this muff be underftood of 
fuch Decrees , in which there is nothing found 
contrary to the Decrees of the Fathers forego¬ 
ing, nor the Precepts of the Gofpel. Belike 
twen in Gratian s time it was not holden 
impomble, That in the Sanctions and De¬ 
cretals of Popes, fomething might be de¬ 
creed contrary to the Gofpel, which may 
be added to your Judges Infallibility , which 
hath been touched before. 

. thefe be old tricks of the Cham¬ 
pions of the Papacy. At this day perhaps 
it is better: Yes, and that fhall ye un- 
underfiand by the Words of the Children 
of the Church of Rome themfelves, the Veneth- 
ans. But firf): ye are to know, that among cer¬ 
tain Propofitions fet forth in defence of that 
State, there was one, the fourth in num¬ 
ber of eight, That the Authority promifed by 
our Saviour Chrifi to S. Peter under the me¬ 
taphor of the Keyes is meerly Spiritual. For 

confirmation whereof after other proof 
was fold , That the Authority of the highefl 
Bifhop is over Sin and over Souls only $ ac¬ 
cording to the words of that Prayer of the 
Church doiit S. Peter —qui B. Petro animat 
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ijgfrdi atcjue folvendi Pontipcium tradidifli. 
Cardinal Be liar mine undertook to anfwer 
xhele Propofidons, and corning to this 
place he laich ; That per adventure Cods pro¬ 
vidence to take away fuch deceipts , whereby 
the jduther of thefe Proportions would deceive 
the fimple , with the words of the holy Church 
mifunderftood, infptred into the Reformers of 
the Breviary that they fhould take out of that 
Prayer the word ( animas ) as anciently it was 
not there, nor ought to be 5 becaufe that Pray¬ 
er was formed out of the words of the Gofpel, 
Quodcunque ligaveris, & quodcuuque folveris 
Now mark the Rejoinder that is made 
to him by Johannes Afarfilius ? who nilin- 
bering up his errors in the defence of eve¬ 
ry Propofition, roundly tells him ? Ena 
XIV. perche dice, &c. He errs in the four¬ 
teenth place, for that he faith, That thofe 
which have taken out of the Breviary the word 
(animas) were infpired by the Holy Ghofi. 
I know not whether the Holy Ghofi be the 
Author of Difcord. This 1 how well, that 
one of his Gifts and of his Fruits is Peace 
Thofe which made that Prayer had this intenti¬ 
on to explain the words Quodcunque Hea¬ 
vens, with the Word (animas) by that Text 
which explameth them, quorum remiferitis 
peccataj fins being in the Soul and not in the 
body, lefi any Jhould believe that the Pope were 

Dominus in temporalibus & fpiritualibus, 

i °- /’ ; ° r and of Souls, and that 

he might loofe and bind every thing, as it feems 
, . L - cardinal believeth. And they ex¬ 
plained them with the Word animas , by 

which 
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which explication a remedy is pat ant® 
all thofe difcords which may arife be¬ 
tween the Pope and Princes de men & tuo. 
Wkeras thofe which have lately taken it away 
cut of the Breviary , have anew fiirred up 
occafiort of difcords and contentions. Befides that 
it is a thing known of all Men, that in the 
Books of the Councils , of the Canons , of other 
DoBorSy in a word, even in the very Brevia¬ 
ries and Miffals there have been and are ta¬ 
ken away thofe things which are in favour of 
Princes of the Laity y to fee if at length there 
might be efiablifhcd the opinion de illimitata 
Poteftate Pontificis in temporalibus. So as 

lx that compares together the Books printed in 
the year 30 .in 30. and thofe at this day , as wed 
of the Councils as ethers , evidently perceives 
the vintage, that marvail it is, that we poft 
vindemiam, have found fome few CInfers for 
the defence of our gracious Prince. This is a 
means if it go on further , to make all wri¬ 
tings to lofe their credit , and to mine the 
Church of God. Be it fpoken by the occafon 
that the Lord Cardinal hath given me thereof, 
and for charities fake , and for the defre that 
thefe writings be no more touched •, which be 
alfb fdd with all humility and reverence. 

He errs in the fifteenth place , for that he 
faith that in the ancient Breviaries there was 
not the word animas. -And I have feen Bre¬ 
viaries written with pen above zoo years ago , 
and printed above an hmdred 5 in them is the 
word animas, and if it were not , yet ought it to 
be put in, to take away the occafons of difcords. 
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Thus he there; As for the Prayer tw- 
or corrupted rather; if you look 
the old Breviaries, yea even that fet forth 
by Pins the Fifth, printed by PUntine , 
with the Priviledge of the Pope, and his 
Catholick Majefty , Amo 77. upon the 
nine and twentieth of June, ye mall find 
it to run thus, c Deus qui E. Petro Apofiolo 
tuo collatis clavibus regni Coe left is animas li- 
gandi atque folvendi Pontificinm tradidifii , con¬ 
cede ut intercejfionis ejus auxilio peccatorum no¬ 
prorum nexibus liberemur.

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In the end of the fame Book there is 
an Advertifement to the Reader, the be¬ 
ginning whereof I will not hick to fet 
down verbatim ; it is this. Becaufe in this 
Defence I have often [aid, that Authors are 
made to recant, and that out of their Books 
many things are taken away Jincerely f,did in fa¬ 
vour of the power of Temporal Princes, to 
ejlablijh by thefe means the Opinion, De fu- 
prema authoritate Papa: in temporalibus ; 

/ have thought good to advife the Reader, that 
the quotations by me brought, are taken, ad 
verbum , out of thofe Books which are incor¬ 
rupt, and contain the opinion of the Authors 
fwcerely. And that the more ancient the Copies 
be, and further from thefe our times, fio much 
the better they be. And in particular I define 
that, he be advertified, that the Cap, Novit 
de judiciis, printed in Rome the year 157J. 
h Jofeph de Angelis, with licence of Supe- 


riours.

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riour.s, is the text which was followed by the 
Author of the eight Poptions , * and by me 5 
which contains fincerely the opinion of Navar- 
rus, and of the ParifianS. Which in the Books 
printed fince, is changed in fuch manner as it 
is no more the fame, but is become the con¬ 
trary, to wit that of Cajetane, &c. 

Tell me, good Mr. waddefworth, in the 
fight of God , what is fraud, if this be 
not. And thus not only the Authors of 
this Age any way inclining to reformati¬ 
on, as Erafmus, Rhenanxs , Cafander, Ferns ; 
but, Fives, Faber, Cajetane, Pol. Virgil, Guic- 
ciardine, Petrarch, Dante , yea Authors of 
fix or (even hundred years old, are fet to 
School to learn the Roman Language, and 
agree with the Trent Faith. For it is 
not the Authority and Monarchy of the 
Pope alone that is fought, though that be 
Summa fummarum, whereunto all comes at 
lad, but no voyce muft be heard diffen- 
ting from that which he teaches. There¬ 
fore it is, that Bertrams Presbyter is ap¬ 
pointed by your Spanifh Index printed at 
Madrid , to be wholly _ abolifhed. The 
former had catechized him to fay inftead 
of vifibiliter, invijibiliter, with many Other 
pretty explications, as where he faith, the 
Elements in the Lords Supper, Secundum 
creaturarum fubfiantiam , quod prius fuerant , 
ante confecrationem hoc & poft conjiftmt , the 
explication is, fecundum externas fpecies Sa- 
cramenti. But the furefl: way w r as to take 
him clean away : And fo indeed in the 
Bibliotheca Patrum he is, and that purpofely t

The Ancient. Fathers are perhaps free. 

For the Council of Trent appointed, that 
in the writings of tht ancient Catholicks nothing 
Jbou/d he changed, fave whereby the fraud of 
Htreticks , a manifefl error is crept in. But 
who fball be the Judge of that ? the In- 
quilitors and Cenfors themfelves. For my 
part, I cannot fay that I have fpent many 
hours in the tryal of this point, nor have I 
had ancient Copies thereto requisite. But 
I will intreat you to confider with me one 
example, or rather two or three in one 
Father, and in the matter that I named, 
whereby you may guefs at the reft. In 
S. Cyprians Works imprinted at Rome, by 
P. Manat ins, fent for to Venice by Pius the 
fomh , to fet forth the Fathers , as himfef 
faith, moji perfectly clean fed from all fpots, the 
Epiftle of Firmilianas Bifhop of Cafarea, be¬ 
ginning, Ac cepi mas per Rogatianum , is whol- 
y left out •, and Pamelias thinks purpofe* 
ly> and adds, perhaps it had been more tv if- 

it had been never fet oat at all. S Cyprian 

was not of that mind, who tranflated it 
mto Latin, as. the ftile it felf witnefles, 
and Pamelias alfo is enforced to confefs. The 
matter is, it too quick and vehement againft 
Stephanas Bllhop of Rome. He faith he is 
ted with juft indignation, at the manifefl foliy of 
otephanus, that boafiing fo much of the place 
°J ha Bifhep-rick, and that he hath the fuc - 
f ! f' on °f Peter, Upon whom the foundations of 
f s Church mre fet y brings in many ether 
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Rocks, &C. He faith he hath ftirred up con¬ 
tentions and difcords throughout the Churches of 
the ivhole World. Bids him not deceive himfelf, 
he hath made himfelf a Schifmaticf, by fepara- 
ting himfelf from the Communion of the Ecclefi - 
afiical Vnity , for while he thinks he can fepa- f 
rate all from his Communion, he hath feparated 'yf 
himfelf only from alL. He taxes him for calling 
S. Cyprian a falfe Chrift, a falfe Jpoftle, and " : f^ 
a. deceitful workman, which being privy to him - J "_ 
felf that thefe were his own due, prcventingly . 
he objected to another ! No marvel if 7 

this gear could not pafs the Prefs at 7 ;

knowledge, that in eight Copies of Cy- . ^ 
prian entire, in the Vaticane Library this : 
Sentence is not found: Bat befides thefe 
there is one wherein- his opufcula alone are 
contained, and another at S. Saviours in :jn^~ 
Bologna, in whicljnt is found. But whatac- . 

count 
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count they‘make of it appears by this, 
that fupplying the whole lentence in ano¬ 
ther place of Grati an , they leave it out. 
Wherein as their Confcience is to be 
commended, and Manutim his moddly, 
or theirs who furveyed that Edition, that 
would not follow one Copy again# eight 5 
fo is P melius s boldnefs to be corrected, 
that out of one, and that not fully agree¬ 
ing with Grati an, neither lhaines not (as 
bimfelf layes, vtriti non furms) to farce ia 
this reading into the Text, again!! all the 
reft Printed and Manufcripr, which he ufed 
above twenty in number, as he lets them 
down in a Catalogue in the beginning of 
his Edition. It is now little more than two 
hundred years ago, that Frier Thomas of 
Wkden wrote again!! whcltf. He in the 
ftcond Book of his firft Tome , the firft 
Article, and fecond Chapter, cites this 
yery place of Qtprian, and cites it to for- 
tifie witclefs aflertion of his own mind. 

For having recited Mtrftfs Words, he con¬ 
cludes them thus; H<ec ibi, and then pro¬ 
ceeds : Mdawtti 0 - nos quod Cjfrianus diets, 

«ms Afoftfilos fares fuife &■ fotejlate & ke¬ 
rne. Addaipus quod Hier^ijrnus dicit, fufer

, &c. Yet. neither in that Chapter, 
nor in that whole difeourfe doth he once 
mention thefe Words, now conveyed in- 
to Cjprim nor any where elfe that I can, 
r n m a ^ s Work, though he cite this 
toctate often under the name of Liber COK- 
t'A Hareticos & pchifmaticor. How fit had' 

k 
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ic been to anfwef the objection out of 
Cyprian by Cyprian , if he had not found 
that Grati an after his manner had been too 
bold or negligent in this paflage. The 
fame Author in his third Tome De Sacra- 
mentalibus, DoCt i o. cites a long place out of 
this fameTreatife beginning at thofe words; 
An effe ftbi cam Chrifto videtur qui adverfum 
Saccraotem Chrijli facit, &C. Again, Cap. 81. 
two places s one immediately before the 
Sentences charged with thofe former words, 
another after. Tire one beginning, Loquitur 
Dominui ad Petrum , Ego tibi dico quia 'gtu eS 
Petrus, &C. The Other, Vnhatem tenete fir- 
miter & vendicare debemus , &C. Certainly llil- 
lefs ivaldenfis meant by faint-pleading to be¬ 
tray the caufe he undertook, he Would ne¬ 
ver have omitted fo pregnant paffages as 
thefe be, for Peters Primacy, and the Popes 
Chair,had they been extant in Cyprian sWork 
when he wrote. But we cannot doubt of 
his good affection to the See of Rome, either 
for his orders fake , or his dedicating that 
Work to Pope Martine the Fifth, or his 
approbation of the two firft Tomes, which 
he faith, be caufed to be feen and examined , per 
follennes ■ viros, and teftifies of to be com¬ 
mended of all, encouraging him to write the 
Third. It remains therefore that Cyprian hath 
received this garnifhment fince Walden's, time. 
And here with this occafion of his filence 
about thofe things which are thruft into Cy¬ 
prian, I will, though befides my purpofe , 
ufe his Teftimony about a certain fentence 
of the Author of the imperfett work, upon Mat¬ 
thew, 
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thew , aferibed to Saint Chryfoftome, which 
the Romifli faction will needs race out. 

It is in the eleventh Homily, about the mid¬ 
dle. The words are thefe, Sienim vafafan- 
clifuata ad privatos ufus transjfiCfe peccatum eft

Thefe examples, to omit fome other, do ; £ : r 
make me think, that howfoever the corrupt¬ 
ing of the texts of the Fathers, is not now i; , :rr 
perhaps fo ufual, as of other Writers, and lC ; r , 
good reafon why , they know that many 
look narrowly to their fingers, neither is 
there any place almoft, that is of fpecial 
pith, that hath not been obferved and ur¬ 
ged in the handling of the controverfies of 
this age, by fome or other 5 yet where 
there is any colour of differing Copies, or 
any advantage to be taken that way, it 
is not flipped. And who knows not, that 
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fometimes the change of a Letter, yea, of 
a Point or Accent, makes the whole fen- 
tence of another meaning ? As for exam- 
pie,that of Saint Augufline, £fui fecit te fine te, 
non juftificat ■ te fine te. Read it interroga¬ 
tively, and it is as Prong for Soto and the Do¬ 
minicans, as if it be read aflertively, for Catha- 
w and the Jefuits. 

And in very deed when I confider the ea- 
gernels of thefe men, to win their purpo- 
les, and their fearful boldnefs with the ho¬ 
ly Word of God, I know not how a man 
mould look for confidence or rdpedt at 
their hands in the writings of men. For to 
omit that the Trent-Fathers have canonized 
the Vulgar Latin Edition , which fo many 
times departeth from the original infpired 
by the holy Ghoft, adding, detradting, 
changing, often to a diverfe, fometimes to 
a contrary fenfe. To let pafs alfo how Six-

to the Anvile , had he not been preventedby deaths 

lb derogating all Faith from the former. 
Whereas the truth is, Sixtus did not only en¬ 
deavour to fet out his Bible, but prefixed his 
Bull before it ad perpetnam ret memoriam , and 
fent one of the Copies to the State of Ve¬ 
nice (as I heard at my being there) howfo- 
ever lince it was cunningly recovered again, 
fet it to fale publickly, and faith in his Bull, 
that he corre&ed the faults of the Prefs 
with his own hand, and ( which moft of all 
convinceth Pope Clement sPreface of falfhood) 
the difference of thefe Editions is not in 
fault of the prints, but in that the one fol¬ 
lows the old erroneous reading, the latter 
the reading of other Manufcripts according 
with the Hebrew , Chaldee, Greeks Or the Latin 
edition of the Catholick Kings Bible, ob- 
ferved by the induftry of the Divines of L»- 
But to forbear to urge this contradi- 
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cftion in the very foundation of belief, which 
fome man perad venture would prefs fo far, 
as to inferr, that die Romanics have no 
faith ( for. he that believes contradicto¬ 
ries , believes nothing .) What lliall we 
fay of that impiety, to corrupt the original 
Text according to the vulgar Latin ? See 
an example hereof in the firfl promife of the 
Gofpel, Gen. 3. w here the Serpent is threat- 
lied, that the feed of the Woman fhall crufh 
his head. The vulgar Edition leaving here 
the Hebrew, the Seventy , and Saint Hierome 
himfelfas appears by his queftions upon Gene- 
llS, tranflates Ipft, She fhallbraife thy head.

of the Church of Rome, and herein Sixttu 
and Clemens are of accord.

Why then 
did not either Sixtus or Clemens, or they them- 
felves. having Copies for it, correct it, and 
make it fo in the authentical Text ? I will 
tell you by colour of this corruption, the 
Devil envying Chrifts glory, like an ob- 
Ihnate enemy rather yielding bimfelf to any 
than his true Conqueror, hath given this ho¬ 
nour to the Virgin Mary. To her it is at¬ 
tributed in that work which I think to be 
the moft ungodly and blafphemous that ever 
law the Sun, The Ladies Pfalter, wherein 
that which is fpoken of God by the Spirit of 
God is writhed to her. In the yi. Pfalm,

To her doth the learned and devout Chan- 
cellor of Paris apply it. Has pefies rniver- 
U t iv it ate dicimm membra Serpentis antiqni , cujus ca¬ 

put ipfa virgo contrivit. And what marvel 
in thofe times, when the plain Text of 
the Scripture ran fo in the feminine gen¬ 
der, of a woman, and few or none had 
any skill of the Greek or Hebrew? Who 
ihould that Shee be, but fhe that is blejfed 
among women? Now although that thanks 
be to Gou.it is known that this is a corrupt 
place,out of the Fountains, yea out of the Ri¬ 
vers alfo, the teftimonies of the Fathers, refer¬ 
ring this to Chrift',as Irenaus , fujiine, Cyprian , 
Clemens Alexandrinus y Hierome, yea Pope Leo 
himfelf, yet becaufe no error of the Church 
of Rome may be acknowledged, how pal¬ 
pable foever 5 they have call how to Iha- 
dow this corruption, and fet fome colour 
upon it, that howfoever this reading cannot 
be true, yet it may be made like to truth. 
La in the Interlinear-Bible fet forth by the 
authority of King Philip the father of his 
Majefty that now Reigns with you, the 
Hebrew Text is reformed according to the 
Latine, Ipsa, There was fome opportu¬ 
nity hereunto, by reafon that the Letters 
of the Text without pricks would bear 
both readings. For may be read nth 
hu, or nvi hits. And this felf-fame word 
for the Letters the bafe of reading, is fo

pointed in this Chapter ,verfe 19. and applyed 

to Eve She is the mcther of all living. And 
To elfew here, as Gen. 28. 1. and 21. Hereun¬ 
to perhaps was added, that the pricks are a 
late invention of the Rdhines , as many 
think, and no part of the Hebrew Text. And 
that not only Leo Caftro, and fuch as accufe 
the prefent Hebrew Copies as faifihed, but 
thofe that defend them alfo, do many of 
them confefs. Hereupon it was refolved, 
as it feems, to point this place ton hiu. 

For it was not by miftaking, but purpofe- 
ly done, Francifcus Lucas in his Annotati¬ 
ons upon the place doth allure us; and 
faith it was Guido Fdr kins his deed. And 
indeed other things there be in that work, 
which favour not of the learning and in¬ 
tegrity of Arias Montanas, as for example, 
the Etymologie of Mi fa from the word 
roo But as Boldnefs is not always as pro¬ 
vident, as Ignorance or Malice is bold, thefe 
Correctors marked not, that the gender of 
the Verb, and the affix of the Noun 
following, are both Mafculine. So although 
the Orthographie would be framed to con- 
fent, yet the Syntax doth crie out againft 
this Sacriledge. And yet our Rhemifts, as 
I am informed, in their lately fet-forth Bi¬ 
ble, with a long note upon this place, defend 
the applying of this Text to the bleffed Vir¬ 
gin, and the old reading Itfa. What Ihould 
a man lay ? Neceffity makes men defpe- 2 Tip* 
rate, and as the Apollle faith. Evil men and r 
deceivers [hall rvax worfeand worfe y deceiving and 
being deceived. 
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Thefe be frauds indeed, in the ftri&eft 
fenfe, wilfully corrupting the Texts of good 
Authors, wilfully maintaining them fo cor¬ 
rupted •, not abftaining from the holy Scri¬ 
ptures themfelves. For as to that other 
kind, depraving the fenfe, retaining the 
words *, it were endlefs to cite examples. 
BclUrmine alone, as I believe, paffeth any 
two Proteftants that ever fet pen to paper, 
perhaps all of them put together.

Of the Armies of evident Witneffes fer 
the Romanifts. 


W Here you add. That joh found the Cathc- 
licks had far greater and better Armies of 
evident Witneffes than theProteftantsjx. might per¬ 
haps feem fo to you, as your mind was prepa¬ 
red,when you had met with fuch cunning Mu- 
fter-Mafters as the Romanifts are: Who fome- 
times bring into the Field to make their num¬ 
ber feem more, after the old ftratagem of 
War, a fort of Pages and Lackies, unwor¬ 
thy to hold any rank in the Hoft of God, un¬ 
der the names of the Fathers. Sometimes to 
confirm their part, give out a Voice confi¬ 
dently, that all the Forces which they fee 
aloof in the Field are on their fide, whereas 
when it comes to the Battle they fhall find 
that they will turn their Arms againft them. 
Sometimes they change the Qyarrel it felf; 
in which cafe how eafie is it to bring Armies, 
as you fay, into the Field, to fight againft 
4 *fo-body and evident Wimefles, to prove 
that which no Man denies ? For the purpofe, 
that the Bifhop of Rome hath had a primacy 
of Honour and Authority $ when as theque- 
ftion is about a Monarchy, and infallible 
Judgment, an uncontrolable Jurifdi&ion. 

Herein 
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Herein if you pleafe, fee how Bellarmine 
alledges the Fathers, Greek and Latine, in ;j ; 
the 1 5. and 1 6. Chapters of his Firft Book, pi:! 
de Summo Ponttfice. So for proof of the veri- fDK ' 
ty of Chrifts Body and Blood in the Lords 
Supper, he fpends a whole Book only in ci- 
ting the Teftimonies of the Fathers. To 
whatpurpofe? When the queftion is not : 
of the truth of the Prefence, but of the 
manner 5 whether it be to the Teeth and 
Belly, or Soul and Faith of the Receiver. ; 
Sometimes they will bear down the unexperc 
Souldier their Reader, that he fees the Fa- ii®j 
theiS fight for them 5 as Pighius and Bellarmine 
come in often with their tides in the end and 
application of a Teftimony. Whereby it 
comes to pafs that the Scholar if he be of a 
plyable difpofition, or loth to be counted 
dim-lighted, yields himfelf to his Teacher, Bfffl 
and fees in the Fathers that which they never s,&:: 
dreamed of. But furely, Sir, had you gi- wW 
ven that honour to the Holy Scriptures,which ft! J! 
of the Jews was given to them, and our ifci 
- Lord Jefus Chrift allows it in them s and H k 
then employed as much travel in the fearch- ialfce: 
ing and looking into them, as you profefs to 
have done in the perujing the Councils and Fa- Silife, 
thtrs, perhaps God haa opened your Eyes, itfgjj 
as thole of Elijha his Servant, to have feen, 
that there are more on our Jide than again ft 41 % I.Wm 

Horfes indeed and Chariots of Fire, able to rtf- 
put to flight and fcatter never fo great Ar- 
mies of humane Authorities and Opinions. 

But this place of the Scriptures hath no place 
amongft all your Motives- n*,,, 

As 
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As touching that which you fay of the 
Ceatmrijh often centring and rejelbing the plain 
Tejlimonies of the Ant tents. It is true , that 
in the title Be Dolbrina , they note apart, 

The fmgular and incommodious Opinions , the Stub¬ 
ble and Errors of the Dollars. Wherein to tell 
you my fancy. If they commit any fault, it is. 

That they are too rigid and ftricl, referring 
into this Catalogue, every improper and ex- 
ceflive Speech, which being /evered from 
the reft of the difcourfe, may often feem 
abfurd: As it may alfo feem ftrange that 
our Saviour lhould teach a Man to hate his 
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Father and Mother , or pull out his Eyes, or give 
him his Cloaks that hath bereaved him of his Coat. 

Whereas thefe and the like have in the place 
where theyftand, admirable force and grace, 
being taken with an equal and commodious 
Interpretation. But it is as clear as the Noon 
day, that fundry fuch errors and Angular Opi¬ 
nions there be in the Fathers, as cannot be 
juftified. They fpeak not alwayes to your 
own Minds, not only prima facie, and in found 
of mrds , but being never fo well exami¬ 
ned and falved. Witnefs Sixtus Senenfis in 
the fifth and Jixth Books of his Bibliotheca. 
Wit nets Pamelius Medina (though blamed 
for confeifmg fo much by Bellarmine ) * yea 
witnefs Bellarmine himfelf. Wherefore if the 
bare Authority of the Fathers muft bind us, 
undergo the fame Law ye give if as your 
Belgicf Index confelfeth, you bear in them 
with many errors, extenuate them , excufe them , 
by devijing fome Jhift } often deny them , and give 
(hem a commodious fenfe , when they are oppofed in 

Deputations 
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Deputations, give the liberty ye take. Or if 
( as we think ) thefe be bafe courfes and 
unbefeeming the ingenuity of true Chrifti- 
an minds, acknowledge this honour as pro¬ 
per to the Scriptures, to be without contro* 
verfie received, examine by the true Touch- 
ftone of Divine Authority all humane Wri¬ 
tings, how holy foever their Authors have 
been. Try all things, as the Apoftle com¬ 
mands, hold fed: that which is good. 

Your inftance in Danatu his Commentaries, 
fuper D. Aug. Enchiridon ad Laurentium , was 
not all the bed chofen. For neither doth 
S. Auguftine in that Book treating profefled- 
ly of Purgatory, avouch it plainly, or yet 
obfcurely. Nor doth Danaus reject his Opi¬ 
nion with thofe Words, Hie eft mvus Augu- 
fti»i, or the like. The Heads of S. Augu- 
ftines Difcourfe are thefe. I. That whereas 
fome thought that fuch as are baptized and 
hold the Faith of Chrift , though they live and 
dye never ft wickedly, {hall be faved, and punijhed 
with a long but not eternal fire, he thinks them 
to be deceived , out of a certain humane pity •, 
for this Opinion is flatly contrary to other Scri¬ 
ptures. II. He interprets the place of S. Paul, 
touching the trying of every Mans Work, h 
fire, of the fire of tribulation , through which 
as well he that builds Gold and Silver , that 
is, minds the things of God, as he that builds 
Hay and Stubble, that is, too much minds the 
things of this life, muft pafs. HI. He faith, 
that it is not incredible, that fome fuch thing 
done after this life alft’, and whether it be 


or not, may be enquired of. 
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ther it be found or no, that feme faithful peo¬ 
ple , according as they have mere or left , 
loved thefe perifhing things, are later or fooner 
faved 5 yet not fuck as of whom it is faid, that 
they fhall not poffejs the Kingdom of God, unlefs 
repenting as they ought, they obtain forgivenefs 5 
as for the purpofe, be fruitful in Aimes ; which 
yet will not ferve to purchafe . a licence to com¬ 
mit fin. V. That the daily and lighter Jins, 
without which we are never in this life, are blot¬ 
ted out by the Lords Prayer. And fo the greater 
alfo, if a Man leave them , and forgive others 
his Enemies •, which is a worthy kind of alms : 
But the befi of all is a Jinners amending of his 
life. Lo how plainly S. Augufiine avoucheth 
Purgatory, of which he doubts whether any 
fuch thing can be found or no: Expounds 
that Scripture that feems mofifirong for it, 
all otherwise, and fo as it cannot agree there¬ 
unto. If it be found, is fure it will not 
lerve for greater fins. And for leffer de-' 
feds, yea the greateft, fhews another a furer 
Remedy, which in truth makes Purgatory 
fuperfluous. In this Dodrine, Tan am is 
lo far from controuling S. Augufiine, that 
he applauds him ; and faith, That declaring 
his own Opinion of Purgatory y he pronounceth 
plainly , that the whole defining of this matter 
is uncertain ,. doubtful, and rafh j which Jince 
that- Augufiine wrote being now an old Man, 
certainly it cannot be doubted but that he did 
altogether rejett Purgatory: Tea and he fhews 
this fire it felf to be unprofitable. Thus Dan am 
*- r j' But the cenfure that was in your 
mind, I believe, is that upon another paf- 
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fage of S. Axguftine in the fame Book, where 
he treats, whether the Souls of the ‘Head are ea- 
fed by the Piety of their Friends that are livings 
And thus he determines it. That when the 
Sacrifices either of the Altar, or of whatfoever 
Alms are offered for all fuch as are dec ea fed 
after Baptifm , for fuch as are very good folf,, 
they are Thanh/givings ; for fuch as are not very 
evil, they are Propitiations : For thofe that are 
very evil , though they be no helps to the Dead, yet 
they are Confolations , fuch as they be,to the Living. 
And to fuch as they are profitable unto, it is either 
that they may have full remijfion, or that their 
very damnation may be more tolerable. Upon 
this Chapter thus faith Damns. Hoc totum 
caput continet dyjj^Koylctv Augufiini, and after 
he adds, Itaque hicfoenum & flipulam adificat vir 
pins & magnus. But you, ye (ay, had rather 
follow S. Auguftine’j- opinion than his Cenfure. 
Perhaps as one faith, rather erre with Plato 
than hold the truth with others. If that be yOUt 
refolution, what fliould we ufe any more 
Words ? Believe then if you pleafe, that 
the Commemoration of Chrifts Sacrifice in 
the Lords Supper, or the Oblations of the 
faithful, are to be made for all that deceafe af¬ 
ter Baptifm, in the attempting of whatfoever 
fin they dye, yea fuppofe in final impeni¬ 
tence of any deadly crime. That fuch as 
be damned may thereby have their damnation made 
more tolerable. Believe that without any 
impropriety of Speech, the fame form of 
Words may bea thankfgiving for one, and 
an appealing of Gods wrath for another. 
Believealfo (if you can beieve w r hat you 
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will) that S TecU delivered the Soul of 
Fale (millA out of Hell, and S. Gregory the 
Soul of Trajan, and that as may feem dying 
Mafs for him,fith he was forbidden thence¬ 
forth to offer any Hoff for any -wicked Man, 
Believe that Macarius continually praying for 
the Dead,, and very defirous to know whe¬ 
ther his Prayers dicf them any good, had an- 
fwer by miracle from the Scull of a ’dead 
Man an Idolater, that by chance was tum¬ 
bled in the way. o Macarius when thou offe- 
refi Prayers for the Dead , we feel feme eafe for 
the time. Believe that on Eafier even all the 
damned Spirits in Hell keep Holy day , and are 
free from their torments. S. Auguftine , fuch is 
his modefty, will give you leave to believe 
this, as well as Purgatory, if you pleafe, as 
he is not unwilling to give as large fcope to 
other Mens Opinions as maybe, fotheyre- 
verfe not the plain and certain grounds of 
Holy Scripture. In all thefe you may if you 
pleafe follow Authors alfo $ as S. Damafcene, 
Paladins, Prndentins , Sigebert , and Others. 

But give the fame liberty to others that ye 
take. Compel no Man to follow your Opi¬ 
nion, if he had rather follow Dmans 's Rea- 
fons. For my {elf, I would fooner with 
S. AngujHne himfelf, whofe words touching 
Cyprian, Danaus here borrowed, confels 
this to be, navum candidiffimi pectoris coopertum 
iibere charitaw , than be bound to juftifie 
his conceit torching the commemoration of 
the Dead in the Lords Supper. And as he 
faith of S. Cyprian, fowouldladd. Ego hu- 
jxs libri Anthoritate non teneor, quia liter as Au 
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gufiini non ut Canonic as habeo , fed eat ex Canom * *** ® 

f*f confident, & quod in iis divinarum Scrigtura- 
rum author it at i congruit cum laude ejus, aecipio , P<* 1 
quod non congruit cum pace ejus, refipuo. Which *j l3 ' 
Words I do the rather fet down, that they HP 
may be Luthers juftification alfo againft: F. Par- .» H 0

I 
he faith, He was tjedby the authority of no Fa- tftxfi 
ther, though never fi holy , if he were not appro- i, J$ 
ved by the judgment of Holy Scripture ; Surely 
this is not to deny and contemn, as he calls ic. If Ip ■ 
or as you to contrail the Fathers, to ac- , <$•*' ' 
count them fubjedt to humane infirmities, fafa 
which themfelves acknowledge. But the cijw 
contrary is to boafi againft the Truth, to leek k; 'y 
to forejudge it with their miftakings, which AW* 
needs not fo much as require their Tefti- Mr,t 
monies. kPrivilec 

I will forbear to multiply words about tipm 

that, whether the tefiimonies of Antiquity which y fi* 
favour the Protefiants be many or few: whe- 
ther they do indeed fo, or onely feem, prima fa- fa ^ j 
ciet, whether they be wrefled, or to the purpofe $ J) t0 ^ 
whether all this may not by jufter reafon be ^ 
affirmed of the paflages cited by the Roma- 
nifts out of Antiquity, fetting afide matters 
of ceremony, and government ( which your ielf* r # . . , 
confefs by and by may be divers, without 
impeaching unity in Faith) and opinions, e-,^’ 
ver to be fubjedted to the trial of Scriptures, 
by their own free content and defire. Judge 
by aninftance or two, that this matter may 
not be a meer skirmiih of generalities. Ter -, 
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MUan in his latter times, whether as Saint 
Hieronte writes through the envy and re¬ 
proach of the Roman Clergy, or out of the 
too much admiring ehaftity and fading, be¬ 
came a Montanift, and wrote a Book de Pu- 
dicitia, blaming the reconciling of Adulterers and 
Fornicators. In the very entrance almoft 
thereof, he hath thefe words; Audio etiam 
ediilum ejfe propofitum, & quidem peremptorium. 
Pontifex foil. Maximus Epifcopus Epifcoporum 
dicit, Ego Cr moechia & fornicationis deli [la 
pAnitentid funtlis dimitta. Pamelius in hlS 
note upon this place, writes thus, Bene ha- 
bet, & annotatu digntim quod etiam jam in ha- 
ref confiitutus , & adverfus Ecclefiam fcribens, 
Pontificem Komanum Epifcopum Epifcoporum nun- 
cupet 5 o- infra Cap. 13. bonum Paforem , &be- 
nediclum Pap am, & Cap 11. Apoflolicumi Thus 
Pamelius and prefendy lanches forth into 
the Priviledges of the See of Pome, and 
brings a number of teftimonies for that for¬ 
gery of Conftantines donatiorii The like note 
ie hath in the life of Tertullian, where he 
makes the Pope thus fet forth the former 
HdiCfc to have been Zephyrimu s •, quern, faith 
he, Pont if. cent Maximum etiam jam h arctic us 
Epifcopum Epifcoporum appel/at. Baronins alfo 
makes no tmall account of this place, and 
faith, The title of the Pipe is here to be noted. 

And indeed, prima facie (as you fay) they 
have reafon. But he that ihall well examine 
the whole web of TertulUans difCourfe, (hall 
find thac he fpeaks by a molt bitter and fcorn- 
ful Ironic, as Elias doth of Baal, when he 
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have taught them thus much. Yea, then- 

• tie Pontifex Maxima, which in thole days, 
and almoft two ages after, was a Pagan f 
term, never attributed to a Chriftian Bithop, f 
fir ft laid down by Gratia u the Emperour, T 
as Baronins alfo notes, in the year of our 
Lord 3 83. becaufe it favoured of Heathen- Y 
iih fuperftition, though it had been, as a ifo 
title of Royalty ufed by the former Chri- T 
Ilian Emperours, till that time. This title, fin 
I fay, might have made them perceive kiffi 
Terns Hi ms meaning-, unlefs the immoderate tooko 
defire of exalting the Papacy did fo blind m 
their eyes, that feeing, they faw, and ye: per- iirifi 
ceived not. In the fame character, though 3 

• with more mildnefs and moderation, is the sir 

fame title for the other part of it, ufed by #’sEp 
Saint Cyprian, in his Vote in the Council of ation; 
Carthage. Neque n. quifjuam noftrum fe ejfe mq 
Epifcopstm Epifcopornm conjlituit, ant tyrannico 
terrore ad obfequendi nccejjitatem Collegas fuos am 
adigit. Bellarmine faith, he fpeaks here of thofe h a 
Bijhops that were in the Council of Carthage •, .„i,^ 

and that the Bijbop of Rome is not ini hided in 
that fentence, who is indeed Bijbop of Bifkops. jj|L 

Whatand doth he tyrannoully inforce his 
Colleagues to obedience alfo? For it is jL 
plain that Cyprian joyns thefe together, the 
one as the prefumptuous title, the other as 
the injurious ad anfwering thereto, which he ^ 
calls plain tyranny, And as plain it is out of ]j ;j6 ( 

Firmilianus s Epiftle, which I vouched before, , 3 
that Stephanas Biihop of Rome heard ill for 
his arrogancy and prefuming upon the place f 
of his Bilhoprick , Peters ChairC to fever jjjj J 

himfelf 
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himfelf from fo many Chuiches, and break 
the bond of peace, now with the Church¬ 
es of the Eaft in Afia , now of the South in 
Africk. And he was in as ill conceit with 
Cyprian for his breaking good order, and com* 
,municating with Bafilides and Martialis juft- 
ly deprived in Spain =, as Saint Cyprian was 
with him, when he ftiled him, afalfe Chrifi , 
and afalfe Apoftle. But that holy Martyr was 
of a more patient and calm fpirit, than to 
be moved with fuch reproaches 5 nay, he 
took occalion, as it (hould feem, thereby to 
write of patience. From this mildnefs it was, 
that he fo clofely taxed the prefumption of 
him, that made himfelf Bifhop of Bifhops, 
and by terror ( which what it was, Firmilia- 
rwa s Epiftle llrews, threatning Excommuni¬ 
cation) would compel his Colleagues to his’ 

Own opinion. None of m, faith he, doth thus. 

As the Apoftle, vee preach not our [elves we 
commend not our [elves \ We are not as many , 
that adulterate the JVord of God , &c, Bellar- 
mlne takes the firft kindly. No marvel, 
faith he, for this is the Bilhop of Romes due* 

But they go together, he mull be content to 
take both, or leave both. 

Such another place there is in Saint Au- 
guftine Epift, 8 6 . the Words are, Petrus etiam 
inquit Apoftoloruw Caput , cceli janitor, & Ec cleft a 
fmdamentum. Where in the Margent, tire 
Divines of Lovaine , the overfeers of Plan- 
tines edition, fet this note, Petrus Ecclcfa 
fundamentum.

was a figure of the Devil, not to be overcome but by 
fajling , thus taught the Romans , whofe faith is 
famous in the whole world.

This I 
note, that where your Cenforsdo rafeout of 
the Margents of former editions, iuch notes 
as doexprefs the very opinions of the Anci¬ 
ents, and in their own words, here they can 
allow and authorize fuch marginal notes, as 
are dire&ly contrary to their meaning.

T H E firft whereof IS, the dijlike of the Pro- 
ie ft ant: cvafion, as you call it, by the invi- 
ftbility of their Church. Give me leave here 
to tell you plainly, ye feern to me not to un¬ 
derhand the Proteftants doctrine in this 
point. Elfe ye would have fpared all that, 
The Catholick_ Church mufi ever be vifible, as a ( 
City fet on a hill, otherwife how fhould Jhe teach 
her children, convert Pagans, difpenfe Sacraments l 

All this is yielded with both hands.The Con¬ 
gregations of which the Gatholick Church 
doth confift arevilible.But the promife made 
to this Church,of victory again 'ft the gates of Hell, 
the titles, of the houfe of God, the bafe and pil¬ 
lar of T wth, (an allufion, as I take it, to 
the bafes and pillars that held up the veil 
or curtains in the Tabernacle) the bodyjf 
Chrift, his Dove, his unde fled, are not Verified 
of this Church in the whole vifible bulk of 
it, but in thole that are called according to 
Gods purpofe, given to Chrift, and kept 
by him to be raifed up to life at the laft day. 
Thisdodtrine is Saint Auguftine s in many pla¬ 
ces, which it would be too tedious to fet 
down at large. In his third book, De dottrina 
Chnjtiana, among the rules of fychonim, there 
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is one which he corrects a little for the 

terms, Be Domini corf ore bipartite which he 
faith, ought not to have been called fo, for 
in truth that is .not the Lords body, which (hall 
not be with him for ever, but he fhould have 
[aid of the Lords true body and mixt, or true 
and feigned\ or fome fuch thing. Becaufe not 
only for ever, but even now, hypocrites are not to 
be (aid to be with him, though they feem to be . 

in his Church. Confider thofe refemblances 
taken out of the holy Scripture, wherein 
that godly Father us frequent, of chaff and 
wheat in the Lords floor, of good and badfljhes 
in the net, of /pots and light in the Moon. Of 
the Church carnal and fpiritual, of the wicked 
multitudes of the Church, yet not to be account¬ 
ed in the Church. Of the Lilly and the Thorns , 
thofe that are marked which mourn for the Jins 
of Gods people, and the reft which perifh, which 
yet bear his Sacraments. Confider the laft 
Chapter of the book, Be V nit ate Ecclefia, 
and that large Treatife which he hath of 
that matter, EpijL 48. The place is long, 
which deferves to be read, for the objection 
of the Univerfality of Arianifme (like to 
that of Papifme in thefe laft ages) which Saint 
Auguftine anfwers in the fifth book, Be Bap- 
tifno contra Donatiflas cap. 27. That number of 
the jufi, who are called according to Gods fur- 
pofe, of whom it is faid, The Lord fnoweth who 
are his, is the inclofed garden, the fealed foun¬ 
tain, the well of living waters, the orchard with 
Apples, -&c.

To the Affumption. Firft, The Prote- 
ftants challenge not to themfelves any 
Church as their own which I muft advertife 
you of here, becaufe formerly alfo you do 
ufe this Phrafe. The Church is Chrifts, both 
the vilible and invifible. Next, taking mat¬ 
ters of Faith for foundations or Articles of Faith 

mejfary to Salvation, the Church of Chrift 
hath in all Ages had Uniform concord with 
the Proteftants at this day in luch matters, as 
appeareth by the Common Rule of Faith the 
Creed 5 apd fo hath alfo the Church under 
the Popes tyranny. As to the Trent Additi¬ 
ons they are foreign to the Faith, as neither 
Principles nor Conclufions thereof: Nei¬ 
ther can your felves fhew uniform confent 
and concord in them (and namely, in. the 
11 of them) in any one Age, efpecially 
as matters of Salvation , as now they are cano¬ 
nized. Ho iv much lefs can ye (hew it in all 
other conclufions of Faith; whereabout there 
have been among you, as are now among 
us, and ever will be differences of Opini¬ 
ons, without any prejudice for all that unto 
the unity of the Faith of the Church , and 
title to the .name of it. As for Wicliff , Hus, 
and the reft, if they have any of them born 
record to the Truth, and refilled any inno¬ 
vation of corrupt Teachers in their times,

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even to Blood, they are juftly to be termed 

Martyrs, yea albeit they faw not all corrupt „_ 

tions, but in lome were themfelves carried 
away with the ftream of error. Elfe, if ( 
becaufe they erred in fome things, they be

CHAP. 


Of the Original of Reformation in Lu¬ 
ther , Calvin; Scotland, Eng¬ 
land, &e. 

TN your next Motive taken from the Ori- 
J|, ginal of Reformation, before I come to 
anfwer your Argument fhortly coucht in 
form, I muft endeavour to reform your judg¬ 
ment in fundry points of Story, wherein 
partly you are mif-led and abufed by far font 
and others of that Spirit, partly you have 
miftaken fome particulars, and out of a falfe 
imagination framed a like difeourfe. Firft 
for Luther , it was not hie rancor againft the 
Dominicans that ftirred him up againft the 
Pope, but the foameful merchandize of In¬ 
dulgences, fet to fale in Germany, to the ad¬ 
vantage of Magdalen, lifter to Pope Leo the 
Tenth. Believe herein if not Sleidan y ec 
Guicciardine 1. 13 . And of all that mention 
thofe affairs, it is acknowledged, that at die 
firft, and for a good time he mewed all obe¬ 
dience , and reverence to the Pope. The 
new Hi ft ory of the Council of Trent, written 
by an Italian a Subject and part of die 
Church of Rome, as fhould appear by the 
Epiftle Dedicatory of die Reverend and learn¬ 
ed Archbifkop of Spalato, prefixed to hisMa- 

jefty,

jefty, fpeaketh thus of the matter. Clyeflo 

diede occajtonc, &c. This gave occafwn to 
Martin, to pafs from Indulgences to the Autho¬ 
rity of the Pope, which being by others pro¬ 
claimed for the highefi in the Church, by him was 
made fubjelb to a General Council lawfully cele¬ 
brated. Whereof he faid that there was need in 
that infant, and urgent neceffity. And as the 
heat of deputation continued, by how much the 
more the Popes power was by others exalted, fo 
much the more was it by him abafed, yet fo as 
Martin contained himfelf within the terms of 
[peaking modefily of the perfon of Leo , and 
faving fometimes his judgment. Again, after 
his departure from the prefence of Cardinal Ca- 
jetan at Augufta, he faith, He wrote a Letter 
to the Cardinal, confejfmg that he had been too 
vehement , and excufing himfelf by the importunity 
of the Pardoners, and of thofe that had written 
againjl him , promifmg to ufe more modefiy in time 
to come, to fatisfe the Pope, and not to [peak, any 
more of Indulgences, provided that his Adverfa- 
ries would do the like. This was Luthers man¬ 
ner at the fir ft, till the Bull of Pope Leo came 
OUt, dated the ninth of November , 15-18. 
Wherein he declared the validity of Indulgences, 
and that he as Peters Succejfor and Chrifis Vicar 
had power to grant them for the quick, and dead ; 
that this is the Doftrine of the Church of Rome, 
the Another and Alifiris of all ChrifHans, and 
ought to be received of all that would be in the 
Communion of the Churchi From this time 
forward Luther began to change his ftile. 
And ( dzllh he ) as before he had for the mofi 
part \ferved the Perfon and judgment of the 

Pope, 
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Pope, fo after this Bull he refolved to refufe it , 
thereupon put forth an Appeal to the Council , 

&c. You fee then how fubmilllvely Z«- 
at firft carried himfelf. But extream 
tyranny overcomes often a well prepared pa¬ 
tience. 

Touching his caufing Rebellion alfo a pain ft the 
Emperour , ye are mif-informed: His advice 
was asked about the Afiociation of the Pro- 
teftants at Smalcald, he faid plainly, He could s: t ida« t.» 
not fee how it could be lawful, further than ’’ 
for their own defence. Jok Bodin , in his fe- 
cond Book de Repub. cap. y. hath thefe Words. 

. We read alfo that the Protefiant Princes of Al- 
main before they toop Arms againjl the Emperor , 
demanded, of Martin Luther if it were Lawful. 

He anf vered freely that it was not lawful, what - 
foever tyranny , or impiety were pretended. He 
was not believed } fo the end thereof was mife- 
rable, and drew after it the ruine of great and 
illufirious Houfes of Germany. As for the 
war in Germany it began not till after Lu¬ 
thers death, neither was it a rebellion of the 
Proteftants j the truth is, they flood for 
their Lives. The Emperor with the help 
of the Popes both Mony and Arms, inten¬ 
ded to root them out 5 and although at the 
firft the Emperour did not avow his railing 
Arms again!! them to be for Religion, yet 
the Pope in his Jubilee published upon this 
occalion,did not lett to declare to the World, 
that himfelf and C SC far had concluded a League 
to reduce the Hereticks by force of Arms to thf 
obedience of the Church , and therefore all jhould 
pray for the good fuccefs of the War. 


That 
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That Luther ever reviled the Etnpenur, I did 
never till now hear or read, and therefore ' !f “ a 
would defire to know what Authors you 
have for it. Touching other Princes, name- F“y 
ly, King Henry the Eighth, I will not defend -ft ; 1 
him, who condemned himfelf thereof. It is W’* 1 
true that he was a Man of a bold and high ft ?f ( 
Stomach, and fpecially fitted thereby through * Jf 
the Providence of God, to work upon the ;F“:. 
heavy and dull difpofition of the Almains ,• ft 11 ? ’’ 
and in fo general a Lethargy , as the World ftn? ; 
then was in, he carried h’mfelf ( as fell out 
fometimes) very boifteroufly. But Anogan- lis toft 
cy, Schifm , Rebellion, were as far from him, 
as the intention itfelf to giant a Church. k The.- 
As to his Vow-breaking laflly, if that Vow iiiigto do; 
were foolilhly made and finfully kept, it was ffflM 
jufily brokenPerhaps alfo charitably , if he ietoliim 
would by his own example reform fuch, ft, ft i 
as lived in Whoredome, and other Unclean- impudence ( 
nefs, and induce them to ufe the Remedy, fill fink 
that God hath appointed for the avoiding of kpakoi 
them, to wit, honourable Marriage. All ids, in:' 
this matter touching Luther, unlefs Ibede- ffiejwyili 
ceived, you have taken from Mr. Harding 5 ftfti.' 
that at leaft touching his rancor again fi the 11 
Dominicans, for it is his very Phrafe. But sjip 
Ms. Harding both in this, and many things ft tale be 1 
elfe difcovereth his paffion, and lack of true thst cf- 
information in this affair. When with one «*, w ' 
Breath he affirmeth, that, firft, it was a Par- «^,i, 
don of a Croifade againft the “Turks which W3S Jj 
preached: Whereas it was an indulgence to 
thofe that fhould gut their helping hands for the 3t day to i

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Articles of this Pardon printed in Englilh, 
one of the Copies whereof I have my felf, 
do (hew. Secondly, next he faith, the 
preaching hereof was granted to Friar John 
Tetzet. It was Friar John ThcceU or Tecel. 
Thirdly, he faith, The Elector of Mentz Al¬ 
bert , granted this to Thecel and the Domi¬ 
nicans, whereby Luther tvm bereft of the gain 
he expelled. The truth is, it was Aremboldus 
a Bilhop living at the Court of Rome , whom 
( having before been a Merchant of Genoa ) 
Magdalen the Popes Sifter put in truft with 
this Merchandife, that appointed the Do¬ 
minicans to be tile Retailers of thefe Par¬ 
dons. The Archbifhop of Mentz had no¬ 
thing to do with it, otherwife than to al¬ 
low and fuffer it, which occafioned Lather to 
write to him, as to the Bilhop of Branden- 
burgh, and to Leo himfelf, to reprefs the 
impudence of the Pardoners. And Luther 
faith further in one place, that the Archbi- 
ftiop undertook to give countenance to this 
bufinefs, with that condition, that the half 
of the prey Ihould go to the Pope, and him¬ 
felf might have the other half to pay for his 
Pall. By thefe Errors heaped together it 
may appear what credit it is like Mr. Har¬ 
dings Tale be worthy of, touching the rem¬ 
nant, that of rancor and malice again ft the Do¬ 
minicans, and bectwfe he was bereaved of that 
fweet Morfel , which in hope he had almofc fwal- 
lowed down , Luther made this ftir. A hard 
thing methinks it is, for any that lived at 
that day to fet down what was in Luthers 
Heart, what were his hopes, his defires, ran- 
F f cor, 
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cor, and fpleens much more for Mr. Hat- 
ding, rnoft of all for you and me. When 
the adtions of Men have an appearance of 
good, Charity would hope the belt, Piety 
would referve the judgment of the intention 
to God. 

Let us come to Calvin , touching whom I 
marvel not much that you fay nothing of all 
that which Bolfeck brings againfi him, who 
being by his means chafed out of Geneva , 
difeovereth as I remember in the very en¬ 
trance, that he was requeued by fame . of his 
good Mafiers to write againfi■ him. I once faw 
the book while I lived in Cambridge *, it hath 
no ihevv of probability that Calvin would go 
about to work a miracle to confirm his Do¬ 
ctrine, whoteacheth that Miracles are no 
fure and fufficient proof of Dobtrine. I mar¬ 
vel rather that even in reading, Dr. Bancroft, 
Mr. Hooker, and Saravia , all Gppofites to 
Calvin in the queftion of Church-Difcipline, 
and therefore not all the fitted: to teftifie of 
him or his actions, all late Writers, and 
Strangers to the Eftate and Affairs of Geneva : 
of whom therefore, befides their bare Word, 
fufficient proof were to be required of what 
they fay, you not only receive whatfbever 
they bring, but more than they bring. You 
fay, they prove, what never came in their 
minds j and which is not only utterly untrue, 
but even unpoffible. As that Calvin by hh 
nnqnietnefs and ambition revolved the State of Ge¬ 
neva, f» unjufily expelling and depriving the Bi- 
Jhop o/Geneva, and other Temporal Lords,of their 
due obedience andantient inheritance. When as 
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tlie Billiop and Clergy of Geneva, upon the 
throwing down Images there r>y popular 
tumult, departed in an anger, feven years ere 
ever Calvin fee Foot within the Gates of that 
City. A thing not only clear in Story, by 
the Writers of that time, and Price, Sleidan, 
Bodine, Calvins Epiftles, and Life, but fet 
down by thole whom ye cite. Mr. Hooker 
in his Preface fpeaking of Calvin. He fell at 
length upon Geneva, which City the Bi/hop and 
Clergy thereof, had a little before, as fome do af¬ 
firm, forfaken, being of likelihood frighted with 
the peoples fudden attempt for the abolifhment of 
Popijh Religion.. And a little after, At the 
coming of Calvin thither, the form of their Regi¬ 
ment was popular, as it continueth at this day, 
&C. Dr. Bancroft. The fame year that Geneva 
was affaulted, (viz. by the Duke of Savoy, and 
the Bidiop, as he had faid before, pag. 13,) 
which was Anno i 536, Mr. Calvin came thither. 
If Calvin at his coming found the Form of 
the Government Popular •, If he came thi¬ 
ther the fame Year that the Billiop made 
war upon Geneva to recover his Authority, 
being indeed either affrighted, or having for- 
faken the Town before, how could Calvin 
expel him ? And in truth Bodine in his fecond 
Book, He Repub. Chap. 6 . affirmeth, That 
the fame Tear Genoa was eftablifhed in a State 
Arifiocratical, which was, he faith. Anno 1528. 
Geneva was changed from a Monarchy Pontifi¬ 
cal, into an Eft ate Popular, governed Ariftocra- 
tically,although that long before the Town pretended 
to be free, againft the Earl and againft the Bi- 
/hop, &c. What Saravia hath written touch- 
Ff 1 ing 
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ing this point I cannot tell, as not having his 
Book. But in Beza his anfwer to him, there 
is no touch upon any fuch thing. He joyns 
with his complaint, of the facrilegions ufurging 
Ecclefiafiical goods , in anfwer to his Proeme. 
He difients in that Saravia accounts the Se¬ 
niors of the reformed Churches like to that kind 
which Saint Ambrofe /peaks of, brought in out 
cf wifdom only, to rule the diforderly. Beza faith, 
they were not introdutti, but reduEli, Cap. 12. 
For the reft in all that anfwer there is nothing 
of Calvin , or any fuch revolving of the ftate 
as you accufe him of. Which makes me 
think, that herein your memory deceived 
you. It may be that in your younger time, 
Ming upon thefe Authors, by occafion of 
the queftion of Difcipline, which was then 
much toffed, ere ever your judgement were 
ripened, you formed in your mind a falfe 
impreftion of that which they fay of Calvin. 
You conceited them out of your zeal in the 
caufe, to fay more than they do, and thus 
poflible unawares received the feeds of di- 
flike of the doctrine of Calvin, as Well as his 
difcipline, which have fince taken root in you. 
But you (hall do well to remember, the dif¬ 
ference you put a little before of thefe two. 
Chriftian doctrine is uniform and ever the fame; 
government is changeable in many circumftan- 
ces, according to the exigence of times and 
perfons. And even the fame men that write 
fomewhat eagerly againft Mafter Calvin , yet 
give him the praife of wifdom , to fee what 
for that time and ftate was neceffary.

What if 
I ffiould demand the fame touching Alexan¬ 
der the Sixth, Julius the Second, Leo the 
Tenth, or twenty more of the Catalogue 
of Popes, in refped of whom King Henry 
might be canonized for a Saint ? But there 
is a Story in Tallies Offices of one Lucatius , 
that laid a Wager that he was ( bonusvir) 
a good Man s and would be judged by one 
fimbria , a Man of Confular Dignity. He, 
when he underftood the cafe, faid, He would 
never judge that matter , left either he Jhould 
diminifh the reputation of a Man well efteemed 
of, or fet down that any Man was a good Man 5 
which he accounted to confiji in an innumerable 
fort of Excellencies and Praifies. That which 
he faid of a good Man , with much more 
reafon may I fay of a good King, one of 
whofe higneft excellencies is to be a good 
Head of the .Church, And therefore it is a 
Queltion which I will never take upon me 
to anfwer, whether King Henry were fuch or 
no ? utiiefe vou will beforehand interpret this 
Word as favourably, as Guicciardine dorh lib - l5 - 
tell us Men are' wont to do in the cenluring

your heads of the Church. For Popes, he faith, now 
■a-days are prat fed for their goodnefs, when they ex¬ 
ceed not the wickednefs of other men. After this 
description of a pood head of the Church, or if 

S will that of Cominstus, which faith he, is to 
counted a good King, whofe vertues exceed 
his vices. I will not doubt to fay King Hen- 
fy may be enrolled among the number of 
good Kings. In fpecial, for his executing 
that higheft duty of a good King, the im- 
f laying his Authority in his Kingdom, to com¬ 
mand good things, and for hid evil, not only concern¬ 
ing the civil Eft ate of Men, hut the Religion alfo 
of God. Witnefs his authorizing the Scriptures 
to be had and read in Churches in our Vulgar 
Tongue, enjayning the Lords Prayer, the Creed, 
and ten Commandments to he taught the people in 
Englifh, aholiftoingfuperfiuous Holy-days, pulling 
down thofe jugling Idols, whereby the people 
were feduced, namely, the Rood of Grace , 
whofeEyes and Lips were moved with wires, 
openly lhewed at Pauls Crofs, and pulled 
afunder by the people. Above all, the aho- 

lifhing of the Popes Tyranny, and Merchandife of 
Indulgences, and fuch like Chafer out of 
England. Which A&s of his whofoever fhall 
unpartially confider of, may well efteem him 
a better Head to the Church of England, than 
any Pope thefe thoufand years. 

In the laft place you come to the Hugenots 
and Geufes of France and Holland. You lay 
to their Charge, theraifing - of Civil Warrs, 
(bedding of Blood, occafioning 'Rebellion, Rapine, 
-Deflations , principally for their new Religion . 

In the latter part you write, I confefs, fome- 

what 
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-what refervedly, when you fay, <* caponing, 
sot canting, and p rincipally % not only and wholly , 
for Religion. But the Words going before, 
and the exigence of your Argument require, 
that your meaning fhould be, they were the 
caufers of tliefe diforders. You bring to 
my mind a Story, whether of the fame 
Fimbria that I mentioned before, or another, 
which having caufed Quintm Scavola to be 
(tabbed (as Father Paulo was, while I was 
at Venice ) after he underftood that he esca¬ 
ped with his life, brought his A&ion againft: 

him, for not having received the Weapon wholly 
into his Body. Thefe poor people having en¬ 
dured fuch barbarous Cruelties, Maffacres 
and Martyrdoms, as fcarce the like can be 
(hewed in all Stories, are now accufed by 
you as the Authors of all they buffered. No, 
no, Mr. Waddefworth, they be the Law’s of 
the Roman Religion,that are written in Blood. 

It is the bloody Jnquifition,- and the perfidious 
violating of the Edith of Pacification , that 
have fet France and Flanders in combuftion. 

An evident Argument whereof may be, for 
Flanders , that thofe Genfes that you mention, 
were not all Calvinifis (as you are mif-in¬ 
formed ) the chief of them were Roman Ca¬ 
tholic ks as namely, Count Egmond , and 
Home , who loft their Heads for (landing, 
and yet only by Petition,againft the new Jm- 
, pofitions and the Inquifition, which was 
fought , to be brought in upon thofe Coun¬ 
ties. The which When the Vict-roy of Naples , 

Z>. Pe~ 
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#.15:47 p. Petro de Toledo would have once brought 
in there alfo, the people would by no means 
abide, but role up in Arms to the number 
of fifty thoufand, which fedition could not 
be appeafed, but by delivering them of that 
fear. The like refinance, though more qui- 

5 ^ 3 - etly carried, was made when the fameInqui- 
fition fhould have been put upon MitUine , 
fixteen years after. Yet thefe people were 
neither Geufes nor Culvimfis. Another great 
means to alienate the Minds of the people of 
the Low-Countries from the obedience of the 
Catholick Majefty, hath been the feverity of 
his Deputies there, one of which leaving the 
Government after he had in a few years put 
000 ‘ to death * 8000 perfons, it is reported to 
have been faid, The Country was loft with 
too much lenity. This Speech Meurfius con¬ 
cludes his Belvhk^ Hi pry withal. And as for 
Franca, the firft broils there, were not for 
Religion, but for preferring the Houfe of 
Guife , and difgracing the Princes of the 
Blood. True it is that each fide advantaged 
themfelves by the colour of Religion, and 
under pretence of zeal to the Roman , the 
Guijians murthered the Proteftants (being 
in the exercife of their Religion affembled 
together) againft the Kings Edid, againftall 
Laws and common Humanity. And tell me 
in good (both, Mr. fVaddefworth, do you ap¬ 
prove fuch barbarous Cruelty ? Do you al¬ 
low the Butchery at Paris ? . 
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Do you think Subjects are bound to give 
their Throats to be cut by their fellow Sub- , ; 

jedts, or to [offer them, without either hum- pH- 

ble Remonftrance or flight, to] their Princes rt *'” T ^ckt hr, 
at their meer wills againfts their own Laws WMrj **- 

and Edidts ? You would know, quo jure, the 
Proteftants Wars in France and Holland are f' UT f 
juftified, [I interpofe not my own Judgment, 
not being throughly acquainted with the if 

Lawsand Cultomes of thole Countries, but fj>- 
I tell you what both they, and the Papifts 
alfo, both in France and Italj, have in fuch 
Cafes alledged.] Firft, the Law of Nature , 
which, [they fay,] not only alloweth,but in¬ 
clined! and enforceth every living thing, to 
defend it felf from violence. Secondly, that 
of Nations, which permitteth thofe that are 
in the protection of others, to whom they 
owe no more but an honourable acknow¬ 
ledgment, in cafe they go about to make 
themfelves ablolute Soveraigns, and ufurp 
their Liberty, to refill and Hand for the 
fame. And if a lawful Prince (which is not 
yet Lord of his Subjedts Lives and Goods) 
mall attempt to defpoil them of the fame, 
under colour of reducing them to his own 
Religion after all humbleRemonffrances they 
may, [they fay,] (land upon their own guard, 
and being affailed, repel Force with Force, 
as did the Macchabees under Antiechw. In 
which cafe, notwithftanding the perfon of 
the Prince himfelf, ought always to be i’acred 
and inviolable, as was Sauls to David , Part¬ 
ly, if the inraged Minifter of a lawful Prince, 
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Se*. ISP Pwnu.F For the Low-Countries, the World knows 
VivUj c<vt-uni that the Dukes of Burgundy were not Kings 
ef (Ly^^U- or abfolute Lords of them, which are hol- 
eycJrUf-^- den partly of the Crown of France, and part- 
QSiJ- ly 0 f the Empire. And of Holland in parti- 
ef vuts cular they were but Earls. And whether 
2)" IS urn u-if that Title carries with it fucha Soveraign- 
j2>t 'j'lUhJcn ■ ty, as to be able to give new Laws, with¬ 
out their confents, to impofe Tributes, to 
bring in Garifons of Strangers, to build 
Forts, to afliibjedfc their Honours and Lives to 
the dangerous trial of a new Court, pro¬ 
ceeding without form or figure of fuftice, any 
reafonable Man may well doubt 3 themfelves 
do utterly deny it.

will abufe his Authority againft the funda¬ 
mental Laws of the Country,[they fay,] it is 
no rebellion to defend themfelves againft 
Force, referving full their Obedience to 
their Soveraign inviolate. Theft are the Rules 
of which the Proteflants that have born 
Arms in France and Flanders , and the Papifts 
alfo both there and elfewhere, as in Naples , 
that have flood for the defence of their Li¬ 
berties, have ferved themfelves. How truly 
f efteem it hard for you and me to determine , 
unlefs we were more throughly acquainted with the 
Laws and Cuftomes of thofe Countries , than / 
for my part am.

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Yet you fay boldly they- are Rebels, and ask 
rvhy rve did fuff on them ?

1608. of all 
imputation of Rebellion. And if they were Re¬ 
bels, efpecially for Herefie, why did themofl 
Chriftian King fupport them ? As for Queen 
Elizabeth, if Ore were alive, lire would an¬ 
swer your queftion with another, why did 
Spain concur in Praftice, and promife Aid to that 
dcteft able Con [piracy that was plotted againfl her 
by Pius V. as you may fee, at large in his Life, 
Written by Girolamo Catenap It is, you fay, 
an eafie matter to pretend. Priviledges. But it 
is no hard matter to difcern pretended Privi- 
ledges from true, and Treafon from Reafon of 
State, and old Corruptions from old Religion, 
But to take Arms to change the Law's by the 
whole Eftate eftabliflied, is Treafon, what¬ 
soever the caufe or colour be: and therefore 
it was Treafon in the Rebels of Lincolnfhire 
2 .nd Tork:[hire in King Henry’s days, and in the 
Laris of the North in Queen Elizabeths, though 
they pretended their old Religion: and the 
fame muft be faid of all AlfalTinates at¬ 
tempted againft the Perfbns of Princes, as 
Parryes, Somervilles, Squires, againft Qjjeeri 
Elizabeth , and the late Powder-Plot, the eternal 
Shame of Popery yigainft King James. 

To your Argument therefore in form, ad¬ 
mitting that it is no true Church , which it 
founded and begun in Malice, Difobedience, Paffi- 
Dn -> Rlood, and Rebellion , no, nor yet a true 
Reformation of a Church (for in truth the 
Proteflants pretend not to have founded any )

The Aflumption is denied in every part of 
it. And here I mud needs lay you have not 
done unwifely to leave out the Church of 
England, as againft which you had no pre¬ 
tence, all things having been carried orderly, 
and by publick Counfel. But you have 
wronged thofe which you name, and either 
lightly believed, or unjuftly furmifed your 
felf, touching Luther , Calvin, Knox , the 
French, and the Hollanders, when you make 
them the raifers of Rebellion and fhedders of Blood. 

Whofe Blood hath been (lied like Water 
in all parts of thofe Countries, againft all 
Laws of God and Man, againft the Edi&s, 
and publick Faith, till neceftity [as they 
plead^enforced them to ftand for their Lives. 
Yet you prefume that all this is evident to 
the World, whereas it is fo falfe and impro¬ 
bable, yea, in fome parts impoffible, as I won¬ 
der how your heart could allure your hand to 
write it. 

Give me here leave to fet down, by occa- 
lion of this your motive, that which I pro- 
fefs next to the evidence of thofe Corrupti¬ 
ons which the Court and Faction of Rome 
maintains, hath long moved my felf. And 
thus I would enlarge your Propolition. That 
Monarchy (as now without lifping it calls it 
felf) which was founded,fupported,enlarged, 
and is yet maintained by Pride, Ambition, 
Rebellion, Treafon, murtl iei ing of Princes, 
Wars, difpenfing with Perjury, and inceftu- 
ous Marriages, Spoils and Robbery, of 
Churches and Kingdoms, worldly Policy, 
Force and Falthood, Forgery, Lying, and 
t Hypo- 
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Hypocrite, is not the Church of Chrift, and 
his Kingdom, but the Tyranny of Antichrift. 

The Papacy falfely calling it felf the Church 
of Rome is fuch. Ergo. The Aftumption 
lhall be proved in every part of it, and in 
truth is already by the learned and truly noble 
Lord of Pleffis in his Myfterium iniquitatis. Tut 
his Book I fuppofe you cannot view, and it 
would require a juft volume to fhew it, 
though but ihortly. It (hall be therefore, if 
you will, the task of another time And 
yet, becaufe I do not love to leave things 
wholly at random, confider a few Inftances 
in fome of thefe. Pope Boniface III. ob¬ 
tained that proud and ambitious Title of 
Oecumenical , fo much detefted by S. Gregory . 

■ Pope Confiantine and Gregory II, revolted Italy 
from the Greek Emperors Obedience, forbid¬ 
ding to pay Tribute or obey them; Pope 
Zachary animated Pipine H'gh Steward of 
France, to depofe Chilpericf his Lord, and 
difpenfed with the Oaths of his Subjects.Pope 
Stephen II. moft treacheroufly and unjuftly 
perfw ; aded the fame Pipine not to reftore the 
Exarchate of Ravenna to the Emperor, after he 
had recovered it from Aftulfw King of Lom¬ 
bards, but to give it to him. Pope Nicholas II. 
and Gregory Xll parted the prey with the 
Normans in Calabria , and Apulia, creating 
them Dukes thereof, to hold the Emperor of Henn 
Cenfiuntinople s Country in Vallalage of them. 

This latter alfo was the lit ft, as all Hiftorians 
accord, that ever attempted to depofe the 
Emperor, againft whom he moft impioufly 
ftirred up his own Children, which moft ia- 
G g mentably 
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mentably brought him to his end. Pope 
Pafchal II. would not fuffer (Tor the full 
accomplilhment of this Tragedy) his Son to 
bury him. Pope Adrian IV. demanded 
Homage of the Emperor Frederick. Alexan- 
der HI. trod on his neck. Celeftine IJIcrowned 
Henry VI. with his Feet. Innocent IV. ffirred 
up Frederick,!], his own Servants to poifon 
him, pra&ifed with the Sultan of to 
break with him. This is that Innocent, of 
whofe _ Extortions Matthew Paris relates fo 
much in our Story 5 whom the learned , 
zealous, and Holy Bifhop of Lincoln, on his 
Death-bed, proved to be Antichrift , and in a 
Vifion ftroke fo with his Crolier-flaff that 
he died. Boniface VIII. challenged both 
Swords, pretended to be fuperior to the King 
of France in Temporal things alfo. Clement v. 
would in the vacancy of the Empire, that all 
the Cities and Countries thereof, Ihould be 
under his difpolition, made the Duke of 
J'enife, Dandalns, couch under his Table with 
a Chain on his neck like a Dog, ere he 
would grant Peace to the Venetians. This 
Clement Vg commanded the Angels to carry 
their Sods to Heaven, that Ihould take the 
Crofs to fight for the Holy Land. 

What Ilia 11 1 fay more ? I am weary with 
writing thus much, and yet in all this, I do 
not infill: upon private and perfonal Faults, 
Blafphemies, Perjuries, Necromancies, Mur- 
thers, barbarous Cruelties, even upon one 
another, alive and dead, nor on Whoredoms, 
fneeds, Sodomies, open Pillages, befides the 
perpetual Abufe of the Cenfures of the 

Church.

Wherein, not to infift for the 
prefent, but admitting it as true, that wick- 
ednefs of mens Perfons doth not impeach the 
Holinefs of their Fundtions, which they have 
received of God, nor make Gods Ordinances, 
as his Word and Sacraments, of none effect 
But tell me for Gods love, Mafter ivaddef- 
Tvorth, is it likely that this Monarchy thus 
fought, thus gotten, thus kept, thus exer- 
cifed, is of God ? Are thefe men, that wholly 
forfaking the feeding of the Flock of God, 
dream of nothing now but Crowns and

Now Ibefeech 
our Lord deliver his Church from this Ty¬ 
ranny, and blefs you from being a Member 
of fucha Head. 
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Of lack of Succeffion, Bijhops , true Or dir ' 
nations, Orders, Priejlhood. 


I Come now to your Motive from Suc¬ 
ceffion. Where I marvel firft, that 
leaving the Succeffion of Dodtrine, which 
is far more proper and intrinfecal to the 
Churches being, you hand upon thatofPer- 
fons and Offices. Yea, and about them too, 
immediately pafs from that which is of 
Effence, to the external Formalities in Confe- 
cration and Ordination, according to the ancient 
Councils. Have you forgotten what you faid 
right now, that matters of Ceremony and Go¬ 
vernment are changeable -? Yea, but in France, 
Holland, and Germany , they have no Bijhops. 
Firft, what if I fhould defend they have ? 
becaufe a Biihop and a Presbyter are all one, 
as S. from maintains, and proves out of Holy 
Scripture , and the ufe of Antiquity. Of 
which Judgment, as Medina confeffeth, are 
fundry of the ancient Fathers, both Greek, 
and Latin ^ S.. Ambrofe, Auguftine, Sedulius, 
Frimafius , Chryfofome , Theodoret , Oecumenim , 
and ThcopIylaEl : which point I have largely 
treated of in another place, agaioft him that

For amongfi the 
Lutherans and Calvinifts alfo, faith he, which 
have taken away almofi all Ecclefiafiical Rites , 
they only lay on hands, and make Pafiors and Mi- 
tuj- ers, who though they be not Pafiors and 
£ yj s indeed, would be fo accounted and 
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lt\ England you mifs fir(l the lefier orders , 
and lay, we are made Minifters per faltum, 
as if all that are made Priefts among you 
Were P/almifis , Sextons , Readers, Exorcifis , 
Torch-bearers, Subdeacons, and Deacons be¬ 
fore. Remember, I pray, what the Matter 
of the Sentences faith of Deaconlhip and 
Priefthood. Hos fiolos primitiva Ecclefia legi- 
tur habuijfe, & de his foils praceptum Apoftoli 
habemus. He means in the Epiftles to Timo¬ 
thy and Titus. Again, Subdiaconos zero 
Acolythos procedente tempore Ecclefia fibi confti- 
tuit. What? and were the Primitive and 
Apoftolick Churches no true Churches ? or 
need we to be afhamed to be like them ? 
Befides, thofe Councils that ye {peak of, 
it Ihould feem were of no great either Art? 
tiquity or Authority, when not only Pres¬ 
byters,_ without paffing through any order* 
but Bilhops, without being fo much as 
baptized, were ordained. As Neftarius of 
Conftantwople, Synefius of Cyrene, Ambrose of 
Millaine , Conflantine IJ. of Rome it felf. This 
therefore is a very flight Exception. 

Your next is well worfe, touching the Or¬ 
dination at the Nags-head } where the Confecra- 
tion of our fir ft Bifhops , as you fay, was at¬ 
tempted , but not cffeUed. It is certain, you 
fay, and you are fare there was fuch a matter, 
although you know, and have feen the Records 
themfelves, that afterward there was a Con- 
fecration of DoElor Parker at Lambeth. Alas, 
Mafter tvaddefworth , if you be relolved to 
believe Lies, not only againft publick Ads, 
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and your own eye fight, but againft all 
Probability, who can help it? I had well 
hoped to have found that Ingenuity in 
you, that I might have ufed your Tefti- 
mony unto others of that fidetouching 
the Vanity of this Fable, as having (hewed 
you the Copy of the Record of Debtor 
Parker s Confecration, which I had pro¬ 
cured to be trantcribed out of the Abts, 
which your felf alfo at your return from 
London, told me you law in a Black Book. 
Now I perceive by your perplexed Wri¬ 
ting, and enterlining in this part of your 
Letter, you would fain difcharge your Con¬ 
fidence, and yet uphold^ this Lye, perhaps, 
as loth to offend that fide where you novv 
are: and therefore you have deviled this 
Temper, that the one was attempted, the 
other ejfetted. But it will not be. For hilt 
of all, if that at the Nags-head were but 
attempted, what is that to the purpoie of opr. 
Ordinations, which are not derived from it, 
but from the other, which as you lay, was 
effected at Lambeth ? And are you firethere 
raas filch a Matter? How are you fure? 
Were you prelent there in Perfon, or have 
you heard it of thofe that were prefent? 
Neither of both I fuppofe: but if it were to, 
that fome body pretending to have been 
there prefent, told you fo much, how are 
you fure that he lied not in faying lo •, 
much more when you have it but at the 
third, or fourth hand, perhaps the thirtieth 
or fortieth ? But confider a little, is it pro- 
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bable that men of that fort, in an action 
©f that Importance, and at the beginning 
of the Queens Reign, when efpecially it 
concerned both them and her to provide, 
that all things fhould be done with Re¬ 
putation, would be fo hafty and heedlefs, 
as to take a Tavern for a Church? Why 
might they not have gone to the next 
Church as well ? They thought to make 
the old Catholick'Bifhop drunken. Thus 
the' Wisbich and Framjngham Priefts were 
wont to tell the tale. Is it likely that they 
would not forethink that polfible this good 
old Man would not drink fo freely as to be 
drunken, and if he were, yet would not be 
in the humour to do as they would have him ? 

For who can make any Foundation upon 
what another would do in his Cups ? What a 
fcorn would this be to them ? Men are not al¬ 
ways fo provident in their A&ions. True, 
but fuch men are not to be imagined fo 
Sottiih, as to attempt fo folemn an 
A&ion, and joyned commonly with fome 
great Feaft, and as you obferved well 
out of the. Adts, with the Queens Man¬ 
date for the Adtion to be done, and hang 
all upon a drunken fit of an old man. 
Befides, how comes it to pafs that we 
could never underftand the names of the 
old Bifhop, or of thole whom he fhould 
have confecrated, or which confecrated 
them (elves , when he refufed to do it. For, 
fo do your men give it out 5 howfoever

So it feems we 
maft pafs out of Wales into Ireland , to find 
the See of this Billiop or Archbifhop. But 
I believe we may fail from thence to Vir¬ 
ginia to feek him * for in Ireland we jfhall 
not find him. Let us come to thofe that 
he fhould have ordained, what were their 
names ? Candidati , if that will content you, 
more you get not. Why they might have 
been remembred as well as the Nags-Head, 
as well as Bonners name, and his See, 
and that he was Dean of the Bifhops , he 
means of the Archbiihoprick, fede vacante, 
and that he fent his Chaplain (his name alfo 
is unknown ) to forbid the Ordination. 
At leaft their Sees. To cut the matter fhort. 
J 2 uid plura ? Scoraus Monachus pc ft Herefor- 
denfis pfeudo-epifcopus ceteris , ex ceteris, qui- 
dam Scoreo manus impcnunt : fiuntque fine pa- 
tre filii, & pater d fliis procreatur , res fecu- 
lis omnibus inaudita. Here is at length fome 
certainty Some truth mingled among, to 
give the better grace, and to be as it were 
the Vehiculum of a lye. For John Scorj, in 
King Edward his times, Bifliop of Chichefter , 
and after of Hereford , was one of thofe that 
ordained Doftor 'Parker , and preached at 
his Ordination, But that was the Ordina-- 
tion efelled as you call it: We are now 
in that which was not efetted, but attem¬ 
pted only. And here we feek again, who 
were thefe quidams that laid Hands on 
Scorj? We may go look them with Lau- 
dafenfis the At'cllbilhop of Ireland. Well 5 
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hear the proofs. Mafter Thomas Neal , 
Hebrew Reader of Oxford , which was pre- 
fent , told thus much to the antient Confeffors , 

they to F. Halywood. This proof by Tra¬ 
dition, as you know, is of little credit with 
Proteftants, and no marvel: For experi¬ 
ence (hews that reports fuffer ftrange al¬ 
terations in the carriage, even when the 
tdb-'tte R e P orters are interefted. Irenms relates 
’ '* from the antient Confeffort , which had fecn 
John the Difciple , and the other Apofiles of 
the Lord, and heard it from them, That 

Chrifi our Saviour was between forty and fifty 
years of Age before his Paffion. I do not 
think you are fure it was fo. For my 
part, I had rather believe Irenxus and thofe 
Antients he mentions, and the Apoftles; 
than Father Halywood and his Confeffors , and 
Mailer Neal. But polfible it is, Mr. Neale 
faid, he was prefent at Matthew Parkers 
Ordination by John Scory. Thefe Confeffors 
being before imprelfed, as you are, with 
the buz of the Ordination at the Nags-head 
made up that Tale 5 and put it upon him 
for their Author. Perhaps Mr. Neal did 
efteem John Scory to be no Bifhop , and fo 
was fcandalized though caufelelly, at that 
action. Perhaps Mr. Neale never faid any 
inch Word at all. To help to make good 
this matter, he faith, It was after enabled in 
Parliament , That thefe Parliamentary Bifhopf 
fhould be holden for lawful. I looked for 
fomething of the Nags-Head Bi/hops, and the 
Legend of their Ordination. But the law- 

fulnels

fulnefs that the Parliament provide? for, is 
(according to the Authority the Parliament 
hath ) civil , that is, according to the Laws 
of t;he Land. __ The Parliament never in¬ 
tended to juftifie any thing as lawful, jure 
divine, which was not fo 5 as by the Pre¬ 
amble it felf of the Statute may appear. 

In which it is (aid , That divers qdeftions 8 Eli^c.u 
had grown upon the making and consecrating 
of Archbiflops and Biflogs, within this Realm, 
whether the fame were, and be duely and order¬ 
ly done according to the Law or net, &CC. And 
ihortly to cut off Father Halyweods furmifes, 
the cafe was this, as may be gathered by 
the body of the Statute. Whereas in the 
five and twentieth of Henry the Eighth, 
an Adt was made for the Electing and Con- 
fecrating of Biflops within this Realm 3 And 
another in the third of Edward the Sixth, 


For the Ordering and confecrating of them, and. 
all other Ecclefiaftical Minifters , according 
to fuch form as by fix Prelates, and fix 
other learned Men in Gods Law to be ap¬ 
pointed by the King fhould be devifed , 
and fet forth, under the great Seal of England : 
Which Form in the fifth of the fame Kings 
reign , was annexed to the Book of Com¬ 
mon Prayer, then explained and perfected , 
and both confirmed by the Authority of 
Parliament. All thefe Adts were 1 Maria, 
& i & z Philippi & Maria repealed *, toge¬ 
ther with another Statute of 35-. Henry 8. 
touching the Stile of Supreme Head to be ufed 
in all Letters Patents and Commifliens , &c. 

Thefe 
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Thefe Ads of repeal in the i Elizabeth 
were again repealed , and the Ad of zj. 
Hen. 8. revived fpccially. That of 3 Edw. 
6 . only concerning the Book of Common 
Prayer, &c. without any particular mention 
of the Book or form of Ordering Minifters 
and Bifhops. Hence grew one doubt, whe¬ 
ther Ordinations and Confecrations accor¬ 
ding to that Form were good in Law or no. 
Another was, Qpeen Elizabeth in her Let¬ 
ters Patents touching fuch Confecrations,Or¬ 
dinations had not ufed as may feem, be- 
fides other general Words importing the 
higheft Authority in Caufes Ecclefiaftical, 
the title of Supreme Head, as King Henry 
and King Edward in their like Letters Pa¬ 
tents were wont to do: And that notwith¬ 
standing the Ad of Hen. 8. after the 
repeal of the former repeal might feem 
( though never fpecially) revived. This as 
I guefs was another exception, to thofe that 
by vertue of thofe Patents were consecra¬ 
ted. Whereupon the Parliament declares, 
Firft , That the Boof of Common Prayer, and 
fuch Order and Form for confecrating of Arch- 
bijhops and Bifhops, &C. as was fet forth in the 
time of King Edward the Sixth , and added 
thereto and authorifed by Parliament, fhall fland 
in force and be obferved. Secondly, That all 
Atls done by any perfon about any Confecration, 
Confirmation, or invefting of any eleEl to the Of¬ 
fice or Dignity of Archbijhop or Bifhop , by ver¬ 
tue of the Queens Letters Patents or Commiffi- 

on, 
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on, fince the beginning of her Reign be good. Third¬ 
ly, That all that n ave been Ordered or Con- 
fecrated j 4 rchbifhops, Bifhops, Priefis, &C. af¬ 
ter the J,aid Form and Order, be rightly made } 
ordered and confecrated, any Statute, Law, Ca¬ 
non, or other thing to the contrary notwithfunding. 

Thefe were the Reafons of that Ad; which 
as you fee doth not make good the Nags-head- 
Ordination as F. Ha/ywood pretends, unlefs 
the fame were according to the Form in 
Edward the Sixth’s days. His next proof is, 
That Bonner Bifbop of London while he lived,al- 
ways fet light by the Statutes of the Parliaments 
of Queen Elizabeth, alledging that there wan¬ 
ted Bijhops, without whofe confent by the Laws 
of the Realm there can no frm Statute be made. 
That Bonne k defpifed and fet not a Straw by 
the Ads of Parliament in Queen Elizabeths 
time, I hold it not impoffible, and yet there 
is no other proof thereof, but his bare 
Word , and the antient Confeffors tradition, 
of which we heard before. Admitting this 
for certain , there might be other reafons 
thereof, bendes the Ordination at the Nags- 
head. The ftiffhefs of that Man was no 
lefs in King Edwards time than Queen Eli¬ 
zabeths. And indeed the want alfo of Bifhops 
might be the caufe, why he little regarded 
the Ads of her firft Parliament. For both 
much about the time of Queen Maryes death, 
dyed alfo Cardinal Poole, and fundry other 
Bifhops: And of the reft fome for their con¬ 
temptuous behaviour in denying to per¬ 
form their duty in the Coronation of the 

Queen 









Queen were committed to Prifon, others 
abfented themfelves willingly. So as it is 
commonly reported to this day, there was 
none or very few there. For as for Do- 
dor Parker and the reft, they were not or¬ 
dained till December , i jjp. the Parliament 
was diflolved in the May before. So not 
to ftand now to refute limners conceit, that 
according to our Laws there could be no 
Statutes made in Parliament without Bi- 
fhops (wherein our Parliament Men will 
redilie his Judgment) F. Halywood was_ in 
this report twice deceived, or would deceive 
his Reader. Firft, that he would make that „ 
exception which Bonner laid againft the Firfi 
Parliament in Queen Elizabeths time, to be 
true of all the reft. Then, that he accounts 
Billrop Bonner to have excepted againft this 
Parliament, becaufe the Bilbops there were 
no Bilhops as not canonically ordained: 
Where it was, becaufe there was no Bi- 
fhops true or falfe there at all. His laft 
proof is. That Dr. Bancroft being demanded 
of Mr. Alablafter, whence their firfi Bifhop s re¬ 
ceived their Orders l anf vered, That he hoped 
a Bifhop might be ordained of a Presbyter in time 
of neccffity. Silently granting , That they were 
not ordained by any Bifhop : And therefore, 
faith he, the Parliamentary Bifhops are with¬ 
out order Epifcopaf and their Minifters alfo no 
Priefis. For Priefis are not made but of Bi¬ 
fhop s ; whence Hierome, Qjjid facit, drc. M-'hat 
doth a Bifhop , faving Ordination , which a Pres¬ 
byter doth not ? I have not the means to de¬ 
mand 
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* man cl of D. Alablaffer , whether this be 
true or not. Nor yet whether this be-all 
tte anfwer he had of Dr .Bancroft. That I 
affirm, that if it were, yet it follows not 
that D. Bancroft filcntly granted they had no 
Orders of Bijhop. Unlefs he that in a falle 
Difcourfe, where both Propoh'tions be un¬ 
true, denies the Major, doth filently grant 
the Minor. Rather he jelled at the futility 
of this Argument, which admitting all this 
lying Legend of the Nags-head , and more 
tOO j fuppofe no Ordination by any Bifhops had 
been ever effected, notwithflanding ffiews no 
fufficient reafon why there might not be 
a true confecration, and true Minifters 
made, and confequently a true Church in 
England. For indeed neceffity difpenfes 
with Gods own pofitive Laws, as our Sa¬ 
viour fhews in the GofpeR much more then Mark2.2 s. 
with Mans: And fucli by Hieroms Opini¬ 
on are the Laws of the Church, touching 
the difference of Bifhops and Presbyters, 
and confequently touching their Ordinati¬ 
on by Bilhops only. Whereof I have 
treated more at large in another place, 
for the juflification of ocher reformed 
Churches , albeit the Church of England 
needs it not. To confirm this Argument, 
it pleafeth F. Halywood to add, That King 
Edward the Sixth toff array the Catholicff 
Fite of Ordaining , and injlead of it , fab (lit si¬ 
ted a few Calviniftical Prayers. Whom 

Queen Elizabeth followed, &c. And this 
is in effect the fame thing w’hich you fay, 

H h when 
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when you add. That Coverdale being made 
Bllhcg of Exceter in King Ed ward V time , 
when all Councils and Church Canons were lit¬ 
tle obferved, it is very doubtful he was never 
himfelf canonically confecrated , and fo if he 
were no canonical B if hop , he could not make- 
another Canonical. To F. Halywood I would 
anfvver. That King Edward took not away 
the Catholick Rite of Ordaining, but pur¬ 
ged it from a number of idle and fuper- 
ftitious Rites prefcribed by the Popillv 
Pontifical. And the Prayers which he 
feoffs at if they were Calviniftical, fure it 
was by Prophecie, for Calvin never faw them 
till Queen Mary s time when by certain 
of our Englifh Exiles, the Rook of Com¬ 
mon Prayer was tranflated and (hewed him ; 
if he faw them then. Some of them, as 
the Litany , and the Hymn Veni Creator , &c. 
I hope were none of Calvins, devifing. 
To you, if you name what Councils and 
Church Canons you mean, and make any 
certain exception, either againft Biihop Co¬ 
verdale , or any of the reft as not Cano¬ 
nical Bifhops, I will endeavour to fatisfie 
you. Mean while remember I befeech 
you. That both Law, and Reafon, and 
Religion ihould induce you in doubtful 
things to follow the moft favourable fen- 
tence, and not raflrly out of light furmi- 
fes to pronounce againft a pubiick and fo- 
lemn Ordination , againft the Orders con¬ 
ferred fucceffiyely from it, againft a whole 
Church. Wherein i cannot but commend 
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Do&or Carriers modefty , whole Words 

are thefe. I -will not determine againfl the Pl? , „ 

fucceffion of the Clergy in England, hecaufe it 

is to me very doubtful. And the difcretion 

of Cudfem'ms the Jefuite, which denies the Dedefprrat 

Englifh Nation to be Hereticks, hecaufe they ta Calvini 

remain in a perpetual fucceffion of Bifhops. 

And to take away all doubt from you, 
that fame of thefe Ordainers were only Bifhops 
elebl, and unconfecrated ; befides Miles Co¬ 
ver dale , in King Edward’s time Bill top of 
Exceter, caff in Prifon by Queen Mary, 
and releafed and fent over Sea to the King 
of Denmark^, know that William Barlow was 
another 5 in King Edwards days Bifhop 
of Bath and wells , in Queen Mary s be¬ 
yond the Seas in the company of the 
Dutchefs of Sujfolf and Mr. Bertie her Huf- 
band ; at the time of Dr. Parkers Ordi¬ 
nation Eled of Chichefler. A third was 
John Scory , in King Edwards time Bifhop 
of Chichefler , and at the time of the faid 
Ordination Eletl of Hereford. A fourth 
was John Hodgeshfn , Suffragan of Bedford 1 
And thefe four, if they were all ordained 
according to the Form ratified in King Ed¬ 
ward's days, were prefented by two Bi¬ 
fhops at lead: to the Archbifhop, and of 
him and them received Impofition of Hands, 
as in the faid Form is appointed 

One Scruple yet remains which you 

have, in “That thefe Men did confecrate Do¬ 
llar Parker , by vertue of a Breve from the 
fifteen as Head of the Church, who being no 
H h ^ true 
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r. ltd is. 


true Head , and a Woman , you fee not how 
they could make a true Confecration grounded 
on her .Authority. But to clear you in this 
dfo, you muft underftand the Queens 
Mandate ferved not to give Power to or¬ 
dain (which thofe Bifliops had before in- 
frinfecally annexed to their Office) but 
Leave and Warrant to apply that Power 
to. the perfon named in that Mandate. A 
thing, unlefs I have been deceived by Re¬ 
ports, ufed in other Countrys, yea in the 
Kingdoms of his Catholick Majefty him- 
felf. . Sure I am by the Chriftian Empe¬ 
rors in the Primitive Church, as you may 
fee in the Ecclefiaftical Hiftories, and name¬ 
ly in the Ordination of Nett anus , that I 
fpake of before. Yea, which is more, in 
the Confecration of the Bifliops of Rome, 
as of Leo the Eighth, whofe Decree, with 
the Synod at Rome touching this matter, is

nother Council, which gave to Charles 
the Great , Jus & poteftatem eligendi Ponti- 
ficem , & ordinandi Hpoftolicam Sedcm , as 

you may fee in the Chapter next before. 
See the Erne pifi. c. 16 , & 17, & 18. 
and. you (ball find, that when one was 
chofen Bifliop of Reate , within the Popes 
c Re tin. own Province, by the Clergy and people, 
and fent to him by Guido the Count to be 
confecrated , the Pope durft not do it 
rill the Emperors Licence were obtained. 
Yea, that he writes to the Emperour for 
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Colonus , That receiving his Licence he might 
confecrate him either there , or in the Church 

of Tufculum,which accordingly upon the Em- 
perours bidding he performed. 

Yet another Exception you take, to the 
making our Minifters, That we keep not 
the right intention. Firil, Becaufe we neither 
give nor take Orders as a Sacrament. By 
that Reafon we fhould have no true Mar¬ 
riages amongft us neither, becaufe we 
count not Matrimony a Sacrament. This 
Controverfie depends upon the definition of 
a Sacrament , which if it be put to be a 
fgn of a holy thing. , thefe be both fo, and 
a many more than feven. If a Seal of 
the New Tefament, fo are there but thofe 
two, which we properly call Sacraments, Ba- 
p'lfm and the Lords Supper. In which laft, 1/6.4. di/i, 
as tO the intention of Sacrificing , furely, if 12. 

ye allow the Dodtrine of the Matter of 
the Sentences, That it is called a Sacrifice 
and Oblation , which is offered and confiecrated 
by the Brief , becaufe it is a Memory and 
Reprefentation of the true Sacrifice and holy Im¬ 
molation made on the / lltar of the Croft. And 
that Chrifl once dyed on the Crofs, and there 
was offered up in himfelfi but is daily offered up 
in a Sacrament , becaufe in the Sacrament there 
is a remembrance tf that which was once done j 

which he there confirms by the Authori¬ 
ties of the Fathers , cited by Gratian in De 
the Canon Law 7 . If this Dodtrine, I fay , crat " t: ’ 2 ' 
may yet pafs for good , and this be the 
■Churches intention , we W r ant not this Inteil- Loc.rhto!. 
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tion of. facrificing. Add co this the Con- 
feiiion of Melchior Cantu, who faith, the 
Lutherans do not wholly deny the Sacrifice, but 
grant a Sacrifice of Thanksgiving , which they 
ff.Kuchm- call the * Eucharift they wilt have none for 
jucum. p n which they call propitiatory. If he had put 
hereto, unlefis it be a Myfieric, he had rightly 
exprefted the Opinion of the Proteftants. 

Thirdly , \ ou objebt, We want the 
matter and Form with which Orders Jhould be 
given : Namely , for the matter in Priefibood 
the delivery of the Patena with Bread , and 
the Chalice with Wine - In Deaconfihip the de¬ 
livery of the Book of the Gofpel , See By 

which reafon the feven firft Deacons had 
no true Ordination, for then there was no 
Gofpel.vvritten to be delivered them. Nor 
thofe Priefts whom the Pope dull make 
by his foie Word, faying, Efio Sacerdos. 
Whom notwithftanding fundry famous Ca¬ 
li on ills hold to be well and lawfully or¬ 
dained ^ and Innocentius himfelf faith, That 
if thefe Forms of Ordination were not 
found out, any other Ordaioer might in 
like manner make Priefts, with thofe Words, 
or the like: for as much as thefe Forms 
were in procefs of time appointed by the 
Church. And if we lift to feek for thefe 
meraphyfical Notions of Mat ter and Form , 
in Ordination, which at the mold can be 
but by Analogy, how much better might 
we affign the perfons deputed to facred 
Functions to be the matter (as thofe that 
contract are by ycur felves made the mat¬ 
ter 
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ter in Matrimony) and the importing of 
Hands , with the exprelfing the Authority 
and Office given to be the Form ? In A- 
though falfely called the Areopagite , 
yet an antient Author, you (hall find no¬ 
thing elfe 5 nor, which I may tell you by 
the way, any other Orders, fave Biihops, 
Priefts and Deacons. 

And to come to that wherein you (ay 
we fail rnoft of all, the fiubftantial Form 
of Priefthood , tell me ingenuoufly, good 
Mafter ivaddefworth , how do you know 
that our Lord Jefus Chrift made his Apo- 
ftles, or they ocher Priefts with this Form, 
which hath no mention or footftep in the 
Gofpels, or otherwhere in Holy Scripture! 

Nor fo much as in the Council of Car¬ 
thage-, that from whence the manner of 
giving other Orders is fetched nor in Gra-^ 

-tian, nor in any other antient Author that 
I can find, fave in the Pontifical only. And 
is the prefent Pontifical of fuch Autho¬ 
rity with you, as the Form of Prieflhood , 
the fubfiantial Form , can fublift in no other 
Words than thofe that be there expreffed ? 

To omit the late turkeftng whereof, con- 
fider what Auguftinm Patrit'ms writes in his 
Preface before that which at Pope Innocent 
the Eighth his commandment he patched 
together: That there were fcarce two or three' 

Books found that delivered the fame thing: 

Jfuot libri tot varietates. Ille deficit , hie fit• 
perabftndat , alius nihil omnino do eh re habet , 
retro out nurtquam convenimt ■, fiepe obfeuri, 

Hh 4 implic.iti. 
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implicati, & Librariorum vitio p/erunque men- 
aoji. And in truth in this your effentid 
Form of Pnefihood , the old Pontificals be¬ 
fore that which he fet forth, either had 
other Words at the giving of the Chalice 
and Paten as may feem s or wanted both 
that Form and the Matter alfo together. 
The Ad after of the Sentences declaring 
the manner of the Ordination of Priefts, 
and the reafon why they have the Cha¬ 
lice with Wine , and Paten with Hofts 
given unto them, faith it is, Vt per hoc 
feiant fe accepiffe poteftatem plaeabiles Deo 
hoftias offerendi. Hugo in like manner, Ac- 
ciplant & Calicem cum vino, & Patenam cum 
Hofiia de manu Epifcopi, quatenus poteftatem 
fe accepiffe cognofcant , plaeabiles Deo Hoftias 
offerendi. Stephanas Eduenfts Epifcopus, in the 
fame Words : Datur ets Cdix cum Vino, 
& Patena cum Hoftia, in quo traditur ills po- 
t eft as ad offerendum Deo plaeabiles Hoftias . 
So Johannes f amen ft s in his Sutnm, entitled, Ca¬ 
tholic on, verbo Presbyter. If you afeend to 
the higher times of Rabamu, Alcuinm, Jfi- 
dnus, you Ilia 11 find that they mention no 
fuch matter, of delivering Chalice or Pa¬ 
ten, or Words ufed at the delivery 5 and 
no marvel, for in the Canons of the fourth 
Council of Carthage they found none. Di- 
onyftus faffly called Areopagita, whom I men¬ 
tioned before, fetting dow r n the manner of 
Ordaining in his time. The Prieft upon 
both his knees before the Altar rvith the Bi- 
jh ps right-Hand upon his Head , is on this man¬ 
ner 
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manner fault ifed by hi* Confecrator with holy 
Invocations. Here is all, fave that he faith, 
after, he hath deferibed that alfo which 
pertains unto the Deacon, that every one of 
them is figned with the Crofs when the Bi/hop 
blejfeth them , and proclaimed , and faluted by 
the Confecrator himfelf and every one of that 
facred Order that is prefent. The Greek 
Scholiaft very livefy (hews the meaning 
and manner of this proqfciming. He faith. 

The Ordainer pronounceth by name when hefign- 
eth him , o Set vet ami ^is0u7ipn eic 

’E'mtrwnot’f iv qvop.a!]i n Wfjf ^ to xj <t» 
dy!x wrdjfictlQ-. bfMtas TS 'srpso^yrsfn, J)~ 
a.xJv*. Such a Man is confecrated from being 
Presbyter to be a Bifhop in the name of the 
Father , &C. and fo in the Presbyter and Dea¬ 
ton. Clemens Romanus ( if F. Turrian and 
the reft of the Romifli Fadtion deceive us 
not, or be not deceived themfelves, in 
attributing to him the eight Books of the 
Apoftolick Conftitutions that bear his 
name) cuts the matter yet more lliort, 
and without either crofting or proclaiming, 
appoints the Bijhop to lay his Hands upon him , 
in the prefence of the Presbytery and the Deacons, 
ufmg a Prayer, which you may fee at length 
in him; for the increafe of the Church , and 
of the number of them that by Word and IVork^ 
may edifie it : For the party edited unto the 
Offce of Priefihood , that being filled with 
the operations of Healing and Word of Do¬ 
ctrine , he may injlruEt Gods people with 
meeknefs , a, id ferve him fincerely with a 

pure 
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pure mind, and willing heart, and perform holy 
Services without fpot for his people through his 
Chrift, to whom, &c. Thefe laft Words which 
are in the Greek, $ ws vnip n a*? ii&was 
dudunf < 5 )<t di ygtc ? as. Carolus Bovius 

Bifhop of Oflma interpret-', & Sacrificia pro 
populo tuo immaculata perficiat. Marvel that 
he added not , tam pro vivis quam pro de- 
funElis. Sure if S. PM, Rom. I j. 16. had 
not added the Word pHiyyitiaK, lie had 
facrificed alfo. This was the antient and 
Apoftolick manner of Ordination , if the 
Author be worthy of credit. But that ye 
may perceive what tampering there hath 
been to bring Ordinations to the Form 
which the prefent Pontifical prefcribes , 
confider with me the Words of Amalanus 
Bithop of Triers in his fecond Book de Ec- 
clefiafi. Off cits, where in the Office of the 
Subdeacon he thus writes * Miror qua de 
re fumptus ufus in Ecclefia, &C. I marvel 
whence the ufe was taken in our Church, that 
very often the Subdeaeon fhould read the Lef- 
fon at Mafs , fence this is not found commit¬ 
ted unto him , by the Miniftry given him in 
Confecratien , nor by the Canonical Writings, 
nor by his name. And {freight after, Nam 
frimavo tempore •, For in antient time the Dea¬ 
con read not the Gofpel which was not yet writ¬ 
ten 5 but after it was enaEled by our Fathers , 
That the Deacons fhould read the Gofpel, they 
appointed alfo that the Subdeacon fhould read 
the Epiftle or Leffon. It appears then that 
in Amalarius time, who lived with Charles 

the 
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the Great and Lewis his Son, that ridicu¬ 
lous Form was not in the Pontifical , 
where the Book of the Epiftles is given 
to the Subdeacons, and power to read them 
in the holy Church of God as well for the 
£llp c k. as the Dead. The fame Author , com¬ 
ing to fpeak of Deacons, telleth of their 
confecration by Prayer, and impofition of 
Hands, and confuteth that in the prefent 
Pontifical (which he faith he found in a 
little Book of Holy Orders ) made he 
knows not by what Author, That the Bi- 
fhop alone fhould lay Hands on the Deacon. At 
laft he adds, There is one Aiiniftry added to 
the Deacon , viz. to read the Gofpel , which 
he faith, doth well heft him, quia Minifter 
efi. But of the delivery of the Book of 
the Gofpels, with authority to read the 
Gofpel for the Quick and Dead, not 
one Word. In the next Chapter of 
Presbyters he expounds their name, and 
faith further, hunc morem teneut Epifcopi no- 
flri. Our Bifhops have this Fafhion, they 
anoint the Hands of Presbyters with Oyl , 

which Ceremony he declares; touching 
impofition of Hands upon them, he remits 
us to that he laid before in die Deacon. 

Then he fhews OUt of Atnbrofe and Hierom ,, 

That thefe are all one Order with Bifhops, and 
ought to govern the Church in common , like 
Mofes with the feventy Elders : As for de¬ 
livery of Chalice and Wine, or Paten and 
Hoft, with power to facrifice fo well for 
the Quick as the Dead, he makes no 

mention. 
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mention. Judge you whether thefe were 
thought to be the matter and effentlal Form 
of Priefthood in his time. Yet one Author 
more will I name in this matter, not only be- 
caufe he is a famous Schoolman, and one 
of Luthers firft Adverfaries, and therefore 
ought to be of more account with that 
fide, but becaufe he profefleth the end of 
his Writing to be, circa Sacramentum ordinis 
cantos redder e , ne pertinax quifquam am le- 
vis fit circa modum tradendi ant recipiendi or- 
dines. It is Cardinal Cajetane , in the fe- 
cond Tome of his Opufcula , lit. De modo 
tradendi feu recipiendi Ordines. Read the 
whole , where thefe things I oblerve for 
OUr prefent purpofe. x . If all be gathered 
together which the Pontificals , or which Reafon 
or Authority hath delivered , the nature of aU 
the refi of the Orders except Priefihood on¬ 
ly, will appear very uncertain. z. The leffer 
Orders and Subdeaconfhip according to the 
Ad after of the Sentences , were inftituted by the 
Church. 3. The Deacons inftituted by the A- 
poftles , Acts 6 . were not Deacons of the Al¬ 
tar, but of the Tables and Widows. 4. In 
Deaconfhip there feems to be no certain Form 3 
for according to the old Pontificals, the laying 
of Hands upon the Deacon hath no certain 
Farm of Words , but that Prayer 5 Emitte qu;K- 
fumus in eos S. Sandtum : which according 
to the new Pontificals is to be faid after the 
impofttion of Hands. For the giving of the 
Boo ft of the Gofpels , hath indeed a form 
of Words , but that impreffeth not the Cha- 
, ratter. 
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ratter, for before aUy Goff el -was written, the 
Apcjfiles ordained Deacons by imp option of Hands. 
5 - In the Subdeaconfhip alfb there is no Pon¬ 
tifical which hath not the matter without Term, 
Viz. the delivery of the empty Chalice, &C. 

Thefe things with more which he there fets 
down, he would have to ferve to the infiru- 
chon of the learned touching the uncertainty of 
this whole matter, to teach Aden to be wife to 
fobriety, that is, every Alan to be content with 
the accufiomed Pontifical of the Church wherein 
he is ordained. find if ought be omitted of 
thofe things which be added out of the new Pon¬ 
tificals, as for example, that the Poof of the E- 
pifiles was not given, with thofe Words [Take Au¬ 
thority to read the Epifiles as well for the Jfuicfi 
as the Lead ] there is no need of fuff lying this 
omiffion by a new Ordination, for fuch new ad¬ 
ditions make no new Law. Learn then of 
your own Cajetane, that the new additions 
of delivery of the Chalice with Wine, and Pa¬ 
ten with Hofis, and authority to offer facrifice 
for the ffjficf and the Dead, make no new Law. 
Learn to be content with the Pontifical 
of the Church, wherein you were ordain¬ 
ed. Wherein fir ft is verbatim all that 
which your Pontificals had well taken out 
of the holy Words of our Saviour, Acci- 

fe Spirit urn Santi urn ■-> quorum remiferis feccata 
remittuntur eis, & quorum retinueris retenta 

fit tit. Which methinks you ftiould rather 
account to contain the eftential Form 
of Priefthood than the former, both be- 
caufe they are Chrifts own Word, and 

. "joyned 
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joyned frith that Ceremony of laying on 
Hands, which antiently denominated this 
whole a&ion, and do exprefs the worthi- 
eft and principals ft fart of your Comm iff/on , 
which the Apoftle calls the Miniftry of Re¬ 
conciliation , 1 Cor. y. 18, 19. Then, be- 
caufe this Office is not only deputed to 
confecrate the Lords Body, _ but alfo to 
preach and baptize (which in your Pon¬ 
tifical is wholly omitted) in a larger and 
more convenient Form is added out of 
S. Paul , 1 Cor. 4. 1, and he thou a faithful Dif- 
fenfer of the Word of God and of his holy Sacra¬ 
ments. In the name of the Father, &C. 

As to that you add, That we offer no Sa¬ 
crifice for the J 2 uick. and Dead, and there¬ 
fore well may he called Minifters, as all Lay¬ 
men are , but are no Priefls. I have met 
with fundry that pull this Rope as ftrong- 
ly the other way, and affirm that h'ecaufe 
by the very Form of your Ordination you are 
appointed Sacrificers for the ffftcf and the 
Dead, re ell may ye he Mafs-Rr lefts as ye are 
called, but Minifters of the New Teft ament, 
after S. PauL Phrafe ye are none. For that 
Office hands principally in preaching the 
Word, whereof in your Ordination there 
is no Word faid. And as little there is 
in Scripture of your Sacrifice, which 
makes Chrift not to be a Prieft after the 
order of Mdchifedcd?, &c. with much more 
to this purpofe. Where my Defence for 
your Miniftry hath been this, That the 
Form, Receive the Holy Ghoft, rehofe Jins ye 
• > ■ remit 
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remit they are remitted , &C. doth futticient- 
iy comprehend the Authority of preach¬ 
ing the Golpel. fife you the fame equi¬ 
ty towards us, and tell thofe hot Spirits 
among you, that hand fo much upon for¬ 
malities of Words, That to be a Difpen- 
fer of the Word of God and his holy Sacraments . 
is d\\ the duty of Priefthood. And to you 
I add further, that if you confider well 
the Words of the Matter of the Senten¬ 
ces which I vouched before, how that 
■which is confecrated of the Priefi is called a 
Sacrifice and Oblation , becavfe it is a Memo¬ 
rial and Reprefentation of the true Sacrifice and 
holy Offering made on the Jhar of the Croft , 

and joyn thereto that of the Apoftle , Heb.io 

that by that one Offering Chrifi hath perfected 
for ever them that are fanclifed , and as he 
faith in another place, through that Blood of 
his Crofs reconciled unto God all things whether 
tn Earth or in Heaven 5 you {hall perceive, 
that we do offer Sacrifice for the Quick 
ana Dead, remembring, reprefenting and 
myftically ottering that foie Sacrifice for 
the quick and Dead, by the which all 
their, fins are meritorioufly expiated, and 
dehiing that by the fame, we and all the 
Church may obtain remiff on of fins , and all other 
Benefits of Chrifis Paffion. 

To the Epilogue therefore of this your laft 
Motive, I fay in fhort. Sith we have no 
need of Subdeaconfihip , more than die 
Churches in the Apoftles times, and in 
truth thofe whom we call Clerks and Sex¬ 
tons 
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tons perform what is neceffary in this be¬ 
half. Sith we have Canonical Biiliops, and 
lawful Succefm. Sith we neither want due 
intention to depute Men to Ecclefiaftical 
Functions , nor matter or Form in giving 
Priefibood ; deriving from no Man or Wo¬ 
man the Authority of Ordination , but from 
chrifi the Head of the Church; you have 
alledged no fufficient Caufe, why we fliould 
not have true Pallors , and confequently a 
true Church in England. 
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Of the Conclufion. Mr/Waddefworth\f 
Agonies and. Protejlation , &c. 


Y Et by thefe ( you fay ) and many other 
Arguments, you were refolved in your un¬ 
der flan ding, to the contrary. It may well be 
that your Underftanding out of its own 
heedlefs haft, as that of our firft Parents, 
while it was at the perfedeft was induced 
into error, by refolving too foon out of 
Teeming Arguments, and granting too for¬ 
ward aftent. For furely, thefe which you 
have mentioned, could not convince it, if 
it would have taken the pains to examine 
them throughly, or had the patience to 
give unpartial hearing to the Motives on 
the other fide. But as if you triumphed 
in your own conqueft and captivity, you 
add that which pafleth yet all that hitherto 
you have fet down, viz. That the Church of 
Rome was and is the only true Church , bc- 
caufe it alone is Antient, Catholicand Apo- 
flolick., having Succejfion , ZJtiity and Viflbtlity 
in all Ages and Places. Is it only antient ? 
To omit ferufalem , are not that of Anti¬ 
och, where the Difciples were firft called 
ChriftiatlS, and Alexandria, T. phefus, Corinth, and 
the reft mentioned in the Scriptures antient 

I i alf® ? 
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alfo? and of Antioch antienter than Rome. 
Is it Catholic ^ and Apsfiolick. only ? Do not 
thefe and many more hold the Catholick 
Faith received from the Apoftles, as well 
as the Church of Rome ? For that it ihould 
be the Vniverfal Church , is all one as ye 
would fay the part is the whole, one Ci¬ 
ty the World. Hath it only fuccejfion ? where 
to fet afide the enquiry of Do&rine, fo 
many Simoniacks, and Intruders have ruled, 
as about fifty of your Popes together, were 
by your own Mens Confelfion Apofiatlcal, 
rather than Apofiolical ? Or Unity, where 
there have been thirty Schifms, and one of 
them which endured fifty years long, and 
at laft grew into three Heads, as if they 
would (hare among them the triple Crown > 
And as for diffentions in Dodtrine, I remit 
you to Afafter DoBar Halls peace of Rome, 
wherein he fcores above three hundred 
mentioned in Be liar mine alone$ above three- 
fcore in one only head of Penance out of 
Na.va.rrus. As to that addition, in all A- 
ges and places =, I know not what to make 
of it, nor where to refer it. Confider, 
I befeech you, with your wonted mode¬ 
ration what you fay •, for fure unlefs you 
were beguiled, I had almoft faid bewitched, 
you could never have refolved to believe 
and profefs, that which all the World 
knows to be as falfe, I had (well nigh) 
faid as God is true, touching the extent of the 
Romifh Church to all Ages and places. 
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Concerning the agonies you faffed, I will 
fay only thus much, if being refolved 
though erroneoufly that was truth, you 
were withholden from profelfing it with 
worldly refpedts, you did w'ell to break 
through them all. But if befides thefe, 
there were doubt of the contrary (as me- 
thinks needs muft be) unlefs you could 
fatisfie your felf touching thofe many and 
known Exceptions againft the Court of Rome, 
which you could not be ignorant of) take 
heed, left the refi infuiug thefe agonies were 
not like Sampfons fleeping on Datilahs knees, 
while the Locks of his Strength were lha- 
ven, whereupon (the Lord departing from 
him ) he was taken by the PhiliJHns , had 
his Eyes put out, and was made to grind in 
the Prifon. But I do not defpair but your 
former refolutions (hall grow again. And 
as I do believe your religious afleverati- 
On, that for very fear of damnation you for- 
look us (which makes me to have the 
better hope and opinion of you, for thac 
I fee you do fo ferioully mind that which 
is the end of our whole life *, ) fo I de¬ 
fire from my Heart the good hope of fabvati- 
on you have in your prefent way may be as 
happy, as your fear I am perfwaded was 
caufelefs. 

For my part, I call God to record a- 
gainft mine own Soul, that both before 
my going into Italy , and fince, I have ftill 
endeavoured to find and follow the truth 
in the Points controverted between us, 
I i 2 without 
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without any earthly refped in the World. 
Neither wanted I fair opportunity ha'd f 
feen it on that fide, eafily, and with hope 
of good entertainment to have adjoyned my 
felf to the Church of Rome, after your exam¬ 
ple. But (to ufe your words) as I/ball anfwer 
at the dreadful day of judgement, I never fare 
heard, or read any thing, which did convince me • 
nay, which did not finally confirm me daily more and 
more, in the perfwafion, that in thefe differences it 
refis on our part. Wherein I have not follow- 
lowed humane conjectures from foreign and 
outward things (as by your leave methinks 
you do in thele your motives, whereby I 
proteft to you in tlie fight of God, I am 
alfo much comforted and allured in the 
poffelfion of the truth) but the undoubted 
Voice of God in his Word, which is more to 
my Confidence than a thoufana Topical Ar¬ 
guments. In regard whereof I am no lefs 
allured, that if llhould forfake it I fhould 
be renounced by our Saviour, before God 
and his Angels, than in the holding it be 
acknowledged and faved =, which makes me 

relolve, not only for no hope, if it were of 
ten thoufand Worlds , but by the gracious ajji- 
fiancc of God, without whom 1 know I am 
aole to do nothing, for no t err our or, torment ever 
to become a Papifi. 

You fee what a large diftance there is 
between us in Opinion. Yet for my part, 
I do not take upon me to fore-judge you, 
or any other that doth not with an evil 
A/dr.d and ielf condemning Confidence on- 
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ly to maintain a Fa&ion, differ from that 
which I am perfwaded is the right. Iac- 
count we hold one and the fame Faith in our 
Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift, and by him 
in the blefled Trinity. To his Judgment 
we ftand or fall. Incomparably more and 
of more importance are thofe things where¬ 
in we agree ; than thofe wherein we dif- 
fent. Let us follow therefore the things 
of peace, and of mutual edification. If 
any be otherwife minded than he ought 
,God fhall reveal that alfo to him. If any 
be weak or fallen, God is able to raife 
him up- And of you good Mr. Waddcf- 
vonh, and the reft of my Mafters and 
Brethren of that fide, one thing I would 
again defire, that according to the Apoftles 
profeffion of himfelf, you would forbear 
to be Lords over our Faith , nor ftraightway 2 Cor i 
condemn of Herefie, our ignorance or lack 24. 
or perfwafion concerning fuch things as 
we cannot perceive to be founded in holy 
Scripture. Enjoy your own Opinions 5 but 
make them not Articles of our Faith: the 
analogy whereof is broken as well by Ad¬ 
dition as Subftra&ion. And this felf fame 
equity we defire to find in pofitive Laws. 

Orders and Ceremonies. Wherein as eve¬ 
ry Church hath full right to prefcribe {hat 
which is decent and to edification, and to 
reform abufe 5 fo thofe that are Members of 
each are to follow what is eojoyned, dll by 
the fame Authority it be reverled. 


And 
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And now to dofe up this Account of 
yours, whereof you would have Dr. Hall and 
me to be as it were Examiners and Audi¬ 
tors. Whether it be perfed and allowable 
or no, look you to it. I have here told 
you mine opinion of it, as directly, plain¬ 
ly and freely as I can; and as you requi¬ 
red fully , if not tedioufly. I lift not to 
contend with you about it. Satisfie your 
own Confcience, and our common Lord 
and Mafter, and you fhall eafily. fatisfie 
me. Once yet by my advice review it, 
and caft it over again. And if in the par¬ 
ticulars you find you have taken, many nul¬ 
lities for fignifying Numbers , many fmaller 
fignifiers for greater •, correct the total. If 
you find namely that out of defire of V- 
fiity, and diilike of contention, you have 
apprehended our diverjities to be more than 
they areconceived a neceffity of an ex¬ 
ternal infallible fudge, where there was none: 
attributed the privi/edge of the Church proper¬ 
ly called, to that which is vifible and mixt. 
If you find the reformed Churches more 
charitable, the proper note of Chrifts Sheep: 
The»Roman Faction more fraudulent, and 
that by public ^ counfel, and of politicks purpofe , 
in framing not only all later Writers, but 
fome antient, yea the Holy Scriptures for 
their advantage: If you find you have mi- 
ftaken the Proteftants Dodrine, touching 
invijibility, your own alfo touching unifor¬ 
mity in matters of Faith: If you have been 
mifinformed and too hafty of credit touch- 
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ing the imputations laid to the beginners of 
Reformation : For as touching the reant of 
Succejfion and the fabulous Ordination at the' 
Nags-head, I hope you will not be ftiff, 
and perfift in your error, but confefs and 
condemn it in your felf: If fas I began to 
fay) you find thefe things to be thus; 
give glory to God , that hath heard your 
Prayer, entreating direction in his holy Truths 
and withhold not that truth of his in unrighteouf- 

nefs. Unto him that is able to reftore and 
eftablifh you, yea to confummate and per¬ 
fect you according to his almighty power 
and unfpeakable goodnefs, toward his eledt 
in Chrift Jefus, I do from my Heart com¬ 
mend you : and reft you,
